When I had well pondeicd thefe 
points in my minde, thus I concluded in the end, That more cafic it was for a man to 


command all other living creatures in the world, than men. 

But when I confidered eftfoones, How Cyrus a Per fan borne, had won exceeding 
many men, very many Cities, and Nations lilcewiie, to his obedience, 1 was thereby 

enforced to change my former opinion, and thus to refolve at the laft; That it is nei¬ 
ther impoffiblc, nor yet a matter of difficulty, to governe men, iircafe one have the 
skill thereof, and goe about it with dexterity. For why 1 of this we are aflured, that 
there ycclded obeifance willingly vnto Cyrus , fomc who were many dayes, others as 
many moneths iourney, diftant from him : thole that never law him, yea and fuch as 
knew foil well they fhould never fee him: yet nathcldle would they all become his 
liege men and devoted fubie&s. And no marucll. For, fo far re excelled he all othei 
Kings, as well thofe that by inheritance fuccecdcd in their Fathers Kingdomes, as 
thole who by their owne conqueft attained to their dominions ; that whereas the 
Scythian King, (albeit the Scythians be a State, for Cumber of people moft puiflant) is 
not able to command any forrainc Nation; but would be well apaid, if he might but 
rule his owne: The Thracian Prince, likewife the T hr mans : and the Illyrian Poten¬ 
tate, the Illyrians; which is the cafe, as we be^re fay, of other Countries bciidts; (For 
in Europe „xhe people live by report feverally vnder their owne lawes,and remaine hi- 
thcrto,tTee one from another) Cyrtts alone, who found the States of Afia likewife ru¬ 
led by their owne lawes,having with a fmall Army of Perfians , made an invafion,be¬ 
came Soucraignc Lord verily of the CMcdes^ and the Hyrcamans , without refiftance, 
aSwivho willingly raunged themfelves vnto him: But the Syrians , Ajfynans, Arabi-

c ' duccd vnder his Empire. The Greekes alfo in Afia, he brought to his devotion. And

Thus atchievcd he the Seignorie of the nations, whichln language agreed neither 
with him, nor yet among themfelves. And notwithftanding he was able to compare 
fo great a part of the earth, and that through fcare of his prowefle; in fo much as he 
aftonifhed all men,and none durftattempt any thing againfUiiimyet could he withall 
imprint fuch an affe&ion in their hearts, with an eameft defire to doe him plealure, as 
that they fued alwaies to be ruled according to his will and dire&ion.

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my /elfc. For, thefe Kings Cup-bcarers when they prelcnt a cup of wine, powre 
fome of it forth into a tafter which they hold in their left hand, and fo take the 
aflay and drink it off, to the end that if they had conveyed poyfoninto the Cup, 
they might notefeupe thcmfelvcs without a mifcliicfc. Hereupon A ft y ages, min¬ 
ding to make fome fport with Cyrus, And why,quoth he, unto him, doft thou 
imitate Sacas in all points elfe, but drankeft not the wine as he did ? Bccau/c,(aid 
he, I feared that poyfon was mixed therewith in the goblet. For, when upon 
your birch-day you feafted your * friends, I perceived evidently, that he pow- 
red forth unto you all,very poyfon. And how kneweft thou that, quoth he, my 
Sonne ? For-footh, faid Cyrus, becaufe I law you diftempered both in body and 
minde. For, firft, looke what ye forbid us children to doc, that did yee your 
felves: yee did fet up a cry, andhovvted all at once together: yee fell tofin- 
ging,and that very ridiculou/ly,and whom yee heard not to ling at all,ye would 
not fticke to fwcare, that he fung pafling well. Moreoucr, when every one of 
you bragged of his owne ftrength and valour, no fooner role yee vp to daunce, 
but ( fo farre were yee from keeping the meafures) that unneth > e were able to 
ftand vpright on your feet. So that yee aliforgat your felves, you, that you 
were a King,and the reft that they were your fubje&s. And then learned I firft, 
that this which youthen did, was that very * liberty of frcefpccch , which 
allowethevery man to fpeake indifferently his mind. And, to fay a truth, your 
tongues neuer lay ftill. Why ? quoth Ajfyages then, Tell mec my lonne, when 
thy father drinketh wine, is hee not drunken otherwhiles ? No truly, anfwcred 
Cyrus. But how doth he order the matter,quoth u Aftyages, that he conrinucth 
fober ? Truly, faith Cyrus , he drinketh fo, as that hee allayeth his rhirft oneiy 
and in fo doing, other harme hee feeleth none: For hee hath noSacjs, I trow, 
Grandfather, to fill him wine. Hcreatinferred his mother and faid, What is the 
rcafonmy fonne, that thou art fo heauy a friend to^ae^i and thus fet again/!

That willing fliee was indeed to fatisfie her father in all 


things, howbeit (lie thought it hard, to leave the childe behind her againft his 
will. Then Aflyages directing his fpeech to Cyrus, my lonnequoth he, if thou 

wilt tarry here with me: Firft and formoft, tor acccflc to me, thou (halt not be 

beholden to Sacas, nor at his appointment : But whenfoever thou art dilpofed to 
enter into my chamber, it fhall be as thou wilt thy lelfe: and the oftner that 

thou (halt repaire unto me, the more thanke will I conn thee. Againe, mine 
owne horfes fhall be at thy commaund, yea and others as many as it pieafcrh 
thee to ufc: And when thou wilt depart, take with thee which of them thou 
lift. Befides, at thy fuppers ufe thine owne diet, and take what courfc thou wilt 
unto that which thou thinkeft to ftand with moderate fobricty. Moreover, I 
beftow upon thee all wild beafts that now be in my Parke, and others will I get 
together for thee of all kinds: which, lo (bone as ever thou haft learned to ride 
an horfe perfe&Iy, thou (halt chacc at thy pleafure, and by (hooting and darting 
overthrow, like as tall and mighty men arc wont to doe. Furthermore, I will 
appoint certaine young Gentlemen to bee thy play-feers: And in one word, 
whatfoeuer thy mind Hands to, lay but the word to me and thou (halt not faile 

but have it. After that ^Aflyages had thus laid to Cyrus, his mother asked him, 
whether he would ftay or depart? who without any ftudy vpon the point, an- 
Ivvered readily, That tarry he would. And being demaunded againc ofhis mo¬ 
ther, wherefore? This (by report) was hisanlwer: Becaufe, Mother, at home, 
as I am indeed, lb men repute me, of ill my companions for (hooting and dar¬ 
ting the very beft. J5ut here, I know full well, that in riding I come ftiort of all

among the Perjians , to keep equality is held to be mft. Againc, your Father, 
what prefeript rules arc ordained in the State, rcccivcth the fame, and is the firft 
himfelfe that obferveth them : So that, the rule and mcafurc which he gocth by, 
is not his owne luft and will, but the Law. Take heed therefore my child, that 
thou be notskourged to death at home, when thou art returned thither, having 
learned of him here, in ftead of Princely government, Lordly tyranny: the very 
nature and property whereof is this, To thinke it reafon for to have and hold 

more than all others befides. Never fcare that, good Mother, quoth Cyrus, The 
King your father here is very wife and skilful!, that hee can teach one to have 
Idle rather then covet more. For fee you not,how he hath brought even all the 
LMedes to this paftc, as to hold lefte than himfelfe ? Be furc therefore Mother, 
that your Father will fo fchoole me, that when he fendeth me away, I (lull be 
inftru&ed as well as all the reft, not to covet for to pofteffe more than others 
Many fuch fpeeches and difeourfes as thefc,paded from Cyrus. Well,at thclaft, 
Mandane his Mother tooke her leave and departed : but Cyrus remained behind, 
and had there his bringing up. 

Quickly grew he into acquaintance with his companions, fo as hec became 
very inward with them: Soone alfo did he wind himfelfe into the love and fa¬ 
vour of their fathers, both by going unto them, and alfo by fhevving what affe¬ 
ction he bare to their children: in fo much, as if they thcmfelves had any fuit un¬ 
to the King, they would bid their children to requeft Cyrus to take upon him for 
to difpatch rheir bufinefle: And Cyrus for his part (fuch was his courtefy and de¬ 
fire of honour) tooke no greater pleafure in the world, when theft* children re- 

auefted ought, than to fpeed their fuics. Neither had e Aflyages the power to 
deny any requeft that Cyrus made, but was ready to fatisfie him therein. For, 
when it hapned that the King was ficke, he would never depart from him, nor 
give over weeping: that every man might well perceive, how exceedingly he 
feared, left his Grandfather fhould die. And if Aftyagei called for any thing 
in the night whereof he ftood in need, Cyrus was the firft that heard him: ftart 
he would up, and of all others makegreateft hafteto miniftcr vnto him fuch 
things as he thought might pleafe him: whereby he wonne Aliy ages his bean: 
and was every way gracious with him. And Cyrus to lay a truth, was perad ven- 
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rmc foimvhat talkative and too ful of words: partly by reafon ot his education. 
For that he was enforced by his fchoolemafter to render a reaion of all his own 
doings and to require as much of others, when he fat in Iudgement: and in parr, 
becaSli (being as he was defirous of knowledge) he would ever both himfelfe 
be inquifitive asking many queftions of them that were in place, how the world 

went with them ' and alfo.whatfoever others demaunded of him (fuch was the 
quickncfle of his wit,) he had alwaies his anfwer ready for them: So that, con- 
(] Jerino all thefc caufes, he had gotten to himfelfe an habit of loquacity and 
much prattle. But like as in their bodies, who being very young, are (hot up, 
and growne to great ftature above their age, there appeareth neverthelefle a cer- 
taine vigorous youthfulnefle chat bewraies their tender yeercs. even lo out ofall 
the lavirti language that Cyrus ufed, there wasfeene no audacioufncfle, but fim- 
plicity and loving behaviour. So as any man would haue delired, ftill to hearc 
him fpeakc more and more, rather than to be with him when he held his peace. 
Howbeir, when in precede of time, Cyrus was grovven both in body and yecres 
toward a young mans eftate, henot onely ufed fewer words and fhorter fpeech. 


but tooke himfelfe alfo to a more ftill and lower 


So baflifull likewife he 


was, that he would bluih whenfoev r er he met with any elderly perfons. That 

overmuch forwardnefle alfo of his,in fawning upon every man and preafing into 
all companies, like unto wanton whelps, he (hewed nothing fo much now,as be¬ 
fore : whereby he became more ftayed by farre,and neverthelefle in all meetings 
right lovely and pafling well accepted. For, truly, what games and exercifes 
foever companions are wont many times to pra&ife one againft another, looke 
in which bee knew himfelfe better than ocher young Gentlemen his fellowes, 
therein he never chalenged them: but wherein he wift full well that he was the 
weaker, he would be fure to begin firft, and give out withall,that he would per* 
forme the fame better than they. Yea he allayed firft before all others to vault 
and mount on horfebackc, to (hoot alfo and dart from his horfe. Went he any 


y with the worfe 


very pleafant he was and laughed at himfelfe moft 


ofall: By reafon therefore, that when hee had once the foyle, hee would not 
ilirinke and give over cleane, but ftill aflay and pra<5hfe eftfoones to doe better 
and better, thofe feats wherein he was inferiour: in fhort time he became as 
good a rider as his fellowes: within a while alfo (fuch was his fervent affedlion 
to the thing) he outwent and excelled them all. To conclude, within a little

what with chacin 




(hooting and killing thofe beafts which were in the 


parke, he made fuch havocke, that he deftroyed them alls infomuch as Aftyagcs 
could not get together for him more game. Cyrus then, perceiuing that his 
Grandfire was not able, would he never fo fainc, to furni/h him with beafts alive, 
many times faid thus unto him, What need you Grandfather to trouble your 


felfe fo much as you doe, in feeking wild beafts 


If you will fend me forth 


hunting with mine Vnkle [* CyaxaresJ I will fuppofe, that every bcaft which I 
Ihall fee, you keep up and nourifh for me. And in very truth exceeding defirous 
though he was to goc abroad into the fbrreft, yet could he not now any more be 
fo bold and forward as beforc-time,when he was a child, but held off and tooke 
good leafure to come unto his Grandfather for to get leave: So that wherein 
heretofore he complained of Sac as for not filtering him to go unto his Grandfa¬ 
ther , he was therein become a Sac as to controll himfelfe. For hee would not 
venture to prefTe in, unleflehe forefaw that the time ferved thereto: yea he would 


it 


not 
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not ftickc to defirc Sacas to doc him the favour, as ahvayes to fignific unto him, 
when he might have the opportunity accefle, and when not t And therefore 
this Sacas now loved him paffing well, like as all others did. Now when Aflya- 
ges knew once that Cyrus had filch an ardent defirc to hunting abroad in the 
Chace, he fent him forth together with his faid Vnkle: and appointed a guard of 
certaine auncient Gentlemen of the Courr, who alfo were on horfebackc, with 
fpeciall charge to keepe him out of daungerous places, and to fave him from la¬ 
vage beafts, if haply any of them fhould be put up. Cyrus therefore was very 
inquifitive of thefe warders that attended upon him, what kind of beafts they 
were, which he might not approach nor meddle with, as alfo which hee might 
be bold to hunt 1 Who told him, that Beares, Lions, wild Boarcs and Libards 
had flaine already many a man adventuring to come over nigh unto them : But 
Harts and Hinds, Bucks and Does, wild Sheep and wild Aflcs, faid they, be no 
thing daungerous to be dealt withall. They added moreover and faid, that the 
difficulties of fome places were to be taken heed of, no Iefte than the very beafts 
For, many men, horfe and all(faid they) have heretofore fallen downe headlong 
from fteep rocks and fo perifhed. Cyrus gave good care and willingly conceived 
all thefe advertiCements: Howbeit,no fooner had he efpied an Hind on foot, but 
forgetting all that he had heard, hee made after her, looking to nothing in the 
world elfe, but whither (he made way and fled. In fo much as his horfe under 
him, leaping forward, I wot not how, fell upon his knees, and went very ncere 
to have caft him over his necke: neverthelefle Cyrus mademeanes , though ic 
were with much adoe, to fit him ftill, and fo the horfe recovered. But fo foone 


as he was come into the open field, he picked his dart and overthrew the Hinde, 
a goodly faire beaft, I affure you, and a large: whereat himfelfe verily rcjoyced 
exceeding much: but his Govcmours and ’ hole of the guard aforefaid, came ri¬ 
ding to him apace, all to rated and rebuked him, (hewing to what perill he had 
expofed himfelfe, and faying withall that they would tell his Grandfather of 
him. Cyrus therefore who by this time was alighted from his horfe, ftood ftill, 
as one much grieved and troubled in his mind, to heare fuch words. But when 
he heard the cry, he leapt prefently on h<?rfebacke againe, as one befide himfelfe 
and in a fanaticall fit: and fo foone as ever he law a wild Bore affronring him, he 
ran againft it, launced his jav’lin, and tooke his aime fo right, that he (truck him 

in the forehead, aftonied the beaft, overthrew him and gat the upper hand of 
him. Then,his Vnkle alfo feeing his adventurous rafhnefle reproved him: who 
notwithftandinghis rebukes and checks, requefted him, that he might with his 
good leave,carry whatfoever himfelfe had gotten,unto his Grandfather and pre¬ 
lent him therewith. But his Vnkle made, as they fay this anfwer, Your Grand' 


father, if he fhould know that you chaced thefe Beafts in proper perfon, would 
not only chide you, bat reprove me alfo for fuffering you : let him skourge me 
too,andfpare not, quoth he againe, if it be his plcafure, when I have once be¬ 
llowed them vpon him: And even you, Vnkle, may likewife chaftice me, if 
you will, and as you lift, fo you gratme me firft in this my requeft. Well,quoth 

Cy ax arcs then at length, doe as you will your felfe, for now already you feeme 
to be a King over us. So Cyrus prefeated the beafts and gave them to his Grand¬ 
father, faying withall, that he had hunted the faid venifon for his fake. As for 
his darts hee (hewed them not openly unto him, howbeit all bloody as they 

were,he bellowed them in fuch a place where he thought his Grandfather fhould 

fee 




« 



fee them. Then faid AftyAges unto him, I accept my fonne gladly at your hands 
whatsoever you give me: but I (land in mfcfuch need of any of thefe things, that 
you ftiould hazard your felfe therefore. Why then Sir, quoth Cyrus againe, if 
you need them not, I humbly befeech your Grace,to beftow them upon me,that 
I may deale them among my companions. Take them, my Sonne, quoth Ajly- 
ages, and give not onely the fame, but whatfoever clfe you will defire, to whom 
you pleafe. So Cyrus tooke them, and gave them among theboies fuch as him- 
felfe, fiying thus withall, How trifled we my lads, when wee hunted the deere 
empaled within the parke ? for mine owne part, I thinke it all one, as if a man 
Or.pmfoii ftiould courfe beafts in a* prifon. And why ? Firftthey were enclofed within 

a (height place: then, they feemed but fmall, leane and mangy: fome halt and 
b, s U. lame, others maimed. But the * deere that be in the mountaincs, Forefts, plains 
r tcaits. and medowes,how faire, how great,how frefli and flick feeme they ? The Harts 

and Hinds, like fo many winged foulcs, were fo fleet, that they mounted aloft 
toward the skic: and the wild Bores gave aflault,in manner, as one would fay,of 
hardy and valiant men: fo large and broad withall, that a man could not pofli- 
bly miflethcm. Ccrtcs, in my conceit, thefe beafts hereof the Forcft lying 
ftarke dead, make a goodlier (hew, than thofe immured within a pale or wall, 
for all they be alive. But how thinke you firs quoth he, will your fathers give 
you leave to go on hunting i Yea,and that right foone, faid they, if King i*Ajiy- 
ages would but commaund. Which of all you then, quoth Cyrus, will moove 
the matter to the King i Who, faid they, is better able to perfwade and {peed 
than your fclfc ? As for me quoth Cyrus, by lum I fweare, I wot not to what 
pafle I am brought. For neither can 1 fpeake ought, nor able am I any more lb 
much as to looke my Grandfather in the face, as I was wont to doe. And if I 
grow on fiill after this faftiion, I feare me that I (hall proove altogether fome 
blockilh coward or flarke foole. And yet when I was but a little child, mee 
thought I had tongue enough, and could fpeake, none fo well. Why then faid 
the boyes againe, by your faying, it goes hard with us,in cafe you can do nothing 
in our behalfe, if we fliould ftand in need, but that we muft feeke unto fome o- 
ther for to effcft that, which lyeth in you to doc. Cyrus at thefe words being 
much agrieved and vexed at the heart, departed from them in filence: and ar¬ 
ming himfeife with boldnefle, hee went in to his Grandfather. Now when 
he had waited his time, and caft with himfeife how he might without any trou¬ 
ble and difpleafureaddrefle his fpeech unto him, for the obtaining of his and the 
boyes fuit, in this manner he began, Tell me, good Grandfire quoth he, if any 
one of yourhoulhold fervantsran away, ana you fliould catch him againe, in 
what fort would you intreat him 1 How elfe, quoth he, but imprifon him, and 
force him to worke as a Have in y rons ? yea, but fay, he returned of his owne ac¬ 
cord ? after what manner would you deale with him then? what fliould I doe, 
but after I had skourged him, that he might doe no more fo, ufe him againe as I 
did before ? Then were it high time,quoth Cyrus, for you to be provided for to 

whip me, who have a purpofe to run away, and to take with me my fellowes on 
hunting. Well, quoth Ajtyages, it is honeftly done of you yet, to give me war¬ 
ning; for now I commaund you nocto ftirre one foot out of dores: A trim and 
goodly matter it were indeed, if I for a little piece or two of hunted flefli, fliould 
bereave my daughter of her fonne. Vpon thefe words Cyrus obeyed indeed and 
tarried at home; howbeit with a fad and heavie countenance he continued fiient 

and 
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and would not fpeake a word. Ajtyages then perceiving how hcc furrowed, as 
one much difconrented;yct minding to pleafe him againe,had him forth into the 
cha ce: And having aflemblcd a great number both foot and horfie, together 
with the boyes alfo, and caufed the wild beafts to bee driven together into the 
plains commodious for thchorfcmcn,hc made of it agreat day of hunting Hnn- 
lelfe alfo in perfon all royally befeene was prefenr, and gave {freight commaun- 
dement, that no man ftiould be fo hardy as to (hoot and ftrike a bcaft before that 
Cyrus had his fill thereof. But Cyrus not able to endure that others fliould be 
thus forbidden, Grandfire, quoth he, if you would have me to make a plea lure 
of my hunting, fuffer all thofe that are about me here, to chafe, to ftrive,and do 
their beft.Thcn Ajtyages gave them all lcave:And himfeife ftood ftill and'behcld 
how egrely they cncountred the beafts,how they contended for the better, how 
they purlued them in chace and piked their darts at them: Great delight he took 
in Cyrus , who for very joy could not hold his tongue,but like a whelp of a good 
kind, fet up a cry,when he drew neere unto any beaft,and therewith encouraged 
and called to every one by name.He rcjoyced moreover to fee how Cyrus laugh' 
cd at one, and toheare how he prayfed another, without any {hew at all ol repi¬ 
ning envie. But in the end Ajtyages departed, with a great prey of many beafts 
And from thence forward (fuch pleafure he had in t^is hunting) hee would al 
waies, when his leafure ferved goe forth with Cyrus, yea and for Cyrus fake, take 
the youths aforelaid abroad, among many others befide. And verily after this 
manner (pent Cyrus the moft part of the time; wherein his carriage was fuch, that 

as he procured fome contentment and good to all men, fo he wrought no dif- 
pleafure nor harmc to any. 

Chap. 11II. 

How Aftyages through the politike counfell of Cyrus, wonne a victory 

of the Aifyrians, who were come to mvadt his 

Territories. 

— 

N Ow when hee was about the age of fifteene or fixteene veers, it hapned 

that the Kings fonne of the Afyrtans, being upon the point of marriage, 
was very dehrous himfeife in perfon, againft that time to hunt. Hearing 
therefore that in the marches and confines betweenc them and the Modes, there 
was great ftore of* deere (for by reafon of the wanes, they were fpared and not * 
of long time hunted) he had a mind now to hunt there. To the end therefore 
that he might follow his game in more fafety, he tooke with him, many of his 
light horfemcn, and targatiers, who ftiould out of the rough thickets put out 
tne beafts for him,and drive them into the tilled grounds ar.d open plaincs. And 

being come as farre as to his frontier Forts, and where he had a garrifon, there 
he fupped; that early the morrow morning he might hunt. Now by that time 
it was evening, there were come out of the city both horfemen and footmen,to 
fucceed in place of the former garrifon. So that now he fuppofed himfeife to 
be furniftied with a great army, as having two garrifons in readinefle, befides 
the foot and horfe which himfeife had brought with him. Vpon good delibe¬ 
ration rherfore,he thought it beft to make anincurfion and raife booty out of the 
(Jifedes ground; for that thereby, as the paftime of hunting would feeme more 

brave

brave and gallant, fo he thought hee fhould have greater ftore of beafts to facri- 
fice. Betimes cherfore in the morning,he did fet for ward with his power in this 
order. His footmen he left thickc cmbattayled upon the borders : himfelfe with 
his Cavallery advanced toward the fortreffes of the MedesjNhexo. heflayed with 
the beft menofarmes and thofe in number moft, whom he kept about him, that 
the garrifon foldiours of the Medes might not make head upon his Avantcourri- 
ers as they ftragled and overran the confines:as for the light horfmen nimbly ap¬ 
pointed, he fent certein forth out of every band to make rodes, fomc one way, 
fome another, with commandement, to overfpread every place, and whatfoe- 
ver came within their reach, to drive the fame to his hand- Which fervice they 

performed accordingly. 

When adverdfement wasgiuento King Aftyages that enemies were already 
entred into his land,both himfelfe in perfon went forth with fuchas were about 
him to relieve themarchcs, and his fonnealfo, with fuch a troupe of horfemen

commilTions to all others, for to come forward in aid. The Mcdes when they 
faw a great power of the Affyrians arraunged in good order, together with their 
men of armes keeping their ground and not flirt ing, made alio a ftand them- 
felves. And Cyrus for his part, feeing others on all fides, ready to fet forth in 
defence of the Frontiers, aid the feme likewife. Which was the firfl time that

felves. And Cyrus for his part, feeing others on all fides, ready to fet forth in 
defence of the Frontiers, aid the feme likewife. Which was the firfl time that 
ever he put harneis on his backe(a thing not permitted him before to do)fo defi- 
rous was he to be armcd.and truly a very fayre armour.it was and well befitting 
him,which his Grandfather had caufed to be made compleat for his body.Thus 
armed at all peeces, and mounted upon a goodly courfer, hee rode forward to 
the fervice. 4ftyages feeing this, albeit he mervayled much at whofe commaund 
he came,yet required he him to abide with him and not to ftirre one foot. Cyrus 
then, fo foonc as he difeovered a number of horfemen afront, demaunded fay¬ 
ing, Be thofe yonder, our enemies Grandfather, who fit ftill upon their horfc- 
backs fo quietly ? yea quoth he, enemies they arc. And what are they a farre 
off that ride and drive before them, quoth Cyras be they likewife enemies? yes 


faid Aftyages and they 


Now furely Grandfirc, quoth he, they feeme to be 


but cowards, and to ride upon very jades and titts, who thus harry and drive 
before than our goods.lt were a good deed,yea and uery requifite,that fomc of 
us made a rode out after them. Yea, but fee you not my Child (anfwered he) 
what a ftrong troupe of great horfe and men of armes, (hndeth on a plump in 
battell-ray? who if we fhould make after thofe, would intercept us by the way 
and ftop our paffegc: bcfidcs, our forces are not yet come together. But if you 
will tarty here, replyed Cyrus, and receive fuch as are comming hither to aide; 
thofe that ftand ftill hereby, will be afraid and nor once dare to quetch: thofe o- 
ther alfo who arc driving booties, will immediately forgoe their prey, upon the 
very fight of fome that charge upon them. Having thus laid, he feemed unto 


Aftyages for to fpeake fomewnat to the purpofe. Who wondring withall at his 

prudent forccaft,and vigilant circumfpeClion,comrnaunded [Cyaxares] his fonne 
to take a Corner of horfemen, for to fet forward, and to charge thofe that were 
a boot-lialing. And I for my part quoth AByages will make head at thefe here, 
if they once ieemc to ftirre and advance againft you: fo that they (hall be forced

them to come on, fpcedily breakethout with them; and long it was not but 
himfelfe was the foremoft of the troup, and led them all a great pace : Cyaxam 
followed hard,and the reft were nothing behind. Whom, when they that drave 
the booty faw to approach, incontinently they abandoned all and fled. But the 
company about Cyrus intercepted them: and whomfocucr they could ouertake 
and reach, they wounded out of hand, and Cyrus was the foremoft: but as ma¬ 
ny as ouerrodc them and cfcapcd their hands,thofe they purfued hotcly, and tie- 
uer gave over untill they had taken fome of them prifoners. And like as a gene¬ 
rous Hound, untrained yet and without experience,runneth all on the head ralli 
ly upon the wild Bore: Even fo for all the world, rode Cyrus upon thefpurre, 
looking at this oncly, how he might ftrike whomfoeuer he could overtake, and 
regarded nothing els.The enemies feeing their fcllowes thus diftreflcd and in jeo 
pardy, came forward with their maine troupe, fuppofing that the chacc would 
ceaflc, if they were feene once to advance toward them. As for Cyrus, he flac¬ 
ked never a whit the more, but for joy called upon his unklc, to hold on and 
maintaine the chacc ftill. And for that he had gotten the upper hand, he did put 
the enemies to an exceeding great rout. And verily,ty4*4m[thcyonger]for his 
parr,followed, haply fora reverent regard of his father: the reft likewife came 
after, being then more willing by fuch an example to make purfuit, who other- 
wife were not very courageous nor refolute to encounter the enemy. Aftyages 
perceiving them inconfidcratcly to follow on ftill, and the enemies many m 
number,and thofe in good order of battaile redy to confront and receive them ; 
being afftayd withall in the behalfe of his owne fonne and of Cyrus , left they 
Being in difaray fhould rafhly rufh upon the other fo well appointed, and fo en¬ 
danger themfelves, dircdlly led againft the enemies: who on the other fide per 
ceiuing the Medes making towards them, flood ftill, fome with their darts redy 
to lance, others with bowes and arrowes bent to fhoor,and fo kept their ground 
fuppofing that the other likewife would flay and ftand, fo foone as they came 
within flior, according as they were wont to doe. For, their manner was, thus 
ncere and no more to approach one another, and fo many a time to skirmifh on¬ 
ly with fhot at randam even untill night. But now feeing their owne men to flye 
unto them amaine,and therewith the fouldiersabout Cyrus purfuing them fierce¬ 
ly hard at heelcs,and Aftyages likewife with his Caual!cry,alredy within arrow 
fhot, they declined from them at one fide andfled : The other, who alfo at once 
followed in chace,tooke many of them by force one with another: and whom¬ 
foeuer they caughr,downc they went, both horfe and man, killing and flaying 
all that fell: and never gave over the execution untill rhey came as farre as to the 
Ajfyrians Infantery: And there verily, for feareof fome greater ambufhment 

in covert, to intercept and cut them off, they flayed themfelves. Then Aftyages 

retired with hi$/orces, as right joyfull for the horfemens victory: But of Cyrus 
he wift not what to make or fay: For, well he knew, that he was the chicfe a u- 
thour of this exploit: but he few withall, how in all the fervice, for his audaci- 

ousadventure he fared like unto one furioufly tranfported. For, even at that 
time I afTureyou, when others were returning homeward, he onely did nothing 
els but ride up and downe all about, to view them that were ouerthrowne and 
flaine: info much as hardly could they (who had commiflion fo to doe) hale 
him away and bring him to Aftyages : and even thofe who had the conducing of 
him, he caufed to goe a great way before, for that he percciucd his Grand- 
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How Cyrus returnedto his father into Perfia r and what honour the 

Mcdes did him at his departure. 

T He n Cambyfes the father of Cyrus, hearing this report that went of bins, 

joyed thereat, you may be fure, not a little: but for that he heard that 
Cyrus had atchieved manly Ads alredy, hee fent for him home, to the 
end that he might perforate thole parts which by the dilciplinc of the Perjians 
were required. Whereupon Cyrus fry report,faid,that depart he would,becaufe 

his father Ihould not be offended, nor his countrey and the State complaine and 
findefault with him. Ajlyages therefore thought it requifite and neceflary to 
fend him away; and having bellowed upon him fuch horles as it pleafed him. 
felfe to rake, and furnilhed him befides with all things for that purpofe, he ho¬ 
nourably difmifled him: which he did, both becaufe he loved him, as alfo for 
that he conceived withall a great hope of him, that he would prove a man ano¬ 
ther day, fufficieat both to pleafureand he|pe his friends, and alfo to difpleafc 

and hurt his enemies. 

Now was Cyrus at his departure accompanied on the way with all forts and 

degrees, as well boyes and fuch as were of his owne yeeres, as men and Aunci- 
entsall on horfebacke: yea and Ajlyages himfclfc rode onward with him: Nei¬ 
ther was there any one, as it is fayd, but at his returne homeward wept amaine. 
Cyrus alfo is reported to have (held many a teare at his farewell: Moreouer,raen 
fay,that among his equalls in age and companions, he dealt many of thofe gifts 
which Ajlyages had bellowed upon him. In conclulion, the very Median Robe 

which he then ware, he did put off, and gave it unto one, declaring thereby that 
he loved him efpecially above the reft. Who when they had received thefc gifts 

at his hands,prefeneed them all,as they fay,unto ^Ajlyages * and ^Ajlyages when 
he had them, fent them backe unto Cyrus : but he returned them eft-foones into 
iMtdia, delivering this meffage withall. If you would ever have mee, 6 Grand¬ 
father, to repaire unto you againe without the blemilh of lhamc anddilgrace, 
fuffer each ooe to have and hold that which I have given them: which words 
when Ajlyages heard,he did according rathe faid meflage. And, if I mull re¬ 
count fome merry fpeccbes, and amorous words alfo that palled among, the 
voycegoeth, that at Cyrus departure, when they tooke their leave one of ano¬ 
ther, Cyrus difmifled his kinsmen with a kifle of his lips, after the Per fan man¬ 
ner , for it is the fafhion among the Perjians even at this day fo to doe. Ac which 

time there was oneof the Meats a right good and anhoneft Gentleman, who ad- 
vifed well a long while, the exceeding beautie of Cyrus and wondered therear : 
who when he law his other kinfmen to kifle him, he himfclfc Hood Hill and ftir- 
red not. No fooner were the reft gone, but he came unto Cyrus and faid, What

quoth Cyrus, arc you alio of kinne to nice? Yea finely that I am faith the o:hfi

to come unto you, yet God fo mee hclpe, for very bafJifuInefle I ever held oft 
But you Ihould not have fodonc, quoth Cyrus, being a coufin of mine : and with 
that he came unto him and killed him.

and faid, Is this the manner indeed of the Perjians , for kinfnen th 
one another ?

Then it is time now faith the uifedc, that you 
give mec another kifle. Foreven now as you fee, am I to depart. So Cyrus ha¬ 


ving killed him the lecond time, bade him farewell and went himfclfeaway 
They had not ridden farreafundcr on their journey, but the CMede returned a 
gaine with his horfe under him all fwcating and in a lather: whom when Cyrus 
law, what I faith he, have you forgotten any thing that you would have faid to 
mec ? No verily anfwered the other, but after a time, I am corneas you fee into 
you. True indeed, coufin, quoth Cyrus , you are fo, and that after a very fhorr 


What ftiort time anfwered the Mede is that < wote you nor, 6 Cy 


if I doe but winke never fo little, I thinke the time very -long, for chat I fee you 
not the while, being lo gallant a young Gentleman as you arc? Hcreat Cyrus 
began to laugh (and the firfttime it was, after his former weeping) jfayinp 


withall unto him, Goe your wayes and be of good checre 


For fhortiy 


time will come, when you may behold mee if you will, with your eyes broad 
open and ncuer winke for the matter. 

Cyrus being in this manner returned into Perfia , continued by report, one 
whole yeere more in the fchoole of * children. And they verily at his firft com- 
ming would fcoffe at him, as who having learned among the Mcdes to lead a de- 

licatelife, wasnowcomeagainetothem. But after that they faw him tocatc 

and drinke heartily and favourly as they did: and found like wife by experience, 
that if there were any great cheere upon fome high and fellivall day, he could 
finde in his heart to give away unto others fome of his owne part,rather than de¬ 
fire any of others: when they perceived befides, that in all other things Cyrus 
farre excelled them, then his companions began to have him againe in great 

efteemation. When hee had palled through this firft difeipline, and was now 
entred into the ranke of young-men: therein alfo hee feemed to furmountall 
the reft, as well in ftudying and pra&iling all that was required, in endu¬ 
ring alfo and fuffering whaefoever he was put unto, as befides in reveren¬ 
cing refpediively his Seniors: yea and in obeying dutifully the Rulers and Ma« 
giftrates.

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B Vt in ptocefle of time Ajljagcs [the King] dyed in Mtd,*: and Cyxms 

Aftwes his fonnc^ind brother to Cym Mother, fucceeded in the binpire 
ot'the Mtdes. Thenthc King of the Affyum,who had vanquifhed ail the 

Sy.ms, (and thofe were no fmall nation,) fubdued the King of the Brahms, 
and brought him to his obedience, and who held already the Hycamms like- 
wife under his fubjettion, and now warred upon the E din mi and btfieged their 

d-K-s thought this with himfelfc,that if hecould once conquer the MtAimi al- 
io or weaken their eftatc, lie might foone become the abfolutc Monarch of all 

the neighbour countries round about him. For, this Nation, of all the horde- 
rers was reputed moft puiffant. Sending therefore unto his ovvne fubje#s 5 and 
to thofe who were under his alleageance: likewife to Crxfus' King of the Lydi¬ 
ans and to the King of the Cappadocians: to the inhabitants of Phrygia , both the 
one and the other, to the Cartons , Paphlagonians , to the Indians and Cilicians , he 
layd open unto them many grievous imputations againft the Mtdes and Perftans, 
ailcadging, how great and mighty thefe States were, how they combined and 
linked thcmfelves together by mutuail marriages : and in a word, were fo knit 
and united in perpetuall league and amity, that unlefle fome one arofe by good 
forecaft to prevent their growth and abate their force, great daunger there was, 
that they would invade one nation after another, and fo fubdue them all. Thefe 

Princes and States therefore, partly perfwaded by thefe his. fuggeftions, and in 

part inveagled by his prefents and money, whereof he had exceeding (tore,con- 
defeended and entred into aflociatidn with him. But Cy ax arts Afty ages his fonne, 
perceiving what traines were laid and purveyance addrdTed againft him; imme¬ 
diately both made what preparation he could himfelfe: and alfo difpatched his 
Embafladours to the Perfians as well unto the States there, as alfo to Cambyfes 
his brother in law. who had married his filler and raigned King of Perfia. Hee 
font alfo to Cjtw/ requefting him that in cafe the Ccmcell and State of Perfia 
font any power of men to aide, he would indeavour to be the Generali of thole 
forces. For, now by this time, had Cyrus fpent his ten yeeres with the Youths, 
and was reckoned in the ranke of men full growne. Cyrus therefore having well 
approoved the motion, was by the Elders (Councellcrs of the State) elcdcd 
Lord Generali in this expedition into Media. They gave him alfo commiffion 
* That is, of c- tochoofountohim 200 . Gentlemen as Peeres called * Homotimi. Allbevery 
q ,uii digmey. onc 0 f t hofe 200 . they licenced to makeelc&ion of foure others like unto thcm¬ 
felves in degree: which number amounteth unto one thoufand. Semblably to 
every one of this thoufand they granted for to levy from out of the common 
people of the Perfians , io. light targuatiers, ten (lingers, and tenne archers. By 
which meanes, over and above the thoufand Peeres or Gentlemen aforefaid, 
there were in all ten thoufand Archers, ten thoufand Targuatiers, and ten thou¬ 
fand Slingers. This fo great an army was committed to the condud of Cyrus : 
who was no fooner chofen, but forthwith he began devoutly at the fervice of 
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the gods: and being allured by his facrificcs of their propitious favour, then and 


before, he madechoifo of thofe two hundred aforefaid: and when they 


had taken every one foure more unto them: Cyrus aftembled them all together 


and made his fiirft fpeech unto them in this

the oration of Cyrus to the Peeres and Ckicftaines of his Army for to mate 


them to enterprife this rvarre with the

Only let us march on in this our journey with bold and couragious 
hearts: confidering, it is farre from us to be thought for to covet other mens 

goods unjuftly: for even now, as, our enemies are comming and begin firft 

to dcale wrongfully with us: fo our friends call unto us for ayde. What 
then is there cither more juft than to put by an injury, or more honou¬ 
rable, than to heipe our friends ' Moreouer, in this regard I fuppofe you re- 
pofc not the leaft confidence, becaufe I have not enterprifed this expedition, 
with negled of the Gods: For, being as yee are, privy unto many of my do¬ 
ings, and much convcrfant withmee, yee know very well that not only in 
weighty affaires, but alfo in fmaller matters, I ufe alwayes to begin in the 
name of the Gods. In conclufion, quoth he, what foould I fay more i when 
: you have chofen and taken unto you eled men, and are otherwife in all points 
c well and futficiently provided, fet forth toward th tMedes* As for mec,repaire 
c I will unto my Father, to the end that having with all fpecd learned of him 
c the ftate of our enemies, I may accommodate you what I can in this af&irc, 
c and fo with the power of God, make a right noble journey of it.

The good tnjlruttions that Cambyfes gave unto his forme Cyrus as touching 

the enterprife againsi the Affy rians: and hotv a good Captainc 

jbould carry himfelfe with his army in a jlrange coun¬ 
try, and mn the love of every man .

r Hus therefore were they bufied and thus prepared they themfeives. Bur 

Cyrus after his returne homeland having made his prayers unto Vella

the Patronefle of his countrey, to lupiter alfo the Protect our thereof, 
and toother gods,did put himfelfe in his war expeditionsand his father brought 

himonhisway. f . . , f . . . , . 

When they were gone forth of the Palais, it thundered and Iightncd on the 

right and lucky fide, as they fay: whereupon without any other token or pre¬ 
face taken by augury, they marched forth, as who would fayjno man then could 
beignorant of the fignes given by the moft high and mighty God. Now when 
Cyrus was gone a little forward, his father began to difeourfe unto him in this 

wife. , , , , ■ 

Tha»- the gods,my Sonne are propitious, and accompany thee with their gra¬ 
cious favour, evident it is as well by facrifices as ccleftiall tokens: and thou 
thy felfe doeft know as much. For, taught thee I have thefe matters of purpole, 

partly that thou mighteft know the will and counfell of the gods by no other 
interpreters, but underftand the fame by thy felfe, feeing the fights and hea¬ 
ring the noifes that are to bee feene and heard : and not depend upon vvi- 

Eards who might if they were difpofed deceive thee, by relating other things 
than were fignified by the gods above: and partly becaufe, if at any time thou 
were without a Soothfayer, thou foouldeft not doubt what to refoive upon, by 
thofe divine tokens: but obferving by this skill of Divination what Gods will 
is obey the fame. Surely father, quoth Cyrus, endeavour I will aiwaies even 
to the uttermoft of my power and according to your advert ifement, that the 
cods being favourable unto us would eVer be pieafed to aduife us for the beft 
For, I remember, that I heard you once fay. It ftandeth with good congruity 
that he foould obtaine any thing at the gods hands as well as at maps, yea and 
more eafily, who doth not fawne upon them when he is in diftrdTe: but at what 
time he is in greateft profperity, even then thinkes upon the gods moft of all. 
You faid moreover that the fameconfideration of friends likcwdemuft be bad. 
Certes, then my Sonne, quoth Camby fes, being as thou art fo devoutly affected 
to the gods, thou comtneft unto them now at this time more willingly in that 
regard, to crave their heipe, yea and thou hopeft fo much the rather to obtaine 
whatfoever thou needeft and makeft petition for, becaufe thy conscience bearcth 
thee witneffc that thou were never flackc in their fetvice. Doubtlefle, father. 




quoth he, I am thus conceited of the * gods 


qf my affectionate friends 


What Sonne, faid the Father, and doeft thou remember thofe points which 
fometime we refolved upon t Namely, that fuch men arc like to fpeed better 
who have learned thofe fciences which are given unto us by rhe gods, than thole 
that be ignorant of the fame' Againe,that by travell they (hall game more, than 
by littinf (till i As alfo chat by carefbll diligence they flialllive in more fafay.

than if they carry thcmfelvcs carelefly and take no heed ? And verily thus was 

then our opinion, that after this fort wee fhould crave good things at Gods 
hands,to wit,in demeaning our felves as we ought. Truly Father,quoth Cyrus , 
I remember very well that I heard you deliver thefc leflons: and I could not 
choofc but of ncccffity yceld my con fen t to thofe fpeeches and bee perfwaded 
thereby. Full well I wotalfo, what you added moreover and laid, that in no 
wife lawfull it was for them to crave of the gods vi&ory in Horfe-fighr, who 
have not learned to ride well: neither for thole who be unexpert in Ihooting, 
to pray unto the gods that they may have the better hand of cunning Archers .- 


ne yet tor men pilots as know not now to guide unc name, to oeieccntne gods 
they may favc mips by their fleering: no more than for them that never lowed 
their feed to wilh for a fay re crop of corne to come up; or for thole who iooke 
not to them lei ves in battayle,defire the fafety of their lives. For,all fiich Spray¬ 
ers and wilhes] verily, be againft the ordinance and law of God. Scmblably, 
you faid, that whofoever asked at Gods hands ungodly things, by as good rca- 
lon delerved to be laid nay, as thofe to take a rcpulfc who preferre unto men un¬ 
lawful! fuits. But have you Sonne, forgotten thofe matters, quoth Cambyfcs , 
whereof you and I fometime devifed and talked together? namely, That it is a 


fufficient Ad for a man to performe, if he be able to procure thus much,as to be 
himfclfe a worthy man indeed and fo reputed; and alfo that both he and his fa¬ 
mily may be well fumilhed with neceflaries: And if this be fo difficult a mat¬ 
ter to efled, then to have the skill, for to rule other men, fo, as they may have 
foifon of all things needfull and be themfelves likewife all, fuch as they ought 


to be, I fuppofe is an admirable thing. Truly Father, quoth Cyrus, I remem¬ 
ber full well that this alfo was your laying, and therefore unto me as well as un¬ 
to you it feemed then an exceeding hard matter to Governe wel. And even now 
likewife am I of the fame mind confidering as I do with my felfe what a piece 
of worke it is to commaund. But when I looke into other men, and obferve 
withall, both the quality of thofe perfons that are become Rulers, as alfo what 
manner of concurrents and adverfaries we lhall find, I thinke it a foule ffiame to 
be affraid of any fuch,and not willingly to oppofe our felves againfl themrwhom 

I for my part (to begin firft with thefe our friends here) perceive to bee of this 
opinion, that a Prince or Ruler ought to differ from his people, and to goe be¬ 
yond them, in more plentiful! fare and fumptuous fuppers 5 in having at home 
better ftore of gold and treafurejin flceptng and lying longer abed,and in a word 
in living at greater eafe, and taking lefle paines than thole that are under him. 
Whereas I (quoth Cyrus) contrariwife am of this mind, that a Soveraigne ou^ht 
to excell his lubje&s, notin idlenefle of life, but in prudent forecaft and in for- 
wardnefle to endure all trauailc. True ic is Sonne (quoth he) but it falleth out 
other whiles in certaine cafes, that we are to fight not againft men, but even with 
the very things themfelves,which we cannot without great difficulty ouercome. 
As for example, you know well, quoth he, that all your rule and commaund 
will foone come to naught, if haply your army have not at hand fufficient pro- 
vuion of neceflaries. Yes, quoth Cyrus, but Cyaxares (Father)'fayth he is to make 
purveiance thereof to ferveall thofe that goc from hence , how many foever 


if 


purveiance thereof to ferve all thofe that goc from hence , how many foever 
they be. And doe you indeed my Sonne, quoth cWy/«,enter upon this jour- 
ncy, muting in thefc meanes of Cjuxtrts' Yea that I doe aniwered Cyrus Why 1 
doe you certainly know, rcplyed he againc, what (lore oftreafiire he hath' 

Not 
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Not I, quoth Cyrus, I allure you. And give you credit ncvcrthelelle to thefe 
uncertainties ? Or wotc you not thus much, that you fliall have need of many 
things,and even anon be forced tofpend muchotherwife? Yes,full well I know 
that, quoth Cyrus. How then, quoth Cambyfcs ? Say that he either lacke money 

and bee not able to beare the charge: or for the nonce hold you up with un 
truths; where are you then, and in what cafe will your army be? Certes,plainc 
it is, verily that it cannot be well with it. If then, Father, quoth he, you fee 
any way, whereby I may raife fome made of money whiles we arc yet among 
our friends, flievv unto me the fame. Askeyou of me 6 Sonne, quoth he, whe¬ 
ther there may be meanes wrought by you to make money? Why? who Ihould 
in all reafon devife andcaft about for to makeprovifion thereof, rather than 
you, who have fo puiflant an army to commaund ? going as you doe fioin 
hence with fuch a power of footmen under your hand, as I know you would 
not exchange the fame for another farre greater in number than it ? and as for 
horfemen, you lhall have a troupe to joyne with you from the Medes ; which of 

all other in thefe dayes is Amply the beft. What neighbour nation then,thinke 
you, will not bee glad both by way of gratification and alfo for fcarc of dam- 
mage and difpleafure, to relieve you ? which you and Cy ax arcs ought joyntly 
to confidcrand thinke upon: to the end, that at no time you bee a: a fault, for 
want of ought that rnuft be had: yea and if it were but for cuftome f ike, you are 
ofcourfe to lay for meanes to bring in revenewes ftore. But of all things re¬ 
member this efpecially, that in no wife you deferreand put off your provifion, 
untill very need enforce you thereto: but whereas you have molt plenty, be 
you carefull fo much the more, to be furnilhed before you feele any wane : I'oi 

you ffiall the fooner fpeed at their hands of whom you are to fecke rcliefcyfyou 
feemenotto bee deftitute and in need: befides, your louldiers fliall have no 
caufc to find fault : and fo by this meanes, others alfo will the rather have you 
in reverence : your fouldiers likewife fo long as they have all things ncccflary, 
will be more ready to ferve, if you be difpofedby the help of your army,cither 
to doe pieafurc or difpleafure unto any. And this moreover you arc to know, 
that your fpeech will carry greater credit, and be more effectual! to perfwade 

them, when as you (hall be moft able to fhew that you have power enough, as, 

to doc a good turne, fo alfo to worke a mifehiefe, Then Cyrus, Me thinks Fa¬ 
ther, quoth he, that you fpeake all this very well unto me, as in other rcfpc&s, 
fo in this alfo, that whatfoever the fouldiers (hall now receive, nor one of them 
will take himfelfebeholden to mee as who know well upon what conditions 
Cyaxares fendeth for them to aide him: But Iooke what fliall come vnto them 
over and above that which islet downe, the fame verily will they both take as 
an honour due unto themfelves : and like it is by good reafon alfo, that they 
will yeeId much thanks therefore, to the giver. Furthermore, he that hath the 
commaund of an army,by the which he may both doe his friends good, and fo 

receive for it the like benefit from them: as alfo endamage his enemies, by at¬ 
tempting to get fomething from them: and then afterwards bee negligent in 
purveiance of plenty and ftore. Thinke you this, quoth he, to be lefle mamcful! 
in him, than ifa man who hath land of his owne, and husbandmen befide to till 
the lame, fhould yet for all that luffer his ground to lie ftill, and unprofitable ? 
And therefore, this opinion I would have you Sir to conceive of mce, that I 
will never be carelefle in deviling all meanes poffible of provifion for my foul- 
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diours nccdlarics, neither in my friends countrcy nor in mine enemies. Bur, 
beare you not in minde Sonne, quoth Cambyfes, what other matters we thought 
upon and concluded fometimes, and thofe in no wife to be neglected r Ycs ve¬ 
rily quoth he, I remember them well, what time I came unto you tor hlver, 
to pay unto one by way of reward, who faid he had inftru&ed me in the leading 
of an armie: For when you gave me the faid money, you queftioned withall in 
this manner with me. Tell mee, my Sonne, faid you, whether this man to 
whom you carrie this rcward,among his rules of a Generali,made any mention 
unto you of * oeconomy' For,fouldicrs verily have no Idle need of ncccilaries 
for their living in the Campc,than fervants in an houfe. And when I told you 
the truth and laid, that hee fpakc not one word at all of that point, y ou asked 
me a a ainc, whether hcc difeourfed unto me of health and bodily ftrengrh, 
whereof a Grand-Commaunder fhould be no kflccarefull than of the conduct 
of his hoft < And upon my deny all thereof, you demaunded of me once more, 
if he had taught me any mcanes Whereby mine Aftociates fighting under mcc, 
might in every refped be raoft expert in warlike feats < And when hereto alfo 
Ianfwered nay : you enquired farther, whether I had learned of him how I 
might encourage and eheerc up mine armie'faying therwitb,that in every deed, 
courageous alacritie,far excelled heartldTe backwardnelTe. When I had denyed 
this too,you came yet ftil upon me,and would needs know,what precept he had 
given of this point, namely the obedience of an armie, and how a man might

Now when you had 


made it plainc to me, that the * fetting of a battayle in ray was but a fmall part

ftrud me in any of thofe points i you willed me togoc my waies and repaire 
unto military men, that were reputed expert Commaunders,and of them to en¬ 
quire how thcle matters each one might beft be effaced i Since which time I 
converfed with thofe whom I heard to be moft skilfull in thde points. And 
verily, as touching vi&uals for our campc, I am perfwaded that fo much will 
fuffice for this prefent occafion, as Cyaxares will provide for us. As concerning 
our bodily health,becaufe I heard and faw,how Cities fuch as regarded health, 
make choice of cunning Phyficians, whom they maintainc: and Generals of the 
field alfo,for their foldiers fake, take Phyficians forth with them in their traine, 
I likewife was no fooner appointed to this charge, but prefently I had a care 
thereof. And I fuppofc, quoth he, 6 father, that I have about me very expert 
men in the Art of Phyficke. Whereunto his Father rcplyed in this wife. But 
thefe Phyficians, my Sonne, whom you fpcake of, are much like unro certainc 
botchers, that mend tome garments; For, even fo, when fome are fallen ficke, 
then and not before they cure and heale them. But your regard of health I 
would have to be much more honourable unto you: for, you are to endeavour 

and 
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and provide in the beginning that your army fill not into fickndfe: And wlu 
COurfc lhall I take father,quoth Cyrus, to performc this r Ac the firft and pi in 
cipnily you muft, quoth he, fee to this, that the place be hoi Ionic, where yoi 
purpofe to abide and lye encamped a long time together; wherein you canno 
fade, if you take any heed. For, commonly men ceale not in their ordinary 
talke to give out which be healthy coafts and which fubjed to maladies; am 
there be alwaies at hand cc*rtain apparent fignes, to teftific and diroff unto both

as carefull you ought to be of others. But may Souldiours, good Father,have 
Jeifure to exercife their bodies < Yes Iwis , quoth his farher, they not onely 
may, but of neceflky muft fo doe. For an army, if it would doe as it fhould, 
4 ndas bclongeth thereto, ought never to be at reft, but Ik* doing ftil!, either 
working mifehiefe to the enemies, or doing good to it felfc. A gride it is my 
Sonne, to nourifii but one perfon idle, much more grievous to keep a houihold 
that isfloathfuli: but moft importable of all, to maintainc a whole hoaft m 
idlenefte. Many things there bee in an army, (to begin at the leaft, and fo ro 
proceed forward) thateatc and fpend: and lookc what they winne, they wa lie 
exceflively. And therefore in no wife is it expedient that an army Ihould bee

idle. Your words, Father as I conceive them, imply thus much, that 
of a floathlull husbandman there arifeth no profit, even foot an idle G( 
can never come good. But I vndertake quoth he, that an induftrious Cay 
unleflcfome God do crofle him, will both bring to pafTc,that his fouldiei 
have plenty of viduals and neceflaries, and alfo provide that their hoc

paflSng healthy; ftrong and able. To the end therefore, quoth hee, that they 
may be well feene and pradifed in each feat of arincs, I fuppofc, Father, that 

if I pubhfti toevery one of them certainc games of pnfe, and propolc rewards, 
I fhalicaufe them beft ro beexerciled in each thing: that when need fiiall re¬ 
quire, I may finde fhem preft and ready for any fcrvicc. That is very well faid 
ofyjou Sonne,quoth Cambyfes. And in fo doing, know this afliiredly,that you 


ofyjou Sonne,quoth Cambyfes. And in fo doing, know this afluredly,that you 
(baft fee your military bands alwaies ftudying to performc their parts, no Idle 
than indaunccs, to.oblerve meafures and keepe their order. Moreover, faith 

Cyrus, for to make fouldiers forward and courageous, there is nothing in 
mine opinion more eflfc&uall, than to have the caft to feed men with good 
hopes of great availes. But this, quoth he, my Sonne, is much like for all the 
world, as if. a man in hunting would evermore holla to his hounds in fuch a 
note as he ufeth to let up when he feeth his game. For at the firft, full wd 11 
wore, he (hall have his hounds willing enough to heare and obey: but in cafe 
he delude and deceive them often in this fort, at thclaft they will not beleeve 
him at all, no, not when he fees the game indeed. Semblably it is in tins hope 
whereof you fpeake. If a man propofing many times unto them the expedamr 
of good things, deceive them, it will come to pafte in the end, that when 1'uch

Chap. IX. 


How a Pf ince may game the obedience of his people, Van qmfhJjis enemies, 

and get the attribute of tvtfe and vert nous. 

B Vt how to make my fouldiours obedient unto me, I thinke not Father, 

that I am now to learne. For, you have taught me this your lelfc, even 
immcdiatly from mine infancic, when you enforced me to obey you. 
Afterwards you recommended mee in my childnood to Schoole-mafters, and 
they inured me likewife to the fame. Alio what time I was raunged among 
the young men, our Governour was very carefull and diligent in this behalfe. 
Yca, and moft of our lawes feeme to preferibe thefe two points elpedaJly, 
To Rule, and To be ruled. And therefore when I confider throughly thefe mat¬ 
ters in generall,mee thinkes I obferve thus much, that the thing which moveth 
men moft effe&ual Iy to obedience, is, both to praife and honour him thato- 
beycth, and alfo to difcrace and punifh the difobedient. Indeed my forme, 
quoth he,this is the ready way to caufe men to obey by conft reint, but to make 
men of their owne accord obedient (which is farre better) there is a more 
compendious courfeto be taken. For, whom men chinke to be more wife in 
procuring their owne good than themfdves, him right gladly they will obey. 


procuring their owne good than themfdves, him right gladly they will obey. 
And this you may know to be true as in many other inftanccs, fo in fickc folke, 
how forward are they, to call for Phyficians that fhould preferibe and dire& 
what they ought to doe ? Semblably at Sea, how cheerefully doe the paften- 
gers obey the Pilots' Likewife,looke whom men fuppofe to know the avenues 
and waies better than themfdves, how earneftly ftrivc they to follow fuch 


guides, and will not by their good wills be leftbehind 1 But contrariwife, 
when thev thinkethat by obeying they fhali take fome harme, they will nei¬ 
ther yerld much for anv puniihmem, nor yet be ftirredup with rewards j^Ror, 
no man willingly taketh any gifts to his owne hurt. Then,Father,quoth Cyrus, 
your words import thus much, that there is nothing more available to keepe 

fubje&s in obeilance, than for a Ruler to be reputedwifer than they. This is 

my meaning in deed faid he. But how may a man Father, quoth Cyrusy fooneft 


availa 


acquire fuch an opinion and efteeme of him felfb

neerer way, faith Cambyfes, than to be prudent in vety deed in thofe things 


wnerein a man would be thought wife. Doe but confider hereof in particu- 
lar, and you (hall find that I lay true. For, if you would betaken for a good 
Husbandman, an expert horfeman, a skilful! Phyfician, a cunning Mufician, or 
any Inch, when you are in truth nothing Idle, marke what a number of fhifts 


you muft devife tomaintaine this outward femblance 


And fay, that by your 
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glorious name of your felfe: fo as you have now laid a good foundation, and 
poftefled every of them with a fingular conceit of you: Firft, you fhould but 

deceive them for the prefent; and foone after when you come to che trial J,be¬ 
wray what you are, and fo appeare in your owne colours, a vaine boaftcr. But 
how might a man Father, in very deed, attaine unto fuch wifedomc, as to fore¬ 
fee what in future time will be expedient 1 Truly, even thus, my fonne, faid 

Cambyfes $ If fobe you ftudy to get as much as may be had by lcarning,Iike as 
you are taught already the skill of marihalling an armie. But, what tilings 

ioever men cannot learne by difciplinc, nor forefee by humane wifedomc, if 
you by divination,and oracles confult with the Gods thereabout, you fhnil be 
wifer than other men: efpccially, if when you know what is beft to be done, 

you be carefull withall to put the fame in execution. For, to be induftrioi.s in 
procuring of things requifite, is the part of a wifeman, rather than to be alto 


gether negligent in that behalfe 


Moreover to winne the love of fubjc&s

which I hold chiefc and principal!,evident it is that the fame way would 


e taken, as if a man defired to be loved of his friends 


For, I fuppofe that 


effect this, he muft endevour to be feene bountifull and bencficiall. A difficult 
matrer it is my fonne, for a man to be able ai waies to pleafurc whom he would. 
But to fhew him felfe joyfull and ready to congratulate their good fortune, and 


with them to grieve and rake heavily 
and ready to relieve them in diftrefte, 


y adverfe calamitic 3 as alfo to be prtft 
) be afftaicd aforehand leaft they doc a* 


miffc, to labour alfo to prevent and provide that they doe not ftumblc and fall: 
in thefe cafes, I fay hee ought in fome fort to goe even with them and bcare 

them companie. 

To come now to the praftife of armes; If fervicc fall out to be performed 

in Summer fcafon, a Generali muft in all mens fight endure the heat of the 

Sunne aboue the reft: femblably in Winter time abide moft cold: and where 
rravaileis required,there is he to take the greateft paines i For, all thefe things 
make much to the winning of his fouldicrs hearts. And fay you fo. Father ' 
quoth he, fhould a Captaine in deed be more painfull every way, than his men 


that ferve under him < Yea y wis, that is my fay 


Howbeit, my fonne, be 


of good cheere and be not difinayed thereat. For, know you this, that the 
fame labours be not in fembiablc bodles of a chiefc Commaundcr and a pri¬ 
vate fouidiour, grievous alike: bothbccaufe in a Commaundcr the rc/pcCtof 
honour maketh the rravaile fome-what lighter; and alfo for that heknoweth 

whatfoever he atchieveth fhali not be hidden but openly feene. But, Father, 

when fouldicrs arc now well provided of neceffaries, when they be in good 

health and able to travaile: when they be trained in martiall feats, and have a 
kinde of ambitious humour, defirous to appeare valiant: and withall take more 

pleafure to obey than to be ftubbornc and difobedient, thinke you not, father, 


the man wife who then would make haft to encounter his enemies 


Yes truly 


faid he, if he might get the better of them. If nor, I for my part verily, as I 
thought both my felfe to be in better cafe, and my followers alfo better ap¬ 
pointed , fo much the more would be wary and take better heed .* like as all 
other things that we thinke moft precious and fet greateft ft ore by, we com¬ 
monly endevour to have in beft fccuritie. But, to get the vantage and ods of 
our cnimics, by what meanes Father, may one beft attaine ' This is no meane 

point I may tell you, my fonne,nor of finall importance that you demaund of

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mec. But know for certeine that who ever (hall effed this,had need be a wait- 
layer, a deepe dilfembler, a craftie and fraudulent deceiver, a very theefe and 
greedy robber,and in one word, every way able to overtop his enimies. Here-

Why then,quoth he 


were children and younglings, taught yee us quite contrary to all this < Why* 
even fo doc wee now allb, quoth Cambyfes , namely toward our friends and 

compatriots. And wote you not that yee learne many mifeheivous devi/es.

Wherefore then, quoth he, learned yee to (hoot t For what p 


pofe were yee taught to dart { Why were yee trained up in taking wild Bores

Wherefore flood ye not your ground 


fought on even hand with Lions,Bearcs,and Libards, but evermore went about 
to encounter thefe wild beafts upon advantages c* Or know yee not, that all 
thefe things be nought el/e, but mifeheivous flights, deccitfull praCli/es,fraudu- 


and laying for all advantag 


They are no other Father,quoth Cy 


rvs, howbeit, againft favage beafts. But, were I but feene fo much as willing 
to beguile any man, I remember Hill well, that I met with many a ftripe for 
my labour .No force, faid Cambyfes . For wee did nor, I take it, permit you, 
my fonne, either to /hoot your arrow, or caft your dart through a man: but 
we taught you to drive diredly at amarke, and in no wife for thepre/entto 
hurt and mifeheive your friends: But if there hapned any warrcs,that ye might 

be able to level, yea and to hit even very men alio. Likewifc wetaught you to 
pra&ife deceit and to win advantage,not of men but of wild beafts: to the end 
that even herein yee ftiould not hurt your friends. Howbeit in time of warre, 
if need fo require, yee might not be ftiort in fuch feats. Then,Father,faid Cy- 
rus > lt be expedient to learne both ; namely, to know the way how to doe 
good and hurt alfo unto men, it were meet to teach men the one as well as the 
other. It is reported my fonne, quoth Cambyfes , that there was fometime in 
our aunceftours daies a ceitein Schoolcmafter, that taught his children (right 
as you alfo would have it) Iuftice [ and Injufticc ] Not to lye, and withall. 
To lye: Not to deceive, and yet to deceive: as well, Not to accufe wrongfiil- 

fy, as To accufe unjuftly: both, Not to get advantage above others, andalfo 

To lay for private gaine and commoditie before others. Now,In the/e points, 
forlooth, he diddlftingui/h thus, namely which they were to do unto friends; 
and which unto enimies. Nay, he went further chan fo,and taught, That law- 
luilit was even to beguile friends for profir, yea and to fteale from friends their 
goods for commoditie. He that taught thefe rules, could not chufebut exer- 
ciienis icholars to pra<fti/ethc fame one unto another when they were chil¬ 
dren : like as men fay, the Greeks in thefeat of wreftling teach the art of de. 
eeir > vcaand mure their children alfo to fuppiantand beguile one another. 

Whereby it came to paire, that fome of them, growen to be cowardly impes, 

^tobegudecleanJyand alfo to get the vantage of others cunningly: and 

naply framed withall by naturenot unapt for covetou fnefle and greedy getting 
ol goods, /pared nor their very friends but attempted to goe beyond them al- 
• Icreupon a law was made,which ftandeth in force with us at this day. That

our 
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our children ftiould be taught limply and after oneway: even as we teach our 
houfhold-fervants, To fpeuke truth to our /elves, not to deceive, nor fteale and 
filch, ne yet to fecke their owne commoditie: and if they creipafte herein, wee 
threaten to punifti them . To the end that being nuzzled up and inured in this 
wife, they might prove the milder and more tradable patriots. Afterwards 
when they were grovvne to your age, thenand not before it was thought, tney 
might fafely teach,what things were lawfully to be done to enimies. F 01 being 

thus brought up togithcr in a mutuall refpc<5live reverence one of another, yee 
are not like now fo farre to exorbitate and breakc out of order, as to become 


fierce and fell among your feilow-citizens. And even fo, vve doe not dilcourfc 
of venereous matters and flefbly pleafurcs unto thofe that be very young ; lead 
haply, young as they be, when audacious boldncflc meeteth with heat of lull 
they might ufe the fame immodcratly. Par-die quoth cyw,true it is, And 
therefore, good Father, forbeare not to teach mec what you can, as one fome- 
what dull and comming late to learne, thefe lubtill cafts of catching vantage 
how I may be able to make my part the better and outftrip mine enimies. Then 
faid Cambyfes , Devi/e therefore to the uttermoftof your power, whenyom 
owne men are, in good order arraunged, to furprife your enimies when they be 
indifarray: with your owne fouldiours armed and well appointed to alLule 
them unarmed: with your companies watching, to fer upon them Eft a/lecpc; 
when they are efpyed by you, and your /elfe not difeovered by them alfo 
whiles you are in a fenfed place of fafety, to take them encumbred, within the 
difficultic and difadvantage of the ground. Buthow is it po/fible Farher,rcpli- 
cdC)r«x,foramanto watch his enimies fuchaturnc, as to fall upon them in 
thefe and fuch like defaults i For that, my fonne, as well you as your enimies, 
arc of neceflitie to meet with many of thefe occurrents (, For both of you 
ought to goc and/end out a foraging, yee cannot choofc): yee muft needs of 


both fides take your fleepe : Early in the morning, yee cannot otherwile doc 
butall-togither, mike ftarts and ftraggleafidc to purvey nece/laiies: and fith 
waies as yee light upon, be they better or worfe yee are to ufe perforce. Ail 
thefe things ought you to thinke uponj and looke wherein yee tinde your 
/elves weakeft,therein moft of all yee arc to be wary and circumfped: n what 
things you perceive your enimies eafitft to be taken and vr.nquiihed, therein 


efpecially to fet upon them 


What 1 quoth Cyrus , is it lawful! to lay 


tage in thefe particulars onely , or in fome others befide < Yes y w s, th t it is, 
and in thofe much more my fonne. For in thcfe,all men for the moft part keepe 
furc watch and ward,as knowing that ordinarily they have need thereof. But 
they that are skilfull to circumvent their enimies, can either put them firft in a 
good conceit of thcmfelvcs, and then furprize them at unwares: oriuffcr 
them to follow in chafe, and fo caufe them to breakc their raies: or by fem- 
blanceof flight, trainc them into ftreights and places di/advantageous,there to 

aflaile them fodainiy. Now, my fonne, it bchooveth you, to praftife not one¬ 
ly all thefe ftratagemes,which with earneft defire you have already learned,but 
devifealfoandof your owne head other Heights againft your enimies: even 
as Muficians, ufe- not thofe tunes and fongs onely which they have learn d, but 
ftudy alfo to make & let other. And verily in Mufick new dities andfre/h notes 
in their very prime are in moft requeft: but much more in warre new policies 
are beft fee by. For why ? fuch late devi/ed inventions, are tho/e tliat fooneft 


can 
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can deceive the enimics ' And if you my fonne, quoth he, would turne upon 
men nought clfe but thofc Heights , which you have laid for very /mall wild 
hearts, thinke you not that you fhould make good progreflc in winning the bet¬ 
ter hand ofyoui: enemies' For, to catch foule, you have in the moft bit¬ 
ter time of winter rifen and gone forth by night: yea and before the poore birds 
were ftirring, fet fnarcs and grins for them fo cunningly as that the mooveable 
falfc floore leemed like unto that which mooved nor. Befidcs certeine foules 
were fo taught by you, as that they ferved your owne turne, but in the meane 
time deluded other filly birds of their ownc fethcr: whiles your fclfe lay in 
couvert and efpiall fo, as you faw them,and they had no fight of you. More¬ 
over , your care and endevour was, to prevent the faid foules and draw them 
unto you before they fhould flye away. As for the Hare becaufe fiiegocth to 
releife and feedeth in the darke night, but by day faveth her felfe by her light 
foot, you kept Hounds which by fent might finde her out: and for that when 

fiiee is ftarted, flicc fwifrly runneth away, you had Grcehounds befides trained 
of purpofe to overtake her in purfuit, by good footmanfhip. And in cafe the 
faid Hares fhould out-ftrip thefe Greehounds alfo, you learned out their paths 
and mufets: and to what harbours they chufc to flie, therein you pitched haies 
and nets hardly to be feenc, to the end that the Hare in her moft eger flight 
might fall into them, and therein entangle her felfe. And that (lice might not 

efcapc thence, you placed men of purpofe to watch and markethe manner of 

it, who being neere at hand fhould (freight-waies feizc upon her. And your 
fclfe verily from behind, by fetting up a lowd cry, that raught unto her, (o af¬ 
frighted the poore Hare, that caught nice was at unwares: whiles thofe who on 
the forepart lay in waite inftru&ed by you to keepe filcnce were hidden and un- 
feene. Therefore as I faid before, if you would pra&ife likewife fuch devifes 
as thefe, againft men, I know not for my part, how you fhould come fliort of 
any enemie in the world. Now, if it chaunccat any time, that you be enfor¬ 
ced, in plaine even ground and open feildto joyne battaile with enfignesdif- 
playcd, when yee arc on both fides armed and well appointed, even then, my 
fonne, thofe heipes and advantages provided long before do very much availe. 
And fuch, I fay, be thefe: namely, if your fouldiours bodies have beene well 
excrcifcd 5 if their hearts have had an edge fet upon them and thereby be well 
encouraged: and laft of all,if they have diligently ftudied and pra&ized mar- 
tiall feats aforehand. Moreover, this thing alfo you are to know; that fo ma¬ 
ny, as you Ihall thinke it meet they fhould obey you, will all of them likewife 
deeme it as fit, that you provide for their good and fafetie every way. There¬ 
fore be you never carelefle in this point,but forefee over-night what you would 

have your liege men to doe the morrow, and fore-cart by day, how night- 
fervice may fpeed beft. Furthermore, in what fort an armie is to be put in or¬ 
der againft a battaile: after what manner it is to be Jed in march by night 
or day 1 how in (freights, how in broad plaines and open wayes ' how 
over hilly places , how through champian fields and plaines i Alfo in 

what wife a campe is to be pitched < How watch and ward is to be fer, as 
well for nighr as day i How to advance againft theenimies, how to come off, 
and retire ? How to march before an eniraie-citie ' how to lead an armie to the 
aflault of a walled Fort,and how to withdraw the fame from thence ' In what 

manner to paffe through * hollow waies full of woods,or over rivers k What

vou lead your armie difplaicd into wings, if then your enimics charge dirccftiy 
uDonvoinn what fort are you to make head and wkhftand them' Again, when 
vou lead it in forme of a thicke * lquadron, and they flankc you from fomc o- * 
theriidc and not afront; in what manner youarc to encounter- them ' Alfo, 

Jnd they lead peLive your delTemcand purpofe. But all thefe points, why 
flnuld I now rehearle unto you < For.whatfoever my Iclteknoweth, you have 
often heard: and if others befidcs feemed expert therein, you have not neglc- 

aed conference with any one of them: andncverwcrc you dull w.tted and 

hard to learne. You ought therefore, as I thinke, according as occafionsfha 
beprefaitcd to put fuch inftruiftions in ure, as you (lull fuppofe will be at all 
times moft expedient for you. And learne withall, my fonne, of mce thefe di¬ 
rections of sreateft importance. Never adventure any thing either by you 
felfe alone orin your armie, without warrant of facnficcs and auguries by 
bird flight: confidering thus much, that men take matters in hand no othcrwiic 

dound unto them: how ever haply a man may by the events underhand the 
fime For many men and thofe reputed moft wife, have perfwaded cities to 

beene oVCTthrownc. Many a man befides, hath both enriched private perfons 
andalfo amplified publike States, from whom by their meanes thus cm idled 
and advanced they have fufteined afterwards extreme Iofle and nnfchicfc. 
M ir. , v hrn they mi°ht have ufed others as friends with reciprocal! mter- 

chanoe of doing and receiving pleafurcs, chufing to make them their (laves 

even at their hands. Many againe not content to hve a plcaftnt life with a 

competent and fuflicient portion, but coveting to be Lords ot all, have lott 
theX even all that they had,and poflefled before. And to conclude, many 
having^otten much gold and treafurc which they fo greatly wtftied for, have 
bv the fame perifhed and come to rume. Thus, mans wifedome knoweth no 

more how tochufe what is beft s than if one (hould caft ots and draw what- 
Xer falleth unto him. Whereas, the immortall Gods know all as well paft 
as prefent yea and the future events of cuery thing. And to as many as 

thlefore fignifie, what enterprifes they areto attempt and what 
not. Now, if they be not willing thus to advife all men, 

no marvaile is it. For, they are not bound of 

neceffitie to regard fuch as 

they will not.

a S they difeourfed thus togither,come they were as farre as 

to the marches of Perfia. Where,after that an v£gicappea¬ 
red unto them on the right hand,and became their guide to 
lead them the way,they made their prayers unto the Gods 
and Demigods, Patrons of the Per ft an Land/or todifmifie 
them with propitious grace and fauour, and fo parted over 
the bounds thereof. When they were once part thefe 
Frontiers, they prayed againc to the Tutelan Gods of the Median Land, that 
they iikewife would vouchfafe as gracioufly and with fcmblable favour to re¬ 
ceive them, This done, after they had in decent manner embraced ech other, 

the father returned backc into Perfia, but Cyrus journeyed forward in Media to 
f his Vnkle 3 Cyaxares. When he was come thither unto him, at their firfl 
meeting they faluted one another, as it well befeemed. Then Cyaxares enqui¬ 
red of Cyrus,hovt great an Army he had brought ? Who anfwered,thirty thou¬ 
sand, even thofe who were wont heretofore to come unto you and ferve as 
mercenaries: And certeine others befides of the Pceres ranke who never yet 
went forth to warre,are comming to thepa. And, How many be they i quoth 

Cyaxares : As for the number, faid Cyrus, it will not greatly pleafe you when 
you hearc it: yet thus much I would you knew, that as few as thefe Peeres be 
whom we call * Homotimi, they fo farre excell,as thatthey be able eafily to rule 
all the other Perfans, be they never fo many.But what! Is there any need of the? 
or did you fcare in vaine 1 and happly the enimies come not. Yes verily, that 
they doe, quoth Cyaxares, and thofe a great number. And how know you that if 
faid c jrus. Bccaufe, quoth he, how ever there be many come from thofe parts 
reporting diverfly,yet they all agree in one point of fubftance,and fpeaketo the 
fame purpofe. Then, I fee quoth Cyrus, fight we muft againft thefe men. No 
remedie faid Cyaxares. Why then, replyed Cyrus, did not you tell me ( if you 

have fo good intelligence) what power of theirs is a-foor, asalfo what'our 
owne forces bee, that upon the certeine knowledge thereof wee may confult 

togi- 



togither, which way beft to joyne batraile with them ? Hearken then, quoth 

Cyaxares. Crafts that rich King of Lydia bringeth , they lay , ten thoufend 

Horfemcn: and of Targuctiers and Archers more tiian 40000. Artdmes the 
Prince of Great Phrygia, is faid to come with a power of 8000 Horfe, and of 
Pikcmen and Targueticrs together, no fewer then 40000. Aribxus King ofthc 
Cappadocians,lcadeth (by report) 6000 Horfemcn, and his Archers with Tar¬ 
gueticrs are nor under30000. Maragdus the Arabian, hath in his conduct 
10000 men of Armes, one hundred Chariots; -and of Stingers an exceeding- 
great multitude. But as touching the Greekes that inhabit Afia, it is not yet 

knowne, whecherthcy follow or no ? Gah&us, as the fpcecli goeth, who hath 
from about theplainc of Cayfiros 6000 Horfe, and 10000 Targueticrs , will 
augment his number, with thofe of that Phrygia, which joyncth to He He font. 

But the Cartons verily, the Ci It cions and P aphlagonians , for ought we heare, fol¬ 
low not, although they were requefted to come. Howbeir,the Aflyrian (Mo¬ 
narch ) who hath under him Babylon and all exf ffyria bcfide,will bring into the 
Field, as I fuppofe, 20000 horfe and no fewer: Chariots I am furc not above 
200: but of footmen, Iguefle, an huge number: For fo is he wont to doe 
whenfoever he invadeth thefe parts. By this computation then, quoth Cyrus, 

you fay that our enimies be in Horfe 60000: of Targuetiers and Archers not 
fo few as 200000 ftrong.Goe to now,to what number, fay you,doe your owne 
forces amount 1 There be, quoth he, of Median Horfemcn, above 10000: of 
Targueticrs and Archers, there may be levied in our owne territory, about 
60000. But of the Armenians and Borderers, there will be herc4ooo Horfe, 
and 20000 Foot. By your faying thcn,infcrred Cyrus ; Our men of armes bee 
fewer than one third part of our enimies Cavallery, & our footmen well necre 
halfe their Infantery. How then, faid Cyaxares, doe you accoumpt the Perfians 
to be but few, whom you bring as you fay with you ? * As for fighting men, * 
quoth Cynw, whether we haue need of any more or no ? Wee (hall take into 
confideration * hereafter: but for the prelent, relate you unto me the manner of * or 

their fevcrall fcrvices. Surely,quoth Cy^4m,They ufe in manner all,the fame ,v9vf ' 
kindeof fight. For, there be of them as well as of us, Archers and Darters. 

Since then,faid Cyrus,they be for weapons thus appointed, there mufts needs be 
skirmifhing with volly of fhot from a farre 1 Of neceflitie it will be fo, anfwe¬ 
red Cyaxares. Then quoth hcagaine, in this kinde of fervice it cannot be, but 
that the greater number fhall have the vi&ory. For, fooncr will there be a few 

hurt and flaine by many, than many by a few. If the cafe fo ftands, my good 
Cyrus , quoth he, what devife may a man finde better,than to fend unto the Per¬ 
fians, both to declare unto them, that if the Medes fufteinc any difartre, the 
lofle and calamitie will reach even unto them; and withall to require a greater 
power? But I would have you to underftand thus much,faith Cyrus, that if all 
the Perfians fhould come into the field, wee were not able for number to fur- 
mount our enimies. What othermeanes then, doe you fee better than this, 
quoth Cyaxares? Were I,faid Cyrus, as you are,I would caufe to be made for all 
the Perfians that are comming, fuch armour in every point as thofe Gentlemen 

of ours have,who are repairing hither and be called Homotimi: namely,a Cu~ 
race over the breft, a light targuet for the left hand, and a fhort curtelax for the 

right. If you can provide us thefe armes; you fhall bring to paffe, that as it 

wil be more fafe for us to confront our enimies &cope with them in clofe fight:

Chap. Ill*

The exhortation of Cyrus unto the Perfian fouldters, to futon the 

armour that King Cyaxares had prepared. 

M Y friends, yee that are Perjians , as yee were borne and bred up in the 

fame region with us, and are in bodie be (ides framed not hing infer tour 

cous:fo,it is meet that your minds alfo be not worfethen ours. And al¬ 
beit fuch ye are indeed, yet in our native countrey yce were not in cquall eft ate 
and condition with us: not for that yee were by us put by, but becaufc yee 
wereenforced to provide neceftaries. Now, both I, by the leave and power of 
God will take order that yce (hall have tte fame degree, and your felves alfo, 
if yce be fo difpofed, ufing the fame armes that we doe, how ever otherwife in 
meaner place than we are, may enter upon the fame daungers with us, and up¬ 
on the achievement of any noble and worthy exploit, receive the like guerdon 
to ours. Heretofore, yee were archers and darters as well as wee. In which 
manner of fervice if yee carried not your felves cquall to us, it is no marvaile. 
For why ' yee had not time to pra&ife thefe feats, as wee had. But in this kind 

of armature here, we (hall have no vantage at ail ever you. For, every one oi 
you (hill have a curace fitted for his breft, a light buckler in his left hand, as 

wee all were wont to carry , and in his right an arming fword, or battle axe 
wherewith we are to fmite our enemy that ftandeth oppofice unto us, and need 
not feare to mifle whenfoever we offer to ftrike. Whac is it then, (confider ing 
this manner of fight) wherein one of us (hould pafte another ' unidle it bee in 
boidnefle and courage, which yee ought to (hew as well as we. And as lor vi¬ 
ctory whereby all good things and excellent, are both gotten and kept, what 

reafon is there that we (hould defire it more than yee' T o fpeake of Sovcraign- 
ty which giveth all away to the Conquerours, from them that be conquered, 
why (hould it concerne us more than you, to feeke therefore' To conclude 

then faith hee, yee have heard all, arid fee the very armour. Take every man 

what he ncedeth and is fit for his body, and then give his name to the Captamc 
of fome company for to be enrolled in the fanf degree and ranke with us. But 

whofoever is content with the place of a mercenary fouldier, let him remainc 

ftill in fuch armes as are meet for fervjtqurs unto others. 

Chap. Ill I. 

The ordinances that Cyrus made for the exercife of his fouidiers, and to 

keep them in all obedience. 


T Hefe were the words o (Cyrus-, which when the Per pans had heard,they 

made this account, that worthy they were from that time forward to 
live all their dayes in penury and want, if being thus called, to take 
paines alike, for to enjoy therefore like availes; they would not accept thereof. 

Whereupon they all entred their names, and being once regiftred, tooke every 

man his armour. But all the while that the enemies were faid to be comming 
neae at hand, and yet appeared not in fight-, Cyrus endeavoured both to exer- 
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cifc his fouldiers bodies in fuch feats, as it might gather more length

aaainft warre-fcrvicc. But hrlt ot all, naving receive 

cffifrom Cu**e, hecommaunded them tofurmlhevery fouldier fulfic.cntly 

with all things nccdfull: Which order being taken he left them by this meancs 
nothing elfe to doc, but to exercife onely martiall deeds: feeming, that he had 
learnedand obferved thus much, that they became alwa.es in eatery point moll 
exccllcnt.who leaving to bufie their heads & to deale in many things^ave their 
minds to one worke onely and no more. Nay, more than lb, even of military 
excrcifeSjCUtting off their training*) the ufe of bowes, arrowed dans, hee 
left them nought elfe to pratftife, but to fight with fword, buckler and breft- 
plate, whereby it came to paffc, that immediately ne imprinted tms opinion in 
them that cither they muft buckle with their enemies clofe at hand-ftrokes, or 
elfe confefle themfelves to bee warre-fellowes of no worth. But to acknow- 
lcd^e thus much was very hard and harfii to them: knowing as they did, that 
thev were kept for no other purpofe, but in defence of thofe that gave them 
maintenance. Furthermore, weighing well with himfelfe, that men be much 
more willing to praftife all thofe feats, about which arifeth an emulation and 
contentious defire ofviftory, he proclaimed games of price and mall of mafte- 
ries among them, in all thofe points that he deemed expedient for fouldiers to 

Now the particulars that he ordained and publifiicd were thefe. Imprimis, 
for a private fouldier, that he beare himfelfe hardy, obey his Rulers and Cap- 
taines: be willing to labour; forward and preft to adventure s yet to, as bee 
keep order in his ranke: expert in military affaires, elegant and neat in his ar¬ 
mour: and in all fuch things defirous of praife and honour. For g Cmquenier, 

that both in his ownc perfon he behave himfelfe as bccommcth a valoi ous pri— 


fouldier 


and wichall performe to the uttermoft of his power 


Q-uncui y under his charge may be like unto himfelfe, For a 
fembhbly he rend his Decurie, the * Caporall likewife his band 


his power 3 that the 
For a * Dizinier, that 
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tinier his hundred. For every Captaine befide,that henotonely demeane him- 
felfe without touch and blame, but bee carefull aifo, that other peti-capraines 
under him keepe thofe in good order whom they commaunded. Now, the re* 
wards or prizes which he propofed were thefe. For the Certtiniers, That as 
many of them as brought their Centuries to beft proufe, might be made * Co¬ 
lonels. For the Caporals, that fuch of them as were thought to have trained 
their bands mo ft fufficiently, might fuccccd in their places who had beene Cen¬ 
turions: In like maner that the beft Decurions (hould be advanced to the rowme 
of Caporals: and the Quincurions likewife to the leading of Decuries. Finally, 
that private fouldiers,fuch as excelled the reft,{hould ftep into the Quincurions 
degree. And verily,all thefe Captaines gained this at firft. To be eftcemed of 
thofe Companies whereof they had the rule: then, other honours confequent- 
ly followed, as were befeemingevery oneaccording to their calling. Further¬ 
more, he made (hew of greater hopes to fuch as were praife worthy, if haply 
in time to come, there (hould appeare any (hew of farther commodity. Hec 
proclaimed likewife rewards of vi&ory, to whole Centuries, as alfo to whole 
Decurics and Quncuries: according, as they (hewed themfelves right * faith- 
full and * obedient to their Captaines, yea and moft ready to execute the fervi- 
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ces appointed unto them. And fuch were their rewards, as beft befitted a mul¬ 
titude. Thus much as touching thefe particulars, which himfelfe publillied, 
and wherein the Soldiours were exercifed. Moreover, he provided for them 

Pavilions, for number as many as there were Centurions, and for their capacity 

fufficient every one to receive a * Company: and each Company contained one 
hundred Soldiers. And thus pitched they their tents by the hundreds. Of en¬ 
camping thus and lodging together, he fuppofed this commodity would an/e 
unto them, againft any future battaile, in that they faw themfelves one with 

another kept and maintained alike: In which regard, none could have preten/e 
of Cowardife, for to (hrinke or beare himfelfe worfe in fighting with his ene¬ 
my, as having fraaller availes one than another. This convening alio under 
one roufe, he thought would make much for their mutuall acquaintance, for 
in knowing each other, he was perfwaded they would bee all more aballied to 

doe amide: Whereas, thofe who are unknowne, like unto fuch as live in dark- 
nefte, feeme in fome fort more prone to commit wickednede. Againe, it lea¬ 
rned unto him, that by reafon of this fociety in campe and pavilion, they Ihould 
finde much good in the exa<ft ordinance of their Companies and fetting them 
in array. For the Centurions had under them their hundreds lying and lodg¬ 
ing, * in fo good difpofc, as if every Century marched by it felfe upon the 
way: Semblably the Caporals of their bands: The Decurions their Tenns and 
Quicurions their fives. This precife order of feverall bands and companies, he 
thought very profitable, both to prevent all trouble and confufion: and alfo in 
cafe they were once (huffled and in defarary, to rally and reduce them againe 
fooner into order: like as (tones and pieces of timber, which are to bee joy ned 
and Cct together in building,how ever they chance to lye afunder and caft afide 
may yet be eafily fitted and couched one to another,if they have certainc marks, 
by which it may evidently appeare from what place every of them came 1 Fi¬ 
nally by fuch fellowfhip in living together at bed and boord, he thought they 
Ihould finde this benefit, in that they would be more louth to forfike one ano¬ 
ther: becaufeheefaw, that even wild beads feeding together hoan exceeding¬ 
ly after their fellowes, if happly any man plucke and fever them afunder. 

Moreover, Cyrus had a fpeciall eye to this alfo, that his Soldiours (hould ne¬ 
ver goe in, to dinner or fupper,unlefle they had laboured firft, untill they fweat 
againe. For, he either led them forth on hunting, and fo caufed them to fweat. 
or elfe devifed for them fuch games and paftimes, as might drive them into a 
fweat. And ifithappened, that himfelfe were to performe any exploit, hce 
would in perfon lead them, and fet into the a&ion fo, as they (hould be fu re, 
not to returne without fweating. For, this he fuppofed to bee very good for 
them, caufing them toeate their meat with better ftomack and delight, to pre- 
ferve their health, and to enable them unro labour. Yea, and this fellowfhip 
in paines taking as he thought, would make them to be more milde and gentle 
one unto another. For, even horfes accuftomed to worke and labour togither 
abroad, are wont to ftand more gently and quietly in the ftable. And certame 
it is, that thofe Soldiours will fticketo it more couragioufly againft their ene¬ 
mies, who are privy to themfelves that they have beene well exercifed. Fur¬ 
thermore, Cyrus for himfelfe reared a pavilion, fufficient for the receit of thofe, 
whom he bade at any time to fupper. And for the moft part, he invited to his 

table,fuch Centiniers as he thought meet. Soraetimes,Caporais, otherwhiles 

Diziniers 
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Diziniers and Cinquinicrs: Now and then alfo, headmitttd to his boord.ccr- 
uinc private fouldiers, yea and whole companies or bands of fives and tennes, 
of* twenty fives and hundreds, ata time. This manner of inviting and doing 
them honour, he ufed whenfoever hee faw fome of them to have exoruted that 
exploit, which he would have had joyntly performed by all. As for the fer- 
v,ce of difhes up to the boord,it was no other for Cjrui himfelfc than for his 
euefts The * minifters in the campe, hee made cquall m condinon with the 
reft, and partakers of all things. For that he judged thefe officer no leffe wor- 
thy of honour and advancement than either Heraults or EmbaiTadors. For, he 
fuppofed, that fuch ought to be trufty;expert in military affaires, quicke witted 

and of good conceit, hardy befides and aiftive, forward to a<ftion, and firme in 
refolution: yea and more than fo, Cyrus judged that thefe minifters ought to 
be as much re:petted every way, and to enjoy as many preferments as thofe, 
who were reputed the very belt: and therefore fo to bee inured, as that they 
might rcfiifc no labour, but thinkc all things meet for them to doe,which their 

Captaine commaunded.

Chap* V* 


How Cyrus devifed and communedgracioujly with his Chiefetaines : 

and of the f>leaf ant narrations that they related unto him 

for to doe himpleafure . 

O Ver and befides, Cyrus , whenfoever hee with his invited guefts made 

merry togithcr in one Pavilion, endeavored alwaies to have fuch talke 
and ipeeches interlaced among, as might caufc mod mirth,and withall 
incite to vertue and proweffe. And one time above the reft, he fell into fuch a 
difeourfe as this. What thinke yee, Sirs,faith he,feeme others befide our felvcs? 
infcriour unto us any jote, in this regard that they had not had the fame educa¬ 
tion and breeding with us 1 or will there be no difference at all betweene them 
and us,either in mutuall converting together, or in manner of fight when wc are 
to joyne battayie with our enemies * Then Hyft*$es made anfwer and laid. 
How they will demeane themfelvcs againft the enemie, I wote not yet; but in 
their daily converfation, fo helpe me God, fome of them feerae peevifh and 
teafty enough already. For, of late Cyaxares fent unto every feverall Compa¬ 
ny, beafts flaine for facrifice to make good cheere with, fo as there fhould fall 
to every one of our (hares three pieces of flefii or more as they were ferved and 
carried round. And verily, the Cooke, when he went about with the firft fer- 
vice began at me: But as he came in, the fecond time to deale about, I willed 
him to begin at the hinmoft and fo to hold on his courfe the contrary way. 
♦ Or,round. W hereat one of thofe fouldiers which fat in the mids ofthe * Circle, cryed out 

and faid, Pardic, here is no indifferent dealing, if no man will begin at us here 
in the midft. Which when I heard, 1 was not a little grieved, that they fhould 
thinkc themfelvcs cut fhort and to have lefle than the reft; and therewith, I cal¬ 
led prefentiy for the (aid party to come and fit by me: who herein very orderly 
obeyed and came. Now when the meat that went about came unto us,where¬ 
of by that time, the fmalleft portion remained, by reafon (as I take it) that wee 

were then the laft to be ferved, this fellow then, would hold no longer nor 

dimmule 
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difiimule his griefe, but fofrty to himfelfc brake out into thefe words, VViiat ill 

lucke have I, who being now called hither, muft needs come, and firework- 
then others for my labour ? Take it not fo to the heart,quoth I,vnto him. l or., 
the Cooke will prcfcmly begin at vs: and then, (hall you bee firft ferued with 


the greateft p 


With that comes the Cooke with his third and Lift 


euen all that which remained behind. Then,that fouldicr tooke his part next af¬ 
ter me: But when a third alfo had recciucd his {hare, and feemed to the other 
for to haue gotten a bigger piece than he,ht cafteth from him that which he had 
taken already,as intending to lay hold on a greater piece. But the Cooke, iiip- 
pofing the man had enough already & needed no more * pittance, went his way 

from him, and fo made an end of his courfe about, before the party could meet 
withanother piece. Whereupon he was fo ill appaied for his haul hap, that 

when the meat was eaten vp which he had once recciucd, the icft, faucc an 1 all. 
wherein he fliould dip (in fuch a pelting chafe was he,and fo angry with his ill 
fortune) he quite ouerturned. A Caporall that fate next vnto us, feeing this, 
clapped both his hands together and laughed thereat full heartily. But I, quoth 
Hyftatyes, made as though I coughed: For,I allure you,I could not containe my 
fclfe but laugh a good. And fuch an one, quoth he, 6 Cyrus, can I ihew unto 
you out of ourowne fellowcs. Hereat they laughed all, as they might well 
enough. Then another Ccnturion,This man quoth he,6 Cyrus, met belike with 
a fellow thus froward and difeontented. But I, quoth he, when you had taught: 
us the maner of marlhalling our companies,and fo fent us away commaunding 
every one to teach his ownccompany what we had lcuincd of you, did my fclfe 
when I was gone from you, according as I faw the ieu to doc, and inftiucted 
one * band. Now when I had fet the Caporall,or leader of that band formoft, 
and next unto him placed a lufty young fellow, an.< fo others in older, as I 
thought meet, I flood then my felfc before them all: and looking toward the 
faid band, when I faw my time, commaunded them all to march forward : 
Whereat,this faid youngfter aduanced himfelfc before the lcadei and matched 
formoflcwhich I feeing, Whither now good fellow,quoth I,what meaneft thou 
to do? I march on Sir,quoth he,as you commaund. Then replied I, Why ! I bad 
not thee alone,but all the reft to come forward: which when he heaid, turning 
backe to his fellowes,Come on Sirs,quoth hc:Hearc ye not how he commaun- 
deth us all to march < Then they all flopped afore the Caporall, and came to¬ 
ward me: whereupon the laid Caporall called them all backe againe to their 

places: with that they ilomached the matter and grumbled faying: whether of 
the twaine muft we now obey ? for the one biddeth vs march on,and the other 
forbiddeth vs. Well, I tooke all in good parr, difpofmg them cftfooncs in or¬ 
der with this charge, that none of them behind fhould let one foot forward un¬ 
till the former led the way, but all of them have a fpcciall eye to this oncl), 
even to follow the former. Now it hapned, that one intending to take a jom- 


ney into Ferfi 


came and called upon mee for my letter which 


home to my friends. Whereupon 1 willed a Caporall (for he knew where the 
faid letter lay, to runne unto the tent and fetch the fame: He lan according!), 
but the forefaid youngfter followed the Caporall hard at hcclcs, armed as he 
was in his curace and with his curtelace. All the reft of the whole band feeing 
him to runne,ranne alfo amaine for company rand fo they all of them came and 

brought me my letter. Thus hath my band, faith he, learned all that you hav e 
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enjoyned us. Hereat, all the reft verily that were prefent laughed, as well they 

might and namely at this warlike guard and convoy of the letter: But Cyrus 
faid o iutnter, and all yee the Gods befidcs, what manner of Aflociats have 
we to fight for us ? fo * tradable and eafie to bee wonne, that many of them 

will become good friends for a fmall piece of mcate, and fome againe foob- 
fcquious,that before they know what they are commaunded,be ready to obey ? 
Truft me’truly,l wotc not what kind of fouldiours a man Ihould wifti rather to 

have than fuch. Cyrus alfo laughed with them, and in this fort praifed the fol- 
diers. It fortuned moreover that in his Pavilion there was then, at this mee¬ 
ting, one of the Centurions named Aglaitad a man for his manners and be¬ 
haviour one of thefe auftere and grimme Sirs, who began in this wife: Thinke 
you, Cyrus, quoth he,that thefe men make a true report ur.to you ? Why? faid 
Cyrus, what ftiould they meane to tell lies ? what elfe, faid the other, but be- 
caufe they are difpofed to move laughter? in which regard they both come out 
with thefe tales, and alfo fhew thcmfclves bragging boafters. Oh good Sir 
quoth Cyrus , Faire words I pray you. And terme not thefe men vaine vaun- 
ters. For the name of boafter or vauntcr, as I take it, is aptly given unto them, 
that pretend cither to be richer or more valiant than they are: fuch alfo, as pro- 

mife to doc, that which they cannot performe: yea and then efpecially, when 

they are knovvne evidently fo to doe for lucre. But they that devife meanes to 
make the company to laugh, neither for their owne gaine, nor to the damage 
of the hearers, ne yet for any other harme at all, why fhould not they more 
truely be called, merry conceited Pleafants rather than Boafters ? Thus much 
anfwered Cyrus by way of Apologie, in the behalfe of thofe who had mooved 
laughter. Then the Caporall againe, who related the merry narration of his 
band. Now verily, Aglattadas quoth he. If we had gone about to caufe you 
to weepe, as fome Poets and Oratours there be, who both in their Sonnets and 
alfo in their Orations, invent pitifull and lamentable arguments, thereby to 
provoke melancholicke perfons to (bed teares,you would have greatly blamed 
usjwhen as you knowing as you do, that we aredefirous to make you fomwhac 
merry,and in no wife to hurt you,yet you requite us with great contumely and 
difgrace.I do fo indeed quoth Aglaitadas, and (by lupttcr I fweare) auow it well 
and iuftly done. For,in my conceit,whofoeuer caufeth his friends to laugh,doth 
not fe> worthy an a<ft by farre,as he that fetteth them a weeping. And euen your 
felfejifyou weigh the thing aright, (ball find that I fay trve. And why 1 by wee¬ 
ping, fathers bring their children to modefty and fobriety: Schoolemafters 



ieire,ir you weign tne tning arigni,inaii nnu mat i wy u 
ping, fathers bring their children to modefty and fob 
likewife their fchollars to learne good arts and fciences 


yea, and the lawes. 


whiles they force citizens and fubjeds to (head tcares, put them forwards to 
obferve and pra&ife Iuftice. But as for thefe Pleafants that procure laughter, 
tell me if you can wherein they profit mens bodies or enhable their minds, the 
better,to menage either private government of houfe,or publike adminiftration 


of Common-weale ? Hereupon 

this. Well, glutados , if yo 


upon Hyp>fj>cs came upon him with fuch a fpeech as 
if you will follow my counfell, be bold to expend 


frankly upon your enemies this that you price fo high: and doe your beft hard¬ 
ly to make them weepe: but upon us, your friends, be fo good as beftow your 

laughing, being a matter of fo fmall coft and valew. For, I know well, you 


cannot choofe but haue plem 

your felfe for your owne vfe 


vp inftore 


confidering neither 


fpent, nor willingly affbord ought of 


your 
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yourfriends andguefts: and therefore can pretend no excufe, but that you 
muft impart fome laughter among us. Why? quoth Aglaitadas , and goe you 
about Hyftafpes to fetch a laughter from mee ? with that, the Caporall about; 


feyd, Nay in 

fooner ftrike hre out of you, than get one laughter. Hercat al 1 the reft of the 
company, that knew the humor and quality of the man laughed hai tily: and 
Aglaitadas himfelfe could not choofe but fmilealfo a little. Cyrus then feeing 
him difpofed fomewhat to mirth. You do not well,Capor,ill,quoth he,to offer 
this wrong; in that by perfwading the man to laugh, you feeme to corrupt and 



ood faith ; he were a very foolechen : For I fuppole a man may

Fter all this ,Chryfantas entred into a difeourfe in this manner. Cyr\ 
yee all that are here prefent: I confider with my felfe. There be 
^forch hither with us, fome of more worth, and others of Ieffe.

belt, if there (hall befall unto us any good fortune, they will thinke thcmfelvcs 
all worthy of the feme availes. But, I afture you, I repute nothing in the vvoild 
more unequall, than that the valiant man and the coward fhould be rewarded 

alike. To this point Cyrus inferred thus. It were beft therefore my friends (be- 
fore God I fpeakc,) to put this matter in queftion unto the Army: namely. 


they thinke it good, (if 


all men of equall condition: or duly confidering the fervicc of every one, to 
award them their rewards in proportion accordingly. And what need you 
quoth Chryfant as to propound this matter for to bee debated ? rather than to 


leafe God to fpeed our labours,) to make 


denounce that you will proceed fo 


For have you no: already proclaimed 


publike Games, and withall publifhed prices ? Yes, pardie [did Cyrus, but the 
cafe of thofe and thefe is not alike. For, whatfoever by their foulcucr-fai c in 
this expedition, they fhall win; they will deeme the feme, I thinke, to be com¬ 


mon unto me and them all. As for the foveraigne rule and commaund of the 
army, they fuppofe it haply due ftill unto me, as being laid upon me from the 


State at home. And therefore, in appoynting as I doe 


Capraines, and 


difpolin? of their charge, they are perfwaded, 1 rrovv, that I doe not therein 
wrongfully. And, thinke you quoth C hryfont as that the whole multitude of 
them alfemblcd together, will decree, That every man fhall not have equal! 
(hare, but the beft and worthieft perfon ought to be preferred refpetfiveiy both 
in honours and gifts? I verily, faith Cyrus , am of that mind: partly for that yee 
are ready to opine the feme with me, and partly becaufe it is unbcfeeming to 
eainfey this pofition, That whofoever both travaileth moft and procurerh 
created cood to the Comon-wealth,is worthy alfo of beft advancement, ay, 
the very oafeft cowards of all, will thinke it behoovefull I fuppofe,that valiant 

men ought to bee preferred before others. And Cyrus verily was willing c- 
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noueh that this decree fliould palTe for thofe * Peeres fake. For, he thought, 
that even they would bee more valourous, if they knew once, that being hrft 
judged by their deeds, they fliould receive condigne rewards. He thought it 
therefore the beft opportunity, at this very time, to have this matter decided 
by voices • when as the very Peeres thcmlelvcs feared this equall condition of 

the vulgar with them. It was thought good then, by all thofe who were aft 
fcmblcd in the Pavilion of Cyrus to referre this queftion in hand to a Scrutinie, 
and that, who ever would be reputed a man in deed,fliould accord thereto. A 
Centurion there was in place, who fmiling hercat 5 One man quoth he of the 
common fort I know, who will foone agree that this even partage thus hand 

over head (hall not pafle. And who may hee be? I pray you, asked another. 
It is, faith he, a tent-fellow of mine: who in all things by his good will would 
have more than others. What 1 faith another. In labour and paincs taking too? 


Nay, quoth he, Ho

fueh matters, he ever fuffreth very gently any one that will, to have more than 
himfclfc. Then Cyrus 1 1 ordaine faith he,that fuch fellowes as he now fpeaketh 
of-; fliould be called and difplaced, if wee intend to have a valiant and obedient 


army. For, of this opinion am I, that the multitude, in gcnerall, of fouldicrs 
ihnd thus affefted, even to follow which way foever any man lcadcththcm.

, ippofc 

good and honed a&ions: but lewd and wicked perfons, unto lewd and naughty 
deeds. And truely, it falieth out oftentimes, that lewd folkc induce more to 
follow them and take their part, than the better foil. For, vice converfing a- 
mong pleafures, which foone offer and prefent themfclves, ufeth their helpe 
joyntly to perfwade many to aflent unto her: whereas vertue leading the way 
diredly up to ftcepafccnts, is not very powerfull and able fo quickly and out 
of hand to winne and draw men unto her: efpccially if there be others againe 
who allure them to gentle, eafie and pleafant defeents. And therefore, if there 


be honeft and valourous, endeauour to be leaders 


be any, who onely in fluggardy loitering and refufing 


kc paines become 


naught, fuch I repute as drones to endamage their fellowes in matter of ex¬ 
pense, and nothing elfc: but fuch as in paines taking with others be flacke, how- 
bcit in feeking their owne gainc, forward enough and fhamelefle withall, they 
become ringleaders alfo unto lewdnefle: For they are able many times to fhevr 
and prove, that wickednefle hath fped beft, and gained moft. Wherefore fuch 
as thefe in any wife we ought to difeharge and remoove from among us. And 
verily yee are not fo much to confider, how yec may fupply and make up thefe 
your broken bands with your owne countrimen: but, like as in horfes, yee lay 
for them that be beft, and not bred at home: even fo in choice of men, of all 
others take them whom yee thinke likely and meet, both to adde moft ftrength 
and bring alfo greateft honour to your j'dves. And that fuch a courfe will fpecd 
well I prefume alfo upon the teftimony of this one inftance: For that neither 
can a chariot be fwift, in which the fteeds be flow: nor a Councell or judicial! 
Court be juft, wherein unrighteous men be joyned with others in Commiffion: 
ne yet a houfe well governed thatemployeth lewd and naughty fervants. Nay, 
lefle detriment fliould an houfe receive, wanting fervants altogether, than being 

peftered with thofe that be falfe and wicked. Certes,my friends,I would have 
you to know thus much, that by weeding out lewd fouldiers, not onely this 
good fliall enfue, that fuch perfons will be rid away and gone :but of thofe alfo 

who 
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who fliall rcmainc behind with us, as many as be already infected and 
full of wickedneffe, fliall be purged of the feme againe: Yea and tl

Tht Oration of Cyrus unto bis whole Campe. The opinions of Chry fantas and 

Pheraulas as touching that which Cyrus had propofed. And what 

was the conclufion and determination thereof. 

T He morrow after, when Cyrus had gathered all his fouldicrs togirher, 

he made a fpecch unto them in this manner: Friends we haveabatraile 
toward: For,ourenimies approach. And rewards belong only to 

viCtorie. If we be vigours, ccrtcine it is, that both the enimies will be ours, 
and likewifeall the enimies goods: but if we be vanquiflied (for this muft al- 
waies be our faying) femblably, all our goods in cafe we be overcome, are 
prefent prizes and rewards evermore for the winners. Moreover, thus much 
yee ought to know, that if men taking part togither inwarre, fliall every one 

fetdowne this reckoning, that nothing will fucceede well, vnlcfle for then

have atchieved r As for my felfe, quoth he, fvvift l am not of foot, nor yet a 
tall man of my hands. And full well I wote, that for any feats which I fliaU 
with my body perforate j I cannot be raunged in the fir ft, nor fecond,ne yet I 
fuppofe in the thoufandth, no, nor peradventure m the ten thoufandth place. 
And yet thus much alfo, I know for certeine, that if hardy men mall attempt 
any brave deeds, and doe their beft, I fhall have fuch part of fome good com¬ 
modities, as I am thought of right todeferve: but if both cowards and flow- 

backs fhall doe juft nothing, and alfo the valorous and able men be put out ot 
heart and difeouraged, I feare me,quoth he, I fhall have a part of any thmg ra¬ 
ther than that which is good, yea and in greater meafure the? I would. _ 

When Chry Cantos had thus faid, there flood up after him Pheraulos a Periian 
Commoner, one in fome fort ever fince they came from home, inward with 
Cyrus and well accepted of him. A man for his body not unperionable, and 
in regard of his mindc, feemingno ignoble and bale pcfknt, who made this 

I fuppofe 6 Cyrus , quoth he,and yce Perfiansas many as arc prelent, that wo 
all endevour, andftrive tothctriallof vertue. For, I perceive that general¬ 
ly wee acouaint our bodies to like diet: wee are admitted all, to fcmblable

ly wee acquaint our bodies to like diet: wee are admitted all, to fcmblable 
focicties and meetings: and the very fame a<fts of Prowcfleare propounded to 
us all indifferently. For, to obey thofe that be in authority, is a point in com¬ 
mon that conccrneth all, and whofoever is known thus to doe without refufall 
& pretending excule for the matter,him I fee moft honored at Cyrus his hands. 
Alfo, to be ftout and valiant againft the enemy, is a thing not deemed decent 
for one, and undccent for another: but even the fame hath been judged already 
to be moft fccmly and honourable for all. But now, fay I, a fight battailealfo is 
prefented unto us, unto which I fee all men are fitted and skilfull by naturedike 
as other creatures are cunning everyone in fome fight or other, which they 

have learned of no other fchoolemafter but of nature. As for example,the Bull 

[or 
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[ or Oxe] is naturally taught to pufli with his home, the Morfe to ftnke wHi 
his houfc, the Dog to bite with his mouth, and the Bore to wound with his 
tusk. And all thefe bea^s know to avoid thofe things which are moft to be 
taken heed of. And yet for this,they never frequented any Schoole at all. My 
felfe, when I was but a little one,knew even then, how to caft fome tiling in his 
way, who I thought would beat me. And if I had nothing clfe about mee, I 
would put forth both my hands and as much as poffibly I could impeach him 


was fmidng of mee

For. beat 


I was, if in defence of my felfe I oppofed ought betwccnc. Being but a very 
child, I would catch up a (word, wnerefoever I could fee it, not taught of any 
other fo much as howto take and hold it, but oncly by inftinft of nature, as I 
fuppofe. Nay, I would thus doe, when I was not taught, but forbidden to doe 
ir: Like as ocher things there by, which notwithftanding I was reftreined by 
my father and mother both,yet by nature I was enforced to pra&ifc ; A; d, la 
helpe me Iupitcr,a$ I loved to be itriking with a fvvord,what ever I could reach 
covertly and not efpyed. Neither was this unto me naturail onely, as to goc 

ortorun,butbefidesthe motion of nature that way, mec thought I founds 

pleafure and fweetneffe in fo doing. Seeing then, quoth he, this fight is left un-

why ihould not we delight to enter into contention and emulation with thefe 
* Peeres: confidering that the like rewards of forcitudc.be propofed unto us 
on both fides ' and yet we know, that we for our parts hazard not alike. For, 

thefe here adventure an honourable life, which is the onely life of all others 

moft pleafanc,buc wc a painfull and laborious life in deed,but a life without ho¬ 
nour, which I fuppofe is moft odious and difpleafant. And now, my fellow 
Ibldiers rhismoftof allinciteth me to enterteina contention and n ull with 
them, For that Cyrus (lull be our judge, who will not upon any enyie deter¬ 
mine partially : but I dare upon mine oath fay, That I am verily perfwaded in 
my heart, that whomfoever Cyrus feeth to beare themfelves valiantly, thofe he 
loveth no’ Idle than his owne heart. And this I perceive in him,that upon them 
here, hebeftovveth what he hath with more pkafure, than keepeth it for him- 

lelfc 5 ; yet I am not ignorant: That thefe Peeres be high minded Gentlemen, 

and of I hautie ftomacke, brought up and trained, as they are, to endure hunger, 
ihirft and cold: Full little knowing that wee have learned even the fame of a 
better Schoolemafter than they. For, there is no better Prcccptour of thefe 
things than Neceffitie,which hath taught us to be very perfcdl therein. As for 
thefe Gentlemen I fay, enured they have beene to trauaile in bearing their ar¬ 
mours which all men havedevifed to make fo, as they might be borne moft ea¬ 
sily : but we were put to goe and runne alfo under great burdens: fo that now, 
the carriage of harnois, feemeth unto me more like unto wings than burdens. 
And therefore, tak mee, 6 Cyrus , for fuch an one as will doe my devoy r: and 
whatfoever I am, better or worfe, I (hall require to be honoured and advanced 

according to my worthinefle and not otherwife. Andyeealfo, my friends, of 
the Commons, I exhort you that yee will arme your felvcs in this battaile to 

drive for the better, with thefe Gentlemen fo well brought up. And now no 

doubt quoth he, are thefe Gallants * overtaken already in this triall with us 

the Commons. To this fpake PherauUs. There were alfo, many others 

befide who rofe up and accorded to both their fpeeches. Whereupon there

Chap. VIII. 


The feats of arms , that Cyrus his Captaincs praftifed in 

cxerctfing their Companies. 

M oreover, Cyrus invited alfo upon a time a whole Centurie togither 

with their Centinier to fupper, by occafion that he had fecne him to 
divide his Companieinto two parts,and to fet them in battaik ray one 
fide againft the other ready to skirmifh j armed, as they were on both fides for 
Or wicket defeme, with breft-plates,and bearing in their left hands light * bucklers. Buc 
., t;uets. for offenfe,he gave unto the one halfe in their right hands good round * ballons: 
o: waiter*. /^g n £fyi n g t0 t [ lc rc ft ? that they Ihould take up clods and fling them at their 

oppofites. Now when they flood thus arraunged and appointed, he gave them 
the fignall to combat. Then the one part threw from them their clods at the 
ocher^ and hit them, fome on the breft-plates and bucklers, others upon the 

Or greaves, thighs and 4 boots. But whenthofe were once come to clofe fight,who had 

the wallers abovefaid: they laid about them and bailed the other well: fome on 
their thighs,others about their hands and armes : others alfo over rheir Ihinnes 
and legges: yea and if any of them ftouped for to take up clods, they would 
Or baftoniers. he fure to lay upon their necks and backs. At length the * wafter-men put the 

others to flight, purfued them , and beat them throughly wirh much good 

laughter and paflime. Others alfo for their parts againe, would in like manner 
take wallers in hand and ferve them fo who fought with flinging clods : Cyrus 
admiring as well the witty devife of the Leader, as the due obedience of the 
Soldiers: for that they were at once both exercifed and alfo emboldened: and 
feeing withall, thofe gaine the better who counterfaited the Perfians armour 
and weapons, being much delighted with this light, bade them all to fupper: 
and efpying in his pavilion, fome of them with their Ihinnes and legges, others 
with their armes and hands bound up, he asked them what they ay led f who 
anfwercd that they had beene hurt with clods: then demaunded he of them a- 
gaine, whether they caught their hurt when they met clofe togither, or when 
they were farre afunder ? they made anfwer, when they were farre afundcr: 
but when wee came to clofe-hand-fight, laid the Waftermen, we made moll 
plcafant paflime and fport: Sport i cried out the other who had beene well ba¬ 
lled with the baftinado:Wc for our parts found no fuch fport when we buckled 
togither, thus to be cudgelled: and with that Ihe wed on their armes,hands and 

necks, yea and fome of them upon their faces the dryblowesof the ballons 
which they had received. And then verily they laughed heartily one at ano¬ 
ther as they might well enough. The day following, the whole field was full 
of men, who allayed to imitate thefe in this manner of fight: and when they 
had no other weightier affaires in hand, they pra&ifed evermore this kinde of 
game. Moreover, [Cyrus ] having efpied on a time another Centurion Ica- 
*.» 4 ding his Centurie, one by one from a river * to dinner , and when he faw his 

time commandingthc Caporalls to bring forward the hindmore band,the third 

likewife 
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likewife and the fourth, in to the front: alfo, when as now the Caporals [ or 
Leaders ofthe faid bands ] were all afronr, how he bade them to double their 


fyles and lead every band by two and two. And fo thereupon, the Dccu 
brought forward their men afront accordingly : And when he thought it 
againe, how he gave charge to lead their bands by fom e andfourcin r 
whereupon the Quincurions went forward with their fouldicrs fo as th 


b 


an h e 


band marched fourc and fourc in rankc 


Alfo how after they 


to their Pavilion doore, heeled the formoft band in, commanding them to 
march two by two in ranke: willing withall the fecond to follow hard after 
in the very taile of the other: and having given the like charge to the third, 
and fourth, how he led them in: And thus as he brought them in, how hccau* 
fed them to fit downe to their* meale even as they entred. Cyrus I fay wonde¬ 
ring at this* Captaine for his mildndfe, his dexteritie in teaching, and dili¬ 
gence withal I, invited this hundred alfo to fupper,with their Centinier. Now, 
therebcing then in placea ccrteinc other Centurion,that was bidden to fupperj 
But, invite you not my Centurie, quoth he, o Cyrus , into your Pavilion f and 
yet, when he is at fupper he doth the very fame every way : when fupper alfo 

is done, and the meeting diflolvcds the laft Leader of the reareband bringeth 

forth his crew, having the laft verily fet formoft in array againft they Ihould 
fiaht: then after them, he likewife that leadeth the taile of the lecond crew; 
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of the fccond 


and fcmblably the third and the fourth: to the end that when they arc to be led 
away from the enemies, they might know how to retire. Furthermore, if we 
addrefle our felves for a running march, and be difpofed to journey: whenfo- 
ever we fet out toward the Sun-rifing, I my fclfe lead the way,and the firft band 
roeth formoft: then, the fecond keepeth his place, as ts meet: the third like- 
wife and the fourth in order: as alfo the Decuries and Quicurics of every 
band fo long as I bid them. But when we march toward the Weft [or Sun- 
fettincr 3 then the Caporall of the reare band and with him thofe that be laft, 
lead in the front: and yet they obey me neverthelcffe comming behind in the 
very taile: that they piay beaccuftomed as well to follow, as lead with like o- 
bedience. Andwhat! quoth Cyrus , Doeye alwaies pra&ifethis ' YeaSir, I 
aflureyou,quoth the faid Captain,fo often and as duly as we go to our fuppers. 
I invite therefore you alfo, faith Cyrus , partly for that you yonder trainc your 
fouldiours fo precifely to keepe order in going and comming, in marching on 
and retiring,and partly becaufe you praiftife lb to doe both by day and nighty 
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and partly becaufe you pra&ife fo to doe both by day and nig 

ly exercife your bodies by journeying but alfo profit y 


minds by teaching. And now, for as much as yee doe every thing double, 
good reafon it is that we femblably make you double cheere. Not fo,for Gods 
lake faith the Capraine, unleflTe you give us alfo two bellies apcece. And thus 
brake ud their meeting in his Pavilion. The morrow after, Cyrus reinvited this 
Centurie to his Pavilion, according as he had faid overnight, and fo the day 

following: Which when the reft perceived, they all from that time forward 

imitated them. 
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Chap. IX. 


How Cyaxares gave audience to the King of India his Embafodours, 

and fent them afterwords to the King of 

Aflyria. 



S Cyrus on a time was muttering all his fouldiours in their armour and 
fecting them in order of battaile; there came a meflenger from Cyaxares , 


advernfing him of an Embaflage arrived from the Indians, and 


fox o.,Cyaxares his will is, faith 


that you repaire unto him with all fpeed. I 


have befide,quoth the meflenger,brought unto you from Cyaxares a moft good 


ly and faire robe 


For, his defire is, that you fliould (hew your fclfein moft 


magnificent and gorgeous manner, For that the Indians arc to view and behold 

you as you come. Cyrus hearing this newes, gave cominandemcnt to the prin¬ 
cipal! and formoft Centimer, arraunged as he was in battaile ray, that handing 
himfelfe on the right hand, and leading his Centuric one by one, hce (hould 
place it afront: he willed him alfo to give the like charge unto the (econd: and 
fo, throughout them all hee bad him intimate fo much. Which order of his 

they obeyed, and as they quickly delivered this charge, fo rhey performed the 
fame as fpeedily. Thus within a fliort time, there ftood afront in rankc2oo. 

For fo manv Centiniers there were.and in denrh nnp \X7h#»n 


For fo manv Centiniers there vvere,and in depth one hundred. When they were 
thus placed, hee commaunded them to follow, as himfelfe led the way. And 
forthwith, he fet forward in a running march. But when he underftood once 


that the way leading to the Court 


was fo narrow that it migh 


them marching all afront, he commaunded the * flrft regiment of a thoufand to 
follow in their place, and the (econd to march after in the taile of ir. And in 
this manner he went himfelfe alwaie$ formoft, never refting betweene; and the 
other thoufands followed every one hard at the heeles oft he former. Moreo¬ 
ver, he fent two * Officers of purpofe unto the entry of the way for to inftru# 
any one that was ignorant and to feeke, what to doe. Now when they were 


before the gates of Cyaxares his Palace 


hee commaunded the formoft 


Centurion to arrange his Companie fo, as they might ftand 12. in file* deep 


and to place the leaders of every 12. afront before the Palace. The like charge 

he caufcd to be given unto the fecond, and fo throughout to all. Which they 
did accordingly. Then Cyrus prefented himfelfe to Cyaxares in a long Perfian 

robe, nothing proud nor fumptuous. When Cyaxares faw him, well pleafed 

he was with this fpeedy repaire that he made, but offended at the bafenefleof 

his garment. How now Cyrus , quoth hcc, what meane you by this, to (hew 
your felfe in fo Ample habit before-the Indians 


ftatcly and glorioufly to oe leene. For, an honour it would have becne to me, 
that you my fillers fonne had beene fet out and arrayed moft royally. To this 
c r us made an fiver in this wife. Whether Ihouid I have honoured you more 
good Vnkle Cyaxares if being clad in purple, purring on bracelets and wearing

thcMedes and Ajfyrians make warre one again ft the other ? and upon the hea¬ 
ring of your anfwer, he willed us to go on direftly to the Affyrian King, and of 
him likewife to demaund the fame: but in conclu(ion,to declare vnto you both. 


That the Indian Kin 


upon confutation of right and Iuftice, will take part 


with him that hath the wrong. To which Embaflage Cyaxares returned 
anfwer. Give care then unto my words. No wrong at all doe wee unt< 
Affynan King. And now, go your wayesyee may unto him, and enquire s 


he (aith. But Cyrus being there prefenc, Plcafeth it you, quoth he

that I alfo may deliver mine Opinion ' Say on, quoth Cyaxares and fpcake 
your minde. Yce then, faith Cyrus unto the Embaftadors, hall thus report un-

wee make this anfwer. That if the Ajfyrian King fay, he hath m any thing bin 

injured by us, wee are content to accept of the Indian King himfelfe to be the

upon the King of Armenia. 

-* Fter that the Indian Embafladours Were gone forth,Cyr«a began to com 

A mune with Cyaxares in this manner. Sir, hither came I to you bringing 

from home with mee no great (lore of treafure properly mine owne: 

And how much fo ever it was, that I had, there is but very little left thereof, 
for that I have fpent it upon my fouldiers: Now haply you imrvaile how 
have confumed iCconfidering they are at your finding. But I would have you 
to know, that I have done nothing elfe therwtth but bellowed it in g As , and ie- 
wards,whenfoever I admired any one of my fouldiours: For,t u , 

a man may better and with more pleafure incite by faire anguag 

ina rather than by hard dealing and compulfion, all thole whofe hclpe 

would ule in any bufinefle whatfoever: fo likewife, he that is defiroustohav 

in warre af&ites, willing and forward coadjutours, muft in my Hgement, a 

excufo aflifl us in war, and fight by our fide as who will never cnvic that C ^ 
mander in weale, nor Ihrinke and forlake him in woe. \ pon 

abfurd F And therefore, I deeme it meet both for you and me to confidcr p 
on this point together in common, that you be not bare of money 
be throughly ftored, well l wote, that 1 alfo may have my p , j. • 
need whenfoever: cfpecially, if I take the fame to [uchan ufe, “ h £ de “' \ f 
thereof may turne to your better profit. I remember I hea y • y

that the Armenia* King flighteth you at this prefent, becaufe hee heareth fay, 
there he enemies comming againft us, and fo neither fendeth unto you an army 
nor payeth you the tribute due, as he ought. Hee doth fo indeed good Cyrtu, 

quoth he. And therefore I (land now in doubt, whether it were better forme 
to make warre upon him, and fo to try what I can doe by force: or now for my 
behoufe, to let him alone at this time, for feare wee make the number of our 
enemies the greater by him. Then Cyrus rcplyed and asked, Whaci Doe the 
Armenians dwell in places furely fituace, or in fuch as be eafic of accefTe? Sure¬ 
ly, anfwered Cyaxarcs, Their houfes be not feated very ftrongly. For, I have 
not bcene carelefle in that behalfe. Howbeit there be certaine hils, into which 
if 4 he retire,he may ftraighc-waycs be in fuch fafecy as that be need not yceld 
unto the enemy either himfclfe or whatsoever he can convey thither, u.ilcfle he 
would beleaguer him a long time,with a (landing campe, as my Father fome- 
cime did. Hereupon Cyrus inferred thus. If you will fend me, and give me the 
condua of a troupe of horfetnen, fuch as you (hall thinke fufficicnt, I truft with 
the leave and hdpe of God, to caufc the Armenian King hoth to fend unto you 
an army, and alfo to pay you the tribute. Yea, and I hope bdides, that much 
more friendly he will be to us, than now heis. And even Itoo, quoth Cyaxa¬ 
rcs, am verily perfvvaded, that they will all rather come in and fide with you 
than with us. For, I heare fay, that fome of the Kings children were wont to 

your companions in hunting, who perhaps will joyne with you againe. But 

if fo me of them be fubdued aiui brought under your hand, all things will fur 
ceed as wee would our fclves. Howlhen, faith Cyrus , thinke you I not 
dient to conceale thefe d -tfignes of ours? Yes truly,quoth Cyaxarcs for .by this 
meaneSjboch fome one of them we fhall take the fooner,and alfo ifa man ftouid 
invade them, they might be furprized lefle provided. Liftenthen, faith Cv*s, 
whether I (hall feemc unto you to fay fo mew hat to the purpofe ? Many a&mc 
have I, with all the Perjians that woe with mee, hunted about the confines of 
your land and the Armenians , and otherwiles having joyned unto mee fome

dtately facrificcd in regard of this expedition,and therwith Cent unto Cyaxarcs 
requeuing chat he might have the younger horfemen: and notwithstanding 
many were ready to foliow as voluntaries, yet he graunted unto him but few’ 
When Cyaxarcs had now put himfelfe upon his way, with a power of foot and 
horfe toward his fortreffes , Cyrus hapned to have a lucky Sacrifice prefa<dno 
fortunate fucccfle in his journey againft the Armenian [ King ] : and fo he fa 
forward,as one well appointed onely for to hunt. And as he marched on be¬ 
hold in the very firft open field that he came into: he prefently ftartedan Hare; 

and with that an iEgle flying on the lucky hand j having cfpied the Hare run¬ 
ning, made wing, ftrake her, caught her up, and away: Now when (hee had 

carried the Hare to the next hill top, free feized on her prey, as fhee would ha 
felfe. Cyrus obferving this figne, rejoyced in his heart, and therewith worship¬ 
ped Iupiter King, and faid unto thofe that were prefent: My friends, This will 
be I cruft in God, a faire and pleafant Chace. When they were come hard to 


the Frontiers, he hunted ftreightwaies, as his manner 


And verily 


mon fort as well of footmen as of horfemen, courfed and galloped to and 

fro, intending thereby to roufe the Deere: but the beft andchiefeof horfeand 

foot both were divided, to ftand at the receit of the beaft being once a-foot, 
and to follow the game. So within few houres, they tooke many wild Bores’ 
* Harts, * fallow Deere,and wild AfTes. For, in thefe parts there be many fuch 
Afles bred, eveuac thi^day. When they had given over hunting for that day, 
fo foone as he was entred into the marches of the Armenians, lie flipped. The 
next day he huntedagaine, approching nigh to thofe mountaines, which hee 
defised to gainer And here likewife after hee had done hunting hee tooke his

C HAP. XI. 


The yrojett attdfyecch af Cyrus ta his Captaines, and to Chryfantas about 

the. laying of an Ermbstfh. And how thefame was put intxccu- 

tton againfl the Kmg of Armenia, 

% 

M Y good friends, the Armenian King, hath before- time beeneconfede 

rate with Cyaxarcs , and as a Tributary done homage unto him. But 
now, upon intelligence of our enimies comming, hee fetteth him at 
nought, and neither feodeth us an armie, nor payeth tribute, therefore muft wc 
hunthim. now if we can: and in this manner,quoth he,I thinke it good,that wc 
proceed. You Chryfantas, after that you have gotten fome moderate fleepe, 
take with you the one halfe of the Perfians which are with us: enter the way 

qf the mountaine& and feize thofe hi Is firft,unto which,they fay he ufeth to flic, 

whenbe is in feare: Lmy felfe will give unto you guides for your better con- 
duift. And,verily^thefe hils, by report,be fo thicke overfpred with trees, that l 

hope 
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hope yce Hull not be deferied Howbeit, if you fend forth before the armie, 
certeinc nimble fell owes lightly appointed, refembhng both for number and 
apparcil brigands and robbers: If they chance to light upon any of the Ar¬ 
menians, iooke whomfoever they can catch, them wilhhey be fore to keepe 
and make fure for telling tales: and whom they (hall not be able to take, they 
will yet hold them fo ferreali-of, as that they (hall not have a fight of our 
maine hoaft,buc confult togither as touching you, as of theeves and none other. 
Thus I fay, doe you. As for my felfe, by day-breake, I will with the other 

moitie of the Infantery,and the whole Cavallery,take to the plaine and cham¬ 
pion way, marching direftly to the Court where the King lycth. Then, if he 
make head againft us and rdift, it is a plaine cafe, that of nece/firie, fight wee 
muft. But fey that he rerireth and leaveth the even ground, evident then it is, 
that we arc to courfe and purfue him. Suppofe he flieth to the hils, then quoth 
he, it will be yorn part, ro let noneof them efcape that (hall come thither unto 
you. Make the cafe thus, as in hunting: Imagine we be the hounds, thatfeeke 
and findeout j and your felfe the huntfman, that keepeth by the net and toile. 
Remember therefore^ that all the Avenues muft be (lopped before the hunting 
is begun. Moreover, clofe they ought to be and fecret who are appointed to 
keepe the paffiges, in cafe they would not have the wild beads to be turned a- 
fide that are running forth toward them. Howbeit, doe not you, goo dChry. 
font a*, as you are wont fometimeto doe, for the love you have to hunting. 
For, ofeen-times you pafle the whole night in bufinefle without fleepe. But 
now, permit you muft your fouldiers, to taketheir reft moderately, that they 
may be able to fight againft fleepe and refill it. Neither (becaufe your felfe 

can raunge and wander over the mouncaines, having no men to be your guides, 
but the skill to follow that way whereas the beads went before) may you 
therefore at this time, goe likewifc in places hardly paflable: But give you 
charge unto your guides to lead you the eafieft way, if fo be there be not ano¬ 
ther farre (horter. For,the eafieft way, is the fpeedieft for an armie and (boned 
difpatched. Ne, yet muft you lead your men a running march, for that you 
have bccne wont to runne over the hils: but lee you goe before them a mode¬ 
rate pace,that the armie may conveniently follow. It were good alfo,that forae 
of the mod able and for warded men flaying behind, (hould encourage theo- 
ther 5 chat when as afterward that wing pafleth on, which is to incite the reft 

for to make fpeed, all the fouldiers thereincompared to thofe that goe an ordi¬ 
nary foot pace,may feeme to runne. Chryfantas having heard thus much, and 
ioying greatly in his heart, that he had received thefe advertifements from Cy¬ 
rus, tooke with him his guides, and departed. Now when he had told them 
that (hould goe with him, what they were to doe, he tookehis repofe. After 
they had relied fo long as he thought meet, he advanced toward the hils. But 
Cyrus t by that time it was day-light, fent a purfuivant before unto the King of 
Armenia, with inftruttios to deliver this menage unto him & to fay^Cyrus com- 
mandeth you,6 King bf Armenia,thus to doe: namely to repaire unto him with 
all fpeed,bringing with you both your tribute&alfo a power of men.If heaske 
you where I am? Tell truth and fey,that I am within his marches. If he demand 
whether my felfe amcomming forward in perfon f Anfwcrc hereto aifo, and 
that tftiiy,thac you know not. But if he enauire,how many we are ftrong ? Bid 

him fend fome men to know. Thus difpatched he the meflengeraway with this 
errand. For he thought it flood better with courtefic and humanitie, in this 

wife 
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wifetodeale, than to come upon him at unwarcs without any warning. Him- 
felfe being diffidently every way provided, both to goe through his journey, 
andalfoto fi^htif need required, fet forth and marched forward. But, hex- 
made Proclamation before unto all his fouldiers, That they fhould doc wrong 
to no perfon. And if any of them chaunced to light upon an Armenian, to 
bid him be of good cheercand feare nothing: and withall to permit every man 
that vverefo difpofed,to keepe mercate in thofe places where they abode: with 
libertieto fell at their pleafurc for money any victuals, (either meat or drinke) 

what fo ever. 
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Bow Cyrus without giving hattaile , tooke the King of Armenia pif 

and fazed upon his goods. The dfcourfes that the faid King wade 

with his fonne Tigranes, about his deliverance. 


Y 


verily was thus bufied in thefe affaires. But 


King of Armenia upon the mandate of Cyrus , delivered 
by bis Hcraulr, was much affrighted: confidering efpeci- 
2 ^ ally that he dici wron g both in with 'h°lding tribute, and 

Ml alfo in not fending an Armie. And this moft of all hee 

feared, lead he (hould be feene for to have begun to build 
and fortifie his Palace fo, as it might be able to keepe out 

his enemies. Being therefore much perplexed by all thefe occasions: He fent 
forth Commiflioners into divers parts f of his Kingdome 2 for to aflemble 
his owne forces, and withall, conveied away into the mountames his younger 
fonne Saharis, his owne wife, his fonnes wife and his daughters, togither with 
their ornaments, furniture and Iewels of great valcw, appointing a convoy 
of purpofe to condud them fafe. He made out alio certeinc men in cfpiall, to 
fee what Cirus did; yea and did put in order of battaile thofe Armenians who 
were come unto him. And within a while, others repaired unto him with 
newes, that Cyrus in perfon was at hand. But then, his heart would ferve him 

no longer for to try a battaile : andfo, fecretly withdrew himfcJfc out of the 

wav. Now when the Armenians few him fo to doe, they alfo fled home eve¬ 
ry man intending to remove their goods farther off. Cyrus then, beholding the 

fields, how fulhhey were of thofe that ranne draggling here and there (hit ring 
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for themfelves, and driving before them their cattcll,fent after,and did them to 
undcrftand, That he meant not to proceed in hoftile manner again# any one 
that would tarry: but if he tooke any flying away , hee denounced aforehand 
that he would deale with them as enemies. By this meanes the vulgar forr,and 
the moft part ftaycd: Howbeit,divers there were, thar privily conveyed them* 
fclves away with the King. When as now they that were gone afore with the 
women, fell within the danger of them that kept the mountaincs, they letup 
by and by a great and piteous cry, and as they fled, very many of them were 
taken. In the end, the Kings fonne, the wives alfo and daughters aforefaid 
were taken captive, and all the goods and treafure feized upon, which they had 
carryed with them. The King himfelfe, when ha* underftood what was be- 
falne unto them, being in doubt what to doe, and which way to turne him, fled 

up to a ccrteine hill top for to favc himfelfe. Which Cyrus likewife fecing,with 


power he had about him, laid ficgi 
yfantas . willins him to abandon tn 


the hill roundabout: He lent alfo 


Cbryfantas, willing him to abandon the Keeping of theforefaid mountaineand 

to come unto him. Meanc while that Cyrus his armie alfembled, he fent unto 
the Armenian King an Herald, by whom he demaunded rhefequeftions. Tell 
me direftly, King of Armenia, whether you will remaine there ftill to wreftle 
and fight with hunger and thirft, or come downe into the plainc and fight it 
out with us ? The Armenian King anfwercd,that he would fight with neither. 
Then Cyrus lent eft-foones and asked in thefe termes, Why then fit you there 
and come not downe? Becaule,quoth he, I am to feeke what to doe. But you 
neither need nor ought to doubt,replycd Cyrus ; For you may come downe to 
plead your owne caufe. And who (hall be our judge ? faith the King. Who 


but he ? faith Cyrus , unto whom God hath 
and judiciall procefle, to ufeyou at his pleai 


fui 


power,without forme of law 
The King then, confidering 


into what ftreights he was driven, defeended from the hill top. Then Cyrus 
having taken both him and all other things alfo chat he had, into the middle 
fpacc betweene, environed them round within his tents j For, now by this 
time, had heali his forces about him. At this very inftant, the Kings eldcft 
fonne, Tigranes , who before-time had accompanied Cyrus in hunting,was new¬ 
ly returned from a certcine journey: And hearing whatoccurrcntswerefalne 

out, went direftly, even as he was, to Cyrus . But fo foone as he faw his father 

and mother, his brethren, fillers, and his owne wife caprivcs, he wept as good 
rcafon he had. 

Cyrus when he beheld the man, ufed norther complement of courtefie and 
entertainment, but thus faid unto him. Come you are in good feafon, that you 

may be prefeut to heare yout fathers caufe tried. And therewith immediately 
he affembled together the Chiefetaines and Rulers , os well of the ferfims as 

of the -JMtdts : He called likewife to this Councel), as many of the Nobles and 

Honorable perfons of Armenia as were prefent: The very women alfo being 
therein their Carrocheshc excluded not, but admitted them to the audience of 
his caufe. Now, when he was provided accordingly and faw his time, turning 
to the King of Armenia, thus began he to fpeake. Fir ft, quoth hee, 6 King of 
Armenia, 1 advife you in the deciding of this matter, to fpeake the truth .-that 
you may be clcerc at lead of that one thing, which of all others delerveth moft 
hatred. For, this would I have you to wir well , That to be taken with a lye, 
is the greateft barre that men can have againft obtaining of grace and pardon. 

Moreover. 
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Moreover, even your children and thefe women here your wives: many ^r - 
mniansalfo that be in place, are privic to you of all that which you have com¬ 
mitted: Who,ifthcy perceive you to fpeake other wife than truth, will thinkc 
that you judge your owne felfc worthy to fuffer all extremities, when I lhall 
once finde out the truth. Propofe then, quoth he, 6 Cyrus what queihons you 
will: For, utter the truth I lhall, come of it what will. Why then quoth Cy¬ 
rus. Anfwerc direftly unto me. Made you warre at any time upon Ajlyages my 
mothers father and the reft of the CWedes ? I did, faid he. And when you were 
vanquiflied by him, Did you not covenant and accept of thefe conditions. Im¬ 
primis, to yeeld him tribute. Item to aide him with men in his warres, when¬ 
ever he gave you warning ? and laftly to hold no fortrelfes in your realme ? 
It was even fo indeed, anfwercd hee: Now therefore why have you fulfilled 
your faith, and neither tendred your tribute, nor fent a power for aide,but have 
walled your forts ? Bccaufe,faith he, I was defirous of liberty. For, I thought 

it a noble thing both my felfe to be free, and alfo to leave the fame freedome 
to my children. Certes, quoth Cyrus , a worthy matter it is for a man to endea¬ 
vour that he may never come into bondage: but if one either defeated in war, 
or other wife brought into fervitude,be taken praftizing to revolt and fliakc oft 
allea«eance unto his Lords, tell me, you firft, doe you honour him as a good 
man and behaving himfelfe well, or punifh him as a trangreflour, after you have 
taken him? Surely I punifh him quoth he. For you allow me not to lyc. Then, 
anfwcr me olaineiy and punftually quoth Cyrus to thele Interrogatories. If 
any man in place of authority and commaund under you, doe offend and deale 
uniuftly fuffer you him to bearc rule ftill,or appoint you another in his roomc? 
I place another, faith he in his ftead. And, fay, fuch an one be very wealthy 
and full of moneys permit you him to be rich ftill, or bring you him to pover¬ 
ty" I take from him quoth the King, whatfoever he hath. If you undcrftand 
that he fall away from you, and taketh part with the enemie, what doc you to 
him then ? I put him to death, faid he. For, why ftiould I die convifted of 
leafing, rather than confeffing the truth ? Then his fonne hearing thefe words 
plucked in peeccs, the Turbant from about his owne head: and wichall rent his 
mantell and upper garments. The women alfo piteoufly cried out and tare 
themfelves, as if both father had beene even then condemned and a dead man, 
and all of them befides undone forever. But Cyrus willing them to be filenr, 
faid thus againe. Well, be it fo, I have enough. Thefe bee juft and rightfull 
courfes in your owne praftife, 6 King of Armenia. But what would you coun- 
fell us hereupon to doe?The Armenian held his tongue,as being doubtfull whe¬ 
ther he (hould advife Cyrus to put him to death,or teach contrary to that which 
he faid himfelfe did. But his fonne Thrones, demaunded of Cyrus and [aid 
Tell me Cyrus, (becaufe my father feemeth to hand in fufpence') w hetnet l mall 

advife you concerning him what I thinke will be bed and mod expedient for 
vou to doe. ? Cyrus having obferved well enough, what time as Ttgranes uled to 
hunt with him, that he entertained a certaine learned man, who was very fami¬ 
liar, and in wonderful! efteeme with him, defired greatly to heare, what hee 
could fay: and therefore bad him fpeake his mind boldly. If you approve faith 
Tirranes either the defignes by my father intended, or the afts by him already 
done, I advife you in any hand to imirate him: but if m your opinion he hath 

altogether faulted, I would give you counfell not to follow him. Then quoih

Cyrus , If I doc right, I may not in any wife take him doing thus amifle, for an 
cnfamplc. True, faid Tygranes: By your reafon then, inferred Cyrus, I muft pu- 
nifli your Father, in cafe it (land with juftice to chaftice a man that doth 

wrong. Yea,but whether thinkc you it is better 6 Cyrus, quoth Tgrants, to pro¬ 
ceed unto puniftimenc with your owne good and profit, or to your owne hurt 
and detriment ? Not thus, faith Cyrus-, for,fo, (hould I punifh my felfe. Yea 
quoth Tigranes and much hinder and endammage your owne eft ate, if at fuch a 
time you killed any of your liege men when they might ftand you in greateft 
ftcad to be kept alive. But how can thofe men be prized fo high, when they be 
taken in the manner doing injurie ? Yes verily as l thinke faith Tigranes,if then, 
they may proove wife and found-hearted. For, this is mine opinion, 6 Cyrus, 

that without the mind bee fcafoned with prudence, no other vertue avajieth 
ought. For what ufc can there bee of a ftrong and ftour man, or of a valiant 
Knight? what profit may one make of a skilful! horfeman if he be nor wife and 
difcrect withall ? Nay, what commodity may arife from a wealthy perfon, or 
a mighty man in a City,if diferetion be away? But with wifedome,every friend 
is profitable yea and every fervant good and commodious. This is then, the 
meaning of your words quoth Cyrus .* That your Father alfo even this day, is 
of an unwife and inconfiderate man,become wife and difereet. Yes verily quoth 
he. Ergo you hold faith Cyrus, that fuch wifedome and difererion,is an aflfafti- 

on of the mind, like as dolour and griefe, and not an * habit that may be lear* 
ned: For,if he ought firft to be made witty who afterward is to grow difereer, 
one cannot all at once and fodainly of afoolifti and wirlcfle man become dii- 
creer. What! good Cyrus quoth he, did you never yet obferve, that one man in 
his folly taking in hand to fight with another better and mightier than him- 
felfe, fo foone as ever he was defeated, gave over ftraightwaies that folly of his 

fhewed toward the other? Againc,havc you never feene that one City (landing 
out againft another, prefcntly after it hath beene conquered, chufeth rather to 


obey that other, than to maintaine fight any longe 


But what calamity of 


your fathers can you alleadge, that you may fo confidently avouch him to bee 
made wife and confiderate ? Even that, (aid Tig runts , whereby hee is privy to 
himfelfe, that for a greedy delire of liberty, hee is brought to that fervitude, 
which he never felt before; and that he was notable to eflm any of thofe mat* 


ters which he thought cither fecretly to have held, or by Health to have com¬ 
pared, or by fine force to have brought to paffe. But he knoweth right well, 
that wherein fo ever you minded to deceive him, you have circumvented him 

fo, as a man would have deluded the blind or the 


m, you

and thofe that had no 
tight (hould be carried 


wit at all in the world; and what things fo ever you thought (hould be carried 
dofely, therein he knoweth full well you have beene fo fecret, as that thofe 
places which he fuppofed moft fafe and fure for his refuge, you made the feme 
bis prifons to hold him faft ere he was aware. As for celerity, fo farre have 
you furpafled him, that camming as you did your felfe * from places farre re¬ 
mote with a puiflant armie, you prevented him before that he could bring his 
forces togither. And thinkc you in very deed quoth Cyrus fuch a foyle as this, 

Efficient to make men lo wife and wary, as to acknowledge others to be their 

bttters and fuperiours ? Yes verily faid Tigranes, and much more ywis than 
when a man is defaited in battaik. For, it falleth out otherwhiles,thac a cham¬ 
pion once put to the worfe by meere ftrength, thinkech after he hath excrcifed 

his 
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his body, to be better appointed,and to combateagaine. Yea, and fomc dries 
forcedand wonne, having gotten frefh aides, fuppofe they arc able to try it out 
eftfoones by a new conflict. But,Iooke whonifoever any (hall judge to be more 
vertuousand wifer than themfelves,thofe many times they are willing to obey, 
even without compulfion. You feeme then, faid Cyrus, not to thinkc that info- 
lent and malapert perfons take knowledge of any others more ftaied and tem¬ 
perate than themfelves, nor theeves of true men, nor liers of truth fpcaker$,nor 
unjuft of thofe that be righteous. And know you not, quoth he,that now alio, 
your father hath dealt falfely, and not firmely obferved covenants with us, al¬ 
beit he knew, that wee for our parts have not broken the leaft point and tittle, 
of thofe Articles, which Ajlyages agreed unto ? Neither doe I my felfe, quoth 
Tigranes fay this, That it maketh men wife and confiderate, barely to know 
their betters, unlefle they fuffer punifhment alfo at their betters hands: like as it 

is my fathers cafe now. Yea, but your father, faid Cyrus, hath felt as yet no 
imart at all. He ftands I know well in great fearc, that he (hall be put to abide 

all extremities. And thinke you indeed quoth Tigranes that any thing doth call 
men downe and fubdue them more than ftrong tcare ? or, wote you not, that 

thofe who have felt the edge of the lword,(which of all punifliments is thought 

to bethe fharpeft,) will never the lefle encounter the fame enemies againe who 
wounded them? But fuch perfons as men doe mightily ftand in dread of they 
can not endure to looke full upon^ilthough they fpeak comfortably unto them. 
This is then your faying, is it not ? quoth Cyrus. That men afraid of tor¬ 
ments, are more punifhed already, than if they were tortured in very deed. 
WHy! even your felfe, quoth he, doth know, that I fay truth, as well as I can 
tell you. For, well you woce, that fuch as feare to be banilhed out of their na¬ 
tive countrey, fuch alfo as being to fight a field, are afraid of an overthrow, 
live in cotmnuali anguifh. • Scmblably, they that faile at fea, fo long as they 
ftand in feare of (hipwracke; as many alfo as feare bondage and impriionmenr, 
by reafon of their feare can have no joy, nor receive benefit cither of meat or 
deep. Whereas fuch as be in exile, fuch as be defaited and brought into fervi- 
tude already, can otherwhiles eate and drinke, yea and deep better than thofe 


which are in happy eftate 


Furthermore, it appeareth even in thefe perfons 


more evidently, what a cumbcrous burden feare is. For, fome fearing leaft af¬ 
ter they be taken prifoners they fiioujd bee put co death, die before, for very 
feare; partly by throwing themfelves downe headlong, partly by ftrangling 

-themfelves, and in part by cutting their owne throats: So that of all horrible 
things in the world, feare moft of all terrifieth mens minds. As for my father 
here, how is his heart now afte&ed thinke you, (landing as hee doth in feare of 
Captivitie, not only for himfelfe,but alfo for me,his wife and all his children ? 
1 can eafily beleevc in deed quoth Cyrus, that he is in this maner much difquie- 
ted: yet aril I of this opinion, that incident it is tc oneandthe fame man,in pro 
lperity to be proud and in(blent:but in calamity to be fodainly dcje&ed & foone 
caft downe: howbeit, if upon pardon he recover and be raifed up, eftfoones to 
looke aloft, to waxe high minded, and ready to ftirre up new troubles againe. 
True it is 6 Cyrus quoth Tigranes, Our offences are fuch as give good occafion, 

why we (hould no more be milled: howbeit in your power it is, both to for- 
tifie your caftles with ftrong wals, and alfo to keepe with garrifon yourfenfed 

holds, yea and to take what pledges and afluranceyou will, of our fealty. And 

H 2 verily, 
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v^ly quoth he, fuch perfons you (hall have of us, as will not greatly grieve 
hereat. For, call to mind wee ihall, that ourfelvesarethecaufeof our owne 


woes 


But when you have made over the government of this State, to any one of 
thofe that never trefpaffed againft you, if your felfe (hall feeme then diftruftfull, 
take heed, leaft as you gratifie and pleafure them; fo they withalltake you to 
be no friend of theirs. Againe, while you would be thought to avoid the in¬ 
curring of their hatred,if you lay no yoke upon them for to keep them under/o, 
as that they can commit no infolent parts; beware that hereafter you have not 
mote need to reclaimc them, than now you have to reduce us unto goodnrifc 
and order. But, for mine owne part quoth Cyrus, fo God me helpe, I have me 
thinks no minde at all, to put fuch mimfters in truft, whom I know to ferve me 
upon compulsion. But,as for thofe, whom I perceive, upon good will and love 
unto me, ready to doe their devoir, I fuppofc I can better beaie with them, de¬ 
linquent though they be,than fuch as hate me, doe they never fo well, and per. 
forme ail double diligence upon conftraint and necetfity. To this, replied 77- 


forme all double diligence upon conftraint and neceflity. To this, replied Tt- 
granes: At vvhofe hands then,can you ever win fo much love and friendship, as 
now you may gaine of us? Even of thofe I think,faid Cyrus, who never were my 

profdTed enemies, fo I would be bencficiall unto them,as youaie defirousnow 
I Should be unto you. Why I can you find any man, good Cyrus quoth hec, ac 
this time,unto whom you may be fo bounteous as unto my father? Say,you fuf- 
fer fomc one to live, who never did you wrong; what thanks fuppofe you will 
he render unto you? O r,if you bereave him not of wife and children.? who will 
in this regard affed you more than he, who thinks himfelfe to deferve no lefle 
than to loofe the fame? And know you any man that is like to forrow mo re, if 
he hold not the Kingdome of Armenia, than we.? Evident thercfbtc it is, quoth 
he,that unto whom moft anguifh and griefe fhall redound, if he be not King, the 
fame alfo if he receive of you the Kingdome, will yeald unto you the greateft 
thanks. Moreover, if you have.any care of this alfo, namely to leave the State 
here at your departure in leaft trouble;confider quoth he,whether you thinke all 

will be more quiet,by innovation and change of the Government under a 
Lord, or by fuffering the old and received manner to remaine ftiil in force un¬ 
der their ancient Prince ? Semblably if you have an eie to this, how to bring

Who, thinke you,will mufter and levie it in 


better order, chanli that hath often ufcd the fame? Now,put cafe you (land in 
need of money, whom fuppofe you meet to wife and procure it for your bet¬ 
ter, than him who both knowes, and hath alfo under his hand all the (lore that 
is? Beware therefore good Cyrus,leaft by calling off and loofing us, you endam- 
mage your felfe more, than my father can hurt or hinder you. To this or the 
like etioft, fpakeX irtmes .

And yet my deere Cyrus , fo good a man he was and fo 
honeft, that even then, when he was to die, he called unto mee and laid: Bee 
not you greived Tigranes and offended with your father, in that he mindeth to 

take away my life: For he doth not this in any malice, but of errour and igno¬ 
rance ; And what trefpafle men upon errour doe commit, I fuppofc is done a- 
gamft their wils. At thefe words faid Cyrus y Alas good man that he was. But 
the Armenian King turning unto Cyrus fpakein this’wife. Neither docthofe, 
good Cyrus who take other men naught with their wives purfuc them there¬ 
fore to death, for that they make their wives more wanton and unchaft 5 but 

becaufe they thinke they ftcalc away their hearts and quench that love which

Chap. III. 


How Cyrus tooke Tigranes with him in his traine , and went to ajfaile 

the Chaldees upon the mournaines. 

W H e n they were come home, fome made report of Cyrus his wife- 

dome , others related his patience and fufferance: one fpake of his 
mildnefle, another of his beautie and goodly tall prefence. Where¬ 
upon Tigranes asked his owne wife and faid; How now my Armenian Ladie, 
beemed Cyrus in your eyesalfo a faire and beautiful] perfonage ' In good faith.

Whereunto both of them made anfwere; the father in this wife: Even hee 
whom you (hall commaund ; but the fonne after this fort. As for mcc 6 Cyrus 
I will not leave you, no though I lliould follow you hard at heeles as a Cam pc 
drudge. Hcrcaz Cyrus laughed heartily and faid. And how much would you 
be content to give, for to have your wife heare you are become a Campc {lave 
and to carry fardels ? Shce fliall never need,quoth he, to heare thar. For I will 
bring her along with me, that flice may fee what ever I doe. But now faid Cy¬ 
rus it were time for you to trulle up and be furnilhed every way for this jour 
ney. I make full accompt quoth Tigranes that we fliall ihew our felves in rta- 

dinefle, with whatfoever my father hath allow’d. And fofor that time the fol¬ 
ders after gifts of friendly entertainment befto wed upon them, went to reft. 

The next day Cyrus taking to him Tigranes with the beft and moft fcleCf horfe- 
men of the Medes, as many alfo of his owne friends as he thought convenient, 
rode abroad to view the country of Armenia, deviling where he might build 
a fortrefle. And being mounted up to an hill top, hee asked Tigranes , which 

were thofe mountaines from whence the Chaldees ufed to make rodcs downe 
into the plaines, and fo to drive away booties ? Which when Tigranes had 
/hewed unto him, he asked againe, whether thofe mountaines were now with¬ 
out companicand unfrequented < No verily, quoth he, for they have al waies 
certeine fpies and Sentinels, who fignifie to the reft whatfoever they difeover. 
And what doe they, faith he,when they have notice of any thing < Every man 
faith Tigranes makes what haft he can up to the hill tops for to help and fuccor. 
When Cyrus heard this,and withall beheld the country all about,he might per¬ 
ceive that a great part thereof, lay as waft ground to the Armenians, and un~ 
tilled,by reafon of the warres. Then for that time returned they to the armie, 
and after fupper tooke their repofe and flept. The morrow next enfuing, Ti- 
granes (tawedhimfelfe ready and well-appointed, having raifeda power of 
foure thouland Horfemen, with ten tboufand Archers and as many Targuan- 
ers. But whiles thefe forces were a levying, Cyrus facriliced, and feeing the en¬ 
trails of the beafts to be faire and fortunate to him, he called togither the Lea¬ 
ders both of the Pcrfians and of the Medes, and in the prefence of that Aflcm- 
bly made this fpcech. My welbeloved friends, Thefe mountaines that we fee, 
belong to the Chaldaees, which if we may firft be mafters olf, and on the top 
of them build a fort and plant our garrifon: of neceflitie,as well the Chaldsees 
as the Armenians will demeane themfelvcs loyally toward us. As for our fa- 

crifices, they betoken all good on our fide: and as touching mans alacritie and 
humane meanes, nothing will fo much help the fame forward to the atchieving 
of this exploit, as expedition. For,if we can climb up the hils, before the ene¬ 
mies aflemblc their power, we fliall either gaine the hill tops wholly without 
any refiftance, or elfe skirmifli with our enemies, when they are but few in 
number and feeble in ftrengtb. No labour therefore can be eafier and more 
void of daunger, than if prefently we be refolutc in celericie and quicke dif- 

s therefore. 


void of daunger, than if prefently we be refolutc in celericie and quicke dif- 
patch. Arme your felves therefore, on all hands. As for you the Medes,march 
on our left hand: but yee the Armenians, goe one halfe of you on the right 
fide: and the other halfe lead the way in the vaward before us. Ycc that bee 
horfemen, follow behind in the Rear, to incite and put us forward up the hill, 

neither fuifer yee any one faintly to draw backe. When Cyrus had thus faid,and 

arraunged 
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artauneed his files direttly upward ; hee advaunced before the Annie. 

The Chaldees, C that lay in efpiall ] when they perceived the inarch forcibly 
to mount up hill, forthwith fignified ft* much to their fellowes, and fo,by out¬ 
cries and alarmes from one to another, they drew togither. Cyrus alfo for Ins 
part gave warning to his foldiers faying. Thefe here, o yee Perfians, figmfic 
unto us that it is high time to make haft. For, if we prevent them, and get the 
hill before, our enemies (hall be little able to doe ought. Now the Chaldees 
had light bucklers, and two javelins apeecc: and thefe are reputed the inoft 
manitll men of all that country. They ferve alfo in wanes m mercenaries and 
be alwaies in pay, whensoever any plan hath need of them, becauic, warlike 
though they be and vaiiant,yet are they poore and needy. For,the region whic^ 
they inhabited full of hils, and a fmatl part thereof welthy. Now when the 
foldiers about Cyrus approched neerer to the hill-tops, Tigrancs, who accom¬ 
panied Cyrus , Wote you not 6 Cyrus quoth he,that we muft fight out of hand: 

and the Armenians will not abide the firft brunt of the enemies ' Cjrw anfwe- 

red that he was not ignorant thereof: in which regard I have already faith he 
given order to the Perfians to prepare themfelves and be in rcadinefle. For they 
are to follow hard, fo foone as the Armenians begin to give ground and there¬ 
by draw the enemies neerer unto us. Thus the Armenians advanced form oft in 
the vantguard. But the Chaldaees, as many as were prelent,upon the approach 
of the Armenians lodainly letting up a Ihout, rulhed fiercely upon them after 
their manner and gave the charge. The Armenians likewife, as they were 
wont, received them not, butreculed. Now when the ChaUtees following 

them in chacc, perceived others with fword in hand to mount up the hill ready 
to encounter themafront, fome that hapned to joyne in fight were quickly 
fiaine,others efcapcd by Highland certeinc of t hcm were taken prifoners. Thus 
the hill tops were foone gain’d. Now when cyrus his fouldiei s were gotten up 
thither,and looked downe toward the habitations of the Chaldares, they might 
perceive how they abandoned the houfes that flood next, and fo ran away. 
Cyrus then, as foone as all his foldiers were come togither, commaunded them 
to take their dinners: After dinner, having learned that the place of Efpiall 
where the Chaldxes lay, was both fafe and alfo well watered, prefently hee 

emmured it in manner of a fortrefle. Hee commaunded alfo Tigranes to fend 
unto his father, willing, and requiring him to makeprefent repaire thither, and 
to bring with him all the Carpenters and Mafons that were to bee had. So 
there was ameflenger {freight-wayes difpatched unto the Armenian King*

very time, they prefented the captives unto Cyrus, fome bound, and others of 
them fore wounded. Whom when he beheld, he commaunded immediately 
the bound to be loofed,and fuch as were hurt to be cured. For which purpofe, 
he had fent for * Phyficians. This done, hee laid unto the Chaldaecs, that his

I-will then take care for the 
fafetie and vvellfare of your ftate. The Chaldees hearing this, after they had 
highly praifed Cyrus and on all fides given him their hands, departed home

into thefe words: Little it is 6 Cyrus , that wee men are able to forefee in future 
things, and yet attempt and enterprise many delleins. For, ere while, my ftlir, 
when I went about to compaflemy libertie, became a flavc more then ever be¬ 
fore: andafter that wee were taken prifoners, whiles wee made full accompt 
that wee were utterly undone, it appearethnow moft evidently, that wee are 
preferved, no time before, fo much. For, thofe who never ceafted to in led us 
many wayes, I fee now to be in that cafe, which I ever wifhed. And thus much 
6 Cyrus I would have you to know, that for to diflfeize the Chaldaxs of thefe 

mountaine tops,I would have disburfed much more mony,than your felie have 
of raee. And verily the good turnes which you promifed to doe unto us,what 
time you received that mony, you have performed already. We acknowledge 

our felves therefore to be debters unto you ftill for other benefits : Which (if 
we would not be naughtie perfons ) it werea fhame for us not to requite. And 

what requitall foever we make, yet (hall wee not be found to have made com 
digne recompenfe, befeemingfo beneficiall a friend. Thus fpake the King ot 

Armenia. But the Chaldaees came unto Cyrus as Oratoiu s, befcechmg him to 
make peace with them: whom Cjiww quefltioned with, in this wife. Crave yee 
peace at this time yee Chaldsees, for any thing elfe, but that yee thinke to live 
in more fecuritie by peace than by warre < confidering that wee alto laid as 
much. The Chaldaees made anfwcre, Yea ; for, all other things wc have al¬ 
ready. But what and if, replied Cyrus , there accrue unto you other commodi-

my Crowne mould be much augmented. And y ee Chaldees, quoth he, what 
fay yee to this, confidering yec have fertile mountaines, would yee willingly 
permit the Armenians to ufe the fame for pafture, ycelding unto you for the pa- 
fturage a reafonable rent i Yea gladly, faid the Chaldees, for that we dial! re¬ 
ceive much profit without any paineand labour. But you King of Armenia, 
faith Cyrus, are you willing to ufe their paftures,if for a fmal commoditic arifing 
unto die Chaldaees, your felfe may receive farre greater profits ? Yea,with all 
my heart,quoth he, if I thought I might enjoy the faid pafture-ground in fafe- 
tic without moleftation. What 1 might yec not enjoy them fafely, if yee had 

the helpe of the hill-tops 1 Yes faid the King. Hcreat the Chaldees. But we, 

par-die, (hall never be able to occupie, wee will not fay, their grounds, but not 

fo much as our ownc lands, if fo be thefe be matters of thefud hill rops. Bur, 

Wuat i quoth he, if thofe mountaines may helpe you ? Mary, then, aitfwered 
they, we (hould thinkc our felves well apayed. But it were not fo good for us, 
belecvc me faid the King, in cafe they recover the mountaines againe,efpcrially 

bang walled and fortified. Well then, quoth Cyrus , I will take thiscourfe. 
The ftren^th of thefe hill-tops will I deliver to neither of you both: But wee 
our felves will hold them in our owne hands* And whether of you wrong the 
other,their parts will we take who fufteine the wrong. Which when both fides 
heard: they praifed the devife, and faid it was the onely way to eftablifh an af- 
fured peace. So upon thefe capitulations following, they all gave and received 

interchangeably hoftages for fecuritie: and agreed it was betweene them. That 
they both, (hould be free one from the other,enterteine mutuall marriages, ufe 
tillageandpattureincommonindifferently: and one aid the other if any did 
moleft cither of them. Thus for that time things patted: and the league then 
and thus concluded, betweene the ChalcUees and the Soucrainc Ruler of Ar- 
menia, remaiuerh yet in force to this day. Now after thefe Covenants of con¬ 
federacy were confirmed, both parts immediately did put to their helping 

hands with great cheerefulnette, to build and wall the faid fortrefle as a com¬ 
mon ftrength and defenfc for them both,and thereto joynrly brought all things 
neceflary.

W Hen evening drew necre, Cyrus entertained cogither with him at 

fupper both parties, as being now joyned in mutuall amity. And 
as they fat at fupper, one of the Chaldaes began and faid: This ac¬ 
cord may well be acceptable to ail others of our nation. But feme Chaldaes 
there are quoth he,that live by preading and robbing,who neither have skill of 
husbandry, nor can abide to till the ground, as wonted alwaies to get their li¬ 
ving by the warres. For, they ufed evermore to drive away booties,and many 
a time to ferve for wages under the King of the Indians , who by their faying ts 
a Potentate full of gold, and as often under King A fly ages. Why then, Cud Cy- 

rus. 


L it. ]• 
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"doe they not take wages of me? For I will give them as good pay, as hoc, 
who ever he be that gave moft. This otter of Cyrus they accepted and laid,tlut 
many would bee right willing to ferve him. And thus of thefe points above- 
laid were they agreed. Cyrus then, who had heard fay that the Chaldaes often¬ 
times had recourfc unto the Indian King ; and calling to remembrance, that 
from him there came to the CMedes certaine perfons as Spies to fee and learnc 
what was done among them, and the fame afterwards went alfo to the enemies, 
for to have intelligence likewife of their affaires, was willing enough that the 
Indian King might know what deeds himfelfe had atchieved: And therefore he 
entred into fuch a fpeech as this. Tell me 6 King of Armenia and yee Chaldaes, 
If I (hould difpatch a mettenger of mine, unto the Indian King, would ye (end 
any of yours befides, who might both conduft the man in his way, and affift 
him alfo to the obtaining at the faid Kings hand,of fuch things as I defire? For, 

I gladly would,we had more money ftil,to the end that I might both give large 
pay to as many as have need,and alfo by bountifull gifts grace and honour fuch 

as ferve under me, according to their worthinettc. In thefe regards I fay, defi- 
rous I am to be furnidied with great (lore of treafure. And,albcit I make recko¬ 
ning to ftand in need, yet gladly doe I fpare your monies whom I fuppofe now 
to be our friends: yet, of the Indian King I would willingly take the fame, it 
he would part with it. As for the faid mettenger, unto whom I will and re¬ 
quire you to allow guides for his condudl, and to be afliftant when he is thither 
come, he (hall fpeake in this wile, Cyrus hath fent me unto you 6 King of India, 
laying that he ftands in need of more money: For that he expc&eth another 
army from home out of Perfla (and in very deed quoth he, fo I doe.) If there¬ 
fore you will lend him as much money as you thinke good,he iuith,that it God 

t ive him good fuccefle, he will endevour fo to doc, as that you fliall thinkc you 

ave done very well and wifely for your felfe, in gratifying him thus in this 

kind. This meflage (hall my Agent deliver from me. Now, for thofe whom 
yee (hall (end, give them in charge and committion,whatyour felves (hall thinke 
requifite. And if, quoth he, we may get money of him, we (hall have the grea¬ 
ter ftore by us to ufe. If not, we (hall know that we are nothing beholden to 
him nor have any caufe to thanke him, but may for ought that concerncth him, 
order ail things to our owne behoufe. Thus faid Cyrus , fuppofing that thofe 
Armenians and Chaldaes who were to goe this journey,would make (uch rcporrs 
of him, as himfelfe defined, that all the world (hould both fpeake and heaic. 
And (o for that time when they faw good, they dittolved this meeting at fup¬ 
per and went to bed. The day following Cyrus fent away the Mettenger with 
thofe dire&ions which h.ehad delivered before. The King of Armenia likcv. ife 
and the Chaldaes appointed fuch perfons to accompanie him as they thought 
mod meet to helpe forward the bufinette which they had in commiflion, and 
alfo to give out of Cyrus (uch fpeeches as were befitting. After this, when Cy¬ 
rus had finifhed the fortrefle and furnidied it with garrifon fouldiours, as ma¬ 
ny as were fufficient, and with all things elfe neceflarie* yea and left as Captainc 
over them a Median, (in preferring whom he thought to gratific Cyaxares molt ; 
he departed* leading away with him that armic which he had brought thither* 
as alfo thofe forces which he received from the Armenian King, and togcthei 
with them fuch as came from the Chaldaes , to the number of 4000. who ot all 
others were rcpuced the beft warriours. Now when he was come downe mto 
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Chap. j. 




the parts inhabited, there was not an Armenian,vRm or woman that ftaied with 


in doores, but they ail went forth to meet him, rejoycing greatly at this peace: 
bringing with them and driving before them, what thing fo ever any of them 
had 'worth prefcnting unto him. Neither was the King of Armenia herewith 
difpleafed 5 for that he thought Cyrus would take the more contentmenr,in be¬ 
ing thus generally honoured of all. In the end came forth likewife his Queene, 


with her daughters and younger fonne 


And bcfide other gifts, fhee brought 
fu fed to take. All which when Cyrus

faw, Yee (hall never quoth he make me 6 Armenians, for hire and reward fake 
to goe from place to place, and beftow my favours. And you Madame, goe 
your waies and kcepe the money that you bring, to your fclfe, and give it no 
more to the King your husband, for to bee buried in the ground; but rather, 
therewith let out your fonne right gallantly, and fo lend him forth to the wars. 
Of all the reft, for^our felfe, your husband, your daughters and formes, have 
and hold fo much, as by the enjoying thereof and adorning your felves there¬ 


with, you may lead a more dein

leafant life: and let it Mice, quoth lie, 
This faid, he rode away: whom there 


accompanied the King himfelfe of Armenia, and all the people bdides, calling 

him their bountifull benefa&our, and a worthy good man. Thus they continu¬ 
ed untill tliey had conduced him out of their countiey. The rmem an King 
then, fent unto him a greater armie, becaufe he had now peace at home. Thus

enriched, not onely by theprdent treafure that he had 


received, but alfo for that by his good deportment he had made way for much 
more whenfoever he fliould need. And fo for that time they pitched their tents 

in the confines. 

The next morrow, he fent thearmie,and part of the money to Cy axares, (who 
according to his promife was not farre off.) But himfelfe,with Tigranes and the 
Nobles of Perfta, hunted wherefoever he could meet with game, and merrily 


followed his fpo 


Afterwards, being come into the cJWe/fo land, hee dealt 


money among his owne Centurions, fo much as was thought fuffieient for eve¬ 
ry one, that they alfo might have wherewith to honour and reward, thofe that 

ferved under them, as many as they admired for their valour. For this recko¬ 
ning made he, that if each one performed his part praife-worthy, the whole bo¬ 
dy of the army likewife would prove right excellent. Furthermore, if himfelfe 
faw any thing that might adorne the army, the fame When he had once gotten 
it, hee would beftow upon thebeft worthy: For, this hee fuppofed, that what 
good thing and beautifull ornament foever the fouldioUrs had,himfelfe with all 
the fame was likewife adorned. And at the very fame time, wheribediftribu- 
ted among them, fuch prefents as he had received, in afrequentaftembly of his 

or.t-Uc leader* Centurions,* CaporalIs,and all thofe whom he beft efteemed,hettiade a fpeech 

in this wife. .> 

We feemenowmy friends, to conceive a certaine joy, partly^ beeaufe wee 

have gotten fome wealth: and in part for that we have, wherewith Yo adorne 


thofe we would, r id whereby oUr felves may be honoured agame, 1 according 
as each one of us is worthy of advancement. Bat inanywife wemuft ever call 
to remembrance, what manner of feats they bee, which have procured thefe 
good things unto us. For if yee coflfider well, yee fhallfind, that yee have at¬ 
tained hereunto, by watching when time required, by travaile and paines ta¬ 
king, 
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kin", by celerity and expedition, and finally by giving no ground unto the ene¬ 
mies 5 . It behooveth you therefore hereafter tp be hardy and valiant men,letting 
this downc with your felves, that great pleafures and commodities both, can¬ 
not proceed but from obedience, conftancie, labours and perils undertaken in 

time convenient. Cyrus now perceiving how frefli and able in bodie his foul- 
diers were to endure warre-travailesjhow refolute alfo and courageous in heart 
to defpifc their enemies: what skill beiide each one had in every point belong¬ 
ing to their ownearmes: Semblably, feeing them all well i if poled and rcafy 
tnobev their Rulers. In thefe refpe&s, defer ops he was even now to perfownc 
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Ibme of thofe exploits, which are ufually enter pri fed againft enemies: knowing, 
that? many times by dclayes and putting of, Commaunders and Generals find 
fome alteration even in brave projects and worthy deftignements. Furthermore, 
perceiving that many of his fouldiers upon an ambitious humour, in their con- 
wntions vvhere they drived to furpafle, began to envie one another; for this 
caufe alfo defirous he was with ail fpeed to lead them forth into the enemies 
coaatrey, as knowing right well, that common daungers kindle mutuall love 
and affection, bet weene fellow fouldiers; in which cafe none of them will either 

■envie others that are fet out in braveft armour, or re pine-at them that be given 

to feeke after glory and honour: but rather fuch per fons both praife and alfo 
embrace their like,as reputing thenuo.be joynt labourers with them in procu- 
*in<uhe common good. Firft andiformoft therefore, te harnoiied lus armie 
and marflialled it in as beautifullaod excellent order poftibly he could, then, 
•called heto^ithcr the* Myriarches,:the * Ghiliarchesy j the Centinicrs, the Ca 

porals likevvife and pety Captaines of ifmiHer bauds j(for thefe were free and 

not enrolled in the ordinary lifts of fouldfers;,aqd yqtwhtfn k was required that 
*he Generali fliould be obeiedorany charge, given, no part of the armie for all 
thar was left ungovemed: bur all matters elfe executed well'enough by pety 
Otpraines of 1 2 . and 6. in a crew.) Now after thefe ferviceable men of note 
‘werecom-togitber* brought them kifOihis Pavilion: and both fhewed 

‘unto them, what things were-welLandin good order, as alfp inftruded them 

how the fcwerall forces and Companies of their Allies and Auxiliaries might 
bemoft fome and ftrong. And when he bad fo wrought,(that even they alfo 
‘had a longirudefoe tb be employed in fome A^ioOithey cared not how foone, 

dhus he feld unto'them,rGoeyoor-waicanoWfor tbisflime unto your Compa

The ft tech efCy rus »mt Cyaxares, ehout his exfeiitm againft 

‘ the Aflyrians. 


I Am not ignorant deare Vnkk Cyaxeres that the projefts which I fliaU now 
ddiVCT.have bcene long frnce confidered upon and approved by you no leffe 
than by us: but haply, abated you are to utter the fame, leaft if your felfc 
made mention of leading forth our armie, you might feeme weary of finding 
and maintaining us as you doc. Scing therefore you keepe filence, I my felfe 
both for you and us will propound the bufmcffe now in hand. For, we are ali 

of this mind, feeing we be fo well appointed, not to fight then,when as the ene- 

mie (hall invade your land, nor to wait for his comming, fitting trill as we doe 
in our friends country: but with all fpeed to make a rode into the territories of 
our enemies. For now, fo long as we remainc in your land, much hurt we doe 
even againft our wils unco many things of yours: but if we remoove into our 
enemies quarters, we (hail workc them the like difpleafure as willingly. More¬ 
over,now are we kept at your great charges: but if wee warre abroad without 
your marches, we (hall be viOualled from out of our enemies countrey. Fur¬ 
thermore, were it fophat fome greater perill might betide us there than here, 
then peradventure the fefeft courfe were to bee chofen. But now the cafe is 
all one with them3 whether wee waite here for them or fet forward to meet 
them there. In like manner wee alfo (hall be the fame in fight, whether we 
receive them coitfming hither, or goc thither and give them battaile. 

But in very truth’the hearts of our fouldiers we fball finde more courageous, 
if we invade our enemies and (eeme not loth to affront them and looke them in 
the face. Scmblably they will bee much more in fearcof us, when they fliall 
heare that we fit not ft ill at hotne,as men fmitten with dread of them,but upon 
intelligence of thdr combing, are ready to encounter them on the way for to 

joytie battaile with all fpeed, and not tarry until! our owne country be enda¬ 
maged, but preventing their attempts, waftc their land fir ft: Cerces^f we make 

them any whit more foarefoll, or our felves bolder, l fuppofe it will bee to 
our great advance. And by this meanes verily I make, accompt a that our 
danger will be leffe, and our enemies hazard much greater. Morcoveiymy fa¬ 
ther was alwaies woiit to fay, you alfo to cbnfefle, and all others accord, 
that fields are fought and bactailes tried, rather by the rcfolution of mens 
hearts, thanthe ft rength of their bodies. Thus verily (aid Gyrus, unto whom 

Cyaxares made thisanfWere. But I would not have you Gyrus and the reft of 
tne Perfians once to fufped, that I chinke mocb to mainline you with y i&uals: 
Yet am l alfo of this minde, that in every refpefi: it will be more expedient for 
us, even now to invade our enemies land. Since then,quoth Cyrus ^ we concurre 
in one opinion, let us joyntly trulfe up bagge and baggage arid fo diflodge, and 
in cafe our facrifices unto the Gods aiient loone unto our defires, with all fpeed 
fet forward. Hereupon, after warning given to packe up and to put themfelves 
in readineffe, Cyrus iacrificed to Iupitcr King, firft: afterwards to the reft ofthe 
Gods: praying withall, that they would vouchfafe to be propitious and favou¬ 
rable guides unto the Armie, and fhew themfelves gracious Afliftants, affured 

helpers 
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helpers and Allbciates, yea and Counfellers for good, in al] their Affaires. He 
invocated likewife the tutelar * powers, that inhabited and patronized the Me¬ 
dian Land. Now when he had finiflied the facrifices with lucky prefages, and 
that the armie was wholly allembled t ogither before him in the very marches, 

after tokens likewife of bird-flight, promifipg happy fucceffe, he did fet foot 
within the enemies country. And no fooncr was hee entred the borders, but 
prefendy hee there procured the gracious favour of Dame Tellus , with Liba- 
tours and liquid offerings. The Gods alfo and inhabitant Patrons of Aflyria 

he pacified with folide hofts and facrifices. Which complements done and en- 
dcd 5 he facrificed eft-foones to Iupiter, the Prote&our of his owne native fade 

andiooke what other of the Gods foever came into his knowledge, he ncglc 
ted them nor.

H 


W H e n all thefe things were accomplished in good fort,the Infantery 

forthwith marched on and made no great journey but foone pitched 

their tents. Howbeit, having put forth the Cavallery to make incur* 
fions and to raunge abroad,they gate great pillageof all things. Then remoo- 
Ved they, and being now furniflied withall provifion neceffary, and forraging 
thecountry ftill, they encampedaqd waited the enemies coinming. Now, 
when noifed it was that their army was on foot and within ten daics journey, 
Cyrus fold. It is now high time 6 Cyaxares to put on, and to meet with them:

And let us give no caufe to be thought, either of our enemies or our 
to flirinke backe, and not to abide them, but rather (hew our felves 
ling co fight. When Cyaxares allowed well hereof, they marched 


after, in battaile ray, going forward every day as farr 


they thought good 


As for their fuppers they never tooke them but by day-light; and in the night 
they made ho fires within the campe. Howbeit, before the campe they burnt 
foe, to the end that by the light thereof, they might fee if any came by night 
towards, them, and yet not be feene themfelves., Many times alfo, to deceive 
the enemie they did fee fires aburniog behind the campe: whereby other whiles 
the enemies fpies fdl into the hands of their formoft efcont-wacch: For, by 
reafon that the faid fires were behind, they thought themfelves had beenc yet 

farre from the campe. Now the Aflyrians with their Confederates and Al¬ 
lies after that the Armies approched one the other, entrenched themfelves, A 
thin* that-the Barbarian Kings ufe to do even at tins day. For,when they pitch 
their tents an eafie matter it is forthem tocafta trench about their campe, to 

many hands have they to fet on worke. And, they know that a power of horlc- 
men in the night is foone difordered, and fo of little or no fcrvicc, cfpccully it 
it confift of Barbarians: For, fuch ufe to have their horfes tied by the feet at 
their mangers: And if any man fhould charge upon them, a labour it were by 
night to unioafe the horfes, a trouble to bridle them, a paine to feddle and trap 
them much adoe alfo to bard them and doe on their harnois. Yea and when 
they are mounted on horfebacke, impoffible it is by any meanes to ride than 
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throueh thecampe. For alt thcfccaufo, they alfo like as all other Barbarians 
encloftd theft within certeine fortifications , thought they might being thus 
within the fafegard of a fenfed place, fight when they lift themfelvcs, and not 
otherwife. Whiles they were thus bufied, they approchcd one the other, and 
* About three being about a * Parafang off , the Affyrians encamped thus as I fairf* inaplace 

miles and three tntrcnched round about, howbeit open and expoled to the eye. But Cyrus pit- 
garters Eng- chedhistcntS9 asmuch ouc of fight aspoffibly he could, as having of purpofc 

fought out certeine villages, tofts and mourns, afronr his campe, thinking that 
all his warlike equipage fodainlyprefented, Would be more terrible to his ad- 

verfaries. And verily that night, after thd-Setitinels fee, as requificek was,they 

betooke themfelvcs on either fideto reft. ■ The day enfuing,the Adrian King 
and Crcefus, with all the other Commaundcrs, kept their forces'quiet within 
their Strength and refted ftill: But Cyrus and Cy ax ares ftood embattailed, ready 
to fight if the enemies came forward. But when it was for certeine knowne, 
that they would not that day iflfuc forth without their rampier, nor intended to 
fi^ht, Cy axares calling for Cyrus and all the gallants and menof Atftion, fpake 
unto them in this wife. My friends, I am of this minde, that thus well appoin¬ 
ted as we arc, we ought to march unto the aflault of our enemies rampier,there¬ 
by to (hew that we for our parts arewiiling to fight. For, if by this bravado, 
they will not come forth againft us, our men fliall be the better encouraged in 
giving the attempt; and our^enemies upon the fight of our boldnefle andrefo- 
Fution more daunted. Thiswascheadvifeof Cy ax ares. But Cyrus, For the love 
of God, quoth he,6 Cyaxares,\ct us not doe fo. For,if according to yourminde 

wee fhewour felves, and goe forward; our enemies will lookeupon us now, 

with no feareatall, as we come upon them knowing themfclves, as they doe, 
to be in a place of fccuritie fo as they can receive no hurt: and more than that, 
when as we retire without effaft, they eft-foones feeing our forces far inferiour 
to theirs,will defpifethc fame,andto morrow {ally forth with much more cou¬ 
rage and resolution. Now for this prcfent,knowing us as they doe, to be here; 
and yet not feeing us, belceve me verily, they fee not light by us, but mud they 
doe and marvaiic what we meane, neither ceafTe they, I dare well fay, to talke 
and difeourfe of us. But when they fhall come forth firft,then will it behoove 
us both to appeare in fight and at once to encounter and buckle with them,'as 
having found them where heretofore we long defired. When Cyrus had thus 
faid, both Cy axares and the reft alfo agreed thereunto. Then therefore* having 
taken their (uppers, fet the watch and made fires accordingly before the fame, 

they went to bed and flept.

The exhortation of Cyrus to his Chetftames, and the Peeres,to moove them 

to advance with better courage to battaile . 

T H e next day, early in the morning, Cyrus, with a Coronet upon his 

head, facrificed: commaunding likewife the * Peeres to weare Chap¬ 
lets and to be prefent at the folemnitie of Sacrifices. When thefe De¬ 
votions were done and Sacrifice offred, he aftembled them all togither,and un¬ 
to them made this fpcech. The Gods,my decre friends, as both Divinors fay 
and I my felfe accord,fore-tell us that a battaile there will be; They alfo give

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vi<ftory,and in the Intrailcs proinife unto us fafery.N ow,to admonifli you jin 


what fort ye (hould bcare your felvcs in this affaire, ab 


For, I know 


that in thefe points, yee arc as skilfull and expert as my lelfe, as who have fin 

did,meditated and heard,yea and continually do hearc thefe things as well as i 
info much as you by good right teach others the fame. But if ye have not hi 
therto underftood and learned fo much, liften then to me. Thefe here our Aflo 
ciats, whom we have newly taken unto us, and endevour to make like unto Q u 
felves, we muft put in minde, for what caufe we have bccne maintained by c > 


c 


what exercifes wee have becne trained in, and to what purpole wee 


f 


have called them hither ? as alfo in what regard they have given i . out, nut 
right willingly they will enter into the A< 51 ion with us,and try it out by din: of 
fword. This alfo yee ought to recall into their remembrance, that this is the 
very day, which will declare what rewards each one is wort hy off. For, f uch 
things as men be late ere they learne, no mervaile it is, if fome of them have 
need of one alfo to fuggeft and prompt unto them. Yea, a blefted turne it 
were, if men might become valiant,even by the inftintt and provocation of o- 
thers. And verily in fo doing.yee lhall give good proofe of your lclvcs withall 
For,he that is able in fuch a matter as this, to better others and make them 
more valiant,may without queftion be privy to himfelfc, that he hath attcincd 


to the perfedion of 


perfection or vaiour. Whereas,he who being able tocnfoimu u 
ic things, refteth therein, fuppofing it fufficienc; and procecdcrh 

ic orv-krl rMfbn rn hnlrl himfelff* bllf halfe DCrfccf. And fOl' till 


the 


ther, is by good reafon to hold himfelfe but halfe per feed. And foi tins cauie, 
I deliver not thus much to them, but charge you to declare the fame, that tnc y 
may endevour to give you content.For,yee alfo are next converfant with them, 
every one in his owne particular. And this, quoth he, would 1 have you to 
know: that fo long as ye fhall be feene of them full of valour and rdolurion, 
yee fhall become mafters and teachers, both to them and alfo to many more, 
not in word, but in deed, for to be likewife valiant and courageous. At the laft, 


he knit up his fpeech with bidding them to goe to dinner wearing gun lands on 
their heads: and after the complements of (acred libations performed, to re- 
paire every man to their owne companies dightasthev were with the fame 
guirlands. When thefe were departed, he called unto him the * Leaders in the 
Reer, unto whom heufed thefe words. My good friends, that are Pei funs, 
raunged yee alfo be in the number of the Peeres as fclcfted Gentlemen,reputed 

as in other refpe&s to parallel the very beft, fo for your age to cxcdl them in 
wifedome. And verily, for this caufe arc yee in place no lefie honourable than 
that of theformoft Commaundcrs in the vaward. For,being in the rereward, 
by obferving thofe that be hardy, and by encouraging them, yee may foone 
make them to be more valiant, andagaine, if any one be faint-hearted, byno- 
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likewife and marking him,yee will not cocker nor fufFcr fuch

How the King of AfTyria iffued out of his campe to fight a field , and 

made afieech unto bis foldiovrs. How Cyrus and they 
afterwards joynedbattaile , wherein the Ad¬ 
rians were difcomfited. 

T Hus were the fouldicrs of Cyrus occupied; by which time the Ajfynam 

having dined already, Tallied boldly out of their campe, made a bra¬ 
vado, and with refolute hearts flood ftrongly appointed in battaile ray. 

The Kin® himfelfe in perfon, mounted in his chariot did put them in order,and 
wit hall in this manner exhorted them. Now is the time 6 yec Ajfyrims when 

yee muftfhew your valour: For, now are yec to fight for your lives, for the 
foyle wherein yee were borne, for thehoufes in which yce were foftered, for 
your wives and children, and for all the goods that yee have. If yec atchievc 
the vi&orie, Lords yee (hall be of all this as heretofore: but if ye be vanquifhed, 
wore well that yec muft forgocall, and leave the fame to your enemies. Stand 
to it therefore and fight manfully, as becommeth thofe that affectionately do 
love vi&oric. For, meere folly it were, that fuch as defire victory fhould flie 
away and tumc unto the view of their enemies the blind backe parts, fuch as be 
neither armed nor formfeed with hands. And,a foole he is,who defirous to live, 
goes about to run away, as being allured that the winners are they who fhall be 
fafe, where as they that flie, fhall fooner die than thofe that tarry by it. A foole 
alfo he is and no better who coveting wealth,fuffrcth himfelfe to be overcome. 
For, who knoweth not that the Conquerours fave their owne goods, and be- 
fides the fame, gaine alfo the goods of their enemies conquered^ Whereas they 
that be fubdued, fhall at once lofe both themfelves, and all that they have. 
Whiles the Affyrian King was thns bulled, Cy ax ares fenc fome unto Cyrus , who 

faid, That now the opportunity of time ferved to lead forward and to fet 
unon theenemie. For. how ever few of them are iffued forth without rhe 


faid, Tl 
upon the 


trench, by that time quoth he that we be come unto them, they will be very 

many. Let us not flay therefore and wait unrili they be more in number than 
we: but fee forward whiles we thinke we may eafily overmatch them. Cyrus 
anfwered, I would have you to underftand 6 Cyaxares, that unleffe more than 
the halfe part of them be vanquifhed, they will give out, that we for fcare of 
their multitude did charge but a few of them, and therefore they will nor take 
themfelves to be defaited: fo that you mull then fight a fecond field, wherein 
peradventure they will be better provided and ufe more policy than now they 
doe offring themfelves to us: fo, as that we may at our owncchoife, fight with 
what number foever we will. The meflcngers when they heard this departed. 
Mcane while, chryfmtas the terfian came,and certaine other of the Peeres and 
Gentlemen, bringing with them thofe that had runne from the enemies part un¬ 
to them: Of whom Cyrus enquired, as meet it was,what his enemies were a do¬ 
ing.^ Who anfwered. That they were already come forth of the campe all ar¬ 
med, That the King himfelfe being without, was fetring them in array, and en¬ 
couraging them ever as they il&ed forth with many words and thofe very for¬ 
cible, as they affirmed, who heard him fpeake. Hereat chryfantas , What and 

if 
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if quoth hee you alfo 6 Cyrus would draw your fouldicrs togither while you 
have time and exhort them, fhould not you likewife make them more hardier’ 
Tufhjfiid Cyrus, let the perfwafive orations of the Affyrian King my good Chry. 
fantas,neva trouble you:For,no exhortation wil be fo effectual,as to make men 
the very fame day that they hearc it, ofcowards to be valiant: nor Archers, un- 
lcflTe they had beforehand bcenecxercifed in that fear: nor Darters, nc yet horf- 
men: nay it will not worke thus much, as to caufc them to be able in body, for 
to endure paines taking, except they were trained before therein. But yet re- 
plyed Chry fantasy it would fufficc, if by your exhortation you could but make 
their hearts more courageous. Why! quoth Cyrus, isonedayes work, or one 
oration able, not onely to rcplenifh the hearts of the hearers with modeft 

fhame, or reclaime them from things difhoneft and unbefeeming, but alfo to 
excite and flirre them up, for the love of praife and glory to determine for to 
under<>oe all labour, and adventure all perils, and to grow unto this fled fa ft 
refolution, that better it is for men to fight valiantly and fo to die, than to run 
away and fave their lives' Alfo,to the imprinting, quoth he, of fuch thoughts 
in mens minds, and to retaine the fame there firmely fixed,is it not bchovcfull. 

That firft there were fuch pofitive lawes, by vertue whereof, for valiant men 
there fhould be provided a worfhipfull and free life, but upon cowards might 

be impofed a bafe,grievous and unpleafant condition < Then,there ought to be 
M r *.I fuppofe,and Governors appointed befidc,vvho may rightly inftruCl & ac- 
cuflome them to perform the fame fo iong,untiil this opinion be furely fettled, 
namely to repute in very deed valiant and noble men hap pic ft,and to thinke co¬ 
wards and obfeure perfons of all others mofl mifcrablc. For,in this wife ought 
they to be affixed, who will fhew, that difeipline availeth more than rhe fearc 
that arifeth from the enemies. But, if a man, when fouldiours are going armed 
into rhe field (what time many of them forgoe and forget even their old leftons 


and principles) were able at the inflant, with a fubitary fpecch to make them 
brave and worthy warriours,certes,it were the eafieft matter in the world, both 


But 


than a 


to learac and alfo to teach the moft excellent vertue of all others that bclongcth 
to a man. And verity,for mine owne part,! would not bcleeve, That even thefe 
here whom we hive now with us, and have trained up and exercifcd, will con- 
ftantlv perfevere and abide to the end, but that I fee you prefent in place, both 
willin' 7 to give them good example how they ought to carry themfelves, and 
able affo to fugeeft unto them, that which haply they have forgotten. But as 
for thofe quoth he, my chryftotm, who arc altogither raw and untrained in 

vertue and proweffe, I would much marvaile if an oratton with a goodly grace 

pronounced, could helpe them more to attaine unto vahantnefle, than a 
ion® fweetly chaunted, edific thofe in the knowledge of muficke, that are alto 
gidKt ignorant of that fcience. Inthis manner reafoned and difeourfed they. 
L which time Cyaxart, fent eftfoones unto Cyrm , charging him in plainc 
termes that he did amifle, to delay the time fo long and not with al 1 expea i- 
tion march again!! the enemies. Then Cyrm returned thisanfwcr unto his me - 
feiwers • Let Ciaxares quoth he underftand, That they arc not come forth, 
as many of them as ftould: And thus much tell him from me m the hearing 
of ail. Ncverthelefle, becaufeicis his mind, I will anon fet forward. Ha¬ 
ving thus faid, and made his oraifons unto the Gods, he brought forth las too 
cesi Now when he began to march ftiU fitter and fitter than ordinary lie led 
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the way himfelfeand his fouldicrs followed not onely with an orderly pace in 
oood array, as having through long cxercifc learned to keep order: but, alfo 
couragcoufiy and with refolution: For that, in a kind of emulation, they ftrove 
one to excell another, and had bodies withall well enured and hardned to tra- 
vaile: as alfo, for that all thofc that went formoft were no other than their very 
Captaincs and Commaunders: yea and chcerefully bdide, in regard of their 
skill and cunning: For, they knew and had learned long agoe, that it was the fi¬ 
fed and cafieft way, all at once directly to charge the enemies, cfpecially if they 
be Archers, darters and horfemcn. Whiles therefore they were yet without 
the daunger of (hot,Cyrw gave this Motto for the fignal of Battailc. IF PITER 
AIDER And LEADER , which having patted from one to another through 
the hoft and being returned again unto him,he began to fing a folcmne *Hymnc 


and 


and all his fouldiours with a devout mind and 


loud voice chaunted the fame with him: For in fuch a cafe, as many as be * re- 
ligioutty given , ftand lefll* in fearc df men. The faid fong being ended. The 
Pecres abovc-faid march on, bravely togither, with a lightfomc countenance 
(as being well trained and taught) beholding one another, calling by name to 
their fidemen, and next followers, iterating Tull often thefe words. Now to it 
good friends. Goe to it now right valiant Knights: mightily encouraging 
each one his fellow to follow. Which they that came behind hearing, exhor¬ 
ted femblably the former to lead and goe before boldly. Thus the whole ar- 
mie without, was replenifhed with forward alacrity, defirous of glory and re- 

nowne, full of ftrength, of confident boldnefle, of encouragement and exhor- 


of ftayed tenlperance and obedience 


which I take to be the moft 


rible obje&s that can be prefcntcd to enemies. But, of the AJfyrians, fuch as 
were ready to fight before the rampiers and in defence of their campe, when 
the Perfiam army once approached neere unto them, mounted their chariots, 
and retired thcmfelvcs to their fellowes where they were thickeft embattailed. 
As for their Archers, Darters and Slingers, they difeharged from them their

and before they could poflibly reach unto their enemies 


When the Per (Jans now, by p reading forward, were come within the daung

Cyrus with a lowd voice cryed 


Now moft brave and redou 


ted Knights, Step fome one quickly before, and fliew proufc of his 
and therewith encourage he the reft. Thefe words uttered thev alfc 


and therewith encourage he the reft. Thefe words uttered they alfo againe 
to the other. By occafion whereof, fome upon a brave and courageous fpi- 
rit, upon an ardent defire alfo and love to fight, began to make fpeed, whom 
the whole mainc battailc followed with a running pace. Cyrus likewife him- 
fclfe, forgetting to keepe his ordinary march, ranne before crying out, Who 
followes, who? where is the valiant foldier that will fell and lay along rhefirft 
mane* Which others hearing, feconded him and held on the fame note. Thus 
throughout the whole armic, as he began, the voice went, who will follow? 
who will play the douty man ! Well, in this manner gave the Perjians the firft 
onfet and fiercely aflailed the enemies. But they not able to abide the fhocke 
and the open field, reculed, and turned their backs, flying amaine unto their 
trench and rampier. The Perfians purfuing them unto the very gates, whiles 
they thronged and rhruft one another to get in, flew many of them. And 
looke who fell into the trenches, they leaped downe upon them and killed 
them outright both horfe and man. For, fome of the Chariots were forced

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in this their rout to fall downe into the ditches. VY

of children, others but younglings, tearing their (ide garments, and Scratch¬ 
ing themfelves with their owne nailcs, lamentably befceching all thofc whom 
they met, not to flye and forfake them, but to defend their children and them¬ 
felves. And herewith the KK. themfelves with their truftieft guard about 
them, ftood at the very gates, and climbing up to the top of the rampiers, 
partly in proper perfon fought, and in part exhorted others to doe the fame 

Cyrus after he underftood what was done, fearing leaft by making an irruption 

and forcible entry, his men fo few in number might be hurr of fo many, foun¬ 
ded the retrait, commaunding them to retire,out of the arrow (hoc,and to obey. 

Then, and there, a man might have fcene the noble Peeres, how excellently 
they had beene brought up in martiall difeipline : For, ttreightwaics them¬ 
felves obeied, and gave charge to the reft, for to doe the like as quickely : and

dicrs,in this manner fpake unro them. My friends, yee that 
are Perfians, Firft, the Gods above I laud and praife to my full power, like as I 
fuppofe yee all doe: For,atchieved we have this day both vi&orie and fefetie. 
In regard whereof bound we are to retribute gifts unto their Majefties, in to¬ 
ken of thankes, even out of all that ever we have. And as for you, I cannot 
choofe but commend you every one: For, looke what fervice there is exploi¬ 
ted, the fame hath beene performed to the honour of you all. But as concer¬ 
ning due recompenfe in particular,when I am certified by thofe,of whom meet 
it is I fliould enquire,of what defert everyone is,I fiiall endevour both in word 
and deed to conferre rewards upon each on^refpe&ively. And verily, as tou¬ 
ching this Centurion here Chryfantaf, who was next unto mee, I need not to 
learne of others, as knowing my felfe very well how hee hath borne him- 
felfe: For, as in every point clfe hee hath done hisdevoyr, like as of you 
all I fuppofe no Idle: fo when I had caufed the retreat to bee founded and 
called unto him by name, albeit hee had his fword up ready to finite his 
enemie, hee prefently obeyed, and leaving chit undone which hee went about, 
did as he was commanded: For, not onely retired heinperfon, but readily 
charged the reft to doe the fame 4 : in fo much as he brought his owne company 
without daunger of the voley, ere our enemies wife that wegave ground at all, 

even before they could draw their bowes, or launce their javelins againft us: 
and lo he is both fafe himfeife, and by his obedience hath laved his owne men 
alfo. As for others, quoth he, I fee fome in deed wounded, of whom when I 

have 
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have better confid red what time they were hurt, I fhall then deliver my doome. 
But Chryfantas being fo brave a man of action, fo wife withal], and fiitficient as 
well to ruleas ro be ruled; him, I fay, at this prelent I ordeinc a Colonel over 
athoufand. And when foever Godihall give me a good hand a game, I will 
not then be forgetfull of him. And I would have you all,quoth he,to remem¬ 
ber thus much and make ufe of this journey. For,whatfoevcr erewhileye have 
fecnein this fight, never ceafle to thinkc upon, that ye may ahvaics judge with¬ 
in your felves, whether it is running away, or preefle rather, chat faveth your 
lives < Alfo, whether they that fight willingly, be fooncr freed from war re, or 

thofc who are unwilling < Likewifc, what plcafure it is that victory bringeth. 
For none of thefe points may ye beft determine, as having made proofeand 

fecne the experience, confidcringthc fervice is fo lately performed. And verily 
by continuall meditation hereof yee fiiall prove the better. Now therefore,as 
religious, valiant, and temperate men, take your fuppers. Offer facrcd libations 
to the Gods, beginning with a triumphant * fong, and withall have an eye and 
due regard to that which is commaunded. Thus laid, he got up to horfebackc, 
and rode away untill he was come to Cyaxares : Where, after rejoycing with 
him as rcquifitcit was, upon mutuall congratulation for their common victory: 
when he had feene how things went there and asked of him what need he had 
of his fervice,he rode backe from thence to his own armie. As for Cyrus and h is 
fouldicrs, after they had fupped and appointed a fufficicnt watch, they betooke 
them felves to reft. 

But the AfTyrians, whofe Soveraine Commaunder was fiaine and with him 
the very flowre and beft of his fouldicrs, were all in great heavinclfe yea and 
many of them by night dipt away and fled out of the Camp. Which when 
Cretfus and the reft of their Allies perceived, they forrowed all very much ( for 
every thing was dolorous) but this troubled them moft in gcncrall ,.that 

throughout the armie, all the prime company of thole that fliould have bcenc 

their Leaders were out ofheart, void of counfell and at their wits end. Where¬ 
upon inthenight fcafon they abandoned their rents and departed. When day 
appeared and difcovered how naked of fighting men their Camp was: Cyrus 
prefently advanced thither firft with the Perfians. Now, the enemies had left 
behind them,many Shecpe, many Kineand Oxen, and bcfidcs many waggons 
full of much treafureand goods. Then repaired thither all theMedes hkewife, 

who were with Cyaxarcs, where they dined. Dinner being done, Cyrus called 
unto him his owne Centiniers,and unto them made this Oration. My fouldicrs, 
what benefits and how great, prefented here unto us by the goodncfic of God 
feeme we to let flip out of our hands' For now, your owne felves fee, that the 
enemies for feare of us be fled. And if they, being fortified ftrongly within 

their hold have quit the fame, and are runne away, how may any man imagine, 
that they will ftand to ir,if they fee us on even ground in the plaine field ? Alfo, 
they that durft not hold out when they had no experience of our valour j how 
(hall they be able now to abide us, defaited as they are already and having (u • 
fred fo many difplcafures at our hands i And how fiiall their greateft cowards 
be willing to fight with us, whofe moft valiant men lye flaine upon the ground 
before us 7 Hereat, faid one of the Company , why then doc wc not witn ali 
fpeed purfuc them, feeing fo great availes comming toward us fo evidently ' 
Beeaufe, quoth Cyrus, we want good horfes: whereas the very belt ot our 
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encmics,and fuch, as mod fit it were now , cither to kill or to take prifoners, 
hiethem homeward apace well mounted on good couriers f And thofe verily 
bv Gods hclpe, able were wetoput to flight, but in following the chace, (hall 
never overtake. Why then,fay they, goe you not to Cyxarc, and impart fo 
much unto him i Say you hi quoth he, Then follovvmec all that he may 
know vec are generally of this minde. So they all both tol.owcd Cym, and 

alfo declared what they thought meet as touching the matter they required. 
Cyaxares, partly for that they made the motion firft, fomewhat envied them: 
and partly aecaufe he thought he flibuld doc well tor hunfclte, if he did not 
enter into daungcr a fecond time (for furely he gave himfelfe to joy and mirth, 

and faw many of the Medes doe the fame) anfwcred in this manner.

I Know nephew Cyrus both by report, and alfo by that which I have feene 
my felfc, that yee Pcrfians of all other men ftudy moft, not to fet your 
minds upon any pleafurc unfatiably. But verily,for mine own par t,I thmkc 
it much more bchoovefull, in the greateft pleafurc to be continent and hold a 
meane. And what is it, thatprefenteth greater contencment.to men,than good 
fuccefte, which at this time is falne unto us ? If we therefore being now in hap¬ 
py cafe, can fobcrly and wifely keepe the fame, we may perhaps live unto our 

old age in felieitie without all daunger. But if . 

with, purfuingftill one good fortune in the necke of another: take heed, leaft 

that.befall unto us, which, they fay, many navigatours have found at fea; who 
meeting fometime with a good gale of wind and fortunate voyage, would ne¬ 
ver make an end of fay ling, untill they were caft away and fo periihed. Sem- 
blably, many men, (by report) having obteined one vi&ory , by coveting to 
winne another, have loft the former. For, truly if our enemies who are fled, 
were fewer in number than we, it might peradventure be fafe for us to purfue 
them being fo few. But now,confider with how fmall a croup of them Wee all 
fought,when we gained the upper hand ? The reft were not at the batcaile nor 
ftrucke one ftroke: whom if we force not to draw fword, they not knowing 
us nor themfelves, for want of skill and for cowardife will be glad to efcape 
and begone: But if they perceive once, that they (hall be in as great jeopardie 
by running away, as by tarrying ftill, and have no hope of fafety but in their 
fwords poinr, beware we urge them not even againft their owne vvils and pur- 
pofe, to beare themfelves like valiant men. For, this you muft (plow,that you 
are not fo defirous to take their wives and children prifoners as they be to lave 
them. Confider alfo, that wild fwine when they are efpied by the hunter run 
away, (many though they be in number) with their young pigs: but if a man 
hunt or chace any of their young ones,they will flyc no longer,no though there 
be but one of them and no more, butaftaile him that goeth about to catch the 
fame. And verily, the enemies at this time beeing enclofed within their 
ftrength, give us leave to skirmifti with as many of them as we thought good 
our felves: but in cafe wee joyne battaile with them in the broad and open 

plaine, 
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plaine, when they Hull learne, divided apart as erewhile, fome to confront us, 
others to flanke us on the one fide and the other,and fome againc to fet upon us 
behind in the tayle: See then whether every one of us have not need both of 
many eyes,and alfo of as many hands ? Furthermore, I would not wifli,quoth 
he, for my part, feeing as I doc the Medes folacing themfelves in myrth, to 


withdraw them from their delight 
doubtfull piece of fervicc.

How Cyrus obtained of Cyaxares part of the Medes forces: ami with them 

and the Hyrcanians togither thatyeelded unto him, purfued the 

Afiyrians in their flight. 

V Pon this fpeech Cyrus briefly replied: You flialt not need, [good Vrt- 

kle] to compell any man: onely let me have them who will follow me 

as voluntaries, and peradventure we ftiall returne, bringing unto you 
and to every one of thefe your friends, that which will give you all good con- 
tenement. Follow we will not in chace the maine multitude of our enemies 


(for how poffibiy fliould 


encompafle and take them?) but if we may 1 


upon any piece of their armie difmembred from the reft, or upon a skirt and 
remnant thereof, we ftiall fetch it in and bring the fame unto you* Moreover, 
thinke this, quoth he, that we at your requeft are come a great journey, and all 
to gratifie and doc you pleafure; You therefore in all equity are to require us in 
the like: that we alfo may in fome fort make up our owne mouthes, and fo re¬ 


sume home with good pillag 


and not depend all of us, upon your pay and 


treafure. Then faid Cyaxares , If any one will of his owne accord beare you 
company, I would acknowledge my felfe beholden alfo vnto you. Send there¬ 
fore, quoth Cyrus , with me one of thefe here who deferveth to be trufted moft, 
that he may declare unto the c Medes from you, what you commaund. Goe to, 
faid Cyaxares , take of all thefe any one, whom you will chufe. N ow,it hapned 
that the Median Gentleman was thereprefent, who in times paft had claimed 

kinred of Cyrus and gotten fo many kiftes of him. Then Cyrus forthwith, This 

man here, quoth he, without more adoe ftiall ferve my turne. Content laid 
Cyaxares , let him wait upon you: and withal!, he charged the party, to deliver 
thus much in his name, That whofoever would, might goe with Cyrus . Thus 
Cyrus taking theman with him, went out: and when he was gone forth,he pre- 
fently faid unto him: Now verily ftiall you make kuowne whether you fpake 
truth or no, when you faid you tookcmuch pleafure in beholding me. Say 
you fo? quoth the Median , Then will I never forfakc you. And are you willing 
faid Cym to impart as much to others likewife ? Then the man bound it with 
an oath and faid yea by lupiter that I will: and bring it 16 about in the end, th.it 
even you (hall be as willing to looke upon me alfo. Then being thus fent from 
Cyaxares , as he declared otherwife right cheerefully this errand to th z Medes, fo 
he added this moreover, that he would never depart from fo noble, fo excel¬ 
lent, fo goodly a perfon, and that which palled all the reft, defeended from the 

race of the Gods. 

Whiles Cyrus was bufic about thefe affaires, there arrived, as it were by the 


L 
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providence of God, certaioe Embafladors from the Byrcantons . Thefe Hyrca- 
wans border upon the Ajfyrians. A nation verily nothing populous (which is 
the reafon that fubjeft they were unto the Ajfyrians) hovvbeit, reputed then, (as 
they are no Idle at this day,) good horfemen. In which regard alfo the Afy- 

nans employed them, as the Lacedemonians did the Scyttes, making no fpare of 

them but putting them to all paines taking and adventures. And at this very 
time * they had charged them to keepe the Reare (and in number they were a- 
bout a thoufand horfe) to the end that if any damage hapned behind, they 
firft fhould undergoe it before themfelves. Thefe Hyrcamans, becaufe they 
were to march hinmoft, had their waggons alio and their families behind all 
the reft. For, the nations of Afia,.the moft part, in all their expeditions,ufe to 
gee to warre with their whole houSholds. And in this manner ferved the Hyr- 

canians at that time. Who now considering well with themfelves, what hard 
and fervile warfare they were put to under the Aftyrians: alfo that now their 
Soveraine Lord being flaine,they were all foyled and difeomfited,their whole 
armie in great fearc , their AfTociats out of heart, ready to faint and forfake 
them j calling, I fay, thefe things in their minds, they thought they had a fit 
time and opportunity otfred to revolt, if togither with them Cyrus and his for¬ 
ces would make head afrefh and fee upon them. Hereupon they difpatched 
their meftengers unto Cyrus . For, now by reafon of this battaile, his name was 
up and his fame much encreafed. Thefe that were fent, related unto Cyrus what 
juft caufe they had to hate the Aftyrians; if therefore at this time he were dif- 
pofed, to make an invafion they would become both Aftfociates, and leadc 

the vaward alfo in this journey. Withal!, they recounted unto him, in what 
ftace the enemies ftood, the rather to incite him thereby to take this expedition 

in hand. Then Cyrus queftioned with them in this fort: Thinke yee,quoth he, 


chat we (hall be able yet to overtake them, before they put themfelves 


their ftrong holds 


* 


For we take this for a great infortunitic of ours,that they 


have lo fecretly in the night cfcaped from us. This fpake he becaufe he would 
have them to conceive an excellent opinion of him. W ho anfwered. That ear¬ 
ly the next morning they might reach them, if they made fpeed and went light¬ 
ly appointed. For, by reafon, fay they, of their great multitude, and heavy 

carriages,they march but ilowiy: and befides,for that they fateupand watched 
all night before, they had now rid but Small ground forward, and pitched their 
tents betimes. Then replyed Cyrus , Can ye put in any pledge for our aftfurance, 


that yee fpeake the truth 


Wee will, lay they, forthwith ride away, and even 


this night bring hoftages with us for your better fecuritie. Onely doe you allure 
ur in the name of God, and give us your right hand, that we may make report 
toothers, what wee have received from you. Thenhee faithfully promiled 
them, that if they performed Bona fide , what they had laid, he would ule them 
as his trufty and allured friends .‘neither would he ranke them inferiour in place 
either to the Perlians or to the Medes. And even at this very day, a man lhall 
fee the Hyrcanians put in truft and bearing office of ftate, as well as Perlians or 
Medes, Such as are thought of beft worth. After they had fupped, Cyrus led 
fotth his armie before day light was gone, and commaundcd thofe Hyrcanians 
to give attendance there and to march onward togither with him. As for the 
Perlians, they all in general!, as requifireit was, fpeedily came fotth, and TL 
grants alfo with his owne Regiment. Of the Medes, fome entred this journey, 

for 
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for that having becne children when Cyrus was a child, were now become his 
friends: others,becaufe they had bcene his companions in hunting, and were 
much delighted in his good behaviour: fome againcin token of rhankfulneile 
unto him becaufe he feemed to have delivered them out of great fearc: others 
alfo upon good hopes , that feeing hec bare himfelfc fo valiantly , hce would 
prove afterwards a fortunate, and mightie Prince. There were belkH divers

of them willing now to doe him fome reciprocall plcafurc and fervice for the 

good turnes which hec had procured unto any whiles hce was brought upa- 
mong the Medes. And verily, (as he was of a kindc and courteous nature), 
he had procured for a number of them at his Grandfircs hands many favours. 
Laft of all, a great fore of them, after they had fccne the Hyrcanians and heard 
a rumour fpred abroad, that they would be their Leaders to bring them unto 

great wealth, went forth forto get fomewhat. Thus the Medes in manner all, 
followed him: unleflethey werefuch as hapned to be of theDomefticalitraine 
of Cyaxares : ’ For, thefe onely remained, togither with thofe that were their 
vaflals and followers. As for all the reft, full gladly and chcerefully, they did 
put themfelves forward in this journey, not I fay as men conftreined, but as 

merre voluntaries, andwhoto sratifie him, of their owne accord went forth. 


mcere voluntaries, andwhoto gratifiehim, or their owne accord wen i 
When they were now abroad upon the way, firfthce commeth out u 

Medes, whom he praifed: and prayed withall, Imprimis, that the Gods 


vouchsafe to be propitious guides both to them and his. Item, To graunthim 
fuch favour as to bee able to render unto them condignc rccompcnfe for this 
their affe&ionate love unto him. In conclusion, hec gaveordcr, that the foot¬ 
men Should lead the march: and then he commaunded the horfemen to fol¬ 
low. Moreover, if in any place they refted or flayed in their journey, he char¬ 
ged that fome Should ride unto him, to know from time to time what was ex¬ 
pedient to be done. After this,he willed the faid Hyrcanians to lead fonnoft. 
Who asked him in this manner, Why i Sir, tarry not you and exped untill 
wee bring our hoftages: that you alfo, having taken pledges of us for the bet¬ 
ter fecuritie of our troth,may then fet forward i And he,by report, made this 
anfwere. Even, for that I confider, we doe all carry the aSTurance of our faith, 
no otherwise than in our hands and hearts. For, at this point and thus provi¬ 
ded Seeme wee to be, that if yee be true.of your word unto us, wc have Suffici¬ 
ent power and meanes to doc you good: but if ycebefalSeand deceive us, wc 

take our fclves to be in that ftate, as we need not be in fubje&ion unto you, but 
yee rather (ifchcQods will) Shall be thrall unco us and at our devotion. And 
verily, quoth he, yee Hyrcanians, becaufe yee fay, your countrymen ule to 
march hinmoft, therefore when ye fee them once, give us knowledge that they 
be of your nation, to the end wee may fpare them. The Hyrcanians hearing 

this, led the way as he commaunded: and withall admired his princely heart 
and magnanimitie. Neither ftood they any more in feare of the Aftyrians or 
of the Lydians or yet of any other their Allies and Confederates. And as for 
Cyrus hiinfelfe, he fuppofed, there lay matter of no fmall moment every way 
in them, were they prelent with him or were they abfent. Now as they mar¬ 
ched and night drew on, reported it is, that a cleere light Shining from heaven, 
appeared evidently unto Cyrus and his hoft * in fo much as they all conceived a 
rwprwir fpnre nf the Divine cower. and a confident boldneSle befides againft 


reverent feare of the Divine power, and a confident boldneSle befides againlt 
the enemies: and/or that they were lightly appointed and went apace,by good 
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rcafon they made, that night, a great journey, and by breake of day in the 
very twy-light,approched neere unto the Hyrcanians mainc regiment. Which 
when the meirengers above-faid perceived, they fignified unto Cyrus that thofe 
were their countrimen: And hereof, faid rhey, have we furc intelligence, as 
well by their marching hinmoft, as by the number of fires which they make. 
Whereupon hee fent one of thefe two unto them , commaundine him in his 
name todeliver this meflage: That if they were his friends,they mould with 
all fpeed come and meet him holding up their hands aloft. Some likewife of 
his owne men he fent with him,whom hccommaunded to lay unto the Hyrca¬ 
nians , That as his men fliould fee them comming towards him, fo they alfo 
would doe the like againe. Thus,one of the melfengers tarried (till with Cyrus, 
and the ocher rode forth to the Hyrcanians. During the time that Cyrus waited 
to fee what the Hyrcanians would doe, he caufed his armie to ftay the march. 
Then the Chieftaines of the Medcs togither with Tigranes galloped hard unto 
him, demaunding what they were to doe < unto whom he made anfwere, This 
troupe next unto us is the regiment of the Hyrcanians: unto whom one of their 


troupe next unto us is tne regiment or tne Hyrcaman: 
mdlengers, accompanied wich fome few of our men

to them, that if they meane to be friends, they Ibould meet us bearing up all 
of them their right hands. Wherefore, if they fo doe, receive them yee,eve¬ 
ry one in his place friendly giving them your right hands, and bid them be of 


good cheere. But if they either take wca 
your beft, quoth he, to difpatch them at 1 


spot 

firft 


in hand or goe about to flie, doe 
fo as not one of them remainea- 


live. Thefe were the directions of Cyrus. Meane-while the Hyrcanians,having 
heard what the mefTengers faid, were exceeding glad, and quickly mounting on 
horfebacke repaired toward them holding up their hands as they had warning 
fo to doe. Sembiably the Medes and Perfians did put forth their hands, wel¬ 
comed them and bade them take a good heart. Then Cyrus, Wee for our parts, 
quoth he, beleeve now and truft you Hyrcanians: and even fo ought yee to be 
affected to us ward. But firft of all, Tell us this. How farre hence is theplace 
where the orincipall rulers and puiffance of our enemies mainc armie are? 
They anfwere, fo mew hat above a Parafang,

And n,,a„ 
fuch of you as are Commaundcrs, chiefe-Officers and of the elder fort, fee you 
ride dofe in a thickc fquadroa togither, when yee charge them, if yee be wife: 

lead haply yee light upon their maflive troupes, and fo be borne downe by vio¬ 
lence But fuffer the younger gallants to follow thechace, and let them have 
the killing of the enemies. For, this is thefafeft way now,that wc leave as few 
of our enemies alive as may be. And if it come to paffc (as it hapneth to many 
winners) that we quite overthrow their fortunes, and breake their backcs for 

ever take heed we muff, that we fall not to pillage. For, he that fo doth,is no 
more a. valiant fouldier, but a bafe fouldiers page,and fuch an one, any man that 
will mavufcas his (lave. This alfo ought we to know, that nothing is more 
aainefull than vidory. For, thevidour prefently carrieth all away with him at 
once memwomen,money and goods, yea and the whole countrey withal!. 

Furthermore, this one thing would be thought upon cfpccially: How we may 
hold and retcine vidorie. ‘ For,in it even the filler and fpoyler himfelfe is com- 
Dtifed To concluderemember this among the reft, in your chace, that yee • 
returns to mee while it is day.light.

wagons: others caught up their things of great eft price toTave them: fome 

againe were taken in the manner as they were hiding the fame in the ground : 
but the mod part tooke their heeles. And we muft thinke, that many and fun - 

dry things they did, fave this onely,that there was not one of them fought,but 
perifhed without fight. Crafua the Lydian King had fent away before in the 
night (for that it was the hote fummer feafon) his wives in Carroches, that du¬ 
ring the coole airc, they might travaile more eafily: and himfelfe followed 
hard after, with his horfemen. Likcwife did, by report, the Phrygian Poten¬ 
tate who ruled that Phrygia which lieth upon Hedejpont . But w&en tliey un- 

lcfwcnt, them- 


derftood by thofc that fled and overtooke them, how the worlcfwcnt, them- 

fel ves fled alfo as faft as ever they could. The KK. of the Cappadocians and Ara. 
btans ,. who were next hand and made fome refinance , unarmed and without 
their curaces, the Hyrcantans put to the fword. The moft part of thofe that 
loft their lives were A/fyrians and Arabians . For,being withiii their oWneJand, 
they made floweft hafte, and went leaft forward. Whiles the UJ udes and Hyr- 
canions made havocke and execution (as it was no other like) following the 

chace as they did and having ftill the upper hand, Cyrus commaunded thofc 


Cornets of horfemen which were left with him,to ride about the Campe: and 
whomfoever they few going forth armed, to loll them outright: but to thofe 
who ftayed wittiui,hc made proclamation, That what fouldiours fo ever ohdie 
enemies armie,wcre eitherHorfmen,Targuatiers or Archers, they ftiould trufle 
up their armour and bring it forth, leaving their horfes ftill at their Pavilions. 
But as many as did not this, they Ihould forthwithlofe theft heads. ... 

Meanc while with their arming fwords ready drawne, they flood iriiotder 
of batcaile round about the tents. They therefore that had armour, brought it 
forth and flung the fame from them into one place where Cyrus had appointed. 


forth and flung the lame trom them into one place where Cyrus had appointed, 
which they fet on fire and burnt, who had commandemenc from him fo to doe. 
Cyrus then, confidering, that thither they were come unprovided altogitherof 

meat and drinke,without which impoffible it is,that either an expedition fhould 
hold out or any other feat of armes be exploited: and calling about, how hee 
might moft fpeedily and in the bed fort be therewith furnilhed; thought with¬ 
al!, how neceftary it is for all thofe that undertake warfare, to have fome one 
man, who fhould take charge of Pavilion and lodging, yea and purvey victuals 
leady for l’ouldiers againft their entrie into the Campe. Knowing therefore

that by all likelihood fuchas thefe, at this prefenr efpcaally might be found in 
the * Campe, for that now they would be bufied in providing ntcellariesj hee 

commaunded’ by proclamation all thofe * Campe-officers to (hew themfclvcs: 
and if any fuch minifter were wanting, the moft auncient in every tent ro come 
forth and appearerand herein not to fade nordifobey at their utmoft peril. They 
feein° their Lords and Maftcrs to yeeld obedience, forthwith themfelves obey¬ 
ed alfo. When they were come in place, Firft hee commaunded rhem to fit 
downe who had in their tents more provifion of vittuall then would ferve tor 
two moneths. After he had feenc them, he bad thofe likcwife to fir, who had 
one moneths vi&uall: and then, all in manner fat them downe. Now when he 
had learned thus much, he fpake unto them in this manner. Goe to then, good 
fellowes quoth he, whofoever of you doe hate mifcrics, and defire to have any 
«ood at our hands, looke to it with all diligence that there bee in every tent, 
double fo much vi&uallsas well meats as drinks provided, both for matter and 
man for Captaine likevvifeand fouldiours, as yee were wont daily to provide. 

See alfo that all other things be ready prepared, which may fet our and turnifh 
a feaft • For there will be here anon thofe, who after they have gotten the up- 
oer hand of their enemies,will thinke it meet that they have all ncccflanes plcn- 
teoufly and to the full. Know yee therefore, that it will bee for your ownc 
ffood if yee entertaine them fo, as they have no caulc to complamc. When 
thev heard this, they performed diligently what they were enjoyned to doc

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any regard at all of them, yet ought we not at any time, to give our felves to 
belly checrcand drunkennefle. For, as yet we have not fully atchieved thofe 
exploits which we enterprifed, but all things now are come to the very pitch 
and doubtfull point which requireth careful! diligence. For, we have in the 
campe enemies in number farre more than we be our felves, and thofe loofe, and 
at liberty, whom peradventure it were fit to be guarded furely ftill; yea and 
care would be had, that there be fuch as may purvey us necefTaries. Moreover, 
our horfemen are away, who verily difquiet our minds and make us to mufe 
where they be: and when they are returned, whether they will ftay with us or 
no? therefore,in mine opinion, fuch meat and drinke we are at this time to take 
and ftay our ftomacks with, as a man may thinke moft meete and expedient, 
thereby neither to be full of drowfie fleepe, nor furprifed with inconfiderate 

folly. I wote well Iikewife, that much treafure there is and ocher goods in the 
camp: of which I know it is in our power to convert to our proper ufe as much 
as wc lift, how ever the fame be common, as well to thole who were with us 
at the winning thereof as to our felves. But I doe not thinke, it would turne 
more to our gaine, for to feize the laid goods into our owne hands, than if wc 
fhew our felves true and juft unto them, and in fo doing purchafe thus much, 
as that they fhall be more faft and allured friends unto us than now they are. 
In thefe refpe&s therefore, I thinke it good to commit the difpofe and diftribu- 
rion of thefe monies and goods, to the Mcdes, Hyrcamans, and Tigranes at their

For,by reafon oflucregrow 


yet to reckon even 


owing to them ward,more willing 


they will be to remaine with us. As for our felves, if at this time we fhould re¬ 
gard our owne commodity before theirs, verily it would gaine us wealth to 
iaft but a fmall while. But to let this pillage goe by, and in lieu thereof to have 
and hold fuch things, whereof riches doth arife, this is it in my judgement, 
which may yceld both to us and to all ours, more durable and perpetuall 
wealth. For this caufc alfo, quoth he, I fuppofe when we are at home in our 


owne countrey, wc doe inure our felves to mafter and keepe downe our bellies: 
to fbrbeare Iikewife unlawfuii and unreafonable games: that when need re¬ 
quires, we might ufe the fame to our wcale and commodity. And verily,where 
we may fhew our inftitution and bringing up in greater matters, than thefe now 
prefented urrtous,! cannot fee. And herewith made Cyrus an end of his fj>eech. 
This ad vife of his, Hyftafpes a Perfian and one of the above-named Peeres appro- 
ved,and faid as followcth. An indignity and lhame it were 6 Cyr/w .♦ if we ma¬ 
ny times in hunting fhould continue without meat and all for to rake fome wild 
beaft, and the fame peradventure but little worth: and now when we are in the 
purfuite of a world of wealth, we be our owne hinderance by thofe things that 
rule lewd men, and are fubje<ft to the good: fo as wee fhould not feeme to per- 
forme what wc ought and befitteth us beft to doe. Thus agreed Hyttajpes with 
the opinion of Cyrus , and ail the reft allowed thereof. Goe to then faid Cyrus, 
Since we concurre in one and the fame mind, Send every Caporall out of his 
owne band five of the tallcft and beft men to goe round about, and as many as 
they fecbufie in purvciance of necefTaries, to command them; but whomfoever 
they perceive flacke in this behalfe, againft them to proceed with more feveri- 
ry, than if they were their very mafters. And thus verily did Cyrus and thofe 
with him. As for the Uttcdes, fome of them whoovertooke certainc .waincs 

which 
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which had gone before, and turned them backe, brought them full loden with 
fuch commodities as thearmie had need of. Others tooke and brought away 
with them * Chariots and Carroches,wherein were paffing faire women; part¬ 
ly. lawfull wives andin part * concubines,fuch as for their lingular beauty were 
carried about and went with the Campe. For, the manner is of all the nations 
in Alia even at this day whenfoever they make any warlike expedition,to take 


with them along, the moft precious things they have: faying, That they are 


the more eger of fight,when their moft leifeand deereft jewels are about them. 
For there is acerteine neceflitie impofed upon them, manfully to protect and 
defend the fame, and even fo in very deed perhaps it is: or peradventure thus 

they doe, to fatisfie their iufts and pleafures. Now Cyrus , when hce Caw what 
feats the Mcdes and Hyrcanians had exploited,check’d,as it were, and rebuked 

himfelfe and his whole traine: in that others at this time Teemed to outgoc 
them invalour,and to winne fomewhat: whiles he and thofe about him lit frill 
ina place farre remote from performing good feryice, doing juft nothing. And 
in truth they that came away with this laid bootic, had no fooncr (hewed unto 
Cyrus what they brought, but they rode forth efcfoones, to purfue the reft ot 

the enemies: For fo faid they, we have expreflecommaundcmenrfrom our Pro- 

vofts and Rulers. Cyrus albeit he was ftung herewith, yet: beft owed heethis 

bookie fife, and laid it up every thing in due place Then afiembled he once a- 
gaine his Centiniersj and ftanaing fo as he might be heard wharfoever lie fpakc, 

hiadc this oration unto them. 1

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ftcd the fame. Hereupon it is, that ever fince that time, unto this prefent day, 
there is not a man of worth and haviour among the Perfians,feene by his good 
will to <>oe on foot. Thus debated they thefe matters, and difeourfed as yce 
have heard. By which time it was paft noone: and then, the Median and Hyr- 
canian horfemen, came riding towards them, bringing both horfes and men 
whom they had taken prifoners. For, they did not put my one of them to the 
fvvord, who had delivered up their weapons. Being come, Cyrus demaunded 
of them, Fit ft, whetherthey were all fafe ' And when they anfwered ya$ he 
asked them what they had exploited ' Who.made report of their fervke done: 
and how valiantly they had performed every tiling in particular, they ftucke 
not to fet out to the full,in raoft brave words. Now when Cyrus had with plea- 
fure heard all that they weredifpofed to relate, he fell afterwards to praifing of 
them likewife,in thefe termes. Cenes,it appearah very well,my good friends, 
that yee have borne your feives right manfully. For, furely yee are now farre 
greater, fairer and more terrible to fee to, than heretofore. He enquired more¬ 
over of them,how great a journey they had made ? and whether the countty 
were inhabited or no ' Who made anfwer, that they had ridden over a great 
ground: that the land throughout was inhabited,and replenifhed with Sheepe, 
Goats, Neat, Horfes, Corne and aUgood commodities. Then,quoth he,two 
things are vve to looke unto.

How Cyaxares envied the glory 0/Cyrus: and was wroth with the Medes. The 

anfwer that Cyrus made to mm, and the EmbajTage which bee 

fent into Perfia. 

T O returne now unto Cyaxares the King of the Medes. He the very night 

that Cyrus made this rode forth, dranxe himfelfe drunke, togither with 
thofe vvhoconverfed with him and were quartered about him (like as 
in time of profperity,) and alfo thought that the other CMedcs were all in their 
tents, except fome few, becaufc he heard fo great a noife. For, the UMedes do- 
mcfticke fervants, as whofe mafters were now gone forth and abfent, fell to 

quaffing riotoufly, yea and kept a great ftirre with much howting, The rather, 
for that out of the x^Affyrians armie and campe they had fped themfelves with 
wine and many other fiich things. But when it was day, and not one repaired 
into the Prefence within his Royall Pavilion, but fuch as fupped with the King 

overnight: and * hearing withall, that the Campe was void of c?J/*/«and their 
horfes: feeing alfo when he went out himfelfe, that fo it was: then fumed he 

and chafed both againft Cyrus and the Medes alfo, for that they were departed 
and had left him defolate: whereupon he gave commaundement forthwith, (as 
he was, by report,cruell and * unreafonable,) to one of thofe about him,to take 
his owne troupe of horfemen, and in all haft to ride unto Cyrus his hoft, and in 
his name to deliver this meflage. I did notthinke, that either you Cyrus, would 
have dealt with me fo inconfiderately: nor if Cyrus had bcene fo minded, that 
yee Medes would ever have left me in this manner folitary. Now therefore if 
Cyrus will,be it fo: But whether he will or no, See that yee with all fpeed make 
repaire unto me. Thus commaunded he. But the Captaine appointed to eoe 
with this errand, replied thus unto him, And how, quoth he, my * Lord (hall 
I find them out? Why ! quoth Cyaxares, How did Cyrus and thofe with him 
find out them to whom they went? Becaufe Sir, quoth he, I heare fey, that 
certaine Hyrcanians revolted from the enemies, and being hither come, went 
away as guides to condiuft them in their journey. When Cyaxares heard this,he

And fo, with greater menaces than 
fm Threaming the Captaine afore- 


laidhkewife, if he delivered not this meflage ftoutlyand in fharpe termes. So, 
tooke he his leave that was fent, accompanied with fome hundred horfemen of 
his owne, being angry in his heart that he went not himfelfe this voyage with 
Cyrus. Now, as they were upon their journey, by rcafon of certaine turnings 
where the waics were divided, they chauncea upon a wrong by-lane, and fo 

wandred out of the right way they wift not whither: in fo much as they could 
not come unto Cyrus his artnic, untill they hapned upon fome of the Ajfyrians 

whom 
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whom they conftraincd to be their guides. By this mcanes having cfpied the 
fires, they came thither about mid-night. Now, when they approached hard 
to the campe, the watchmen,according as they had in charge f rom Cyrus, would 

not let them in before day. But by day-breake Cyrus firft fent for the 4 Magi, 

whom hee commaunded rochufe forth, according to theufuall and folemnc 
manner, offrings unto tlx: Gods, for fo good fucccfle and fo rich booties. And 
whiles they were bulled hereabout, himfelfe aflembled the Pecres, and thus un¬ 
to them (aid. My Friends and Countrimen, God prelenteth unto us many 
good things* But we o Perfians, are at this time too few, for to have and hold the 
fame. For,whether it be, that whatfoever we have gotten, becaufe we lhall not 
be able to keepe, the fame muftTeturnc againe into the hands of others: or whe¬ 
ther we leave fome of our owne forces for the cuftodie of our winnings, it will

pe foone feene, that little or no ftrength remaineth with us: I thinke it good 
therefore, that one of you Ihould with all fpeed go into Perfia, both to enforme 
the State what I fey, and to will them, withall expedition to fend a power, in 
cafe the Perfians defirC to have the Dominion,and enjoy the fruits of Afia. Goc 
you therefore quoth he to one, Goc you I fay chat are mod auncient,and being 
thither come deliver thus much: and fay moreover, that how many fouldicrs 
fo ever they fend, aftor-they become unto me, I will care for their finding and 
maintenance. What we have, your feife feeth: and conceale I advhe you no¬ 
thing thereof. Of all this pillage here, what oblation I may fend cfpecially in¬ 
to Perfia, in decent manner ancflawfully, (as pertaining to the Gods,) enquire 
tbrtt of my father; but as concerning the Common-wealth, confide with the 
chiefe Magistrates. Mbreover,let them fend certaine Overfeers of what we doe. 
as alfo expofitours unto us of fuch points as we aske and demaund. Thus quoth 
he make you ready,and rake your owne * band to accompanie you. This done, 
he cal led unto him the Medes. And at the feme inftant was the meftenger above- 
feid of Cyaxares brought in and had audience. Who in the prefence apd hearing 
ofthem all,declared the indignation of Cyaxares againft Cyrus, as alfo his threats 
Uncp the cMedcs. In comclufion, he (aid, That Cyaxares commaunded the Medes 

depart, £ from Cyrus ] although he would have them to tarry: Which mef- 

fege when the Medes heard, they kept filence, being in doubt and perplexity 
how they might difobey him, fending for them in this manner: and fearing as 
much on the other fide, howto obey him menacing thus as he did ; cfpe¬ 
cially knowing his cruell nature. Then Cyrus, For mine owne part quoth lice, 
you the Meftenger, and yee my Friends the cMedcs, l nothing marvaile, if Cy¬ 
axares feeing our enemies then, to be fo many, and not knowing now what we 
doe, be much troubled both for us and alfo for himfelfe. But when ftpe 
once underftand, that a number of our enemies be flaine and all the reft put to 
light: Firft he will give over his feare, and afterwards acknowledge, that hee 
is not now kft dcfolace when as his Friends thus deftroy bis foes. And how 

are we blame-worthy deferving fo well of him^nd namely cncerprifing nought 

ofour owne heads? For, I perfwaded himfelfe, firft to licence me to take you 
out with me in this journey: and yee againe, not as men very defirous to bee 

gone,asked him whether yee might goeforth ? And fo, come hither now yee 
are in deed * but commaunded by him to goc forth, fo many at leaft wife of 
you as thought not much and were not unwilling thereto. And therefore, a f- 

fhred Iiam, that this anger of his will both upon thefe good exploits of ours be

Vino himQ(rwgavein 
charge For to fay unto the PerJiatiSy what was declared in the former confe¬ 
rence, but unto Cytxms to deliver letters. And I will faith he, retd unto you 
what’l writ, that you may bee both privy thereto, arid alfo able to avow the 
fame,if any one doc enquire of you as touching their contents. 
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Ow thetenour of the laid Epiftle was this: Cyrw to Cyox ires Greeting. 
Neither have we left you defolate, [[good Vnkle,] v For no man is then

JL ^ deftitute of friends when he hath the upper hand of his enemies) nor in 
departing from you thinke we, that wee expofed you to any daunger. But the 
farther that wcarc from you, the more in ourconceit wee worke your iafety. 
jFor, they that keepe neereft unto their friends,provide not alwaies belt for their 
fccurity: but fuch as drive their jcncmics farthefe o£ thofc be they that fet their 
friends in g reared furety. Con fider moreover, how I have carried my fel fe to¬ 
wards you, and in what fort agaiue, you have dealt with me. Thenj complainc 
of me and fpare not. For my folfe, I brought unto you Auxiliaries arid Con¬ 


federate^ not fo many as you perfwadedybwt as many as poflibly I CQtild. And 


you 
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you verily, whiles I was yet in our friends countrey,graunrcd unto me as many 
as I could by perfwafion win: But now whiles I am in the enemies land, you 
icall away not every voluntaric, but generally all without exception. Ccrtcs, 
-arthat tints I thought itiy fclfe beholden both to you and them: whereas now- 
you force me as to forget you, fo to endeavour all that ever I can, to thanke and 
Tequite thofe wholly, that followed me: Howbeit for all this, I can not be like 

unto yoii - * But even at this prefent, fending as I doe into Perjia for an armic, I 
charge as many as (hall come unto me, that, before they repairc unto us, if you 
Hand in any need of them, they doe you fer vice, not as they will themfelvcs, 
but as it pleafethyou to employ them. And withall, I would advifeyou, youn¬ 
ger though I be than your felfe, not to revoke your gifts, and take thofe things 
away which you have once given, lead in ftead of thanks, evill will and heart¬ 
burning be your guerdon: nor to fummon in minatory maner, when you would 
have any one to repaire fpeedily unto you: ne yet when you give out, that you 
are forlorne, withall to threaten many; for feare, you teach them to vilipend 
and fet light by you. As for us, we will doe our beft to be with you fo foone as 

we have with all expedition performed thofe exploits, which being once at- 

thieved, we are perfwaded will redound indifferently to the profit of us both. 
Farewell. Deliver this letter unto him, faith Cyrw, and if he aske you concer 
ning any ofthefc points, aniwer accordingly to that which is therein written. 

For,as touching the Perfuns alfo I give'you coirimiffionfo doe as it is fet down 
in writing When he had thus faid and given him themiffivc,hefent him away, 
with a charge fo to mike haft, as he knew that his fpeedy returne would be ex¬ 
pedient. After this, immediately he tooke a furvey of the Hyrcknians and 77 - 
erwes his fouldiers all in armes: The Per fans likewife were armed. By which 
time alfo certaine of the marches brought away their horfes and preferred their 
armour and weapons. But thofe hee willed to fling away their javelins into 
that place whither he had before eommaunded the reft: ahd foch as were ap - 
pointed thereto, for to fet them on fire, as many I meane^ as they themfelvcs 
had no need of. As for the horfes,he charged thofe that brought them, to keep, 
and to tarry ftill themfclves, untill forne notice were given unto them what 
they fhould doe. But to the Capcaines of the Horfemen and to the Hyrununs, 
whom he affembled together, he made this oration.

W Ervaile not my good Friends and loving Confederates, that I call you 
jV/1 f<> often togither: For feeing our prefent ftate and condition is new, 
JLVAroany occurrents therein arc difordered and out of frame. And lookc, 
what things be out of order, the fame of neceffity make workc for new trouble, 

untill they be well fettled in their due place: At this time, much treafurc wee 
have gotten, many men befides taken prifoners. And bccaufe neither wee our 

fclvcs doc know, what goods properly belong to every of us, nor they, what 

feverally they be owners and mafters of: therefore a man (hall hardly fee very 
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many of them doing what they ought to doe: but all of them in manncr,doubt- 
fiill what is to be done. To redr die therefore this inconvenience,divide the (aid 
goodsj and vvhofocver hath received a tent, r ftored fuffieiently with mcate and 
drinke,wich fervitours to attend, with hangings and counterpoints, with appa, 
reil, with other furniture and implements, meete for a warlike Pavilion to bee 
dwelt in conveniently, thereto verify ncedeth no other addition but this, that 
the receiver know J\e is tp take charge of thefc things,as if they Wpre his owne: 
but whofe chaunce is it tp meet with tenrsunfurniftied pfmany nepdlaries, it is 
your part to fee unto them,and to fupply their want$. C«te$, there will beyer, 
of many things, I knovy, a furplufage. For, our enenwoshfld of all forts above 
the proportion of our number. There camp moreover unto me the T reafu rers 
of the Ajfyr/an Kmg,and of the other Potentates, who fcid,they had under their 
hands gold in ready coine: making mentis therewith, of certaine tributes. 

Procfcune therefpre^d cpmmaund} that they brfcgTorthall before you, 
wheresoever yecficdo,\ync andwtp fhodfi; .Tsmfaihejh withal!,inCafeany 
one d'pe not accoLding toyour commauodemcnt. Noyv, when yee haVe recei¬

fomewhat belide. Moreover, let proclamation be made forthwith in the merr 
catc place within the Cam pc, {hat np man wrong another. Alfo, that retailers 
and merchants may fell every m a 0 what wares and chafer hee brJOgeth: and 
when he hath had utterance and made returne, that he fetch more, to the end 
that our campe may be well peopled and inhabited. And this verily they pro¬ 
claimed put pfh^nd. 

But the UMedcs aad.fJy rcanifns 9 How (hall wee, faid they, without you and 
yours, diftribute thefe things jo thefe words of theirs replied Cyrus in this

Then \ Cyrus 
chofe out of them thofe that were * beft favoured,and faid unto them, That be¬ 
ing now become free, they were to beare armes and weapons, fuch as hee 
would put into their hands; and for other necdfcries he promifcd to take order, 
that they (hould have fufficicnt. So he brought them direftly totheCentuiu 

ons, unto whom he recommended them, with commaundement, to deliver un¬ 
to them, light bucklers and * (lender fwords: that having the (ame about them 
they might follow with the horfcs: and to receive for them allowance of vi¬ 
suals am other necelfaries as well as for his owne countnmen the Perfians. But 
the faid Centurions with their cuiraces and launces, to be alwaies on hoi it-

W hiles they were bufied about thefe affaires, Gohryas the Afty- 

rian an aged man, (hewed himfelfe on horfebacke with a brave re¬ 
tinue of his men of Armes. And all thefe had bard horfes, fur- 

niibed with annes and other equipage accordingly. Now tfiofe* officers whofe 
commiffion it was to receive the afbrefiid armes and weapons, commaunded 
him and his companic to deliver up untochem their launces, that they might 
burne them as they did the reft. But Gobryas faid, that bee was defirous to fee 
Cyrus firft. Whereupon the faid officers, leaving all his other Horfcmen be¬ 
hind, brought Gobryas in perfon before Cyrus : who when he faw Cyrus , fpake 
thus unto him. My Lord, I am by birth an Affyrian. A ftrong Caftle I hold, 
and have the foveraine rule of a large territory. With a thoutend horfe I fcr- 
ved the Aflyrian King; whom I friended loyally ^10 man more. Now fit hence 
his hap hath beene ( good Prince as he was) to be (laine by you; and feeing his 
fonne my moft mortall enemie fucceedeth him in the Empire; I am come unto 
you, humbly kneeling and falling downe proftrate at your feet. And here I 
yeeld and fubmit my felfe unto you, as your vaflall, ready to doe you fervice, 
befeeching you to revenge my wrongs,and as much as lyeth in me,I adopt you 
for my fonne, as having no iffue male of mine owne body begotten. For, the 
onely fonne and heire that I had, (my Lord)who, though I fay it,was a gallant

m After thele contrails palled, Cyrus commaunded GriryM to depart with lus 

armour: andwithall enquired of him ho w great a journey it was to the place 

of his abode ? as minding to hold his progreffe thither r If,quothhe, you fet 
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our to morrow berimes in the morning, the next day after, you may lodge in 
my houfe. So Gobryas departed, leaving behind him a guide for the way. By 
this time alfo were the Medcs come, having allowed unto the * Magi what 
efpcciall things foever they faid fhould bee put apart for the Gods. Chofcn 
they had bcfidcs, Firft, for Cyrus a mod goodly tent, alfo a Sufian Ladic, who 
had the name to be the faireft in ail Afia, and two ChanterefTes moft skilfull 

in Muficke. Secondarily, for Cyaxares, the fame in kinde, but of a fecond 
fort. Moreover, they fped themfelves to the full of other commodities as 
they needed, to the end they might want nothing whiles they warred. For, 
great plcntic there was of all things. The Hyrcanians likewife tookewhat- 
ioever they ftood in need of, yea and the Meffengerof Cyaxares they permit¬ 
ted to (hare equally with the reft. As for thofc Pavilions which remained over 
and above, they delivered into the hands of Cyrus , for the ufe and behoofe of 
the Perfians. As touching the money in coine, they faid, they would then 
make partage thereof when they had gathered in all. Which duly they per¬ 
formed. Well, thus they did, and thus they faid. As concerning the portion 
fele&ed for Cyaxares, Cyrus gave order to fuch as he knew to be moft inward 
and familiar with him, for to receiveand keepe the fame fafe. Now for thofe 
gifts, quoth hee, which yee conferre upon mce, I take them willingly. 

Yet, whofe minde foever among you all ftands moft thereunto, hee (hall ufe 
the fame with all my heart. Then a certeine Median, who loved Muficke ve¬ 
ry well. Truly Cyrus, quoth he,when I heard thefemuficall women fingwhom 
now you have, I tookc great delight in hearing them. And if you would be 
fo good as to beftow one of them upon mee, I fliould thinke it a greater plea- 
fure to be a fouldier here in the Campe, than to*tarry at home. Then, quoth 
Cyrus, and I give her thee with all my heart: yea and I take my felfe to be 
more beholden unto thee, for craving,than thou to me for having 

her of mce. So defirous am I to gratifie you all.

of the rich tent abovefaid,to his ufe. Now was this Gen- 
tlewoman the wife of Abradata* King of Sufa. But what 

time as the Affyrian Campe became fiirprized , this husband of hers was not 
there, but gone in EmbafTage unto the King of the Ba< 5 ftians, fair thither from 
the Alfvrian Monarch to treat of an AlTociation in warre, betweene them : For 
that,there was a muruall courfe of hofpitalitic,betwixt him and the King of the 
$»&rian$. .This La die, I fay, Cyrus commaunded x^Arsfpes tokcepe fafe, until! 
be took? her to htmfdfe. having this charge, queftioned with him a 

bout her in this wife. Have you, quoth he, 6 Cyrus, fecne the woman, whom 
you will mee to keepe f. No truly, feid Cyrus , not I. But I, quoth he, againe,

infeareof them and alfabcafoamed, ifTgave over tfeledefignments* and de¬ 
parted in confide cady withou t effctf. This therefore, quoth he, will I for my 
part perforate, doe yee as yee (fell chinjkc good: but widiaftacquajoemeiwitb 
your -refolution* Thus fpake he. But the Gentleman, who fornetime claimed 
kmred of opiped firft in. this wife. Astomy f^fpverity, thus inuch,6 
Kmgjfor^ Kmg you ; feeme to be by nature no lefle thanthe M ifter Bee, which 
in the hive is bred their Leader, as whom tfe Bees ape willing caobey: info 

much, as.wherefoeverhee remaineth,rlpt one of them will depart famthence : 

and whirferfoever he goeth, none will tarry behind: fuck an ardent love is in- 
bred in tfem,tQ fe governed by him : Seqibiabiy, are thefe men, I fay in Coma 
fortafeded to you- For, when you weneftom itftoo’Perfia, who was there 
of all the Medes young or old left behind, but hce waited upon you' untill 
fuchrimeas King, Mfiyages called us away., Agaipc, after that you came out 
ox Irerfia to aide us, wee might perceive incontioently your .friends in manner 
all, as voluntaries to follow you* Moreover, when you were deiirous to un¬ 
derrake an expedition into tfefe parts, aft the Medes willingly attended upon 

you* Aud truly 3 at this prefent, thus difpofed we arc, that fo long as we have 
your perfonall prefcncc in our enemies Land, wee dare be bold: but without 
you, atfraied we (hould be to rcturne even into our native country. Therefore 
what ©char men intend to doe let themfpeake them fel ves: but I, o Cyrus and 

all 
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all thofe that are under me will ftay with you: and fo long as we behold you* 
be refolutc to abide all brunts, and (hew our felves firmc and faft to you, in re¬ 
gard of tftofe favours and benefits which we havereceived at your hands. Then 
fpake T/grartes after this manner. Mervaile not 6 Cyrus, quoth he, if I keepe fi- 
lence: For, my minde is not ready now to deliberate* but to execute whatfo* 
ever you eommaund. Then, the Hyrcanian Prince, I would fay, quorh he, 
that if yee the Medes departed now, it were the will of adverfe fortune, and 
Lome crolTe handiwork of God,not to permit you for to enjoy any great fclici- 
tie. For, in the judgement of man, who would cither turne backe, when his 
enemies flie < or when they deliver up their armes,not receive them ' or when 
they yeeldthemfelves and what they have, not take all ' efpecially, feeing we 
have fuch a Captaine, as feemeth, I take all the Gods to record, to delight 
more in doing us pleafureand procuring our good, than in enriching himfeife. 
After him all the Medes with one voice brake out into thefe or fuch like words. 
You, 6 Cyrus, brought us forth, and therefore when you thinkc it time to de¬ 
part, bring you us likewife home againe* 

When Cyrus heard this uniformc accord, hee praied in this wife. Graunt I 
befeech thee, moft mighty miter, that I may exceed thefe in beneficence, who 
d<* me this honour. Which faid, he com maunded all the reft, after they had 
let their watch and ward, to keepe them fel ves in their fcvcrall quarters: but the 
Terftans to fet out and diftribute the tents, to the men oFarmcs, fuch as were 
meet for horfemen; to the footmen thofe that were fufticient for them: Alfo to 
take order, that generally throughout, as many as were within the tents, fliouid 
bring all things neceflarie unto the Perfians, according to their feverall compa¬ 
nies yea and furnifh them with horfes well tended and dreffed to their hands; 
to the end that the Perfians themfelves might have nothing elfe to doc, but to 
attend upon warlike affaires. Thus fpent they this day. 

The ne*t morning early when they were rifen, they put them fel ves in their 

journey toward Gobryas. Cyrus verily being mounted on horfcbacke togither 
With the new Cavallery of the Perfians , growne now to the number of 2000 , 
or there about. After whom followed thofe who carried their targuets and ci- 

miters, being in number equall to them. Semblably, the reft of the armic mar 
ched in good array. Moreover, Cyrus commaunded every one of them to fay 
unto thefe their new waiters and followers 5 that whofoever were feene either

front oft he vantgard, or taken on either fide for flanke] of the battailc with 

out divided from thofe that were in their ranks, they (hould be gnevoufly pu 
nifted. Thus, the next day, they were come by the evening as farre as to Go 


behind the leaders and keepers of the rereward, or leaping before th( 


bryas his Caftle. An exceeding ftro

Furthermore,thcy perceived many head of oxen ,and a mighty number of flicep 
driven and brought togither, under the very fortifications. Then, Gobryas tens 
unto Cyrus , willing him to ride about and view where the avenue was moft ca¬ 
ffe: and withall, to fend in unto him certaine of his trufty men, who might rc 
late unto him what they had feene within. Cyrus therefore, defirous in very 

deed to fee whether the Caftle were any where prenable, or whether Gobryas 

would be found a lier,rodc allabout: where,he faw every place (Longer than to 
yeeld any accede. As for thofe whom Cyrn had fent in to Gobryas My brought 
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word backc againe unto him, that there was within, (uchftore o^goods, asio 
their judgement feeroed fuffkient to ferve thofe there®,. all a mans Me. Here* 
upon Cyrus mufed with himfelfe what thofe things might be-, By whiqh time 
Gobryas in pafon came forth unto him, and brought out all theperfons that 
were within: fome, laden with wine and wheat-mealej others driving before 
them kine and oxen, fwine, foeepeand goats; And all other viduals. wharfoe- 
ver, they prefentedonto him: fo as Cyrus and.his whole armie might fup right- 
well therewith. They therefore who were thereto appointed, ordered thefe 
things accordingly, yea and drefled fupper. Then Goby#, when all hisovync 
men were «onc forth, willed Cyrus to enter inland that in fuch manner,as him- 
felfe thought beft for his ownc fefety. So Cyrus having feat before his fpies to 
difeover, and a ftrong troupe for tb guard, at the laft enrred in perfon. When 
he was once within, and the gates kept widcopen ftill, he called unto him all 

his friends and chiefe Commaunders of the fouldiers about him, When nil 
were come in, Gobryas brought out wine boljes of gold, flagons, bafons and 

ewers,with ornaments and furniture of all forts, certaine pieces alfo of coinc 
called’Dareiks innumerable, and ail things that were faire and goodly fo bee 
fame. At the laft, having prefented his daughter alfo,(anexceeding beautiful! 
Damoifell foe was, very tall, and perfonable bcfldes,clad in mourning weed for 

the death of her brother aforefeid.) Here quoth hz o Cyrus , AH this riches I 
beftowupon you. And this daughter of mine likewife, I recommend to your 
tuition even to difpofeof her as you thinkeeood: And humbly befeech you, 
both I, as beforetime in the behalfe of ray tonne, and foee now for her bro¬ 
ther, that you will be fas avenger. Hereto Cyrus anfwered in this; wife. I pro- 
mi fed you verily,is then, to revenge your quarrell to my power, if! found you 
true of your word. And now, feeing you have fpoken a truth, I am bound to 
performe my word and promife. To her alfo I make beheft, with the helpe of 
God, to doe no kfle. And as for this rreafurc quoth he, I accept thereof, and 

withail beftow the feme.herc, upon this your daughter, and. him whofehap it 

foall be to efpoufe her. But one gift there is beflde, that I would gladly at my 
departure receive at your hands; which if I may obtaine, I would not mom 
joyfully depart, if I had all the wealth either in Babylon which is much, or in 
the univerfall world, which is infinite. Gobryas mervading what it foouid be, 
and fufpc&ing he would name his daughter, asked him and (aid: What is that 
boone Cyrus which you would fo faine have ? Then Cym anfwered, I foppofe 
my Gobryas quoth he, there be npany men,who by their good wills are not imr 

pious to God-ward, nor injurious to men, ne yet, of. themfelves willing fo 
much as to lie: Howbeit,becaufe no man would ever putioto their hands great 
wealth, rcgall dominion, ftrong caftles, andmoft deerdy beloved children. 


lance, yea and your daughter fo liefe, fo decre, and fo worth the having, have 
made knowne to all the world thar I am the man,who would neither deale vn- 
confdoaably with ftrangers, nor doe wrong to any for love of money, nor yet 
willingly faififie my promife and covenant.

thinke they (hould appeare openly to be wife, fober and temperate; fuppofing, 
that to beftirred and difquieted after eating and drinking, is doglike, fwinchkt 

and brutifli.) He obferved withail in them, that they demaunded one of ano- 
ther fuch queftions, as it was more pleafure to aske them than not: an ca 
forth tholrawety jells and merry conccits,which being uttered,cau,ed more do 

wire far “ —lions and fpJ.ll termes, farre from doing any lewd 


and filthy aft: farre from grieving and offending one another. But the grc ^ 
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thing of all other in his opinion was this; that being in warre-fervice, they 
thought not any of them who adventured the fame perill,ought to have more 
allowance at the table than the reft: but fuppofed that Feaft to be be ft, wherein 
they made their confederates that were to fight with them moft valiant: Now 
when Gobryas arofetogoe home to his owne houfe, hee ufed, by report, thefe 
words. I wonder now no more quoth he, 6 Cyrus , that we have more drinking 
cups, more garments, and gold in coyne, and yet are of lefle account than you. 

For all our care and ftudy is who (hall have moft of thefe things: Whereas, 
your chiefe endeavour is as it feemeth unto me, to be the beft and moft valou- 
rous men. When Gobryas had thus faid, Gbe to then, quoth Cyrus unto him. 
See that to morrow morning betimes, you (hew your felfe here with your men 
of armes well appointed, to the end that as we may take a view of your forces, 
fo you may conduct us through your countrey. Whereby alfo we (hall know, 
what parts thereof to account friendly, and what to repute as hoftilc. Having 
thus communed togitber, they tooke their leaves, and either of them went to

W Hen morrow appeared, Gobryas prefented himfelfc with his horf- 

men accordingly and led the way. But Cyrus y as became a Gene¬ 
rali and chiefe Commaunder, did notonely fet his mind upon his 
journey, but alfo as hee palled on, caft with him felfe, how poffibly hee might 
weaken his enemies, and make his owne fide ftronger. Whereupon, (ending for 

the Hyrcaman Prince and Gobryas , (for he (uppofed them to have moft skill in 

thofe points which he was to know) I thinke, quoth he my good friends, that 
I (hall not doe amiffe to conferre with you that arc trufty confederates, as tou¬ 
ching this warre. For I fee, that it coneemeth you much more than mec, that 
the Ajfyrian King get not the upper hand of * us. For my felfe, if I (hould take

T H v s thev fet forward, and by the fourth day reached as fatte as to the 

utmoft marches of Gadatat his country. But fo foone as Cyrus wasen- 
tred within the enemies land, he ordeined to have in battailc ray about 
his owne perfon, both of foot and horfe as many as he thought fuffiaent. The 
refiduc ofotehorfemcn, he permittedtomakerodes 

Tht baeke X, fuch as bd tumbled downe from that boric, eud 
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were falne: and many brought away rich booties with them. Now when the 
whole pillage was before him: he aflembled all the Chicfraincs of the Mcdcs 
and Hyrcanians, the * Homotims likevvifeof Pcrfia, unto whom he made this

bryas, my good friends,hath heretofore entertained

ny gifts of hofpitalitie. If now therefore, after wee have felc&ed (as the man¬ 
ner is) a due proportion for the Gods, and fet by for the reft of the arm ie a 
competent part, wee beftow upon him the remnant of the fpoilcs, wee fliall 
doc palling well: (hewing our felves ftraightwayes to endevour for to fur- 
mount thole in courtefies who deferve fo well at our hands. No fooner heard 
they this, but they all approoved yea and commended the motion: but one a- 
bove thereft added moreover and faid. Wee mull in any cafe 6 Cyrus fo doc. 

For, thus Gobryas, as I take it, reputed us no better than beggers, bccaufc wee 

came not with our proofesfull of Daricke purfes, nor dranke in * cups of gold. * g bias, or 
But if we thus doe, he wil perhaps acknowledge,that we may be liberall with- bottles - 
out gold. Goe to therefore laid Cyrus , when yce have delivered up unto the 
Priefts the Deo-dands i and let alide as much as may fuffice the armie, lend for 
Gobryas,znd let him have the refidue. So after they had taken all that was meet 

and neccffary, the furplu fage they gave unto Gobrya*. 

This done, Cyrus marched againft the very Citie of Baby Ion,with his armie 

arraunged in order of battaile, like as when the field was fought. N o w when 

the Allyrians ilTued not forth againft him, Cyrus commaunded Gobryas to ride 

on, and in his name to fummon the King, faying, That if he would come out 
in perfon and fight for his country, himfelie would combat with him: bur in 
tale he would not defend his country, then of necelfitie he muft give place and 
fubmit unto the winners. So Gobryas rode fo farre as hee might with fafcric, 
and delivered the faid Challenge. Vnto whom the King fent out one to rerurne 
his anfwereinthefe words. Thy Lord and Maftcr, (Gobryas) faith, I repent 
meenot thatT have flaine thy fonne, butbecaufe I killed not thee alfo with 
him. If yecare minded to fight, come thirtie dayes hence: For, now wc have 
no leifure, and cannot intend it, being as yet but in preparation for a battai 1c. 

Vfito whom Gobryas faid, God graunt that this repentance of yours may never 
have end. For, evident it is, that ever fince it came upon you thus to repent, I 
am become a pricke in your fides. Then Gobryas related the anfwere of the 
Allyrian King unto Cyrus, which fo foone as he heard, he raifed his Camp and 
withdrew the Armie. And calling Gobryas unto him. Tell mee, quorh he. 

Said you not erewhilej that he whom the Allyrian £ King ] did evirate, would 
as you thdught willingly fide with us 1 Me thinks, faid he, I dare warrant that 

he will. For many times hee and I have freely communed togither. When 
therefore youthinke it good, eoe unto the man: but firft handle the matter fo 


therefore youthtnke tt good, eoe unto the man: but tint nanaie rnc matter 10 
as that yee may found him and know what helaith. And after you have fami¬ 
liarly talked with him, if you perceive him willing to friend us, devife what 
you can that he be not knowne to be our friend. For, in warre, neither can a 
man by any meanes more plealiire his friends than if he leeme to be their enc¬ 
litic, nor endamage and hurt his enemies more any way, than if he make Ihew 
to be their friend. Certes, I know, quoth Gobryas , that Gadatas would g i vc a 
great deale, to worke this King of Afiyria fome mifebiefe, but it bchoovech us 
to confider what he is able to doe ? Tell mee then, quoth Cyrus. Thinke y ou 

that the Captaine of the Fortrcflc fituate in the Frontiers of this country, wh ich

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vce fay was built againft the Hyrcanians and Sacans, to be a bulvvarkc in time 
of wire for to defend thefe parts, will admit into it this Eunuch when hee 
commeth with his power ' Yes veniy^quoth Gobpas, if he come unto him 
unfufpeded , as now he is.

Gobryas, I know very well, that if matters be thus carried, he will be ready to 
receive him, yea and increat him to ft ay with him until! you be departed. And 
fo quoth Cyrus, being entred once into the Fort, he will be able cafily to make 
us Matters thereof. It cannot otherwife bee by all likely hood,faith Gdryas, 
whiles hee within pradifetband helpeth what he can > and you without more

Now when Gobryas had related unto Cyrus , that hee 
thought all was well and furc enough on the Eunuchcs parr, for the cxecutiofi

efended the' Peece. The Fort which Cyrus tooke 


was the fame that Gadatas had given order to be aflaulted. As for the meffengers 
whom Cyrus difpatchcd before with inftru&ions whither to goe, Gadatas \\ utte¬ 
red fome of them to get away and efcape, to the end they might bring the for¬ 
ces forward and fetch skaling ladders: but fuchashe tooke, he examined by 
torture in the prefence of many* And when hee heard by their conreuion» 
whereabout they went, hee addrefled him immediately that very night to his 


journey, as if he would reveale the fame. Finally, hee me 
as that his words were credited: and fo hee eptreth the C 


cd the matter fo, 
: as a friend, and 


one that would doe his devoyr to aide him. And verily, for the while, he joy- 

ned with the Captaine of the faid Caftle, in making preparations 41 that hee 
could for the defenfe thereof. But when Cyrus was come, Gadatas With the 
helpeof thofe captives in Cyrus his armie, feized the Csftk inm his owne 
hands. Which done,prefently this Godot as the Eainuch^hav ijng fettled all things 
in order within, came forth unto Cyrus , and doing his obeifance reverently,as 

the guife is, faluted him in this manner. Welcome Cyrus, as I may lay, Goo 
fave you and give you joy. And even fo lie doth truly,fed Cyrus again* Fqr,yQu. 
with ihe hclpe of God doe not onely bid mee, but compel* me alfo to rejoyce. 
And I would have you to know for certeine, I am not a little proud, that I may 
leave this forrrdfe to our Aflbciates here, in termes offriendfbip: for your

pofletfion of that Caftle, for which you love mee fo affectionately : yea and 
difpofe of it fo, as it may bee beft worth and moft acceptable to a friend of 
ours, to the reft of our confederates, andabovc all to this Godot as, who hath 
wonne it and delivered it into our hands. Buthcare you Sir,quoth the Hyrca¬ 
nian Prince, Shall we when as the Cadufians, Sacans and my fubjecls arc met, 
call him alfo unto us, that wee may all, unto whom it appcrtcincth, lay our 
heads togither and confiilt, how to our beft behoofc and benefit wc may hold 
this fort < Hereto Cyrus alfo gave hisaffent. When they were met, whom the 
charge of the Caftle concerned, they agreed in this, that they fhould joyntly 

have the keeping of it, unto whom it was commodious for to be a peaceable* 

and friendly neighbour; to the end it might be, as, a warlike and defenfi ve for - 
trefle for themfelves, fo a ftrong skants and offenfivetothe Affynans. 

When this was done,the Cadufians,Sacans and Hyrcanians were much for¬ 
warder in the fervice of warre, and came up unto him with their forces more 
cheerefully. And hereupon there aflembled a power of the Cadufians to the 
number of twentic thoufand light Targuaders on foot, andfourc thoufand 

horfemen. Of Sacans ten thoufand Archers on foot: and Carbircs foi Ar¬ 
chers on horfebacke] two thoufand. The Hyrcanians alfo lent unto thole 

that were there before, an addition of as many footmen as they could make 3 

befide a fupply of two thoufand horfemen. For, bcforctime they had left the 
greater part of their Cavallery at home, bccaufe the Cadufians and Sacans 


mainteined hoftilitie with the Ally 


But, all the time that Cyrus fate 


about fettling the eftate of the Caftle; the Afly rians inhabiting nccre to t 
parts, many of them led away their horfes thither $ many brought and put 
his hands their armour v For that by this time they flood in feareofall 1

After this, came Gadatas unto Cyrus , advertifing him of ccrtcinc meflcngci s, 
who reported, how the Aflyrian King,when he heard in what termes the faid 
ftrong Caftle flood, tooke it to the heart, and withall made preparation to in¬ 
vade his country. And therefore, 6 Cyrus, quoth he, if you will let me goe, 1 
will doe my beft to fave my forts.yet. As for other things I paflethe leile. Then 

Cyrus , Say you lhould at this prefent depart, when will you beat home < Sure¬ 
ly, quoth Gadatas, by thethird day I fhall be able to fuppe in mine owne land. 
Why ! dqe you thinkc faith Cyrus , that you {hall finde the Aflyrian King there

already < Yea verily, quoth he, I know I lhall For, the farther you kerne to 
have marched forward,the more haft will he make. By what timc,q not 1 
might I reach thither with my forces ?

You have now my Lord, a great army already, neither can you get unto my 
habitation in lcftc than fixe or fevendayes. Well, faid Cyrus , Hie you thnher. 
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How Cyrus exhorted his fouldiers , to give all the booty unto Gadatas: 

how hec rmnged his battatles , as well to fight , as to march 

by night . 

M Y Friends and Allies, Gadatas hath done fuch fcrvice, as Teemed unto 

us all'worthy ofgood efteemc: and that, before hee ever had received 
any booneatour hands. And now,there is newes come, that the AJfy- 
rian King invadeth his borders; Who,no doubt, at once will be throughly re¬ 
venged, becaufe he thinkes he hath fuftained much’damage by him: and haply 
cafteth withal! thus in his mind, that if thofe who revolt unto us fliall not be di- 
ft refled, but contrariwife his confederates be by us utterly deftroyed, within a 
little while, in ail probability, there will not one abide with him. Now there, 
fore, I thinke my friends, we fliall doe a noble A&, if with alacrity we aide Ga¬ 
datas, a man To friendly unto us and beneficiall. We fliall befides performe a 
deed of Iuflice in thankfull requitall of a good turtle; and therewith in my con¬ 
ceit worke a feat commodious for our fclvcs. For, if it fliall appeare in the eyes 
of the world, that we aime at nothing more, than to exceed them in hurt doing 
that annoy us,as alfo excel! th«fe in good doing who deferve well of us: great 
reafon there is, that bythismeanes many will feekeuntous gladly for out 
friend (hip,and more defire to be enemie unto us. But if we be thought toneg- 
lett Gadatas , with what eloquence I pray you, (before God I fpeake it) fliall we 
perfvade others to gratific us i How dare we praife and commend our (elvest 
or wirh what face may any one of us looke upon Gadatas ? if wee fo many in 
number be overcome in well doing of him who is but one, efpccially being in 

that cafe as he is. 

When he had thus faid they all approved his fpeeeh and accorded, to goe in 
hand with thefe proje&s and to performe them thoroughly. Goe to then,quoth 
Cyrus, fince yee alfo give your aflent, let us every one leave with our draught 
beafts, with our wagons and chariots, fuch as are moft meete to goe with the 
fame: And let Gobryas be Captaine of the convoy, and goe before them. For, 

skilFull he is in the waies,and for all other occafions fufficient. As for our felves, 
with the very beft horfe and men that we have fet we forward, taking with us 
vi&uals to ferve for three daies. The lighter we be now loden,and the flighter 
provided, the more pleafantly fliall we dine, fup, and fleepe thedayes enluing. 
Now,for the order and manner of our march, let it be thus. Firft and formoft, 
you chryfantas, lead thofe that be armed with corfelets,for as much as the way 
is even and broad. Place all your Ccntiniers in the Front: and let every hundred 
march fcvcrally by them felves. For going thus thjeke and clofe togithcr, wee 
Dull rid ground moft fpeedily, and travaile with greateftfecuriry. The reafon

&ed- For, fo,that which is in the vaward, quickly outgoeth the reft, andgetteth 
out of fwht! Next after thefe, let i_ Artabazus conduct the Per ft an Targuatiers 
and Archers. After them, Andramias the CMede fliall have the leading of the 

Median Infantery, and Embas next to them of the ^Armenian.Then let Art hc has 
follow with the commaund of the Hyrcamans. After whom, Thambradas with 
the Sacan footmen, and at the tayle of them Damatas with the Cadufans. Bur 
lead they all their regiments in this order, namely having the Centurions af¬ 
front the Targuatiers on the right hand, the Archers on the left ot their owne 
fide ’For marching in this manner, they are the readier to execute any piece of 
fcrvice Behind thefe, quoth hee, fliall the * porters follow with all their bag¬ 
gie • Whofe Provofts muft looke unto them all,that intheevenirig they bring 

togither every thing in good order before they fleepe: as alfo that early in the 

morning they be with their carriages ready,appointed in due place and follow 
decently Next to thefe, CMadatas the Per fan, is to lead the Per fan Cavallery: 
Who alfo fliall have the Centurions of the horfemen in the front: and let every 
fuch Centurion lead his troupe finele, by it fclfe, like as the Captaines of the

A ones like wife;"and then you Tigrans with your owne Cavallery. And lo 
forth for the Confederates; let all the * Captaines of horfemen conduct thole, 
with whom every one came unto us. The Cadufuns, as they came laft, fo let 

them march in the Reare hinmoft. And you that are their Commaunder, rake 
the charge now of all them that are behind, and permit not any one to follow 
after vour horfemen. Yee Captaines and fouldiers both, as many as bee wife 
looke to it diligently, that yee march in filence. For,by night,every thing muft 
of neceflity, both be perceived and alfo wrought by helpe of cares rather man 
of eves And put cafe that any trouble and diforder artfe in the night feafon, it 
is much areater,and the fame harder robe compofed thanan the day time. And 
therefore, both filence is needfull to be kept, and order alfo as pofiibly to bee 
obferved Now,for the night watches quoth he,(fo often as ye are to an fe in the 
night) they muft be alwaies appointed very <hort,and as many as may be: For 
fare that any man by occafion of long war.tingiflcepe in his watch;be enforced 
to take hurt m his march. And looke, when the houre of remooveand fating 
forward is come, the fignall tnuft be given by winding an home. To conclude 

when every man is fiirniftied with neccflliries, bee yee ready to take the high 

way that leadeth to Babylon. And let each one ever as hec beginner!)i to 
march onward , hee exhort him that commeth behind at his heeles to fo!- 

° After this they retired to their Pavilions, difeourfing as they went one with 

another in this fort. What a lingular memorie hath Cyrus f How many hath hc 
given dirctftions untot How hath he charged and commanded them byname; 
And, in truth, Cyrus attained unto this by his mduftry and diligence. For he

thought it a great wonder, That whereas bafe artificers and mechanical! Arti- 
faries° know every one the feverall names of the tooles belonging to their Arr, 
and the Phyfician likwife the termes of aU the inftruments, drugs and medi- 
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cineswhich hcc ufcth; the Generali I fay of an armie, ftiould bee fo ftupid and 
blockirti as not to know the inferiour Captaincs names under him, whom hcc 
mU ft nccetfarily ufc as inftruments when hee is minded either to iurpnfe any 

thin 0- by way of prevention or to hold the fame: when he intendeth I lay either 
to encourage or to put in feare. Moreover if at any time a Generali be difpofed 
to grace and honour one, he thought it feemely and decent to call the party by 
name. Furthermorc,of this opinion he was,that they who thought their Prince 

tooke knowledge of them, were both defirousto be fccne above the 1 eft ex¬ 
ploiting fome brave fervice, and alfo readier than others to forbeare commit¬ 
ting any lewd and unfeemely a<ft: This alfo he fuppofed to be a foohfti and ab- 
ftrd fafhion, that when a Lord Generali would have a thing to be done in the 
Annie he ftiould give order therefore, as fome mafters m their houfes ufe to 
commaund, namely in this manner. Let one goe for water, Some body cleave 
wood &c. For,when they bid in this wife,he thought they would all look and 
ftare one upon another, and none goe about that which is commaunded: all are 
in fault alike: yet is there not one afti 3 med of his fault or onceaffraid: becaufe it 
is common to him with many other. In thefe regards, whenfoever hee com¬ 
maunded ought to be done, he called unto them all by name. And thus much 

as couching the difcrcct judgement of Cyrus in thefe matters. 

The Souldicrs then, for that time, when they had fupped, appointed fenti- 
nels and brought togither all things needfull, went to bed. And at midnight he 
gave the fi°nall [to diftodge] by found of home. Then Cyrus , after he had faid 
unto Chryfwtas, that he fhould give attendance in the very way, before the va- 
ward of the armie, taking his * officers [[and guard] about him, went forth. 
Within a while, chryfantas with the Cuirace men in his conduct. Whom Cyrus 
when he had °ivcn him guides of the way, commaunded to march fa ire and 
foftly until! a raeflengcr came unto him 5 For as yet all the armie was not on 

foote. Himfelfe ftanding<ftill inthe fame place, lookc whom he faw comming 

toward him, he did put forward orderly in his ranke 5 but unto him that Is^gcd 
behind he Lent to call him on. Now when they were all upon the way, he dif- 

patched certaine horfemen unto Chryfantas to tell him, how they all now had 
put themfelvcs in their journey, and therefore willed him to mend his pace and 
kadonfafter. Himfelfeinperfon, mounted on horfebacke rode gently to t^e 
Frontof the armie and beheld the companies in ranker and whomfoever he faw 
marching in good order and Wijh ftlencc, to them he would ride clofe,and aske 
who they woe" and when he once knew, praife them he would: but if he per¬ 
ceived any to be tumultuous and diforderly, after the caufe thereof knowne, he 

would labour to appeafe rhe mifrulc. One thing there remained* yet,as touch¬ 
ing the diligence and care which he (hewed in the night march: namely that he 
fcin forth before the whole armie certaine footmen lightly appointed, and 
thofc not many in number: who being both fecne of Chryfantas , and alfo feeing 
him, ftiould as * Ocacufts liften and advert ife him of all occurrents, occafions 

and opportunities prefented. And one there was over thefe Avantcurriers, to 

rule and order them: and wbatlbevcr was ought worth and material!, he would 
•*ivc notice thereof: and what was not y hec troubled him not with (hewing the 
Iutk. And thus verily, marched heby night. But when the day was come,cer¬ 
tain of the Caduftatt horfemen, Lee left with their Infantery marching as they 

did hinmoft, for that they ftiould , nor goe naked and dcfticute of men of 

Armes:

For, being kno wne who he was, hee tOgithcr with the AfTy ri- 
ans put fpurres to his horfe,and helped the King in his purfuit. Then and there, 
be you fure, they that rode upon the hcavicft and flowed jades, were taken by 
thofe who had the fwifteft fteeds under them. And verily Gadatas his horfe- 
men being all fore overlayed, for that they were tired out with their Jong jour¬ 
ney, no fooner efpied Cyrus comming forward with his armie,but a man might 
well thinkc they were right joyous and glad,as if out of fome ftorme and tem¬ 
ped they had arrived to a fafe harbour. Cyrus at the firft fight,mervailed there¬ 
at: but when hee underftood what the matter was, fo long as they rode all a- 
front toward him, he led his forces in order of bartaile againft them. But fo 
foone as the enemies knowing how the world went, reculed ahd fled, Cyrus 

commaundcd the light horfemen appointed therefore, to make hote purfuit, 
and himfelfc with the reft followed hard after according as he thought it ex¬ 
pedient. There, might a man have feene, fome Chariots taken, out of which 


pedienr. There, might a man have (eene, fome Chariots taken, out of which 
the drivers were fallen, partly in the very turning and partly otherwife: others 
againe intercepted by the horfemen and furprifed. They (lew alfo very many* 
and among the reft,thetraitour him (elf who had hurt G adatas .Meane- while the 

Aflyrian footmen who were befieging Gadatas his fortrefle,abandoncd thaten- 

terprife. Some fled fof fuccour into the Caftle, which had revolted from Gada¬ 
tas : others got away before theirenemies, and did put themfelves into a great 
Citie of the AflTyrian Kings, whereinto himfelfe with his chariots and horfes 
was retyred. Vpon thefe exploits thus atchicved, Cyrus returned backe into 
Gadatas his country: and after order given unto thole whom it concerned, to 
take charge of the captives, he Went dire&ly to fee how Gadatas did upon his 
hurt. And as he went forward, *Gadatas having by that rime, his wound dref- 
fed and bound up, rflet him on the way. When Cyrus faw him, he rejoyced 


and faid. I was commfftg to you, for to fee how you did 


And I, quoth Go* 


dot as, fo God me love, was going, to behold you againe and fee what a coun¬ 


tenance you carry, beari 


you doe this brave minde: who, when I wiftnot 


my felfe what need you had now of my helpe, nor you ever undertooke or 
promifed to doe this for mce, ne yet in your owne particular received fo much 

as any fmall pleafure at my hand 5 but onely for that I feemedunto you, in 
fome meafure to benefit my friends, have fb lovingly and with fuch affaftion 
reskueditiee: as that now for any thing in mec, I might have perifhed, but by 
your meahes l am fayed. And here, my good Cyrus report mce to the Gods 
whom I take to record, were I as perfed and found a man, as when I was new 

borne, and had I begotten children, I doubt whether ever I fhould have had a 

child of mine owne, who would have prooved fo kinde to mee, as you have 
beene. For, I have knowne other- unnatural! Children j ( and even for example 
this very King of AfTyria that now is) who hath wrought his father much 
more woe and trouble j than himfelfe is able now to workeyou. Whereas 
Cyrus returned thisanfwere. My Gadatas , You make a great mervaile of mee 
now, letting pafle I allure you a greater wonder. And what might that be, 
quoth Gadatas ? Even this, faith he, that fo many Perfians, fo many Medes, fo 
many Hyrcanians, and all the Armenians, Sacans and Cadufians here prefent, 

have 
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have haftened andbeene fo forward for your fake. Whereupon Gadatas brake 
out into this prayer. O Iupitcr, the Gods graunt unto thefe men many good 
bleflings,but unto him moft, who is the author of this then* fo kinde atfcdion. 
And to the end, 6 Cyrus, that we may enterteine and adornc thefe whom you 
fo praife, here cake fuch hofpitall gifts as l am able to beftow. And therewith 
presented unto him very many .* that not oncly whofoever would might facri- 


fice unto the Gods, but the whole armie alfo throughout be rewarded 
din« to the worth of thefe Adts fo well per formed,and fpceding as well 


Chap. VII. 



The good Remonft ranees of Cyrus, as touching thefault of the Cadufian

Vt the Cadufian * Leader, who having the conduft of the rereward,had * 
no hand in the chace, yetdefirous for his part alfo to doe fome notable 
peecc of fervicc by himfelfe, without acquainting Cyrus with his deiigne, 
and faying never a word unto him,made a rode into the territoric toward Baby¬ 
lon ami harried it. But whiles his horfemen were raunging abroad and drag¬ 
gling afunder,the Aflyrian King iffuing out of a Citie of his owne whereinto he 
was before fled, came upon them at unwarcs, with his armic very well appoin¬ 
ted, and in order of battaile,to encounter him. And when he difeovered them 
to be the Cadufians onely, he charged upon them, and among many other flew 
the faid Commaunder of them. He tooke many horfes alfo of the Cadufians, 
and dcfpoyled them of all that bootie which they had gotten and were driving 
away. Thus the King of Aflyria, after he had followed the Cadufians in rout, 

fo farre as he might with fafcric, returned. As/or the formoft of the Cadufi 

ans,they recovered the Catnpeby the (hutting in of thccvcningand (ocfcapcd 
fafe. Cyrus being advertifed of this difafter, went forth and met the Cadufians. 
As he faw any one wounded, him hee received and comforted, yea and fent to 
Gadatas for to be cured. The reft hebeftowed in pavilions by themfelves togi 

Cher, and wich great care gave order that they fliould have all neceflarics, aflu- 

ming unto him as aififtancs in the bufinefle, certeineof the PcrfianHomotimi. 

L For, in fuch cafes as thefe, good and honeft men are willing to fee to their hel¬ 


ping hands) And for his 


appeared, in that it being now (upper time, when the reft were at fupper, Cyrus 
ffcllwith his * Minifters, Phyficians and Chirurgions gave attendance, and by 
his good will left not one peglefted and unlooked to, but if hee did not in his 
owne perfon fee to them, every man might plainly perceive, that he lent others 

to tend them. And fo for that time they went to reft* 

By the breake of day, he made Proclamation by the publike Criers that the 
Rulers of the ocher Alfociates, but the Cadufians all in generall Ihould aifem- 
bletogither rand unto them hee delivered thefe or fuch like words* My friends 
and Confederates. An ordinary accident it is among men , that hath betaine 
unto you. For, men yee are, and that men Ihould erre, is in my conceit, no 
wonder. And yet by good right meet it is, that of this infortunitie we ihould 

reape fome profit. Namely, To learnc, never hereafter to fever from the

I {ay, who mortally and continually hateth not one, if he doe him any wrong, 
but if he doe but fufped: another better than himfelfe 1 And therefore,I thinke 
verily, that being fo bad as he is, all the confederates that he employeth in his 
fervice,he fhall finde worfe than himfelfe. And fay, there bee any one that fee- 
meth better than another; Bee allured, Cyrus , you (hall never need to fight a- 
gainfi: any good and valiant man, but he will be fufficient fo to wo i ke and con¬ 
trive,as to kill him to your hand that is his better. And as for molcfting mee, 
verily, he will I fuppofe with the heipe of thole wicked ones overmatch-fne. 

When Cyrus heard him fay thus, he thought, that he fpake to the point, and 
what was worthy tobeconfidered. Whereupon he inferred prefently and faid. 
How fay you then Gadatas , have you not fortified your holds and caflles with 
garrifons for your ovvne defenfe and fafetic, whenfoever you fhall enter into 
them i And doe you not your felfe in perfon goe with us in this expedition, 
that if God be ftill on our fide,as now he is,this f wicked PrinccJ may Hand in 
feare of you,and not you of him < Goe along therefore with me,and what ever 
of yours you take plcafurc to Ice, or delight to companie with,have with you. 
Certcs, you may as I fuppofe {land me in very good {lead, and I will endevour 
iikewife to my power for to pleafure you. Which offer when Gadatas heard,he 
tookeheart againe and faid. Is it poffible for me to trufle up bag and baggage, 
and to gather togither all that l have before you depart < For, defirous I am, 
quoth he,to haveaway my mother with me. You may very well,quoth Cyrus . 
For I will flay for your fake, juntill you fay that all is well. So Gadttas for the 
prefent tooke his leave, and by the.advife.of Cyrus , did put garrifons intothofe 
Cafties which he had fortified: and gat togither all fuch ftufte and furniture, as 
might befeeme an ample and {lately houfe for to be inhabited. Moreover, of 
thofe about him he tooke fuch trufty friends, as in whom hee had delight: yea 


and many likewile whom hediftrufted: and of thofe, hee compelled fomc to 
bring away with them their wives, others their fillers: to the end that being 
yoked to them, hee might hold them in their alleageance. Thu$ Cyrus having 
Gddatas'm his retinew,departed; Who ferved his turne very well,to dire<5l him 
in the vvaies,to Qiew him where water, where forage,provander,and cornc was 
to be had,to the end he might alwaies encampe in places of moll plentie. 
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How Cyrus as he returned into Media, pajfed before Bxby loti And

X the very vvals, he called Gobryxs and Gxdxus unto him. Of whom lice 
demaunded, if there were not another paffage, that ^y might not approach 
the wall fo necre: Then Gobryxs, There arc,my Lord,quoth lie, very many ave 
nues but I thought you were now minded to lead your army as nigh as you 
could unto the City, for to fliew unto them within, your armie how brave and 
puiffmt it is. For,when you had a leffe power, you came clofe to tne very wall, 
and they beheld us to be but few in number. And now, although the King be 

in readinefie, as hee faid himfelfe he was preparing to fight, yet I know very 
well that when he vieweth your forces,he will thinke his ownc to be yet unrea- 
d v . To this,Cy«* made anfwcr thus. You feeme to niervade my^ Gobryxs that 

when I came with a lcffc armic by farre, I advanced hard to the City wall, and 
now bavin? a greater power, am unwilling to march under the lame. But mcr- 
vaile not thereat, quoth he. For,it is not all one to advance cloic forward,anti 
to * paile by aloofe. For,all men advance forward, fo arraunged, as they thinks 
they may fight bcfl: and yet thofe that be wife, ufe in withdrawing and ray- 

ring their forces, to confider, how they may get away, not mofHnecdily, out

with <*rcateft fafety. Now, of ncceffity, pafle by wee muft, with our wagons 

ft,-etched out in length to the view: but withall, other porters and earners of 
br^oa^e very neerc togither and hidden. And all thefe ought to be ftnfcd '■ - < y 
cloib with armed men! Neither muft our carriages be feenc ot out enemies any

where without armes. In which regard, if we march fo, it cannot othmvile oe, 
but the ftrong and able men to fight, muft be placed dole to the wcake and ee- 
ble. And therefore, if the enemies would in any place fallie forth thteke ou of 

the City and charge us, wherefoever they (hall encounter with us, they w i >e 

able more fiercely to maintaincthe fight,than we that thus paffe by. Againe,to 
thofe that march fo * in length, there can no hclpc and fupply be brought,but a 
great way off, and long firft: Whereas they from the wals, may m a trice both 
runne toiiiccour them that arc fo necre, and alfo as foonc rctnc againe But if 
we paffe along no neererthan foasthey may fee us, kccpin^oncly the fame 
breadth as now we doe in our march, outnumber verily they (hall behold, but 

byreafonof the glittering 

wtole multitude and body of thcarmie muft needs feeme terrible. Now, if as 

we match in this order, they toll elofely let upon us ,wccfeova,^tlinn 
Sis, quoth lie, they wtll not fo much as give the attempt, when they

When he had thus faid,he was thougl 


fpeake fully to the purpofe. Gobnxs therefore 
Thus, as the armie palled aloofe by the Citie, 

Cyrus 
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Cyrus himfelfe held of, and drew backe fo, as evermore hec made the rereward 
Wronger and ftronger. After hec had palfed forward in this fort, fo as within 
fevvdayes following, hec was come unto the Confines of the Afiyrians and 
Mcdcs , from whence he hadfirftfet out, finding there three fortrefles of the 
Afiyrians, one of them which was the wcakeft he affailcd and forced the other 
two, what with the terrible fummons of Cyrus , and what by the faire pcrfvvafi- 
ons of Gadatas , the Captaines of thegarrifons within, furrender. 


Chap. IX. 





Htw Cyrus returned to the Marches of Media ., and laboured to appeafe the wrath 

of Cyaxares. The anfiver alfo that he made unto him. 

T He s e exploits atchieved, Cyrus lent unto Cyaxares, requiring him per- 

fonally to repaire unto the Armie,to the end they might devifetogither 
andconfulr, as touching the keeping of thofeholds newly taken in: as 

alfo, that upon the fight of the Armie, he might advife farther concerning o- 
thcr affaires,what he thought meet to be done. Yet fay, quoth he, that (if hee 
thinke fo good) I am ready to come unto him j there to cncampe. Thus the 
mefienger went to declare this errand. Mcane-while Cyrus gave order unto Giu 
datas for to adorne and fee out raoft gorgcoufly that Aflyrian Kings Pavilion 
which the Medes had chofen out for Cyaxares , with all the other furniture that 
it had , alfo to bring the forefaid two Ladies into the womens * roome within 
the tent, and with them the muficall chanterefles, feledted for Cyaxares, which 
they did accordingly. But when he that was fent to Cyaxares had delivered his 
meffage, no fooner heard he it, but he thought it better, that the Army fiiould 


there (fill upon the Confines 


For, the Perfians alfo whom Cyrus had 


fent for, were now come unto him, being in number 40000 one with another, 
of Archers and light Targuatiers. And therefore when Cyaxares faw that thefe 
likcvvifernuchendammaged the Medes land, he thought it would be more for 
his eafe, to be difeharged even of them, rather than to receive a multitude of o- 
thers unto them. Now when he,who had the leading of this armie out of Per- 
fia, asked cyaxares according tothetenour of Cyrus his Letter, whether he had 


any need 


the laid forces ? and he againe anfwered, that he had none 5 O he. 


the very fame day hearing of Cyrus his comming, went forth with his power 
towards him. The morrow after, Cyaxares with the refidue of the Medes horfe- 
men that remained with him, did put himfelfe on his journey. And when Cyrus 
was advertifed of his approch, he tooke unto him the Perfian horfemen, who 
by this time were in number much increafed; all the Mcdcs likewifeand Ar¬ 
menians , the Hyrcamans alfo and ocher Confederates, as many as were beft 
mounted and armed wichall, and fo met Cyaxares and {hewed unto him his 
whole power. But Cyaxares , feeing fuch a fhew of fo many brave men accom¬ 
panying Cyrus^ind conrrariwifefo fmalla traine, and the fame of bafe accompt, 
attending upon his ownc perfon, thought it a great difhonour and difgrace unto 


his Majeftic, and thereat grieved not 


Then Cyrus alighted from his 


horfe, and when he cametowards him for to kifle him, as the manner was, Cy- 
axares likewife difmounted in deed, but turned away and would not kifle him : 

nay, hee wept amaine, that all men might fee him. Whereupon Cyrus com- 

maunded 
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mounded all others to goe afide and be ftill. But himfelfe taking Cyaxares by the 
rioht hand, and leading him out of the way under a row of cercainc Date trees, 
gave commaundemenr,to lay Median carpets and ruggs for him on theground, 
upon which when he had cauted him to fit downc, he fate rumfelft by his fide, 

and began tobreakc with him in this manner. 

Tell mec on * Gods behalfe, my good Vnkle, why you are fo angry with 
mer whatoffenfive matter fee you, to take it fo grievoufly as you doe? Hereun¬ 
to Cyaxares made anfvver after this fort. Becaufe, Cyrus, I being reputed to have 
lineally defeended, fo farre as the memorie of man ot auncient records doe te- 
ftific,from Kings in old time mine Aunceftors,known! alfo to be a Kings fonne, 
and taken for a King my fclfe, fee how bafely and unbefeemmg my efiate 1 ndc. 
Contrariwife with what a companie of my retinevv, and with a warlike power 
befides you beare a port here, and magnificently fhew your felte: It would have 
grieved one, in my conceit, to have beenc ferved thus at an enemies hand: but 
fo to be entreated of them, by whom there was leaft caufe,it is before God, a 
greater indignity by farre. And better it were for me t fuppofe to bee buried 

quicke tenne times in the earth, than to be fecnc fo abjeft, and to fee mine ownc 
fervants and fubjefts, thus to negled me, yea and to mike a laughing ftockc or 
me. For it is not unknowne unto me,that not oncly you are ot greater puiliancc 

than I but alfo even mine ovvne vaflTais are come to meet me more mighty than 
mv felfe: and fo well appointed, as that they be able to doc nice more n.irmc 
than I can them. And as heeuttered thefe words, the teares came upon him 
mote and more, in fo much as hee inforccd C,r«s alfo to weepe, fo as Ins eye$ 
ftood full agaire of water. Who after hee had ftatfd and continued hunfcltea 

while brake out into thefe words. , , . 

But you, Cyucttres, neither fay truly nor deeme aright, in calc you think- that 
the iMedes by my prefence with them are fo well appointed, as to bee able loi 
to worke your woe. Certs, I nothing mervaile that you are wroth and 
aflraied. And whether you be offended with them juftly or unjuftiy ,let that to, 
me ooeby: For, well Iknow,that lfl fhould plead in their behalfe,you would 
take it to the heart. But, for a Prince and Sovcraignc, to.be angry and dilplca- 
fcd with all his fubjedts at once, I hold it a foule fault. For, many cnem us m uft 
needs bee procured, when a man is terrible unto many. And when one is fit 

“in whicn regards, be you allured, I fentthefc your men backe unto you

their part, left ought might by reafon of 


your indignation tave fellen ou^which we all fhouldrtie. And^iiyby Go^ 

heloe for thefe matters you (hall incurre no daungcr fo long as I am prefenr 

But whereas you thinke yout felfe wronged by me, that goeth to my heart, if 

endeavouring as I doe, all that I can to p 1 cafe re my friends m oft, I be diough 
afterwards for mv labour to worke and pra&ife the contrary. Weil, Bet us not 
thus rafhly conteft and blame one another: But fee, if it bee pofliblc in mo 
plaine termes what manner of injuric mine is * And verily ,content I am for my 
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welfare? that I have ftudied toconferre as many benefits as I could upon you, 
will you not judge me worthy of praife rather than of rebuke? That is but rca- 
foryiuoth Cyaxares. Why ! then faith Cyrus, let us examine in particular e very 
thing that I have done: and fo it will moft evidently aopeare, what therein is 
good, and what is bad? Begin we 5 I fay,ifyou thinke that will ferve, at the very 
originall. For, what time as you perceived many of your enemies aflembled, 
andthofe already come forward againft you, and invading your land; what did 
you but fend immediately to the State of Perfia , craving their aide, yea and to 
my felfe especially, intreaingmc both to come,and alfo to labour,if any Perfi- 
am were fern,to be their deader and Commaunder? Perfwaded therefore I was 
by your words: Icamcuncoyouinperlbn, and brought unto you men, for 
number many,and for valour the beft I could. True it is quoth he,you came in¬ 
deed. Tell me then, faith Cyrus, Firft,whcthcr herein you condemneany injuri- 
*:*.*«. ous dealing of mine to youward, or rather commend my 4 beneficence to you? 

Apparent it is quoth Cyaxares, that hereby I muft acknowledge your good dea¬ 
ling. Goe ro then, faid Cyrus , when your enemies were come, and that there 
was no remedie, but fought they muft be with, did you in that tryall perceive 
me, either to fhrinke for any paines, or to fpare for any pcrill? No furely quoth 
Cyaxares, I proteft before God. To proceed,faid Cyrus, what time as by Gods 
affiftance, the vidlory was ours, and the enemies fled. When I requefted you, 
that wee might with our united forces, purfucthcm, and in common revenge 

our felves of them, and what event foever enfued thereof, good or bad, to take 
part indifferently ? in thefe things can you impute any avarice unto me, as if I 
fought mine owne advantage above others ? At this, Cyaxares held his pence. 
Then replied Cyrus and went on in this wife. Since it pleafeth you at this quefti- 
on to keepe filencc rather than to anfwer: yet tell mee thus much I pray you, 
whether you tooke your felfe to be wronged in thar, when you thought it flood 
not with your owne fafety to follow the chace, I would not fuffer you in pro¬ 
per perfon, to bee in any part of the daungcr, but requefted you oncly to fend 
unto me fome of your horfemen: Shew I fay, whether in this requeft of mine, 
I did you wrong, efpacially feeing I had already borne my felfe in your fervice 

as a true confederate? And when Cyaxares faid nothing to this alfo.' Seeing then, 
quoth Cyrus At is not your pleafure to anfwer unto this point: Speake yet from 
henceforth, whether I wroaged you, in that, when you made me this anfwer, 
that percciving as you did the UWedcs addi&ed toloviall mirth, you would not 

have them to give it over, ttor force them to enter upon a daungcrous peece of 
fervice, Tell me I fay, Thihke you that I offied you any hard meafure, in that 
I ncgleded to be angry wish you, but eftfoones entreated of you after wards, 
chat thing, than which I knew, there was nothing of lefTe moment for you to 
graunt, nor eafierto be impofed upon the Medts ? for, I prayed, you onely to 
give me. flich. as willinglyjwould follow me. Which being graunced, yetwas 
I never the newer, unlefle l coutd pervade them. To them I went, I perfwar 
ded with them: and lookc whom I could prevaile with, l tooke \yith me, and 

went my waies with your good leave and permiflipn. Now if you efteeme this 
blame-worthy, then furely even to rake any thing; at your hands which you 
frankly give, cannot, as it fliould feemc, be void of blame. T o beifiort, Thus 
and thus wee did fet forth. When wee were gone, what was exploited by us 
which is not to all men knowne? Wasnot our enemies, campe j>y force wonne? 

Were 
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Were not many of them flame that tooke armes and role againft you ' Ami of 

thofe that remained alive, loft not many their armour f and as many their hot - 
fes' The roods verily of thofe who beforetime carried away and harried be¬ 
fore them yours, you fee now in the hands and poffclhon or your friends : part 
whereof, they bring to you, and part for them!elves,who nevertl.tldle are un¬ 
der vour dominion. And that which of all the reft is moft honourable and glo¬ 
rious vou fee your owne Territories and Scignoncs enlarged, but thole ot 
your’enemies diminilhed. Your enemies Cattles and forts, youlccwonnc 
jnd held by force: but your owne, as many as formerly were plucked from 
vou and in the pofldlion of the Syrians,arc now conrranwrfc reverted unto you. 

Of thefe particulars to defirc for to know, whether any were good to you or 

hurtfull, I cannot fay what it fliould meane: but yet gladly would I; and what 
is the let but I may heare it ; Deliver then whac your opinion is ot the pre- 
mifles. This faid, Cyrus ended his fpeech. And then Cyaxares returned this 

A 

^ That thefe deeds which you have done, nephew Cyrus, be limply ill, I wore 
not how it can or ought to be faid. But this I would have you to know, quoth 
he that thefe good things be of this nature, that by how much more completi¬ 
ons they be, the mote they deprefle me. For I would rather you had augmen¬ 
ted your owne dominion by my forces, than fie mine owne enlarged by you 
in this fort. And as thefe Adis are to you the Adloiir honourable, fo to mu it. 
fome fort they bring difhonour. As for goods and riches verily, 1 had kith: 
beftow them upon you, than to receive at your hands thofe that youpnrlcnt 
me with. Fot,Iplainely perceive that you enrich me with fuch dungs as where¬ 
by I am become the poorer. And fuppofe, thar I faw myfubjeas luftame fome 

n" how great benefits they have received under you. Now it you thinke that 
I weigh thefe matters inconfideratcly^ltcr the cafe, and turne the fi.ne bom me 

that a man fliould make fo much of thofe dogs which you keepe for the fa fay 

of vour felfe and youts,as that thereby he caufc them to be more familiar unto 

him than to you, fhould hec with this obfcquiolis diligence of his, plcafc you 
well ? But fayj that you thinke this but a fmall matter, confider this a o, any 
one fhould frame thofe fervitours of yours, (fuch I meane as you have an 
mrrlv for the puard of vour perfon, and in part to wait upon you ,) to, any 

radar herbehTthauyours,would you for this good dement of hiscon him 
SdSfa ' Againe, to come unto that which men love beft and accoumpt as 

tcndanceabout your wife, as that hec brought her in the end to be more kind 
L whofoever did fo,' fhould of all others wrong yob moft. Moawnyro

fcake that wh ich moft doth parallele this prefent gncfcofm.ne li any man 
dealt fo courteoufly with thofe Perfums whom you have brought unto us, as 

that thev choife to follow him rather than you,would you take h im to be 

vour friend'! think verily no.Nay he would repute him a greater emmy toyou, 
thanif hehadkilkd many ofthem. Say,that fome friend of yours upon oca- 
fmn of fuch a loving word as this, [Here, take of my goods as much as you 
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will] fhould after he heard you fo fay, goe and feize.upon all that he could lay 
hand on, and fo with your fubftancc enrich himfelfc, whiles you have not fo 
much as a meane ufc of them, could you poffibly hold fuch a friend unreprove- 
ablef Semblably, my Cyrus , I fuppofethat I have fuffered, if not the fame eve¬ 
ry way, yet furely the like ar your hands* For, true it is indeed which you fay, 
namely that when I graunted you leave, to take up all voluntaries, you went 
away with them fo, as that you had my whole power, and left me alone folita- 
ry. And now,forfooth,whar you have gotten with the helpe of rny forces, you 
bring unto me, and eniargethis my dominion with mine owne power, whiles I 
being no coadjurour with you in atchieving thefe commodities, fhew my fclfe, 
me thinkes no better than a woman, in doing pleafures both to other men, and 
aifo to thefe my fubje&s. So,by this reckoning, you appeareto be the man,and 
1 not,worthy to rule 3nd be a King. And thinke you Cyrsu ,zhaz thefe be benefits 
and good turnes i and certainly you know this full well, that if you had refpe- 
<5ted me any whit, you would have becne better advifed, and bereft me of any 
tiling rather than of my honour and dignity. For, what bootegaine I by this 
bargaine, to have my kingdome never fo much enlarged and my fclfe defpifed? 
For, in this refpeft,ruled I thcMcdcs, not becaufe I am better and worthier than 
they all, but for that they reputed me every way worthier than thcmfclves. As 
Cyaxares thus fpakc, Cyrus interrupted his fpeech and faid. For Gods fake,good 
unkle. If ever heretofore I have done you any pleafurc, gratific me now, I be- 
fcech you in that I fhall requeft of you. Make an end once of reprooving me, 
and when you have made a proufe of us, how loyally we ftand affc&ed to you: 
if it appcarc that thofcatchicvcmcnts of rainc,were performed for your good, 
embrace me as I do you,and take me to be your well deferving friend. If other- 
therwife, then blame me and fpare not. WelI,quoth Cj4jcara,perad venture you 
are in the right. And even fo will I doc. What then, quoth Cyrus , Shall I befo 
bold as to kifle you i Yes verily, if you be fo difpofed faid he. And will you 
not turne away, quoth Cyrus , as you did erewhile? No, faid he. And fo Cyrus 
kifled him. Which when the CMedes and Perfians with the reft (and thofe were 

many) faw : (For, they were all in fufpenfe what would come of this in the 

end,) they became immediately right glad and rejoyced. Then Cyaxares and 
Cyrus both,mounted on horfebacke ana rode before. The c Mtdes followed Cy~ 
axares their King; For ^Cyrus beckened unto them fo to do.The Perfians attended 
upon Cyrus. After whom the refidue followed in order. 

When they were come to the Canape, and had brought Cyaxares unto his 
Pavilion richly dight for him; They who were appointed thereto,provided all 
things meet and ncceflarie for him. But the reft of the Medes,a\\ the vacant time 
before fupper that Cyaxares had, repaired intothe Prefence: fome of their owne 
accord, others by commaundement from Cyrus, (and thofe were the greater 
number) p re fen ting unto him rheir gifts. One a deft and faire Cup-bearer: ano¬ 
ther a good and skiifullcoake': Here comes in one with a baker, another with 
2 finging woman, one brings drinking * cups, another gorgeous and trim appa- 
rell. And for the moft part every one gave him one efpeciall thing or other, 
out of that which they had gotten. In fo much as Cyaxares began to rrtrad:,and 
change his mind, confeffingihat neither Cyrus had ftollen away their hearts 
from him, nor the CMedes were lefle obfervant unto him than before. When 
flipper time drew nigh, Cyaxares called for Cyrus, and becaufe it was long fince 

he 
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he had feen him before,requefted his company at fupper. () good unkle quoth. 
Cyrus , will me not to doe tiiar. Sec you not ail thefe here, how by my impul¬ 
sion they are come hither' I fhould not do well therefore, to neglect them and 
follow mine owne pleafurc. For,thus it is quoth he: Souldiers thinking them- 

felvcs unregarded, were they valiant before, become much Idle I 

cowards,they grow far more infolcnt and malapert. Your fclfe therefore,con- 
fiderin<» you have comcagreat way hither, go now to your fupper, and if any 
Joe you honour, fee you embrace and make much of thcmugainc: invite fuch I 
fay and entertaine them with good cheerc,that they may have the more affiance 
in you hereafter. As for mc,I will goe my wayes, about luch affaires as I laid. 
To morrow morning betimes, all the principal! men of employment, ffiall be 
ready here before your roial tent,to ffievv thcmfclvcs.-to the end that wc and you 
toother, rmy confult what henceforth is to be done. And you being then pre- 
lent in place,put to queftion,and deliver your own opinion: Whether you hold 
it expedient to continue the vvarre,or thinke it now a good time,to difpatch the 
armies Hereupon Cyaxares went to fupper.But Cyrus calling to him fuch friends 
of his*as were moft fufficicnt both for wifedome and execution as need requi¬ 
red,made this fpcech or the like unto them. My loving Friends, what wc firft. 
wiffied and praied for unto the Gods, the fame through their goodnefle wee 
have obtained. For, looke how farre we march on forward, fo much ground 
wc*et ftill. Our enemies we fee to be impared.-but our fclves in number mcrca 
fed and in ftrength more puiflant. In cafe our Affociats newly come, would be 
willing to ftay with us,more powerable we ffiall be to effed any thing,whcthci 
opportunity ferve to winne the fame by force,or to gainc it by pcrfwalion. And 
therefore your part it is no lefle than mine, to workc this fear, that the greatci 
number ofour faid Affociats may like well of their abode here. And,as in fighr 
ing a field, he that taketh moft prifoners, is reputed the hardieft fouldicr, even 
fo when counfell and policy is required, hee that can draw the greater part to 

our mind ou*ht by good right to beefteemed moft eloquent in word,and moft 
valiant in deed. Neither fpeake I this,as if I would have you to premeditate and 
exhibit fome formall oration which you may pronounce to every one of them: 
but order the matter fo,that they who areby any of you perfwaded,may fhew 
what they are by their deeds. This, I fay is the charge which I would have 

you to thinke upon. I for my part will endeavour diligently, that

that the performance of thefe matters required time, kept his (landing Campe 
in a place which he tooke to be for health right holfome, and for the carnage 
and bringing in of all things ncceftary, mod paflable. And whatfoever needed 
defenfe,he ordered the matter fo,that if at any time they encamped far off, with 
the maine annie,tho(e that remainebehind might ever hem (afetie. Moteover, 
enquiring of thofe whom he fuppofed to have bed knowledge of the country, 
from what parts his armic might get greateft commoditie, thither he led forth 
evermore a foraging:thereby partly to provide all things necefTary for the hod 
in greateft plentie, and in part that his fouldiers being exerafed iniluch jour- 
nies mi°ht the better ftand to health and gather moic ftrength: and withall in 
theirconvoycs be put inmindc to keepe their ranks in array. Thus Cyrus ini- 

pI °Now there were certeine fugitives from Babylon and captives,who gave ii 
telliscnce.that the Afly rian King was gone into Lydiaand had conveyrfF with 

him many talents of filver and gold , befidesereat'nchesothawde and turn;. 

ture of all kinds. Whereupon the common fort and multitude of the (ouldi* 

ers fuppofed and gave tt out, that for very feare he now reinooved and carryed 
his "oods away. But Cyrus knowing fall well, that bee departed for this m- 
tenf’to follicite and excite, if poffibly he could fome oppofites to make head a. 
. a inft him.prepared and made himfelfe ftrong , refolute to encounter him, as 

making no other reckoning yct,but to fight it our. And verily ro this purpofe, 
he made up the fall companies ofthe Perhan Caval Lane yt along fome horfesar 
his prifoners hands, others, of his friends. For, fuch things as thefe he tecei* 
ved of all, neither rejefted he ought that any one gave him, were it a fane ar- 
mour, or a goodly Courier. Furthermore, he provided himfelfcof Chariots, 
both out of that ftore which he had taken from theertemie, and elfc-wherc alfo 
as hee could. As for the old Trojane manner of chariots ufed .aforetime, 
as alfo the Cyrenaicks ftfaiOh of driving , wh*h they ufe even a. this day, 

he did quite put downe. For, hi times paft, the Medes, Sy nansand Arab* 

ans yeull ttofe in Af.a generally ufed their chariots fo, as atthisday the Cy» 
^likelihood, of thearmie Cconfidering that the bmveft and mbft valiant 

men u fc to be mounted in chariots > isbut in tire nature of light skirmiftiers 
whhfliot before thebattaile, and for the atchivmg of viftory ftand mftna.l 

• n e ,j F ’ , 1 ,^ hundred chariots, yeetd not above three hundred fighting 

Thrimann^dierrfore'of^riwfoghcabohflied! atidinlieuthercof, dwiied 

to make chariots fit for warre, with (Vrong wheeles, bccaufe they (hould not 
quickly breake,and with long axclltrees. For, that aU things atethe harder re 
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be overturned that * carry a good breadth. He madealfo for the drivers a feate 

in manner of a turret, of ftrong quarters of timber, the height whereof raughc 

up to their eibovves ; to the end that the Steeds might be ruled by them fitting 
upon their feats. Thefe drivers he armed at all pieces throughout favconely 
their eyes. Moreover,he fattened to theaxeltrces on both fides of the whccles, 
ceneine yron * hooks two cubits long: befides others under the very axel-tree 
to the groundward: as if ihcy meant even with the chariots to charge upon 
the enemies. And like as Cyrus then, devifed and made thefe chariots, fo even 
in thefe our dayes, they that arc under the dominion of the King ufethe fame. 
Cyrus alfo had many Camels gathered togither, fuchashe could get of his

C Y r v s now being defirous to fend a certcine Spie into Lydia , and to 

leame what the King of Aflyria did, thoaght ^Arafpas to bee a meet 
man, for to negotiate in this bufinelle: him I meanc, who had the kee¬ 
ping of that faire La dy. £Panthea. ] For, unto this Arafpas fuch like employ¬ 
ments ufually had befaine. Who,being furprifed with the love of that Gentlc- 
woman,wa$ forced tobreake with her about thefame, and defired her carnall 

companie. But fhee denyed and rejected his fuit, keeping her felfe true unto her 

owne husband $ for fhee 1 oved him entirely. Yet complained fhec not of 
rafpas unto Cyrus, as one very loth to fet two friends at ditfercncc. But Arajpas, 
(iuppofing k would makfcmuch to the obteining of that which hcc longed af¬ 
ter) menacedthe womans that if fhee condifccndcd not willingly unto him, 
fliee fhoulffdoe it againft her will: whereupon the woman fearing violence. 
Or Chamber- concealed thething no longer: but difpatched her * bunuch unto Cyrus, com- 
'%, maunding him to reV.eak the whole matter. Which when he heard,he fee up a 

\rafpas. laughter at * him for making fuch brags, that he was able to conquer love,and 

rherewithftnrbackewith the Eunuch, willing him to deliver unto 
Arafpas this meffage, that in ahjr Wife he(hould not force the woman j but per- 

fwade ahd winne her if;he«buld,and ip fo.doing he would not be his hindrance. 

Beit ArtabaxMSi when bee was come.unto Arajpas,Ml to rated and reviled him, 
charging him with this* that the Lady was committed unto his cuftodie upon 

truft: and laying upon himthe unputationof impietje,injury and incontinency: 
infomucbl, as Arajpas for; very griefe of heart weptfore,for fhamehid himfclfe, 
and for fearc alfo of fome hard mcafare from Cyrus, 

world. Which when CyrW undcrftood, heeboth fent for him, and alfo when 

they were by themfelv.es alahe, ufed thefe words unto, him. I fee, quoth lie, 6 

Arajpas .thatyfcu are afraid of mee and exceeding much afhamed: But give o-

Vnco thefe words of his 
Arajpas made this anfwere. Now furely, quoth he b Cyrus, you are in this par¬ 
ticular like unto your felfe, and as in all other cafes the fame ftill, to wir, mild 
and ready to pardon mens trefpaftes. But other men there be,that ovcnvhclme 
and opprefle inc with griefe. For, ever fince that this my pdverte hap and cala¬ 
mine was bruted abroad, mine enemies take their pleafure of mee: but my 
friends,comming about me, give me counfell to withdraw my felfe out of the 
way,lcaft I might be hardly entreated at your hands,as one whom I have much 
wronged and abufed. Know this well therefore, 6 Arafpas , quoth Cyrus, that 
by this opinion which men have conceived, you may doe mee a high pleafure, 
and vvithall greatly profit our Aftociates. Would to God faid Arafpas, it lay 
in my power any wayes to doc you acceptable fervice. Why! quoth Cyrus, 
If you would now make fcmblance,as though you fled from me and fogocto 
the enemies, I am verily perfwaded, you might be credited of them. And I 
allure you of my troth, and as God (hall hclpe mee, faido Arafpas, even my 
very friends would raife fuch a rumour,as if in deed I had made an clcape from 
you.

JFor,were the faid * foule of mine but one,it could not be for both good & bad 
at once: neither could it affed at one and the fame time, as well lioneft actions 
as dilhoneft: ne yet be willing and unwilling alike to effed the fame. But evi¬ 
dent it is, that * two minds there are: And when that which is good hath the 
fpveraintie, honeft deeds ate enterprifed and done: but when the bad hath the 

mattery, wee fee in hand with thofc that are dilhoneft and naught. And now 

this good * imderftanding in me having gotten your helpe and affiftancc, is bc- 
cqfne fu per iour and ruleth very much. If therefore, faith Cyrus,y ou alfo thinke 
it good to. take this journey, you mutt order theinatcer fo, as that you may 
wiooe the greater credit and reputation among them. To which purpofe,difco- 
ver jhardly unto them what we arc about: and difcovei it fo, as what plots fo 
ever you difclofe unto them, may be the greateft lets to checke and crofte their 

owne defignments and proceedings. Now,this would be a blocke in their way, 
in cafe you give it out, that we are preparing, and upon the point in fome place 
Pt Other to invade their Land. For, when they heare this,they can the worfe be 
aftembled all togkher with their whole puiflance, whiles every oneftandethin 
feare for his owne eftaccat home* And ftay you with them as long as you 
may.

But henceforth,you muft 
lodge even in mine ownc Pavilion with your Friends and mine. 

Afterwads when Ahradutu* percrived djnsilp^ hwffiindeameflly upon 
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thofe fythed chariots: toaffed like wife bard horfes and Iiorft 


pieces Jieendeavoured out of his owne Civallcry to provide him an hundred 
chariots, with the like equipage tohis: yea and addrclle himfelie in perion to 
ride in a chariot, as Captainc to governe the reft. As for his owne chariot, hee 
ordered it fo, that it had fourc fpircs, and eight ftceds drew joyruly therein. 
His wife Panthea out of her owne privy purfc, had made for him both a * curcc 

and alfo an helmet of beaten gold: likewife apaire ofgolden* Vambraces. As 

for the horfes bclonsing to his chariot, flic did fet them out with furnitures and 


felfe in pci 




harnilh all of brafleonely. Thus verily was ^bradatus bulled. But Cyrus, 
when hee had feene his faid Chariot with fourc poles, thought this with hun- 
fclfe ■ that he likewife might as well dcuife onealfoof eight, io as the * ncthcr- 
molt’rownc for engins, might bee dravvnc with a teem of eight yoke of oxen. 
Now tooke this Chariot with whcclcs and all, * three fathomc at the molt 
from the ground. That fuch turrets as thefe fhould follow with the mainc bat¬ 
taile he thought might be a great hclpc to his owne * troupe and no Idle anoi- 
ance to the enemies battaile. Vpon thefe forefaid rovvnes he made round com 
palTed * lofts with their battlements, and in every fuch * turret he bellowed 20.

Bout this time there came unto his Prefence thofe that brought him mo- 

A ney from the Indian King, and declared befides unto him then Cre. 

dence. That the King [by way of anfwer] greeted him in thcle tei mcs. 

It oleafeth me right well, 6 Cyrus , and I take it kindly, that you made me ac- 
Znred wfih wL you Win need of Willing therefore I am to cute,taint 

foe law of hofpitality and friendlhip with you, and fo, I fend you monej. Ami 
If you want any thing elfe, fend, and you (hall have. Moreover I have com 
maunded thofe that are come from me to you, for to doe whatfocur > 011 -mi 

tH Which newes when Cyrus heard. Why 1 then, quoth he, I charge all the 

reft of you,to abide here in thofe tents which you have taken up a 1 cady; that, 
to have the cuftodie of the faid money, and to live at your moft plealure. ondy 
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three of you, at my requeft, (hall make an errand to the enemies, as if yec came 
as Embairadours from the Indian King, to treat with them about an Atfocia- 
tion in thefc vvarres. Wherein, if yee doe me good fcrvice, I will take my felfc 
more beholden unto you and give you greater thankes, than for the treafure 

which yee have brought unto me. For, thefe common * Spies, in forme of 

,cdiigcccrs, ^ ^ ^ learneand report no other thing but what all men know : Whereas, 

fuch men as yec arc, in quality of Embaffadors, doe many times come to the 
intelligence even of their fecrct proje&s alfo. The Indians having heard this 
right gladly, andbeenc for that time courteoufly intertained and rewarded by 
Cyrus, d id put themfelvcs in readinefle, and the next day fee forward on their 
journey, promifing upon their fidelity, that when they had learned what they 
could of the enemies, they would repaire againe unto him with all fpced poffi- 
ble. And Cyrus verily (as he was a man who projected no fmallentcrprifcs)pro- 
vided all things for the warre magnificently. Neither tooke he order for fuch 
matters onely, as his Allies thought meet, but alfo kindled ana:mulation a- 
mong his Friends: who might fliew themfelvcs in their armour moft gallant, 
in horfmanfhip moft skilful), in darting and (hooting moft cunning, and intra- 

vailc moft painfull i And thefc feats wrought he, what by training them forth 
to hunting, and what by gracing and rewarding the beft in every kind. Such 
Captainesalfo and Rulers, as he faw moft ftudious and ca refull in this point, 
that their fouldiers (hould prove right expert and valiant, fuch I fay, he did put 
forward and embolden, as well by praifing, as by gratifying them in wharfo- 
ever he could. And if at any time he facrificcd, or kept fomc feftivall holiday, 
he would then fet forth and exhibit fome games of pricc,refpc<5live to all thofe 
feats which men praftife for the ufe of warre. Yea and to the vigour hee 
gave rewards moft magnificently. So that much joy and mirth there was 

throughout his armie. 

And now by this time were all tilings in manner finifhed, which he minded 

, A „iilcry. to ufe in his expedition, faving onely * engins. For the Per fan horfemen were 

o-rowne already to the compleat number of io. thoufand: of (iihed chariots, 

that him felfc had provided, there were full one hundred : and of others that A- 
b rad at as the Sufi an tooke in hand to make, according to the patteme of Cyrus 
his chariots, there were as many. Moreover, Cyrus had perfwaded Cyaxares, to 
chaunge his Median chariots, from the Trojane and Lybtan fafhion: and to make 
them after his owne. Of which fort alfo there was a third hundred. Furthcr- 

, Drc . nc a i ric% more, for the * Camels,were fouldiers appointed to ferve upon them: for every 

one two archers. And the moft part of his armie carried this mind,as if they had 
wonne the vi&orie already, and as if the enemies were of no worth. 'Now 
when as they flood thus affhfted and appointed.-after that the Indians alfbwhom 
Cyrus had fent todifeover, were returned from the enemies, and related how 
Crcefus was eledled the Generali and Conductor of all their forces: How it was 
decreed by all the Confederate KK. that every one (hould be prefent with all 
his puiirance, and bring with him great (lore of money, to ferve partly for to 
wage as many as they could levie, and partly te beftow by way of iargefie up¬ 
on fuch as need required : Moreover, that many Thracians wearing fwords by 
their (ides were already hired: and ALgyptians, to the number of an hundred and 
twenty thoufand were under (aile, and thofe armed with (hields reaching down 

to their feer, and great maffic fpearcs, fuch as they ufe even at this day,and long 

fwords: 
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fwords* Alfo that a power of Cyprians was camming by lea : And as rar tlie 1 
iZT; Tint they were all arrived already : The Phrygians likewile of be 
forts, tomthcr with the Lycaomam , Paphlagontans , Cappadocians and Phamcta 
Furthermore,that with the Babylonian King, the Ajjyrians, Ionian*, ^Meolta, 
and well neere all the Greeks inhabiting Ajia, were enforced to follow Craf

Scmblably when 
the Captives alfo delivered almoft the fame Intelligence (tor Cyrsi had given 
order that fomc (hould be taken prifoners, of whom lie might enqui re and 
Jearnefomcwhat: yea and fent out ccrtainc Spies,m l.kcne/Ieot laves,as if 1 1 icy 
had bin runnagates from him.)Vpon thefe newes I fay,winch the armie of Cy.. 
rus heard every man, as good veafon was, began to mule and be lollicuous: 

they walks alfo up and downe abroad more ftlent than they were wont, neither 
feemed many of them to bcchecrcful and mcrryibut flocked togithci m compa- 
nics: queftioning and communing one with another every where, as touchm, 
-thefe occurrer.ts. Cyrus perceiving then, that fearchad pollened his atmic tho 


rowout:called togitherthe principall Captaines and Commaunders of all hi 
forces' yea and fo many as whofc difeouragement might fccinc to doe hurt, and 
whofe refolute courage doe good. Hee gave his owne minifies about him 

alfo to underA-md, that if any other fouldiers bearing armes were dubious to 

draw neere, and lieare what fpccch he would make they fhould not prohibit ot 
keep them backc. And when they were gathered all togithci, hce fpukc unto 

them in this wife. 
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The oration of Cyrus unto his fonld'mrs to put them out of that jeai

themfdvcs. Againc, if word had come, that like as thefe being in complcat, 
mour overcame the footmen then, fo their hoifcmcn now were coinmi

rowes ] and javelins, taking every man to his ftrong launce, advanced forward 
and rode on with full intent to cope hand to hand. Semblably, that there be 
chariots comming, which are not to be fo placed, (as heretofore) turned back¬ 
ward as ready to ferve for flight: but as well the horfes in the teeme drawing, 
be bard and armed with brcft-plates, as the * charioticrs which Hand in within 
turrets of tymber, have all their upper parts which are feenc,defended fure with

cuiraces and morrions: alfo that trenchant fythes of yion arc fitted faff to the 
axel-trees: to the end that thefe alfo inay drive directly and in a moment forci¬ 
bly aflailc the ranks of thofe who affront them. Befides all this, that they have 
* Camels, upon which they may ride forward and give the onfer; beafts/o hi¬ 
deous, as that an hundred horfe will not abide to fee one of them, furthermore, 
that they march on, with turrets, from whence they will bee ready tohclpc 

their ownc fide, and to annoy you with darting, fo as yee (hall not be able to 
fight on even ground. In cafe, I fay, one (hould tell you who arc arfraied alrea¬ 
dy, that our enemies had all thefe meancs; what would yee doe then, being fo 
troubled now as yee are with thefe flying rumours? That Craefus is ele&ed Ge¬ 
nerali of their Field; a man, fo much more cowardly than the Syrians , as that 
when they were in battaile foylcd and put to flight, he feeing them vanquifhed 
whom hee ought to have fuccoured as his AfTociats, ran himfelfe away and ef- 
caped. And bcfidcs all this,it is verily bruited: that our very enemies thinkenot 
their owne forces fufficient to joyne battaile with us, but hire others, as if they 
would doe better fcrvice for them in the field, than their ownc fclvcs. The cafe 
Handing thus, If there be any that thinke the enemies condition puiflant and 
the meanes they have terrible: but contrariwife our owne to be flight and of no 
validity, fuch men I fay,my friends, are meet to have their paffc and to be fent 
away unto our enemies. For, being there, they will Head us better than if they 
were Hill with us. 

When Cyrus had thus faid, Chryfantas that Perfian Lord, Hood up and fpake 
thus. Mervaile not 6 Cyrus , if fome hearing thefe newes which arc reported, 
have feemed fad and heavy of countenance. For, it was not upon any feare,

thofe, who defirous and making full accompt to goe to their dinners,have fome 
worke impofed upon them,which muH needs be done before they dine. And 
no man will be glad I fuppofc,to heare of that. For,even fo it is with us: Who 
reckoning now to be in the way of getting great wealth, after wee underflood, 
that there was a piece of fervice yet to bee performed, looked heavily on the 
matter, not for any feare, but defirous rather that the fame were atchicvcd al¬ 
ready. Howbeir,confidering that we fhall fight,not onely for Syria, which hath 

plenty of corne, flore of cattell and abundance of fruitfull Datetrees: but alfo 
for Lydia, wherein there is affluence of wine, figgs and oyle: unto which the 
fea floweth, whereby more goods are brought than any man hath ever fecne. 
We thinking, I fay,of thefe matters,are no longer difcontenccd, but mofl confi¬ 
dent and refolute:that wc may thefooner enjoy alfo thefe Lydian commodities. 
Thefe words delivered hec: Wherewith all the united AfTociats were well 

plealed, 
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pleated, and commended the fame. Then Cyrus, I am of this mind my wor 
thy friends, with all expedition to march on againfl them: For, firfl by our fo 
daine comming, wee may prevent and furprife them even in thofe very places 
where they are getting their provifion: then, the fooncr that wee come upon 
them, the fewer neceflaries about them fhall we find in read ii.efle, and the more 
wanting. This verily is mine opinion. Yet if there be any among you of ano¬ 
ther judgement,thiniung wee may take fome courfe befides,either later or more 

eafie let him fhew the fame. Now when many there were who accorded, and 
laid it was neceflarie,with all celerity to march againfl the enemies,and not one 
replied to the contrary, Cyrus began his oration unto them, to this effafl.

M Y Friends and Confederates, Our hearts, our bodies, our armour alfo 

which we are to ufe, be long fince,praited be God,in rcadinefle. And 
Mdw we ought to purvey and get together our voiage-vi<Huals and o- 
ther neceflaries both for our felves and for the beafls wee employ in our fer¬ 
vice and that for no lefle time than 20 . daies* For, by cafling my accompt 1 


find that wc mufl be in our march forward more than 1 j

we lhall meet with nothing. For,all the provifion is quite confumed, partly by 
our felves and partly by our enemies, as much as poflibly they could come by.

have as much as may ferve to acquaint us to the drinking of water. For why ? 
The greater part of the way which we are to travell is altogither without wine., 
And fay, wee fhould for our journey provide good flore thereof, yet would it 
toot hold out. To the end therefore chat by a ludden default of it, wee fall not 
into fome difeafes, this order wee are to take. Let us even at the firft begin to 
HrinW- water with our meat; Which if we now doe, we lhall find no great alte¬ 
ration. For,whofoever feedeth upon * thicke gruell,healwaics eateth it in man- 

ner of * batter tempered with water: and he that lives upon bread, eateth that 
bread foked in water. Moreover, there arc no boyied meates but the fame bcc 
drefled commonly with much water. If then, after our mealeand renalt onely 

wedrinke wine, our minds will reft as well contented. Butinproceffeoftiinc, 

we muft cut off even that wine alfo after fupper, untill by ufe and cuftome wee 

have learned to be water-drinkers altogither. For thefe chaunges that are made 

by little and little, caufe nature to brooke and abide every alteration. And veri¬ 
ty this is it that God himfelfe teachethus: Who witbdrawctli us from the 

chilling cold of winter, to endure the parching heat of fummer: and 
hote fummer to abide the (harpe winter. By imitation of whom, we muft be 
enured long before to that which we ought to artaine unto. As for the weight 
* of yont bed-clothes,* bellow all that upon yout viiftuals. For,in cafe yc have

of vi&uals co fparc, yet will it not be loft or good for nothing: and fuppofe yec 
want fuch clothes, tore ye not but for all that yee fliall fleepe fwectly. If nor, 
blame me for it. Now for wearing-clothes, whofoever he be that hath ftoje 
thereof, know he that it helpeth both found and ficke. And as touching * meats 
and viands, there ought to be provided fuch as be for the moft part, (harp, ta*r, 
biting and faltifh. For thefe, as they provoke appetite, fo withall they laft lon- 
geft: But when we are come to thofc places which have not yet beene fpoy- 
led, and where is fome likelihood that we fliall get cornc, provided we muft be 
from thenceforth of * handmils to make our bread. For,of all informents that 
belong to bread making,that is the lighteft. Moreover we ought to have ready 
about us,all fuch things as ficke men need. For, thofe be of boulkc and burden 
the lcaft: but if there mould be fuch occafion,they would be milled moft. Fur¬ 
thermore, wee muft be provided of leather thongs. For many things by thefe 
are tied and faftned both to men and horfes, which if they bee overworne or 
fretted in twaine, we muft needs be at a default, and do nothing the while, un- 
ieffe a man have fuch letterings,wanties or furcingles. Againe, if there be any 
one of you can skill of * poliming his * Iavelin, it were good for him not to 
forget a skratcher or grelfcr. It were well alfo that he carry with him a * fyle. 
For, hee that whetteth his Iaunce head, giveth an edge alfo in fome fort to his 
owne heart and courage. And the man that Iharpneth his fpeare, would himfelfe 

be afhatned for to bee a coward. Over and befides,meet it is to have * pieces of 
wood, in the wagons and waines.For,where much doing is,it cannot otherwife 
be but many things will decay and be worfe for the wearing. There would be 

proper tooles likewife had, and inftruments, needfull for all thefe purpofes; be¬ 
cause artificers and handieraftfmen are not in all places to be gotten. For, even 
to make that onely which is to ferve fora day, fome few are notable. We muft 
have befides to every cart or waine a mattockc and a fpade: and to each packe- 
horfe, an axe, a bill for a cutting hooke.] For, thefe inftruments be not onely

they were not hindredandflopped in their march. Ahd where ever there was an 

wfthfot hem,and wenton either fide therof.

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this order that every companie had their owne carriage with them. Tor, com- 
oners. maundement was given unto all the * carriers, that every one fliould goe cJofe 

unto his owne companie, unlefTe Tome important accident fell out to the con¬ 
trary. Moreover every carrier went afore, having *he watchword of his owne 
Ccntinier, fuch as to all the fouldiers of that companie was well knovvne. And 
therefore they kept their way clofe and round togithcr,whiles every one did his 

beft that none of their owne fellowes fliould be left behind. And fo doing,they 
needed not to feeke one another, and therewith were all things hard at hand in 

more fafety, whiles the fouldiers throughout the hoft, had every thing fooner 

and readier. Now, the Avantcutriers and Spies that were gone before, fuppo- 
iing they faw men in the plaincs getting forage and wood: perceiving alfo 
draught-beafts to draw other things,and feeding the whiles:and by difeovering 
the coafts more remote, when they fpied as they thought any fmoake riling or 
duft raifed on high: by all thefe lignes underftood that the enemies armie was 
y : ,provoft. fomewhere ncere at hand: Wherefore the * Captainc of thefe Spies difpatched 

preftntly one of purpofe to give intelligence thereof unto Cyrus. Vpon which 
advertilement, he commaunded,that they fhould remaine ftill in the lame place 
of efpiall,for to lignifie unto him from time to time what new occurrent they 
faw. Moreover he fent out a Cornet of light horfemen., into thofe parts before 
them, with commiffion to doe their beft for to intercept fome or other of them 
about the piaines, that he might learne the truth more certainly. Who did as 
they were appointed. But Cyrus himfelfe bellowed the reft of his forces in their 

feverall quarters,to provide whatfoever he thought neceflaric,before he appro- 
ched the enemies too neere. And, firft of all, he willed them to dine, then to 
abide in their owne ftations 5 and fo to have an eye unto that they were com- 
maunded. When they had taken their dinner, he called togicher the Capraines 
of the horfemen, footmen, and chariots, as alfo the Provofts over the tngins, 
over the carriages alfo with their carts and waines. Mcane time whiles they 
came togither, thofe foreriders who had skowred the plaincs , brought with 
them certaine men, whom they had taken. And when thefe captives were exa¬ 
mined by Cyrus, they confefled, that they belonged to the enemies campe, and 
were gone out,fome to provide forage, others for fewell. For,by reafon ofthe 
great multitude in campe,all things were very fcarce. Cyrus hearing them fay fo;

T Hb n Abrtdxts the Suftan King replyed. For my part, quoth he 6 

Cyrm willing I am of mine owne accord, to take my place even in the 
very face of ?hc enemies battailct unlefle it feemeunto youothervvife 

expedient. Whereat Cyrus admiring the man and taking him by the right hand, 
demaunded of the Pcrf.ans which were in the other Chariots in this wife 
Will yee alfo,quoth he, admit all this i But when they anfwcred,that it could 
not (land with their reputation to give way thereto: he did put it to the carting 
of lots: and the lot fell upon ^ibradatas, even as himfdfe had undertaken: 
and placed he was ahont the Egyptians. Thus verily for that time they de¬ 
parted, and having provided all things, as I before (hewed, went tofupper, and 

after the watch fet betookcthcmfelves to their nights reft. 

The next day early in the morning, Cyrus facnficed : the reft alfo of thear- 
tnie, after they had * dined and performed their facred libations: clad them- 
felvcs with many gay and goodly coats of arraes with many breft-plates bc- 
fidcs and helmets as faire. They hameffed alfo their horfes with - frontlets 
and poiftrels. The finglc horfes likevvife and courfers they armed with graves 
for their legs, as alfo the Steeds that drew * in their geeres with harnois for 
their fidcs: in fo much as the whole armte (how againc with brazen armour, 

and littered throughout with red and purple - liveries. The fourc poled cha- 
riot likewife of Abradatas drawne with eight Steeds, was very bravely and 
gallantly fet out. But as he was putting on a * tabard of linnen after his coun¬ 
try falhion, Panthea his wife, brought untohim an helmet of gold : with vam- 
braces likewife and broad bracelets to wcare about the wrefts of his hands. 


Alfo a fide purple caffockcdowne to his foot, with the skirts falling in plaits 

. Dt plume as beneath: togithcr with a * creft upon his armet, of an Hyacinth or Azure dye. 
faith Bingham. AH thefe ornaments had fliee wrought for her husband unwitting to him,as ha- 

vina privily gotten the juft meafure of his armour. Which when he beheld, 
he wondered thereat, and faid unto Panthea , How now my wife, haft thou cue 

and mangled thine ownc Iewels and ornaments for to make mee this faire ar¬ 
mour f No verily, quoth Panthea , I have not yet defaced the moft precious 

and richeft jeweil of all. For, if you Sir,appeare unto others,as you icemeun- 
to me, your felfe (hall be my greateft and moft foverame jeweil. And as lhee 

thus fa id, lhec fell to enarme him,and how ever (he did what fhee could, not to 
be feene for to weepe,yet for all that,the teares trickled downe her cheeks. And 
Abradatas , albeit hec was before a goodly man to fee to, yet now after he was 
thus dight and harnefled with this armour, he feemed right beaUtifull,and of a 
moft liberal 1 prefcnce,as being by nature alfo correfppnden: thereto. Theo, 
having taken of his charriottier the reines into his owne hand, hec ad dr ellea 
himfelfe prefently to mount up into his chariot. But then,F>*^»w.commanding 
alhhofc that were prefent to void, faid thus unto him, My Abradatc, If ever 
there were any woman that efteemed her husband more than her owne lire, 1 
fuppofc you acknowledge mee alfo to be one of them. And therefore what 
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need I to particularize in every point ? For, I am perfwaded that the deeds 
which I have done already, are of more credit with you,than the words which 


affc&ed 


I now fpeake. Howbeit although I bee thus affe&ed, as you know well e- 

nough: yet doe I folemnely profefle, my love to you-ward and yours alfo to 
mee: and that I had rather togither with you having borne your felfe as a vali¬ 
ant Knight bcenterred, than live with you difgraccd, and taking difgrace my 
felfe. So farre forth eftceme I both you and my felfe worthy of thebeft refpeft 


Moreover, in my conceit,we are much beholden unto Cyrus in this bchalfe, for 
that he daigned ro entertcinc mee a captive woman and felc&cd for himfelfe, 
not ufing me as a (lave with villany,nor as a free woman with difparagement of 
mine honour: but when he had received me, kept me for you, as if I had beenc 


his Ownc brothers wife. Againe, when Arafpas my Guardian revolted from 
him,I offered him,if he would give me leave to fend unto you, that you (liould 
come unto him a more faithfull friend and a better,and every way by farre than 
Arafpas. Thusfpake {he, and Abradatas much delighted with her fpecch, foftly 

touching her head and therewith looking up toward heaven made this prayer. 
Omoft mightie lupiter, graunt that I may bee thought an husband meet for 
Panthea , and a friend worthy of Cyrus , who hath fo honourably dealt with us. 
With thefe words, he mounted the Chariot at the entry and doorc of the feat 
thereof. When he was thus gotten up,and that the’Vndcr-Charioticr had made 
faft and (hut the feat clofe after him : Panthea having no other mcancs other wife 


to embrace him, killed yet the very feat. And fo the Chariot went forward: 
But flie clofely followed after her husband unfeeneof him, unrill fuch time as 
he turning himfelfe and efpying her, faid, Be of good chcere my Panthea, Fare¬ 
well,and now depart. Then, her Eunuchcs and waiting women tookc and con- 
veied her into her Caroch, and when they had laid her downe, they covered 
her within the * elofee thereof. But the folkc there in place albeit both Abra. 


datas and his Chariot alfo made a goodly {how, yet could they not behold him 


untill Panthea was quite gone. 

Now when Cyrus had facrificed with the favourable approbation of the 

Gods,and the armic was fet in aray as he commaunded; and had appointed A- 
vant Curriers one before aootiier,heaftcmbled his Captaines togither,and made 
a fpcech unto them in this wife. Deare friends and Confederates. The Gods 
{hew unto us fuch fignes in otsr facrifices^s they did fometime when they gave 
unto us our firft vi&ory. I will recall therefore into your minds, thofc points 
v/hich if ye remember,ye {hall mmiricojnmon advance more couragioufly to 
battaile. For,in martiall prowdre,«a»Cifedyeare much more than your ene¬ 
mies. In the fame yee have beenc brought up and trained farre longer than 
they, and joyntly one with another, have atchicvcd vidory. Whereas, many 
of your enemies with their Aftociates have beene foyled and vanquiflied. 
And of both Tides,as many as have not yet fought: thofc of the enemies part, 
know well enough that they have for Aftiftants, fuch as will betray them : bur 
yee that fide with us are fure,that yee lTaall hazzard the fortune of battaile with 
them that are defirous to helpe their Allies. And it ftandeth to good reafon, 
that they who repofe mutuall truft one in another,will joyntly ftickc to it, and 
fight with one accord: but they that diftruft,muft needs devife how every one 
may fooneft get away and efcape. Advance wee therefore my friends, againft 

our enemies, withftrong armed Chariots, againft thole that are not armed 

with 
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Chap. p. 


with horfemcn likcwife in compleat armour and horfes bard, againft thofe that 
be naked ready to cope with them hand to hand. As for you that arc foot¬ 
men yee (hall deale with no other than yee have heretofore, r he Egyptians be 
harnoifed after thefame fort,and in like maner fet inaray. For greater Ihiclds 

they have, than that they can either doc or fee ought and being raunged by 
hundreds no doubt they will hmder one another in the medley, except fome 
very few : Now if they trull by preafling hard upon us, to make us give backe 
and lofe ground: Firft, they mud beare-off the brunt of the horfes them- 
feives then of the yron harnois wherewith the horics are ftrengt lened. And 

fay that any of them (hall hold out and abide by it, how can they poffibly at 
once maintcine tight againft the horfemen, and the maine battalion [ of foot¬ 
men! and the turrets befide i For, from thofe turrets, our men will be al- 
waies ready to fuccour us, and annoy the enemies fo, as being by us flame, they 
will rather defpaire than fight it out. NoW, if ye thinke that yee want ought, 
let me know: for with the leave of God yee fhalUacke nothing. Againe, a 


any man bedifpofed to fay ought, let him fpcakehis mindc. If not, draw 
neere to the facrificcs, and when yee have prayed unto thofe Gods, to whom 
we have facrificcd, repaire unto your companies: See alfo that every one of 
you put them in minde who are under your charge, concerning thofe points 
that I have admonifhed'you of. And let each one ftiew himfelfe unco 

thofethat are in his condu<ft, (o undaunted and feareleilc, in 

gefture, countenance and fpcech, as he may 

feeme worthy of commaund and 

government. 
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How Cyrus entred the field with his puiffance: Approched A mg CkjlIu 

to give him bat fade. The manner that both armies ufed , to fight 

with their befl advantage . 

Hese Captaines then, having made their oraifonst 


Gods,departed to their Enfignes. But unto Cyrus and the 

Gentlemen of his trainc, whiles they were yet about of - 
IwU fring facrificc, the fervitours brought bothmeate and 
MVml drinke. And Cyrus even as he ftood, after confccrntion 

of the e %’ tookc hls dinncr > and cvcr s avc pai c to 

him that moft wanted: who alfo when lie had performed 
the complements oflibations and prayed withall,dranke himfcife:and fo didall 
the reft that were abouc him. Which done, having befought lupner the protc- 
(ftourof his native countrey, to vouchfafe him his guidance and helper , hee 
mounted on horfcbacke, and commaunded all the reft to doe the lame. Now 
were they all that attended upon Cyrus , armed as he was, to wit, in put pie ta- 
bards, co rflets and head-pieces of* brafic, with white crefts and vvitn f words 
every man alfo with a javelin of corned wood. Their horfes were bard, with 
frontlets, poictrels and fide peeces of brafle. Of the fame matter likcwilc were 
the ereives that every man wore. This ondy was the difference of Cyrus his 

armour from the reft: that whereas their harnets was verniftied over and Lid 

with a <*olden colour, his glittered like a Cryftall mirour. When he was once 
mounted, and fat ftill a while, looking to his way that he was to goc, it thun¬ 
dered on his ris:ht hind [in token of good] whereupon he faid, Thee will we 
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follow moll mighty lufiter. And fo he did fet forward: hating on hr right bde 
CbnfmM Generali of the horfe with his men of armes, and ^Argmbu, Co- 
lonell of the footmen on his left. Hee gave commaundemcnt alfo, that they 
Ihould call an eye to the maine Standard, to keepc even pace and co f ol low in 
order. Now, this Enfigne Royatl that he had, was a golden Sprtd-Eagle dii- 
plaied upon a long fpeare. And at this very day the King of terfu retaincth the 
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fame (landaid. But before they came within fight of the enemies, he caufed the

tas } md I mei vaile much thereat: For, me thinks they d;ft rad the points very 
farre from their ownc maine battaile: yea end from ours too, quoth Cyrus, I 
a dure you. And why foe (aid Chryfintas : becaulequoth he, left if their wings 
were neere unto us, and their ownc maine battaile farre remooved, wee might 
charge upon them. But how can they then afterwards hclpe one another, faid 
Chryfintas y when they be fo farre afondcr < It is evident quoth Cyrus , that their 
purpofc is,when their wings have proceeded fo farre as to fiankc us and to ftaod 
againft the ftdes of our hoft: then to turne ftiort againe as it were into fqua- 


drofis, and fo at once on every fide to fet upon

famas , quoth Cyrus goe foftly before the Infantcry like as you fee me to doe. 
And you Cbryfantas , femblably as hedoth follow clofc with your Cavallery. 
As for me, thither will I goe where I thinke it beft to begin the battaile: yet 
wirhall, as I paffe by, view I will and confider how every thing (lands with us. 
After I am thither come, and when wee are at the very point to encounter, I

and then fee that yee all fecond me. But when 


buckle and joy r,e fight with our enemies, yee fhall foone perceive 5 For, (there 
will be I fuppofe no fmall (bouts and eferies,) And then (hall ^bradatas with 
the chariots charge upon his oppofites.For,he fhall have word and dire&ion Co 
to doe. Then muft yee follow on as neere and dole as you poflibly can to the 
Chariots. For, by this meanes, (hall we fall upon our enemies when they are 
moft in difordcr. I will my feife alfo be prefent in ^erfon, and by Gods helpe 
with all fpeed purfue them. When he had thus (aid and withall pronounced 
this * Motto, lupter Saviour and * Guide , he advanced forward. And as he rode 

on,betweene the Chariots and the Corfdcttiers: ever as he fpied any orderly in 
their Companies,he would one while fay thus unto therm Oil how it doth me 
good my fouldiours tb fee your faces. Another while, to others,. Goe to Sirs, 
Thinke that this prefent fight, is not onely for this dayes vidorie, but in re¬ 
gard of that alfo, which heretofore yee have atchievedj yea and for all felicity 
whatfoever. As he came to fome, he would ufe thefe words. From this time 


whatfoever. As he came to fome, he would ufe thefe words. From this time 
forward we (hall never have caufe to blame the Gods, for they have put into 
our hands, the meanes to at tain e to many and thofe goodly chievanccs. But yet 
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ivee muft my good fouldiours plciy the pjrts ot valiant 
. fhch a fpcech as this he would ufe. What more gawdy

our fclves manfully, to (lead and benefit palfing well one another many waves. 

To another Company thus would he fpeake: Yee know I luppolc my lot.IOt- 

ers that th"(e rewards are now propofed: to wir,unto winntis. lo chace, to 
wound, to kill, to be polTelTed of goods, to gainc renowne and tame, to enjoy 


fteedome, to commaund and to rule. But unto Cowards, wine c ue out tnc 
contrary' Whofoevcr therefore loveth hhnfc!fc,lct him enter battaile and tight 
as I do“ For with my good will no example lhall I give of cowardilc, nor ad¬ 
mit of any lewd and dilbonorablc aft. Moreover, as he came to fouie ot thole 
who had Wd with him in the former battaile, he fatd: As tor you my Jonty 


fouldiours what need I to fpeake unto you ' For, yee wore we t enough what a 
faire day valiant men have, and how badly cowards fpeed. 1 hen as hec went 
from them and came to ^brM.*s ,he ftayed. And having given the 

reines unto the * under charioticr, dtfmounted,and made towards m u others 
alfo came running unto him whofc places were neere at hand, as well toorim n 
as thofe who had the conduit of chariots. And when they were come, Cyrus 
fpake in this wife. God hath according to your requeft, c ^braduus, judged 
both you and yours, worthy to lead in the vaward before our AHociars. Re¬ 
member therefore, that when you arc to fight, they be the I er!w„ who (lull 
both behold and alfo fecond you,neithcr will they fuffer you to be torlornc mu 
fuccourlelle. Then ^ibrudit ns , For mine ownc lelfc, Cyrus. I thinke al e 1 
enough with us. But for the ftdes of the battaile, I am perplexed and troubled. 
For f feethat the enemies points be (torched out in length and thole very fume, 
bv reafon as well of their chariots as all other forces: Whereas we have oppo- 
fed mainft thofe nothing but chariots. And therefore but that the charge ot this 

Fafay’ methinks l am. Goeto quoth Cyrus, If you be well tor you, own part

take you no thought for them. For I cruft, with the helpe of God to order ^ 
matter fo that I (hill (hew unto you thefe fidcs of the enemies nakc d. And here 
IbefcechVounot to give the onfee upon the enemies, before you fee even 

save cLs forth at the point of battaile, being othcrw.fe none of thde great 

and vantin" boafters.) But when you fee thefe quoth Cyrus or.ee to flic then 
tonke me to be hard at hand, and then, luftily charge you For then (hall you 
find theenemics to be ftarlce cowards,and your friends right haidie (ouldtcr 5 . 
And verily whiles you have leifurc, 6 Abrades, rtde every way all about your 
chariots encourage and exhort your men to give the onfet: partly by your 
tehtfome countenance embolden them, and partly by hopes relieve them. And 
that vee may feeme the bed and moft valorous ot all thofe that be mounted it

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there fhall not one of us die. Hyjiaffes fmiling hereat: Let me alone quoth hee

Why 1 quoth Cyrus , I my felfe will take them in 
hand. But, Hyftafies , remember you this: that unto whomfoever of us God 
fhall give the upper hand, in cafe there rcmainc ftill any daungcr of hoftility, 
we alwaies fet upon chat part that maketh head and maintained) fight. Having 
thus faid hee went forward, and being come as farre as to the fide and to the 
Captaine of the chariots which were there,he faid unto himrCome I am to ftic- 
cour you: But when you perceive once that we charge the enemies at the * ends, 
then doe yee alfo your devoir to breakc thorow the mids of them. For,in more 


fafety (hail yee be when ye 


without, than enclofed within. Polling on ftill 


untill he was behind the wagons, hee commaundcd Artagerfes and Pharmathus 
to ftay there with a thoufand footmen and as many horfemen. And fo foonc as 
ye underftand, faith he,that I fall upon them that arc in the right wing, take yee 


alfo them in hand, that be oppofite unto you 


For, yee fhall fight againftthe 


point in that place, where the maine battalion is become weaker 


And keepe 


yee embattailed as yee are, inathicke fquadron, that yee may be the ftronger. 
And verily the enemies horfemen (as yee fee) are raunged hinmoft: againft 
whom in any wife oppofc the raunged troupe of the Camels. For know this 
afTutfedly, that before ye fight, ye fhall fee your enemies to become ridiculous 
and to make you good fporc. After thefe directions given ,Cyrus crofted over to 
the right fide. 


Chap. II. 


Tbe great b mailt and (laughter of the Lydians; where King Croefus and his 

forces were d/fcomfied. The Aegyptiansyeeldunto Cyrus.

C Rcefus fuppofing that the Regiment under his condud drew very neere 

already unto the enemies,* * * and that the wings were ftretched out a- 
long, did fet up a fignall unto the faid wings, to proceed no higher, bat 
in that very place to tume fnoit.Now when they all made a ftand,& beheld th$ 
hoft of Cyrus embattailed, he gave the Signe unto them for to advance againft 
the enemies. By this meanes three fquadrons charged upon Cyrus his armie: 
one full afront: and of the other twaine, one on the right hand, the other on 
the left. In fo much as great feare feized upon the armie of Cyrus . For like un¬ 
to a little bricke couched within a greater,the battalion of Cyrus was environed 
on every fide with the enemies: what with horfemen, armed footmen, light 
carguaticrs: and what with chariots, all but behind. Howbcit after that Cy- 
rus had given diredion, they all turned a-breft upon the enemie. And verily, 
there was on all parts a deepe filencc, for feare of the future event. But when 
Cvrw now law his time, hee began to fine the Pa?an, and the whole Armie 

criaunted and anfwered him. Then with a loud and cheerefull note they foun¬ 
ded Alda, to Mars 5 and with that, Cyrus (hewed himfelfe, and prefently with 
his men of armes flanking the enemies, with all fpeed joyned battaile. The 
footmen alfo in good array, foonc followed after, and charged them on every 
fide, fo, as that they had the greater vantage of them by farre. For, with their 
maine battalion, they gave a charge uponjthewing, whereby it came to pafic 

chat 
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that the enemies were mightily difeomfited and quickly put to flight. When 
Artaeerfcs perceived that Cyrus was in Action and encred into the medley, him- 
fclfe alfo came in fiercely with his * Camels on the left fide,according as Cyrus 

faadcommiunded. Their Horfes could not abide thefe Camels a great way 

o£ but as their nature is, being madded, fome runne away, others dung out of 
their ranks, and fome againe ruflied one upon another , tor, thus fare horfes, 


when once they efpie Camels 


And Artagerfes with hisowncmen in good 


ay and himfelfe well appointed preafted hard upon them thus difranked : and 


withali put forth his Chariots 


both on the right fide and alfo on the 


ieft.” Whereupon many of them, to avoid the Chariots were killed by thofe 
who followed at the wing: and as many there were, who flying from them, 
were intercepted and caught up by the Chariots. Abr.vU.a alfo, for his part 
flacked no time, but crying alowd, Follow me friends, follow mce,fparcd no 
horfe-flelb, but by pricking his Steeds drew blood of them good (tore. And 
withhim thereft of the Charioticrsmade aviolent lmprelfion upon them. 
Then immediatly the enemies Chariots fled from them, fome taking theirr i¬ 
ders with them, others leaving them behind. But ■ AbruUut pafled dircftly 
through them,and violently affayled the Phalang of the Egyptians : and togi- 
therwith him, they alfo who flood embatteled next, did fet upon them. And, 
as many waies elfe it iscleere, that there is no battaile more Arongly ai raunged, 
than that which confifteth of friends affembled to fight togtrher : lo, at this 

time, that companie of his about him,(hewed no lefle. For,thcy were his fam i- 
har friends aA companions at his table that ftuckc dole to him and joynrty 

charged the enemie. The reft of the Chariotiers, when they law how thcaE- 

Sward the Chariots as they fled, and followed after them. But Abradaus lus 

comoanie where they had once broken m , becaufc the Egyptians could not 

give backe by reafon .of thofe their fellowcs who flood thicke about them on 

lyerv fide look how many they encountred direftly in their way, with violence 

5 Sof the ctariots tooke hold of, they violently cut in twaine,as well l.ar- 
noU and weapons as men. In this tumultuous medley that cannot be exprtf- 
frd in word "it fortuned that ^Abriiun, for that his chariot wheeles v/eie 
flowne off by reafon of fo many confufed heaps of all (ores,fell out ot it with 

ftSithhiminfight right manfully, were there flame and left dead in the 

Place The Perfians following hard after,rufhing thither where & his 

comoanie had made the overture, difranked the enemies and killed them our 
(Id'thefe weremany in number) advanced direftly forward alU-brcft aga.nfl 
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them. But the Perfians were not able to fuftaine their force , confidering they 
carried their light bucklers of wicker at armes end: but foftly retired * foot 
by foot, giving and taking blowes, untill fu.ch time as they gate dofe under 
4 or engins. t h c j r * febricks aforefaid. Wherrthey were thither come,the Egyptians began 

to have the worfe,and to be wounded afrcfli from the Turrets.They then who 
flood behind in the rere, would fuffer neither Archers nor Darters to flye, but 
lifting up and bending their fwords at them,forced them both to fiioot arrowes 
and alfo to fling darts. Hereupon grew a great carnage of men, and a mightic 
* °m mitlivr n oife and clattering,as well of armours as of * calling weapons ofall forts, to¬ 
gether with a wonderfull cry: whiles fome called to their feliowes, others en¬ 
couraged them to fighr, and a third fort crycd unto the Gods for their hdpe. 
Mcane-whilc, Cyrus , who had purfued in chace thofe that flood againft him, 
came: and feeing the Perfians put backe and lofe ground, he grieved at it: 
perceiving alfo that by no other meanes hecould fooner flay the enemies from 
preafling ftill forward, than by wheeling about and riding at their very taile,he 
coinmaundcd his men to follow ihim, and fo rode hard upon their rereward. 
Thus they affeile and wound'them behind, yea and kill many of them looking 
another way. Which when the Egyptians perceived, they cryed, That the 
enemies were hard at their backs,and withall, amid their wounds, were faine to 
turtle head upon them and make refiftance. Then fought horfemen and foot¬ 
men one with another. And there it fortuned, that one being faine under Cyrus 


hishorfe 


he lay trampled under foot, with his fword ftabbed the horfe 


the bcllierwherupon the beaft,winiing and flinging out with his heeles for paine 
of the wound,never refted untill he had call and overthrowne Cyrus . But here 
a man might have feene, what a worthy matter it is for a Prince to be loved 
of his fubjedls. For,prefenriy they all did fee up an outcry,and with exceeding 
violence,fought togither right manfully. Here was thrufting to and fro: here 
were blowes given and taken reciprocally. But one at length of Cyrus his 
guard, alighting from his ovvne horfe, mounted him thereupon. Now when 
Cyrus was gotten up,he might by that time fee the /Egyptians beaten downe on 
every fide. For, both Hjfiajpas was come already with the Perfian Ca- 
vallcry,and chryfantas alfo. Howbeit he would not fuffer them any longer to 
run upon the Egyptians battalion : but commaundcd, from without, rodife 
charge arrowes and darts at them. Now, af ter he had ridden all about, untill 
he was come unto the fabricks, he thoughtgood to get up into one of the tur¬ 
rets,to efpy whether any other companie of the enemies flood to it and fought 
in anyplace. When he was once aloft, he few the whole field and plaihe before 


him full of horfes, men and chariots; fo ne flying, others chacing: fome win¬ 
ners, others lofers : to wit, the enemies running away, and his owne men ha¬ 
ving the upper hand, . And verily, of thofe that were difcomfitcd,he could fee 
noneany more but onely the /Egyptians. Who being driven to a ftreight, cafe 
thcmfelves round into a ring;, foas their armour was onely feenc, and they fee 
clofe covered under their ftiields. And now verily, nought did they elfe, but 
abide many and grievous extremities. Cyrus then, wondring at them and pity¬ 
ing their diflreffe, to fee fo hardy and valiant men to die, caufed all thofe to re¬ 
tyre, that charged them on every fide, not permitting one of *hem to fightany 


long 


He fent withall an Heraulcat Armes unto them, demaunding whether 


they would all of them perifh, for their fakes who had betrayed them, or ra¬ 
ther 
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therfevc their owne live?, with the reputation of brave and valourous fi'uiiers- 
Vntowhom they anfwercd, And how can we be freed,and yet reputed viflianr 
fouldicrs ? Then Cyrus feid agiinc: For that yeeare the men alone, whom wee 
feetoabideby it and willing to fight it out. Bur, from henceforth, replycd 
the /Egyptians: By what good and notable Aftion of ours may wee poifibly 
be feved 1 In cafe, quoth he, yec deliver up your armes into out hands, and 
joync with them in amitie, who when it lies in their power to deftroy you, 

choofe rather to five your lives. Which when the /Egyptians heard, they as ¬ 
ked this queftion: Say, we enter into league and fricndlhip with you, In what 
manner would you carry your fclfc to usward t Then, aniwered Cyrus • I will

doe well by you, and looke for the likeat your hands, as of true liege men. 
And what goodturne is that faid they, which you will deigne us r Whereto 
Cyrus made this anfwer. I will give you better pay, during the warre, than.:c 
this timeyee receive. But if there be a peace concluded 3 as many of you, as 

w « t t « 


you, as 


lift to tarry with me,I will endow with lands to occupie,and Cities to inhabit 

I will beftow upon them wives and houfhold Servants. Which when the A : 

gyptians heard, they intreated him to except this onely in the Capitulation 
that they might not be compelled to beare armes againft Crafus. For, him a 
lone feid they,vvc acquit of all fault. As for all other Articles they agreed un 

to: and therewith plighted their faith and troth interchangeably. [ And even a 
this very day, thepofteritieof thofe/Egyptians, who then ftayed with him 
continue firme and loyall unto the * King,and yceld alleagcance to him. ] Yn 
to whom Cyrus gauc Cities: both thofe in the higher country, which in did 
dayes be called, the /Egyptians Cities : and alfo LarifTa and Cyllenc, nine tc 
Cumes by the Sea fide: which be yet held peaceably inpofldfion byrheinf 
fueand off-fpring. When Cyrus had atchieved rhefe exploits, he withdiew his 
forces even when it was darke, and encamped in the Thyribanans country. 




Chap. III. 
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How Cyrus following the frame of his viclork forced theCitie Sardes , and two- 
King Croefus prifoner. The dtfcourfe that he held with him as touching the 

Oracle of Apollo. And how hee did fet him at hbertie, and 

faved tlx faid Citie from face age. 

N this battaile, the /Egyptians alone of all the enemies bare rhemleiye* 
courageoufly and wonne renowne: and of thofe on Cyrus fide the Perfian 

horfemen feemed to performc the braveft fervicc. In fo much, as that man¬ 
ner of armour, which Cyrus caufed them to be made for themertof Armes, 
continueth ftill increditand price to this very day : Alfo thofe fythed Chariots 
were in high efteeme: fo chat even in this age, the King who reigneth in thofe 
parts,retcincsthe ufealwaiesof that warlike kindc of Chariots. The Camels 
onely affrighted the horfes and did no other hurt. For, as they that rode upon 
them, flew none of the horfemen, lo were not they killed by the horfemen: 
becaufe there was not an horfe that came neere unto them. And-even that, was 
thought then to doc good. Howbeir, there is no valianr man of any worth and 

qualide, willing either to keepc a Camel for his feddle, or to pradtife fight and 
fervice from their backs. Thus therefore being come agame to their wonted 


Camels

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manner 
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manner and faflnon, they are employed onely as bcafts for carriage. As for Cy¬ 
rus his fouldiers, after they had flipped and appointed their Sentinels, betooke 

themfelves,as meet it was, to their nights reft. 

But crafas upon this overthrow immediatly fled with his armieto Sardes: 

the other nations departed andtookethe way homeward, every man reaching 
fo far re as poflibly he could by night. The morrow morning when day appea¬ 
red, Cyrus led his power forthwith dire&ly to Sardes: And no fooner was he 
come to the wallcs of the Citic,buthe planted his Ordnance, and bent his En- 
ginsof Artillery, intending to give an Alfault thereto, and prepared ladders 

to skale. Whiles he was bufied hereabout, he caufed the CbaUaes and PerJIans 

the ni^ht following to get up unto thofe munitions and bulwarks of the Sardi¬ 
ans which Teemed moft fteepc. Now, he that guided them was a Perfian , one 
who had beene a fervant to a garrifon louldier within the Caftlc of the City: A 
man, that had learned both the defeent downe to the river, and the afeentalfo 
into’the Caftlc. But when it was once knowne that the fa id high 4 fortrefte 
was furprized,thc Lydians all abandoned the wals, and fled every man whither 
he could. Cyrus by the breake of day entred the City, and gave commaunde- 
ment that no man fhould breake his ray or quit his place. But Crcefus being 
fliut clofe within his royall Palace, cryed out unto Cyrus : Howbek Cyrus lea¬ 
ving a ftrong guard about him, went in perfon to the Caftlc that was newly 
wonne. Where, feeing how the Perfians kept the Piece (as requifitc it was) and 
the cbaldaans armour no where to beefecne (for, runne downe they were to 

rifle and ran fake houfes) prcfently he called their Captaines togithcr,and com- 
maunded them with all fpeed to avoid out of the Armie; For, l cannot quoth 
he,endure to fee them that breake order and forfake their ranks,to enrich them- 
fclvcs with pillage, above others. And know yee this afliiredly, quoth he, that 
I had determined with my felfe to make you that ferve with mc,fuch as all the 
ckildtes might report to be happie. But now, mervaile not at all, if fomc one 
ftronger than your fclvcs, fet upon you as yce depart from hence. Which the 

cballus hearing, were fo ftrucken with fcare, that they befought him to lay 
downe his anger, faying, they would reftore all the money and goods which 
they had taken. To whom Cyrus made anfvver,that himfelfe had no need there¬ 
of But if yec would have me faith he to ceafe my difpleafure and indignati¬ 
on, Beftow all that yee have gotten vpon them that kept the Caftle: For,if the 
reft of the fouldiers (hall perceive, that they who forfake not their ranks and 
ftations, gaine greater commodities than others, all will goe well on my fide. 
And even fo did the Chddxam as Cyrus commaundcd. And as many as had be¬ 
haved themfelves obediently, received much money and goods of all kinds. 
Now when Cyrus had pitched tents for his owne fouldiers in that place of the 
City wherein hee thought moft commodious for them to abide in armes, hee 
gave commaundement, that to flipper they flipuld goe. Thus having fet all 
things in order, he commaunded that Crcefus fhould be brought unto him. No 
fooner faw hee Cyrus, but he faid, All haile, my Lord and Maftcr. For, this is 
the name that Fortune hath graunted both you to ufefrom henceforth,and me 
alfo co call you by. And you likewife quoth Cyrus, All haile 6 C refits, fince 
we both of us arc mortall men. But, would you,my Crafts^ quoth he, giueme 
any Counfell i I would to God, faith hee, 6 Cyrus, I could deuife fome good 
rhing for you. For, I might thinke,that the fame would begainefuliand com¬ 
modious 
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modioustomy felfe 


Then, quoth Cyrus, liften O Crafi, 


Whereas I fee my fouldiers fpenr, by taking exceeding panics,and plunged into 
many daungers, thinke now that they hold inpofteflion the richcft Citie in all 
Alta next to Babylon, I judge them worthy to receive fomc benefit for then 
fervicc. For, this I know, that unlefte they reape fomc fruit of their travailcs,* 


fhall not have them long obedient unto mec. Howbeit, my meaning is not to 
give them the fpoilc of this Citie. For I fuppofc, that not onely the Cine 
would thereby be utterly deftroyed, but I wore well alfo, that in the rifling 
thereof, the worft will fpeed beft. Which when Crar/us heard : Give me leave 
I pray you, quoth he, to fay unto fome of the Lydians, whom I will make 
choice of, that I have obtained at your hands thus much, That there dial* be 
no pillage at all, and that you will not fuffer their wives and children to he 
quite undone: In regard of which grace and favour. That I have prouined 
unto you in the name of the Lydians, that they ihall willingly and allurcdly 
cn vc unto you as a ranfomc whatfoever is fairc and of beft: price in all Sarahs . 
For if they (lull hcare thus much, I am allured they will conic with what 
beautifoll thing or precious jewell either man or woman hath here. And like- 
wife bv another yeere, the City will be rcplenilhcd with many goodly things 
for you. Whereas, if you fall to facke and fpoyle it, you (hall have your very 
arts and feienccs, which arc the fountaines, they fay, of all good things, to pc- 
rilh utterly. Moreover,feeing and knowing all this, you may come and conlult 
further hereafter of faccagc at your pleafure. But firll of all,quoth he, lend you 
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rifti utterly. Moreover,fecin 


for mine owne treafure: and let your officers require the lame at the naneb or 
mine, the keepers thereof. Cyrus approoved all chat Cr<rfus had laid,and gas c 

confent to doe accordingly. But tell me firll my crefm, quoth Ik, and that to 
the full whit was the end of thofe points which were delivered unto you from 
th~ Deiphickc Oracle ? For, it is reported, that you have highly .lonoured A. 
wtlo, and done all in obedience to him. Helas, I would it had prooveu lo,quotn 
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all from the very firft cleune contrary unto him. How came that about, quoth 
Cyrus ? enforme in: I pray you. For thefc be wonders,and paradoxes that you 
tell me. Firft and formoft, faith Crafts, fetting behind me all care, to enquire 

of that God, thofe things that were neccftary for mee, I would needs make 

proofe, forfooth, whether he could anfwer truth or not’ And well knowncit is, 
faith he I will not fay, that God,but even very men who are good and honeft, 
cannot of all things abide to be difcrediccd: and if they perceive themfelves 
once that they are'not beleeved,they love not thofe that diftruft the. But after - 
wards knowing that l had committed a groffe abfurditie, and was farre from 
Delphi, I fend unto him about children. But he, at the firft time gave mee not 
fo much as an anfwer. Yet afterwards,when by printing unto him many gifts 
of gold and filvcr both , and by killing very many bcafts m facnficc I had at 
length oacified him as I thought •> to this my demaund, how I might doc fo 1 


But the truth is, My deportment to Apollo hath beene fuch, as to dot. 

ronrrarv unto him. How came that about, quoth

children ' hee anfwered me, that children I fhould have. And verily, a L 
I was of children (for in this alfo I allure you he lied not unto me.) But u 
they were borne, I had no joy nor comfort of them.

HAPPY 


Vpon the hearing of this Oracle, I rejoyced: For, I thought that the God 
by enjoy ning to me a moft eafte matter,gave me happines. For, I fuppofed,that 
as other men might partly know fome, and in part not: fo every one knew 
himfelfe well enough. And verily all the time following, fo long as I lived 
quietly in peace,no caufe had I after my fonnehis death, to complaineof for¬ 
tune. But being once perfwaded by the Afyrian King to undertake an expediti¬ 
on, and to warre againft you: I entred into a world of daungers. Howbeit, es¬ 
cape I did fafe for that time, without fuftaining any hurt. So, that herein I 
blame not the God. For, fo foone as I perceived my felfe unable to holdout 
with you in fight, by the helpe of God,both I and alfo my companie gat away 

infafety. But now ettfoones, waxing more proud by reafonbothof mypre- 
fent wealth, and their pcrfwjfions alfo who rcqueflcd me to be their Generali: 
allured alfo by the rich gifts which they bellowed upon me: follicited againe 
by men who by way of flattery bare me in hand, that if I would take upon me 

this foveruignegovernment,all the world would be ruled by me: Lord I fhould 
be of all, and the greateft Potentate upon earth: By thefe and fuch like words 
I fay, being puffed up; fo foone as all the Kings and Princes round about me 
had ele&cd me for their Generali, I tookc upon me to condu& this royall Ar- 
mie: as if I had beene the oncly man fufficient for that fupreme greatnefle. 
But in truth,herein I knew not my felfe: For that I thought I was able to match 
you in the field: who firft defeended from the Gods,and chen,reckoning Kings 

lor your progenitours, have even from your childhood pra&ifed vertue and 

chivalrie. Whereas,the firft of my aunceftors that ware a diademe,I heare fay, 
became at once, a King and a Free-man. By good right therefore punilhed I 
am for mine ignorance in that behalfe. Bat now at laft, good Cyrus, quoth he, 
I know my felfe: and thinke you Sir, that Apollo fpake true when he faid, That 
if I knew my felfe,l fhould be happy 1 For,this queftion verily, I put unto you 
of purpofe, becaufc you feemeable togive the neereft conjecture thereof by 


prefent occafion, feeing in your ha 


effedl the thing. Then faidCy 


rus , Impart unto meeyour counfell concerning this matter. For, confidering 
your former fclicitic, I pitie your prefent condition, and herewithall, I permit 
you to enjoy your wife whom you have, your daughters alfo (for, I heare 
lay you have fome) together with your friends, your fervitours, and the table, 
fuch as hitherto yee have lived at. As forbattailes and wars, I * difable you: 

If it be fo, quoth Crafts, then, for the love of God, deliberate no further what 
anfwere to give unto me as touching my happineffe. For now, I proteft unto 
you: If you doe thus as you fay, it will come to pafle,that the fame life which 
others have reputed moft blefled, and to whom my felfe have accorded, I Ihal! 
now both have and hold. Then replyed Cyrus , And what perfon enjoyeth this 

happy life * Even mine owne wife, quoth he, O Cyrus. For,ofall good things, 
of all delicacies and dclightfome pleafures Ihce hath becne partaker with mee: 

but 
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but of the cares about attaining thereto, of warres alfo and batrailc (lice never 
had part with me. And after rhe very fame manner, you alfo feeme to prepare 
me, as I did her, whom of all morcall wights I loved moft entirely. And 
thereby, bound I am of dutie to offer yet more gifts and oblations unto Apol- 
l*> in token of thankfulnefle. Thefe words of his, when Cyrus heard, he much 
admired the quietnefle of his minde: yea and from that tunc forward, whi¬ 
ther fo ever he went, Crafts he had continually with him: either for that hec 
thoughtto reape fome good by him, or becaufc he fuppofed, it would be belt 

for his owne fafetic and fecuritic. And fo for that time they went to then 
nights reft. 

The morrow after, Cyrus calling to him his friends and the Captaincs of his 
hoalb fome of the he appointed to receive the treafures of Crafts, -to others he 
gave in charge, that what money foever Crafts delivered into their hands, firft 
they Ihould feledl out of it for the Gods,fuch a portion as the * Priefts thought * 
good to be taken, the refidue thereof to lay up in coffers, and fo to bellow m 
waines: and then, calling lots for the faid waines, carry it in to what place Io 
ever they went: that as opportunity ferved,every man might take thereof pro- 
portionably to his defert. And thus did they accordingly. 

Chap. 111 I. 

The death of Abradatas. Of fairs Panrhca and her Eunuchcs. Cyrus 

caufed a goodly CMonument to be ere fled for their 

perpetual/ memone . 

T He next morrow, Cyrus having called unto him certainc of his ferjeants 

and officers about him. Tell me quoth hee, whether any of you hath 
feene Abradatas i For I mervaile much, that I cannot have a (iizht of 
him now, who heretofore was wont to frequent our prefence. Then anfwc- 
red one of the laid officers. My Lord, he is not living: but llainc he was in the 
field, what time as in his chariot he valiantly brake in among the Egyptians. 
All the reft of his companie five onely certainc of his familiar friends, avoided, 
(by report,) the daunger and forfooke him, when they once faw the ftrong 
troupe of the ^Egyptians. And now quoth he, the fpeech goctli, that his vvfte 
hath taken up his dead corps, bellowed it in the very * Carroch wherein flice * 
was wont to ride, and brought it fomewhither hereabout, to the river Vac fe¬ 
tus. They lay alfo, that his Eunuchcs and fervants are a digging for him now 
dead, a grave upon a certaine little hill: and the woman her felfe fitteth on the 
ground; who having drefled and adorned her husband with fuch things, as flic 
had, holdeth his head relling upon her knees. When Cyrus heard this, he fmote 
his thighs: and forthwith mounting on horfebackc,and taking with him a thou- 
fand men of armes rode to fee this woefull fpe< 5 lacle. Likewife he commaun- 
ded Godot as aod Gobryas, to take with them, what ornaments they could get,be¬ 
fitting lb friendly and valiant a man thus deccafed, and to Iceke him out. Fur¬ 
thermore, if there were anyone that had either any Heards, Kinc, Oxen, or 
Horfes in his trains, him he charged to bring them along with him: yea and 
many Ihecp befides, to drive to the place whereever he Ihould heare that him¬ 
felfe was: to the end that the fame might be killed and facrificcd in the honour 
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of <^ 4 bradatas his Funerall 


Now when Cyrus was come, and faw the 


manfi ttinguponthe ground, and the dead cirps there lying, he wept fot very 
ruth of thfs Sard fortune, and faid withall, O valiant and ftithjull heart. Alas 
the while: and haft thou left us and gone thy wans' with that he tooke him by 
the right hand: and loe,the dead mans * hand followed him: For,cut off it had 
beemfbv the ^Egyptians, and diffevered from the body with an arming fworu. 
wfodiwhen hefaw, he grieved fo much the more. The Lady alfo, fett.ng upa 
O ous crTand taking the hand from Cyru, kiffed it,and fitted it againe as well 

as Ihe could in the right place: faying alfo, The reft of his body, O Cyrus, is in 
the like cafe. But.what (hould you fee and view the fame' And all this I know. 


the like cafe. But,what (hould you lee ana view cue mukwwu 

auothlhe hath he futfted for my fake efpecially, and perhaps nothuig leffe for 

vours For, I foolilh and filly woman that I was, ufed many words to encou¬ 
ofmen ' ommcndauon. And as for him, I know very well, he never confidc- 
red what he did, but how he might by any brave exploits and worthy fervice 

gratifie you. Therefore, he verily for his part hath had a noble and renowned 

death whereas I, who exhorted him thereto, fitherealive. When Cyrus h^d 

continued a good while filent and weeping ftill, at length hee fpake and laid. 
But here, you thall take of me thefc things, wherewith to adorne his body (lor 

(lore of funerall ornaments) and for the time to come, 
things to doe him honour, there (hall be no want. Nay, there be many of us, 
that proportionally to our eftare and degree, will m mcmoriall of him erc&a 
monument: yea and in his honour, killed there (hall be whatfoever is conveni¬ 
ent for fo noble a perfonage. Neither, (hall your felfe beforforne and forfaken: 
but in regard of your chaftity and all manner of vertue befides, as I will grace 
you otherwife, fo I will commend you upon truft, to fome one who (hall bring 
you whitherfoever you would. Do but you fay onely unto whom you defire 

to be brought. Then PusthetM your heartat reft quoth (he o Cyror. For,con- 
ceale l will not from you, to whom I have a mind to goe. When Cym had 


thus communed with her,he departed: pity 


ahusto'dj'^themanTikewife'whohatlleft^cha wile, and (hould never fee 

her more. Then (he having commaundedi her Eunuches ^ V0ld r >“° tlI “^ 1 f^ 
quoth (he, as I have bewailed him ray fill and as I would my felfe: willed her 

nurfe to abide ftill with her: whom (he ftreightly charged, that after her felfe 
was dead,(he (hould wind both her husband and her,n>one and the feme ftrow- 
dins (heet. The nurfe befought her moft inftantly, not to commit luch a deed. 
Howbeir, when (he could not prevaile, but faw her angry and much difplafed 
with her, (he fat her downe and wept. Then whoa good while before, 

had prepared a cimitcr for the purpofe, *killeth her felfe, and repofing her head 
upon her husbands breft, yeelded up her vitall breath. With that, the nurfe 
skriked out aloud, and enwrapped them both according as Panthea had given 
her in charge. But Cyrus being advertifed what a deed the woman had done, 


the woman, who had loft (uch 


in-one and the feme (brow 


with her, the fat her downe 


her in charge. But yrus Deing auvcruiw v» »«v« 
was wonderoufly affrighted, and went to fee, if haply he might helpeanddoc 
any good. At which very inftant, her Eunuches who were in number three, 
feeing what was befallen, drew forth their cimiters alfo, and in the very place, 
where (hee had cotfimaunded them to (land, (lew themfelvcs. In memorial! 
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whereof, it is faid, that thofc Eunuches Toinbe then eroded, remaines to this 
day. Vpon an upper pillar were written aloft, by report the names of die huf- 
band and wife, and thofe in Syriack letters: but below are three orher * Co- 


lumnes with this Infcription etnotoim 


of the Eunuches.) Cyrus when 


was come ncere unto this pitious fight, as he wondered much at the womans 
ad, fo when he had lamented for her hard fortune, departed. And verily good 
order was taken as meet it was, that they (hould be honoured wirh all due ob- 
fcquics accordingly, yea and as the voice gocth,a mighty great monument and 

a (lately was there eroded for them. 

Chap. V- 

Cyrus by the mfedome and politic of Cadufius, took the King of Phrygia 

frifoncr • brought under fubjetiion in fmalltune the Cappadocians ,■> 

the i^irobidtis and all the Nations round about. Which 
done y how he embatt ailed his forces to the mm - 

her of 400 o o. men in armts, and 

approched Babylon . 

A Ftcrall this, the Carians vpon fome difeord and variance thataiofc a- 

mong them, growing to civill warre, thofe I meane, who held and in- 
habited the ftrong forts of the country, came from both fidcs to > Cyrus 
and befought his aide. And Cyrus himfelfe remaining ftill in Sardes, caufcd fa- 
bricks and engins, and warlike rammes to be made, to the end hee might raze 
their holds and caftlcs who would not come in and yeeld obedience unto him. 

But into Caria he Cent Cadufius the Ter fan y a man other wife not unvvitty nor un- 
skilfull in military feats, and befides very gracious and of plcafant behaviour, 
him l fay,he fent with the condud of an armie: In which expedition, the edi¬ 
tions and Cyprians right willingly joy ned with him. Which was the caufcthat 
he never did fet any Per fan Lord over the Cilicians and the Cyprians y but ftood 

contented with their owne native Kings. Howbcit, he impofed a tribute upon 
them, and enjoyned them to ferve in his warres, as occafion required. Now 

when this Cadufius t Generali of the forces above-faid was come into Carta, 
there prefented themfdues unto him certaine Canons of both fadions, eady 
to receive him into their ftrong forts and walled towncs for to endamage thc 
adverfe fide. But CaJufssa did by both alike, and (hewed ynto them the fame 

countenance: fay ing unto thofe with whom hee happened to parle, that they 

fpake to right good purpofe, and propounded conditions (landing better with 
reafonthan the other: willingthem withall,to carry thebufineffe fo elofely, as 

that their oppofites might not know they were entred into amity with hayma¬ 
king fcmblance as if by this meanes he meant to fet uponthe advei fe fide more 
unprovided. Moreover he requited fecurity on both parts : to wit,that the 

riim (hould fweare for to receive the Perjiam into thetr walled nm» without 

take an oath that he would enter into their forts without guile and to the good 
of thofe that admitted him. Which when he had made fore, he appointed unto 
them both, one and thc lame night, without the kno'wledge eitherof othcr^and 

in it with his Cavallery entred their Cattles, and fo at one time, became naff 
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of both their laid fortrdfes. So foone as day appeared,fitting in the mids with 
his army about him, hecalled before him, fuch perfons of either fide, as were 
men of worth and attion, who being in place, and looking one upon another, 
tookc the matter very ill: fuppofing they were on both fides circumvented and 
deceived. But Caduftus made a fpeech unto them to this efifed. I fware unto you, 
O yee Cariansjhix I would enter theft holds and caftles without all guile, and 
for their benefit who received me. Therefore, If I fliould deftroy either of you, 
I iudge my felfe to have come in, to the hurt and hinderance of the Cartons 
But if I make peace betweencyou, and workeit fo, that yee may in fafirty till 
your grounds, I fuppofc then, that my comming is for your good and profit. 
And therefore, behoovcfull it is, that from this day forward, yee commerce 

friendly one with another, follow your husbandry without fcare, and contrad 
mutuall marriages bccweenc your children reciprocally. Now if there be any 
of you befides the true meaning hereof, goe about to offer injurie: know they, 
that both Cyrus and we will be enemies unto them. From thcnccforth,were the 
faid Cattle gates fttopen, thevvayes frequented with paflengers referring to 


and fro, and the fields full of husbandmen tilling the ground. On both tides 
they kept holidayes and made fcaftsj In a word, all places were with peace and 

joy replcnifiied. 

Soone after, there arrived certaine meflengers from Cyrus [unto Cadufius ] 
demaunding of him, whether he flood in need of any forces or munition i Vn- 

to whom he made anfwer, thaf he could make uft 3 even of the armie which he 
had already clft-whcre. And no fooner had he uttered theft words, but he led 
away his power, leaving behind him in the laid walled towncs, fouldiers in 
garrifon. But the Curiam earneftly befought him to flay, which when he refil¬ 
led to doe, they fent unto Cyrils, requefting him to ftnd Cadufius unto them for 

to be their Govemour. 

About this time, Cyrus had fent away Hyfiajpas with an armie,into that Phry¬ 
gia which boundeth upon HeUefientus . Therefore,after that cadufms was come, 
he commaunded him to follow with his power,that very way where Hyfiajpas 
was gone before: to the end that the Phrygians might the rather yceld obedi¬ 
ence unto Hyfiajpas , hearing once that other forces were to joyne with his: And 
verily thofe Greeks which inhabit the fea-coafts, by giving many prefents, 
wrought fo, that they were not compelled, to admit the Barbarians into their 

fenfed townes: but oncly to pay tribute, and goe to ferve in the warres,whither 
Cyrus fiiould commaund them. But the King of Phrygia prepared to ftand up¬ 
on his owne guard, as if he would defend his ftrong holds and not obey: and fo 
he openly gave it out and fent defiance. But when his Captaines were once re¬ 
volted from him, fo that he was left alone, at the laft he rendred himfelfe into 
the hands of Hyfiajpas, for to receive his doome of Cyrus. Then Hyfiafpas leaving 
behind him ftrong garrifons of Perfian fouldiers in the fortrefles,diflodged,and 
led away with him over and above his owne forces, many Phrygians as well 
horftmen as targuatiers. Now Cyrus had given authority and commiflion unto 


Cadufms, after he liad ioyned with Hy

unhorfc and difarme; and commaund them all to follow with flings.Thus were 

they at that time employed. 

But Cyrus went forward out of Sardes [toward Babylon f} leaving there in the 
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faid bookc 


City a ftrong garrifon 4 of footmen: having Cr or fits in his company and carry- 
in® away with him many carts and waines lodcn with treafurc and riches of all 
forts. Crafus alfo thither came, who having prccifcly fit downc in writing, ail 
the parcels of treafure which were in every vvainc, gave up the faid bookc into 
Cyrus his hands: faying withali unto him: If you have about you quoth hc,U 
Cyrus, this Inventary,you (hall know who dealeth truly and juftly, in delivering 
up his charge, and who doth not. Then faid Cyrus h You doc well, good Crafts, 

to provide thus for the worft. But furely, they ftiall for me, carry the goods, 
who are worthy, even to be owners thereof: fo that if they cmbccilc or fic.de 
any of it, they (hall but rob themfelvcs of their owne goods. Which faid, hce 
put thofe notes into the hands of his friends and Captaines, that they might rake 
account and know, whether they that hid the charge of thofe things delivered 
them backe fafeand found, or no 1 The Lydians likewifc, as many as he faw ro 
(hew themfelves gallantly in armes on horfebackc and in chariots, fuch alfo as 
endeavoured every way to performe that, whereby they thought to doe him 
pleafur 1 he led with him in his armie. But whom he perceived to follow him 
unwillingly, from them he tooke their horfes, and gave them to thofe Perjuns. 
who firff had ferved with him in the warres. Their armour he burnt, and con 
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Which faid. hce

drained themfelves to follow after with (lings: Yea and all thole without 
armes whom he had vanquilhed and fubdued, he forced to cxcrcile the (ling 

thinking that kind of weapon and manner of fervice mod bafe and fcrvile. l or, 

how ever it falleth out, that (lingers ocherwhiles if they be in place, with other 
forces ftand in very good (lead : yet by themfelves, put them altogitherpf they 
encounter but a few of fuch as ufe weapons for clofe fight at hand, t hey arc not 
able to hold out the skirmifli. Now in his journey toward Babylon, lie brought 
under his fublection by the way,the Phrygians inhabtting that great Phrygia- the 
Cappadocians alfo and Arabians he fubdued. And vvtth the harnors and weapons 
ofallthcfe, hce furnilhed the Perfian horlcmcn to the full number ot 40000. 
Semblablv many of the Captives horfemcn he diftrtbuted among all his Alio 
dates throughout. So, he came before Babylon with a mighty power ot horfc 
men,with many archers alfo and darters, but with (lingers innumerable

G y. v s beins now fet before Babylon , with his whole armie, inverted the 

Citv. Then accompanied with his triends,and fuch of his Alfociares as 
were men of Adlioh, himfelfe in perfon made a bravado and rode about 
the towne. After he had well viewed the wals thereof, he intended prcfcntly ro 

withdraw his forces from the city. Ac which time a certaine fugitive from ou t 
of the towne came and gave him intelligence, that the Babylonians would lady 
forth noon him as hee (hould retire with his armie: For when from the wals 
they beheld this maine battaile of yours faith he, rtfeemed but vveakc. And no 
mervaile in very truth, that it Ihould be fo. For, when they encoded the wals 
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bcin° fo large in compaflc, it could not othcrivife be but the faid maine battali 


muft grow chin, and beare a fmall * depth with

rus heard, Handing in the mids of the armie with his guard about him,he com 
maun Jed chc fouldiers heavily armed, to difplay and ftretch out the faid bat

Hood Hill untill fuch time as both the faid points raught unto him, and cnclo- 
fed the very mids. Which when they did : both they who kept their Handing 
now that the bodic of the battaile was double in thickncfle, as alfo thofe that 
went from both ends, were more emboldened. For they that Hood Hill, were 
prefently necrc unto the enemies. But when by this manner of palling to and 
fro, they had brought both points togithcr: they Hood more Hrong and con¬ 
fident, as well they that went off, by rcafon of them before, as they before al¬ 
fo, for that thofe behind joyned unto them. By meanes of difplaying and fprea- 
ding the battaile in this manner: thebcH muH needs bcc raunged formoft and 
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hinmoft. but the worft caH into the mids 
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Which order of embattailing fee 
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mod to be well provided both for to fight, as alfo to keepe them from flight. 
Moreover, the horfemen and light appointed skirmifhers in the wings, approa¬ 
ched ever to the Generali fo much the nccrer, as the maine battaile thus reen¬ 
forced and doubled, bare greater * thickneffe and became deeper. After they 
were in this wife put in array, they gave backe from thence * foot by foor, fo 
far re as a dart foot raught from the wall. But when they were once without 


their reach, they turned their faces toward the city: a»d verily at the firH, ha¬ 
ving Hepped fome few paces forward, they fhifted full upon their fbields: and 
Hood fo, as they might behold the wall ar full, and the farther they were off, 
they fhifeed fo much thinner. Now when they thought thcmfclves to bee in 
jfafccy, they retired in a continued order togithcr, untill they were come unco 
their tents. And after they were encamped: Cyrus calling to him his beft war- 

riours and men of a< 5 tion,faid thus unto them. 

My Friends and AfTociates,wc have viewed the city round about: and how 
it is pollible to force by aflault the vvals, fo Hrong and high withall, I cannot 
fee. But this I fuppofe, that the greater multitude of people there be within the 
City, fo long as they yflew not forth to fight, the fooner fhall they be overta.

Cappadocians fhould haue the warding of them, all whom they fuppofed to he 
more friendly affefted unto themfelves than to the Pcrfians. And now by this 
time were the trenches digged and cafi up. But cyrus having intelligence that

time were the trenches digged and cafi: up. But cyrus having intelligence that 

there was in Babylon fuch a feafi folemnizcd, whereat they ufc all to drinkc,ca-e 
and banket all night long, thereupon fo foonc as it grew be daike he tookc 
with him a number of men,and opened the heads of the trenches toward the ri¬ 
ver : Which done,the water in the night time flowed and ran into the trenches, 
and thereby,the chanell of the river, keeping his way tli rough tnc city, bee..me 
fo palfible, as that it might be waded through by men. Whiles tins was thus 
in hand about the river, Cyrus commaunded, the Perfian millenaries Colonels 
as well of foot as horfe, to come unto him, leading their regiments of thou 
lands 2. by 2. in rankc. As for the refi, that were aflociats, he gave older to fol¬ 
low at their backs arraunged, as they were before. And they verily prefented 
themfelves accordingly* ThcnCjww caufing officers and miniftets both ioot- 

men and horfemento enter into the drie part of the river, commaunded than 
to found whether the bottom thereof were firme ground and partible or nor 
And after they had brought word backe^ that it might be waded through, hoc 

afTembled the Ciptaines as well of foot as horfe, unto whom he made fuch a 
fpeech as this. This river,my loving Friends, hath left his ordinary courle that 
leadeth into the City. Let us enter in therefore with confidence fearing nought. 
Considering that they againfi whom wenow advance, be no other than the ve¬ 
ry fame whom when they were well friended and backed with aflociats,when 
they were all awake, fober,armed and in order cmbattailed,we defaited.W hcrc- 
as now, we marchagainft them,what time as many of them are afleepe, many 


vci 




drunke,and all out of order. But that they fhall perceive alfo, that we arc got¬ 
ten within the City, they will be farre Idle able to fight than now : For that 
they fhall be aftonied and amazed at this unexpefted furpyife. And if any man 
haply thinke,that wee fhall have a hotc welcome at our firft entrance, for care 
leafi the townfmen get up to the roufes of their houfes, and from thencealhilc 
us with fhot on every fide, let this moft of all embolden you: For,if any of them 
fliill climbe up to their houfe-tops, we have a God to hdpc us, even ruLane . 
For.the porches of their houfes be foone fet on fire,the dores are made of Date- 
tree-wood, and thofe vernifhed and laid over with Bitumen, which will foonc 
catch fire and burne. As for us, good ftore we have of matches and torches, 

which will quickly kindle and make a great fire. We have pitch and birds hke- 
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wife,that will as fuddenly flame 


Whereby, it will come to pafie, that of 
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necelficie they muft either forfakc their houfes or bee foone confumcd to allies. 
Goc to therefore and with good courage take armes.. And I myfefeinthe 
nameof Godwill lead you in this lervice. Asforyou Godot as and Gobryas- 
fhew us onely the wayes, for, yee know them full well: and1 fo foone as we be 

entred into the Citic, guide us and bring us dire&ly with all fpeed to the Kings 
Palace. 

And that verily 5 (aid the fouidiers about GofiTy&fjGin be no wonderfull mat- 
ter For the court rates will not be (hut: being us it is a time of banquettmg: 
and the whole Cine this night, feemeth altogither fet thereupon. But wc fliall 
li»ht upon the Warders, before the Palace gates, whichare wontalwarcs to 
b? placed there,as a Corps du guard. Well,faith Cyrus, we muft not therefore 
ilacke our bufmdTc, but goc with all fpeed, that we may take them mod un- 
provided. The word was no fooner fpoken but they went forward. And looke, 
whomfoever they met in the way, they were wounded and fome flaine out- 
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ht ■ others fled backeagaine into the Citie, and part of them made 


cryes and (houts 


Semblably, the fouidiers about Gobryas and Gadatas, anfwe 


red them with like fliouts, as if themfclves had beene drinking and banquetting 


they. AM fo marched they on in great haft, fo farreas to the

Palace And verily G&ddtdt and GobtyM with their Companies being in ordi- 
nance of battaile.found the Court-gates ftftlhut: but fuch as were appointed 


the Warders,ranne uponthemdrinking, as they were, by 




Ijoht f fire 3 and prefently dealt with them as w*th enemies, wheieupona- 
rofe a huge noife and rumbling hurry: which hurliburly when they within 
heard (for the King commanded to Ice what the matter was) ccrtaine of them 
did fet open the gates and ranne forth. Then Gadatas his fouidiers feeing the 
gates (landing wide open, rufhed in,chafing them as they fled backc againe into 
the Palace,and beating them downe before them,untill they came as farre as to 
the Kin® himfeIf,whom they find (landing with his cimiter that he had,drawn. 
And him, the fouidiers about Gadatus and Gobryas, being many m number over¬ 
came and difpatched. They alfo about him were flaine every mothersTonne: 
whiles one oppofed fomewhat in their way, another did what he could to flie 
and efcapc, and in one word whiles every man defended himfelfe by what 
mcancs he might. In this meane while, Cyrus fent forth ccrtaine Comets of 
horfemen into the ftreets,with commandement to kill whomfoever they found 
out of their houfes : but to as many as kept within doore$,hc made Proclama¬ 
tion, by the mouth of thofc that were skilfull in the Syriackc tongue to abide 

ftill within houfe: Andlooke, who was taken abroad without doores, there 
was notemedie but dye he muft. And thus did they accordingly. Then came 
to them Gadatas and Gobryas .* who firft of all worfhipped the Gods by way 

of thankfgiving, for that they were revenged of that wicked and impious Ty¬ 
rant: then,weeping abundantly and leaping for very joy, they kifled both the 

iiands and foet of Cyrus . When it was day light, They that kept the fortrefles 


and Citadels within, p 
rendred up their holds 


perceiving 
s likewife, 


that the Citie was wonne, and the King flaine 
Cyrus immediatiy (cizedthem into his own 


hands, and fent garrifon fouidiers, togtther with Captaincs into them. Hee 
gave leave unto thofc, for to bury their dead, that were of ksnnc cor neete allied 

unto them. Alfo hee commaunded the Hcraulds to make proclamation .* That 

all 
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sll the Babylonians (hould bring out and deliver up theit Amies. And w h c ., 
foever in any houfe there (hould be found iiarnois or weapons, he commanded 
as many as were therein to be put to death. So they brought forth their annes 

accordingly which Cyrus beftowed in the forts, that they might be m rcadi- 
neflearainit the time of need. Which done , the firft thing that he went in 
hind with was to call for the* Magi. And becaufc the Citie was taken by my,, 
force of annes, he charged prccifely, that the fit ft fruits of the fpoi c mo¬ 
ther with all the (hrincs and chappcls, (hould be fclcftcd apart ior rheGotk 

Afterthis, as well private houfes as (lately and princely edifices lie diftributcd 
amoi’ thole whom he fuppofed to have had a hand in that exploit. And thus 
as it was thought good and decreed, he awarded the bed unto the beft. But if 
there were aw imn,:hat imagined he had a leflc part than he dcfcrvcd,he willed 
him to come forth and declare fo much. Moreover hee publiflied by way of 
proclaimtion,that the Babylonians (hould till thegrounds,pay tribute,yecld * 
obedience and fervice to them, unto whom every one was allotted. Furthei 

more he proclaimed thus much, that both Pcrfuns and thofe who any wayes 

com nuaicated with them: yea and as many of the Confederates a.fo as rho.t 
toftiy with him, they Ihould tetme as their Lords and Matters to who r 

they befell.

Chap. VII. 

Cyrus ejlablijhed hU Kingdoms in Babylon : infiitutedtie honour and vc 
neratim of Kims: entertained Bunucbes for tie fervice of bis 

houfe: and Perfiansfor the guard of his per/on. 

-u Ftbr all this, Cyrus being now defirousto compoft himfelfe fo, tor his 

A owne perfon, as befeemed the State of a King, ty the advileof his 

friends thought it good,that with leaftenvie he might be feenc fcldomc, 

and with greateft M?jcftfc This he wrought in this manner. Firft,by delight 
to hhn in multitudes infinite. Thus whiles they? rcalfcd forward an dr I ,r u 

mromeneere unto him, there grew much ftirre and fighting withall . in men 
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place. But thcn,he was befet with a greater throng by farre of people, fuch as 
were dciirous to have accefle unto him, and much fooner were they there, than 
his friends aforefuid. But he having placed all about, a great guard of Pcrfian 
Halberds and Partifanes, gave commandement, that none ihould be fo hardy 
as to prelent themfelves unto him,fave onely thofc his favourites,and the chiefc 
Rulers as well of Perfuns, as of his AlTociates. Who when they were all met 

togither,Cyr//dpake unto them in this manner. 

My friends and Confederates, Albeit no caufe vve have to blame the Gods, 
lor tliat hitherto,wc have not atchieved all that vve wiihed and prayed for. Yet, 
if the performing of brave exploits bring this withall, that a man cannot re- 
pofc himfelfe as he would, nor take delight and folace with his friends, Fare¬ 
well for my part,all fuch felicitie. For, both yeflerday ye perceived,that from 
the very morning betimes, wee began to give audience unto fuiters, and gave 
not over before eventide: and now alfo yee fee,thefe are here come farre more 
in number than thofe yefterday, to put mee unto new trouble. And therefore, 
if a man Ihould give way unto thefe, I accompt hereby, that little ufe yee fliall 


very fmall 


I of you. And fure I am, that of mine owne fclfe I mail have 
one at all. There is alfo, quoth hee, another thing befidc, that 


I fee, very ridiculous. For, howfoever for mine owne part I (land aftefted to 
you as I ought, yet of all thefe that throng here about mee, I know in manner 
not onc,and they natheleflc are all of this difpofttion, that if by thruftingand 
importunitie they can prevent you, they will prefume to obtainc at my hands 
their requefts and be ferved before you. But I would think it meet and reafona- 


ble,that if any man have need of me,he ihould make meanes 


l 


my friends 


feeke your favour, and requeft you to bring them to mee. But fomc man haply 
will aske me why I did not carry my felfe lo at firft, but lay open fo,as 1 did,to 
all commcrs i To whom I anfwere, that 1 knew the Rate of warre affaires was 
fuch, as it behooved not a Sovcraine Commander, to be wanting either in ta¬ 
king knowledge of all things requifite, or in execution of fuch exploits as by 
any occurrents be prefented. And if Generals themfelves were feldome feene 
abroad, I fuppofe that many affaires would have palled by,which were meet to 
be put in execution. But now, feeing that this warre fo toylefome and labori¬ 
ous is layd alleepe, my very foule deemeth it to ftand with equitie, that it alfo 
may have now fome repofe. And therefore IF hence I am in doubt my felfe 
what courfe to take,that not onely our owne eftate,but theirs alfo,of whom we 
ought ro take the charge, may ftand upright: lcriomeof you advife, what in 
his conceit he fees moft bchoovefull. When Cyrus had delivered thefe words, 
Artabazus flood up,him I meane who fometime claimed kinred of Cyrus, and 
thus fpake. Now 1 allure you, quoth he, 6 Cyrus, you have done palling well 
to enter into this difeourfe. For, my felfe even from my childhood began to 
delire your ffiendlhip. But feeing how you Hood in no need of me, 1 durft not 
be fo bold as to come unto you. Afterwards when you hapned to requeft mee 

upon a time franloly to relate unto the Medes a meflage from Cjaxares, I argued 
thus with my felfe, that if I performed cheerefuily this fervice for you, I 
Ihould be very inward with you, yea and enjoy your conference whenfoever 
I would. And verily that affaire I executed fo, as that you commended mee 
highly therefore. After this, the Hy rcanians were the firft that joyned with us 
in amide, what time as wee were exceeding dciirous of Allies,fo that wee em¬ 
braced 
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braced their Societie, as if we hadbeene dciirous to carry 


armes. And who then but they 


When this was done, and 


campe forced, I thought then, you had no lcifurc to attend me: neither c< 
blame you for it,but beare with you. Then comes mee Gobryjs,and he be 
a friend unto us, whereat I did rejoyce: after him, Gadmas likewiie : yv!k 
it came to palfe, that ftill it was an hard matter for mee to be acquainted 
you. Semblably, when the Sacans and Cadulians became out confide 
good caufe there was that they Ihould be honourably entertained. For v 
they honoured you. But after that wee were returned thither againe 
whence we firft fet out in our expedition, becaufe I faw you much bulled. 
the ere&ing of a Cavailery, about Chariots,Fabricks and E f of Ai ti 

I made this accompt, that when you had bccnc once paft this care and m. 
you would have becneat leifure to regard mee. Hovvbcit, when the fea 
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that men of all nations were banded & in hoftilc manner affemblcd 


againft us, I underftood very well, that thefe were affaires of light great impoi - 
tance: But yet, if God gave once good fucccife therein, I was perfwaded fully 
in my heart, that you and I both fliould then converfe mutually togithet. And 
now that wee have fought great field and wonne the vi^loiy. Nlkv th.it wee 


have brought S/irdes and Crcejiis under our fubjciftion: Now that wc have foi- 
ced Babylon, fubdued and conquered all before us, yet could not I yefterday, 
fo helpc me * Methres, have had accefle unto you, but that! laid well about 
me with my fifts againft many that flood in my way. But when you tookc and 

drew me once by the hand.willingmetoftay by you, then,foriooth, I was well 
bolp up,abiding with you all day long withoutmeat&drinkc.Now tlieictoie, 
if by any meanes it be poflible, that wc who havedone you beft fervicc, may 
likewife be chiefe aboutyou and enjoy you moft, it is well: if not, then will I 
denounceeftfoones in your name, that all depart from you, excepting us onely, 
who from the beginning have beene your friends and followers. At thefe 

words both Cyrus and many others alfo laughed heartily. But chnj.tw.u the 

Petfian arofe and fpake in this wife. Heretofore, by good rcaion, o Cyru, you 
have (hewed your felfe abroad in the eves of all men, as well for thole cau fes, 
which your felfe haue allcadged, as alio becaufc we were not they, whom you 
werechiefely and above the reftto refpcct. For, wc were prelent alfo for our 
owne particular. But necefliry it was for you by all meanes poflible, to wmne 
the multitude, to the end that every one might be moft willing to undcigoc 
the fame travatlcs and perils togither with us. And now,feeing your condition 
is not otherwife, but you may oblige others alfo unto you, whom you thmke 
meet it is now high time for you to have the benefit of your house and home. 
For otherwife, what fruit Ihould you reape by your Sovcrame rule, it you a- 
lonc want your owne dwelling place, than which there is no land or pofldfion 
in the world more facred, morcfecrct, more proper and familiar 1 Moreover, 

thinke you not,quoth he,that even we alfo blufh (or (hame, to> fee you rcfo.ure 
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ly for to live abroad, keeping our felveswithm doores, and feeimng to b. 1 
better cafe than you are / When chryfmtjs had opened his mindcrn tne.e 
termes, mlny there were who accorded thereto. Whereupon cyrto entred t e 

up the fame. After hee was entred in, Firft,hee facr.ficcd umc rtf ,, then to 
lupittr Ring,and to what other God loever the Priefts tr • 
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Thefe complements finilhed, he began to apply his minde, to the fettling of 
other affaires. And taking into confideration, what a charge he undertooke in 
going about to governc many men: and intending to kcepe refiance in a * Ci- 
tie, which among others of great name, was moft renowmed and ftood fo ill 
affefted unto him, as the moft enemy Citie in the world could be unto a man .* 
pondering I fay thefe things in his minde, hee thought it requifite, toreteine a 
guard about his perfon. Confidering alfo full well, that men in no place can 
fooner and eaficr be overcome,than at eating and drinking, bathing, lying abed 
and fieeping, he did caft about, whom in thefe premiffes he might kcepe about 


him moft trufty 


Hee thought withall, that the man could never be true and 


faithfull, who loved another more then him who ftood in need of his guard. 
And therefore he obferved, that fuch as had children,wives of their owne fitted 
to their minds, or beloved * Catamites, were by nature forced to affaft them 
moft. On the other fide,feeing that * Eunuches wanted all thefe, hcconcluded 
that they would fet moft by them , that were able to enrich them moft, by 
whom alfo they might be relieved if they were wronged, yea and advanced to 


greateft honours 


And he fuppofed, there would none goe beyond himfelfe 


in conferring benefits and favours upon fuch. Furthermorc,in regard that Eu¬ 
nuches bee of bafe accompt among other men, for that very caufe, they had 
need of a Lord and Mafter to be backed and aflifted by. For, there is not one, 
but would in all things deeme himfelfe worthy to bee in better place than a 
guelded Eunuch, unleffe fome better thing be abarre thereto: But,that Eunuch 
who is faithfull to his Mafter, findeth no impediment, but hemay be chiefc a- 
bout him. And whereas in fome one this reafon may moft of all prevaile to the 
contrary, namely, that fuch evirate perfons become weaklings and cowards: 
Cyrus himfelfe was not of that minde. And here he argued ftrongly from in- 
ftance in other living creatures. For,horfes be otherwife fierce and untra&able, 
if they once be guelded, how ever they leave their biting and ceafle co be fram- 
pold, yet arc they nevertheldlb ferviceable in the warres: and Buis if they be 
libbed and made Oxen, are not fbftomackfull and ftubborne as they were: 
howbeit they abate nothing of their ftrength and abilitie to worke. Scmbla- 
bly Dogs if their * cuilions be taken from them,u(e no more to leave and lofe 
their Matters, but are never the worfc to watch and kcepe the houfe, no nor to 
hunt abroad. Even fo it is with men in this kinde: more mild and gentle they 
arc, being bereft of this flefhly luft: yet be they never the more negligent, in 
the execution of fuch things as they are enjoyned to doe, nor lefle induftrious 
in fervicc on horfebacke, nor one jote difabled for launcing their darrs, ne yet 
leffc defirous of honour. Nay rather, both in marciall feats and in their hun- 
tmg,they fliew evidently, that they have kept ftill in their hearts accrraineemu¬ 
lation and defire of vi&ory. And that they be trufty withall, they havefhewed 
good proofe in the murders of their Matters. For, none there be,that have gi¬ 
ven better teftimony of their approoved fidelity,in the calamities and diftreflcs 
of their Lords,than Eunuches. And fay, it may be thought that they have loft 
fome bodily ftrength [[bring thus evirate] yet in the warres the fame is fuppli- 


ed by ufe of weapon, which make the weake and ftrong all

confiderations, having begun firftat his Porters and doore-keepers, hee chofe 
for the Squires of his body,Eunuches all. And for that he thought this guard 

not futficient, to make head again ft a multitude of thofe, that carried an hoftile 

minde

For, to 
have beene once valiant men,is not fufficient,to the perpetuitie and perfetton of 
valour, unleffea man daily perfevere therein, even to the end. But like as other 
Arts and Sciences if they be forlct, grow to be of lefle eftceme; and our very

bodies other wife healthy, and 


idleneflc,turneeftfoones to be dhcafed and mifliking: even fo temperance,con- 
tincnce and fortitude, whenfoever a man (lacketh their exercife by difufe, grow

and take our cafe, nc yet abandon our fclves to the pleafures and delights pre- 

fented unto us. For I a(fure you, in my conceit, howfoever to gaine a * king- 
dome is a great, matter, yet a much greater pccce of worke it is, when one hath 
wonne it to hold it. For, oftentimes his fortune is to obtaine it, who (beweth 
hhnfelfe onely but bold and vcntcrous : but to retaine and keepe ftill the fame

ght now to exercife vertue much more than we did, before 


we attained to this great eftate: Yea, and know we muft that a man (hall have 
then the greateft number to envic him, to lay wait for him, yea and to become 
his mortal! enemies, when he hath moft in his pofteffion: efpecially if he hath 
gained both wealth and obfervance, (as wee have done) from menagainft 


their wills. Certes,we are to thinke,that God will be on our fide. For,unjuft- 
ly we have not come by all this, nor by treacherous flights, but being forlayed 

our feives,revenged wee are for our owne wrongs. That therefore,which next 
after this is beft, let us endeavour to be furnifhed with: And that is this,to en¬ 
joy our Empire by being better our fclves than thofc, whom wee rule. As for 
heat and cold, meats and drinks, labour and fleepc, common they muft be of 
neceflitie to us with our very fervants: Howbeit let us fo communicate therein 
with them, that we endeavour firft and principally, even in thefe matters to be 
feene more vertuous than they. But in martiall difeipline, and military exer- 
cifes, we ought in no wife to communicate with them, whom we are minded to 
make our * labourers and tributaries; For, in thefe exercifes it behooveth us 
to goc beyond them; knowing thus much,that God hath (hewed thefe meanes 
untomen,fortobctheinftruments of liberty and bleflednefle. And like as wc 

have dripped them of their armour, fo wee our (elves ought never to be diCar-

went before the atchicvement thereof. For, travaiic is meat alone and fauce to 
valiant and hardy men: And without this one thing, namely, the need of that 
which one obtaineth, nothing be it never fo coftly can be provided, to make it

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fweetand favory. And if rhofe things which men defire moft, God hath from 
heaven fumiflied us with : but that the fame may feeme moft ddeflab le, fom 
one provideth for himfclfc: fuch a m in (hall have this advantage,and be in be: 
ter cafe,than they that live more flenderly, in that he (hall get the moft tooth 
fome cates, when he is hungry, enjoy the plcafanteft drinks when he is third ic 
and take the fvveeteft repofe, when he hath need of reft. Which being fo, thu 
I conclude and fay : That we ought now to ftraine our feives to the uttermoft 
for to play the parts of good and honeft men: to the end that we may have it 
the beft manner and with moft contentment, theufe of thefe benefits, and no 
taftc of that which of all things in the world is moft grievous. For it is not him 
fogricvous,nevcr to have gotten good things,as heavy and irkefometo forgo 
the fame, after a man hath once had them. Furthermore, this alfo yee aret< 

confider, what pretenfe or colour wc have to be more idle and negligent here

Lee 
us therefore give attendance as Cyrus willeth us, at this our Sovcraignes Court: 
and exercife our felves in thofe matters, whereby principally we may be able 
to hold foch things as ought to be preferved : Let us be preft to ferve Cyrus at

For, this we are to know very 


that Cyrus cannot poffibly find ought,whcrcin he may ufc our helping hand for 
his owne benefit, but our part alfb will be therein. The felfcfime things, I fay, 
will be to us alfo commodious, like as wc have the fame enemies and no other. 
When Chryfantas had delivered thefe words, many others likewife, as well 
Ferftans as Allies rofc up and approoved what he had faid. Whereupon thcie

ned then eve fo at this day obierved it is of thofe,who are under the Empire ot 
the Kin» of Aft*: They frequent right dutifully the Palaces of their Princes. And 


as in this prefent treanfe it is declared, that Cyrus inrtttutcd a forme of Empire, 
whereby he mrdit preferve the fame firme to himfelfe and to the Per funs even 
fo, the Kings hi ? s fucceflburs, from time to time traffic the fame ordinances and 
doe likewife at this day. And verily it falleth out herein as in other things. T be 
better due the Prince is, the more fincerely are the auncient ordinances of the 
Statekepttand the worfe he is,themore untowardly goe all proceedings. Well, 
thofe honourable perfons repaired ordinarily to the Court-gates of Cyrus, 
mounted upon great horfes, with their launces accordingly: For that tins or¬ 
der was fo decreed,by thofe chiefe men of marke, who togither with him had 

made this conqueft of the Empire. , 

Howbeic Cyrus afterward inftituted other officers,unco whom he committed 
the menaging of other affaires: as who had under him both receivers of his rc- 
venewes ° and towards alfo for the disburfwg of his expenfes Mators and 
Overfeers of his works, keepers of his deimines and treafurc, and purveiours of 
‘ncceflaries for diet and houf-keeping. Moreover he appointed certaine Elcuerics 
ofthe Stable for his horfes, mators of Vcnerie and Ser|cants of nis hounds, 
fuch as he thought had skill and dexterity, co trainc and fit thefe hearts for his 
owne ufe and purpofe. As for thofe perfons whom he was minded to retainc 

^ome nght excelllent £ thSr place, he baooke not this choice and charge 

unto others but thought that care belonged to himfelfe: For, hee will very 
well toatrtat any time he were to fight a field,he mull out of all that number, 
Sthofe for his neereft affiftants and trufty officers, w.th whom he had par-

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out of thefc they were to be fent. Moreover, he was not ignorant, that fome of

thought it a matter of greateft importance, to treat and negotiate by the meanes 
of them,and fo to obtaine what was requifite without warre and force of armes. 
Now,if they, whofe fcrvicc was to be ufed, in the cffc&ing of his weightieft af¬ 
faires,\vcre not fuch as they ought to be,he luppofed it would not be well with 
his royall eftate: But if they were as they fliould be, then he fuppofed all would 
profper with him. Being fettled therefore in this opinion, hcc bent his mind 
wholly thereunto. Furthermore, of this judgement he was,that hirnfelfe ought 
fcmblably to pra&ife vertue: For,he thought it unpolfible for a man not qua¬ 
lified in his owne perfon, as he fliould be, to excite others to brave and lawda- 
ble adions. And in pondering all thefe points, he perceived that the contriving 
and compalfing of fo high defignes required principally time and leafure. And 
therefore he fuppofed, that he might not in any wife negled the provident care 
about revenues of the Crowne: as wifely for eftceming,that in the wealding of 
fo great a State, there muft of necclfity be much expenfe. Againc, confidering 
that he had large poffeflion of his owne demaine,ifjhc were in perfon evermore 
bulled about them, hee knew it would be an occasion to withdraw his mind 
quite from the care of preferving thefafety of thc.whole Empire. Calling 


therefore how he might well order his owncoeconomicall date, and hirnfelfe 
enjoy reft, he looked in fome fort into the order and difeipline of military af¬ 
faires. For in warrethe Decurions for the mod part take charge of the Decurics: 
the Canorals overfee the Decurions: the Colonels of thoufands, the faid Ca-

porals: The leaders of ten thoufand, thole faid Colonel

meth to pafle,that albeit there be many * miriades of men in an armie,yet there 
is not one fouldier of them all,but he is regarded and feene unto. So that when 
the Lord Generali hirnfelfe is difpofed to employ his armie, fufficient it is to 

give charge unto the My riarchcs [or Com maunders of ten thoufands.] Cyrus 
confidering the rcafon of this order in military affaires , framed thereto fum- 
marily his domcdicall matters. And by this meanes, when he conferred him- 
fclfc but with a few, his houfhold bufineflcs were roc forler. Thus, from 
that time forward, more repofe hee had than others who tooke the charge 

but of one houfe or of one fhip. And fo having ordered his owne eftate, hee 
taught thofe alfo about him to take the fame courfe. So, by this meanes hec 
provided for the eafement both of hirnfelfe, and of thofe alfo who belonged 
neere unto him. 

After this hee did fet in hand to ordaine, what kinde of perfbns they 
fliould be whom he would have to be of his inward companies Firft therefore, 
as many as were able to live of themfclves, putting over unto others the tillage 
and husbanding of their lands, if they gave not attendance at Court, he enqui¬ 
red after them: becaufe he fuppofed thofe that thus waited would doe nothing 
that was evill and Unfeemely: partly for that they were in the Princes prefence, 
and in part by reafon they knew themfelves to be marked and feene whatfoe- 

ver they did of men of the beft note. And for thofe that kept away,he thought 


ing therefore thus perfwaded of them, he forced them to be prefenr. For, hee 

gave commaundement to fome one or other of his chicfe favourites, to feize 

upon 
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upon the goods of him who ufually frequented not the Court, and to. prof, be 
openly and fay, that he entred upon his owne. This was no fboner put in r .a 
cution, but immediately, they that were thus dcfpoiled came with complain: 
as if they had beene wronged. But Cyrus did put thci 

his leafure would not ferve to lend his care to fuch perfons: and even after he 
had heard their caufe, yet deferred he a long time the debating and deciding o t 
their fuites. And in fo doing, he fuppofed, that as he taught them to wait and 
give better attendance: fo they would be Idle offended with him, than if by 
chaftilement he had forced'them to wair. This I fay was one meanes to tea. h 


them for to attend. Another way he had,and that was thus. Whiles i 
in prdcncc he enjoyned them very cafie miniftei ics,and the fame mo ft 
to themfelves.

But lookc who prdented themfelves, thofe hcc 

thought he fliould excitemoft, unto noble and excellent aft.ons, i as he had 
foveraigne commaund over them, fo he endevoured to (hew Inmfc fe unto h,s 
fubie&s moft of all others adorned with venues. For, it leaned he conln.lL. 
red thus much, that even by pofitivc and written lawes men arc made better. 
But a good Magiftratc he fuppofed to be unto his people a feeing law: as who 
was able to reduce into order, to note alfo and to pun.fli him that was dilorder. 


ly. Being of this mind, firft and principally above all things, he dec a 
(cite at this time more religious and refpcttivc of Gods woi lliip, b 
had fped fo happily in his affaires. And then it was fiift ordained

the Gods ind daily to offer what facrifices unto which Gods themfelves pro. 

nounced. Thefe ordinances inftituted then, continue foil at this day by tradi- 
tion from King to King fucccflively. And herein especially did oilier crj,.m 

imitate him, becaufe they were fully perfwaded they fliould be the happier 

haDDV and their Prince befide. Agame, in fo doing, they thought to be m Ins 
favourand to pleafe him. Cyr*r alfo hirnfelfe was of opinion that t he redigious 
devotion of his fubjeds was bchoovcfull for him direcied heicm by the fame 

to fea and to faile in their companie that tearc God and be tel.gious, than with 

tho& thit are tainted with ineligion and impiety. Moreover, this accon.pt 
made he, that if alt thofe that accompanied him were dev.p»t they would be 

n^t a e anv ungodly aft agA ft his perfon, who thought hirnfelfe to have A- 

foved^fght wi°ofthe whole (ociety of his fovenirites ^ that rio 

mote, making itknowne abroad to efteemc highlyofthis. 
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others likewifc forbearing filthie lucre,would by juft and lawfull mcanesonely 
chufe to better their eftates. He fuppofed alfo they would all be more ftiamc- 
faccd and modeft, in cafe he made open (hew, to have that reverent regard of 
them all, as neither to fpeake an undecent word nor commit any foule deed. 
And that this would proceed thereof, he colle&ed by this argument. For,men 

are wont to give better refped, I fay not to a Magiftrate, but even to thole of 
whom they ftand not in awe, if they be modeft and balhfull, than to fuch as be 
IhameldTe and impudent: yea and perceiving any woman to be modeft and dc- 
murc,thcy refped them alfo withfemblable reverence when they beholdthem. 
Like wife, he thought that thofe about him would perfift conftantly in their al- 
leagcance to him, if he graced and rewarded in the eyes of the world, thofe 
who without cxcufe or refufall, obeyed him, than fuch as feemed to be endued 
with the greateft vertues, and fuch as could not be acquired without exceeding 


labour and paines. And as he was of this judgement, fo he profefted the fame 
continually in all his pra&ile. By (hewing alfo hisrowne moderation and tem¬ 
perance,he provoked all others the rather to ule the fame. For when as men fee 
one in his carriage modeft, who hath greateft meanes to warrant his infolency, 
others who have fmallcr meanes, will not openly be feene to commit any info- 
lent parts. And in this wife diftinguifhed he, betweene balhfull modefty and fo- 


ber temperance, faying that ba 


ull perfons forbeare wickednefle abroad in 


the fight of others, but temperate men avoid the fame in fecret comers. As tou¬ 
ching continency, he thought his courtiers would be given thereto the more, 
in cafe he bate himlelfe fo continent, as not by any pleafures prelented unto 
him/o be plucked away from good things, but willing to undertake travailes 
joyned with honeftic, before all delights whatfoever. And verily, being thus 
dilpofed in hitnfelfe he effeded this, that among thole in his court, there was 
much comely order, whiles the inferiour fort gave place unto their fuperiours, 
and yet carried a refpc&ivc reverence and decent gravity one unto another. A 
man fhould not have feene one there , either in anger crying out uncivilly, or 
in mirth laughing excdfivcly. But whofoever had beheld them, would have 
thought they had lived canonically indeed, to the very rule and fquire of ver- 

tue and decency. Well, thus they partly did, and thefe examples they faw 
who convcrfed in Court.

evidently to every man,as well by that, which heretofore hath bccne related, 


as alfo by this,that in exercifing his Courtiers after this manner, liimfcJfe al 
them all, by labour, pradifed as well fobriety and temperance as military

and warlike feats: For as he trained others forth a hunting, when time ierved 
and no necelficy compelled him to ftay at home, fo himfelfe alfo upon urgent 
occafions detaining him, hunted wild beafts kept of purpofe in parks about 
home. And then,would neither he himfelfe take any (upper before he had Iwer, 
nor give his horfes provender before they were well cxercifed and ridden. To 
this hunting, his manner was to call the Scepter-bearers of his Court. By icafon 
therefore of this continuall exercife, himfelfe excelled in worthy deeds • they 
alfo who accompanied him furmounted as much : And verily fuch a precedent 
and example he (hewed himfelfe unto others. Moreover whom he law of all 
the reft moft earned followers of good and honeft adions, thofe adorned hoc 


A 


with gifts, with places of government, with preeminence of highc i row mes, 
and with all mmner of honours. Whereby it came to pafte, that he kindled in 
them all, an ardent defire and emulation,whiles every one ftrived to be thought 
of Cyrus moft excellent. Furthermore thus much alfo to our thinking have we 
obferved in Cyrus , that not herein onely he thought magiftiates fhould linpafie 
their fubjeds, namely, to be better than they, but to charme alfo and encliaunt 

them, as it were,other wile, after a cunning fort. And therefore made he choice 
himfelfe to °oe in a fide and loofe '.Median robe, and perfwaded alfo his Cour¬ 
tiers and Favourites to wearc the like. For, Cyrus thought, that if any defect 
were in the bodie, this manner of vefture would hide the fame: and bcfides 
make them that were arrayed therewith,to carry a right goodly prefence with 
them, and to feeme moft perfonablc. For the Medes ufe under this habit, .ucn 

a kind of Ihooes, as they might underlay clofely and out of fight,thereby to up- 
peare taller rhan they are. He permitted them likewife to ufe painting undci 
their eyes, to the end they might be thought to have more beautiful 1 eyes than 
they had: alfo to rub colours into their skins, to feeme of better complexion 
than they were by nature. Befides, hee inured them to this, neitbci to fpit not 
(nit openly in light, nor to turnetheir bodies to theafiped of any (hew , as men 
that admired ntxhing, nor regarded nouelties. And all thefe things hee fuppo- 
fed to make fomewhatfor this, that they might hee leflecontemptible to thofe 

vnder them. And verily after this manner framed hee thofe whom hee meant 


fhould rife by him, and become deputies under him, both m their exercifes 

andalfo in carrying aport and majefty over them. Butfuchashee oi darned 
for to ferve, hee neither ftirred up to ingenuous labours, nor permitted once t< 
beare armes. Howbeir, hee provided for them fo, as they never went with 


beare armes. Howbeir, hee provided for them fo, as they never went with- 
out meateor drinke competent, for the attending of any hberall excrafts. 1 oi, 
thofe feryants, fo often as they * did put up any wilde beafts ? 

into the Forreft where they hunted, but none of free condition allowed hee lo

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Alfo when hee was to make any journey, hee lea them to the 
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like as labouring beafts. Now, when dinner rime was, ee wou ay w* ^

ger. And by this ufage,he wrought fo with them, that even thefe alfo, as well 
% the nobles and men of beft marke called Cyrus Father, as taking luch care for 

them, to the end that without making any queftion, they might alwaics beare 

the yoke offervitude. 

Thus eftablifhed he the whole Per fun Empire in great fafety, and was fully 
confident, that toward himfelfe from the nations which he had fubdued, there 

was no daunger at all. For,he reputed them feeble and weake, he faw them un- 

furnifhed and^without good order: and withall, there was not one of them that 
either by night or day approached neere unto his perfon. As for thofe whom 
he tooke to be the braveft and hardieft men and faw armed in troupes,and knew 


fome to be leaders of horfemen and others of footmen 


Many alfo of them 


whom hee perceived to carry an hauty mind (as who were fufficient to com- 
maund) and to draw neerer than the reft to his guard and to the fquires of his 
body, for many of thefe oftentimes had cntercourfe with Cyrus himfelfe (a 
thing that of nccelfity could not be avoided, becaufe hee meant to make ufe of 
their employment.) From thefe I fay, there was fome doubt and daunger of 

harme to grow unto his perfon, and that many and fundry waics. Wherefore 
when he devifed with himfelfe by what meanes he might be fecured from them: 
to difarmc them that thereby they might bedifabled for the warrcs,he would 
not allow: as fuppofing that to be meere injuftice,and deeming it to threaten the 
fubverfion of his owne Empire: Againe, not to admit them to his pre* 
fence, and openly to (hew that he diftrufted them,he thought was the next way 
to ftirre coles and kindle rebellion.This one device for all thefe he deemed both 
to ferve beft for his owne fccurity, and to (land moft with his honour: to wit, 
if poffibly he could bring thofe of beft worth, to be more friendly affc&ed to 

himfelfe than they were one to another. And therefore by what meanes as we 
thinke,he attained thereunto, namely to win their love,we will endeavour to de¬ 
clare. Firft and formoft,at all times he (hewed unto them efpecially 3 as much as 
he could,humanity and kindnefle of heart, fuppofing this with himfelfe, that as 
it is no cafic matter to love thofe which feem to hate us,nor to will well to them, 
that are ill minded unto us: fo it is impoffible, that they who fc love and good 
will is once knownc,(hould be odious unto thofe who thought they were belo¬ 
ved of them. Wherefore fo long as he was not fo well ftored with money, nor 
had wherewith to be liberality provident care over them whom he kept about 
him,as alfo by his forwardnefle in paines taking before them: by open declaring 


ovident care over them wnom ne kept about 
paines taking before them: by open declaring 


that he rejoyced at their well doings,and grieved at their misfortunes,he endea¬ 
voured to win their hearts and gaine their friend (hip. But after he had gotten fo 
much aforchand, as that he was able by bountifull giving to be benenciall, he 
judged as we fuppofe,firft and principally that men efteemed no benefits of the 
lame coft and value more welcome and acceptable, than the participation of

than the participation of 


meats and drinks. Being I (ay of this opinion,he tooke up this order firft, at his 

owne tablc,that what meats himfelfe ufed to feed upon, the like thereto (hould 

alvvaies be ferved up unto him .* but fufficient to content and fatisfie many men 

befides. And looke, what viands foever were fet upon the bourd,hc ever dealt 

among his favourites whom he thought well o£ all the lame, faveoncly luch 

diflics as himfelfe and thofe who fet with him at the table fed upon;, thereby to 

(hew that he was mindfull of them,or clfe to teftifie his bounteous mind. More¬ 
over 
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over he was wont to fend meats unto thcm.whofc diligent fervice cither in kcc- 
pingwatch and ward,or in obfequious attendance, onn fome other attions, he 
highly admired: thereby to declare,that he would have them know, how wil¬ 
ling he was to gratifie them. And even his very houfliold fervitours lie would 
honour and "race, by fending them diihcs from his owne table, whenfoever lie 
had commended any Y of them. Yea and all the cates for lus find fervants, lice

For,in finall townes it fellah out,that one and 
the fame man maketh a bedded, a doorc, a plough and a tabic (yea and many a 
time bdeeve me, the fame party alfo buddeth an houfe, and is well appay.d i 
h^this meanes he can meet with any to fet him aworkc, whereby he may find 
acompecent living And verily it cannot bc,that he who praiftilcth many ai ts 
lhouTd performethem all very well and excellently.) Whereas in great an. po¬ 
pulous cities bccaufe many men have need of one anc. the fame thing, one Ic ve- 

rall feience is fufficient for each man to maintainc and keep hun. And many a

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day, with all the Kings of Perfia. For, who is he that hath richer friends and fa. 
vorites openly koowne,than the Ptrfian King! What Prince is feene to array his 
followers in more gorgeous and fumptuous robes than this King? Whofc gifts 
areknowneto be fuch,a$ fome of this Kings are < to wit, bracelets, collars and 
chcines,horfes alfo with bridles, and trappings of gold? For,in Perfu, none may 
have thefe but of the Kings gift. Who but he, hath the name by his large gifts 
to bring this to paife, that he is preferred in love before brethren, parents and 
children ? who belides him was able fo to be revenged of his enemies, diftanr 
though they were from him many moneths journey ,as the King of Per ft a? who 
againe, but Cyrus having conquered a mighty Monarchic,ended his life fo, as at 
his dying day he could get the name of a father among all his fubjc<fts?and evi¬ 
dent it is, that this name is attributed unto him rather who giveth benefits,than 
to one that taketh ought away. Moreover we have heard it reported, that fuch 
as are called the * Eyes and Ear.es of Kings,he procured to himfclfe by no other 
meartes but by largdfe and giving great rewards. For, when he highly fed with 
gifts thofe who brought him intelligence of all fuch occurrents, as were meet 
for him to know, he effected thusmuch> that very many men both fpiedand 
liftened after fomevvhat, to bring the fame to the Kings cares, whereby fomc 
commodity might accrue unto him. Hereupon it came,that a King was thought 
to have many eyes and as many eares. Now,ifany man think that a King ought 
to have one to be his cfpecull eye and no more, he taketh not the thing arighr. 
For,one man is able to fee or hcare but a little. And if that one have this com- 
miffion all the reft may feeme to be enjoyned negligence, Befides,whomfocver 
they perceived once to be that eye of the King , him they might know well 
enough they ought to beware of. But the cafe is nothing for For,the King gives 
care to every one, that faith he hath either heard or feene ought, worth regard. 
Thus,there are thought to be many eyes and eares of a King: and in every place 
men are affraid to let fall any words that are not for his behoufe, as if he heard 
all, and likewife to do any thing, againft his good eftace and dignity as if him¬ 
felfe were in perfon prefeat to fee all. Aad fei farre off, was any man from da¬ 
ring to give out any reproachfull fpeeches againft Cyrus ,that every one demea¬ 
ned himfclfe fo,as if all that were in place coaverfed continually in the eyes and 
cares of the King. Now, that mens hearts were thus knit unco Cyrus, I know no 

better reafon that men can alleadge than this, that for fmall kindndfes he was 

willing ever to give great gifts. And no taervaile that he excelled thus in boun- 
tifuii giving, being as he was exceeding rich. But this rather deferveth to be 
fpoken of, that albeit he was in regall eftare and dignity, yet he furpafled, for 
courtefies and favours to his friends and dependants. Certes reported it is of 
him,thac in no one thing was he fo much abaftied to be overcome as in kind of¬ 


fices to his friends. And to this

have all at home, they neither eate more than they can beare (for then would 
they burft) nor put on more clothes,than they can carry, for fo they fhould be 
fweltered and (lifted: but their fuperflUous money and riches troubles and tor¬ 
ments them not a little. As for mee, 1 fcrve and honour the Gods with my 
goods, and ever covet to have more ftill. And when I have gotten it* looke 
what furplufage I fee over and above fuffifance, therewith I fupply the penury 
and want of my friends. By enriching men, and bellowing benefits liberally 
upon them I winne good will and amitie: The fruit whereof I rcape, to wit, 
fccuritic and glory. And fuch fruits as thefe, neither fade and p^ifh, nor by 
growing over-ranke corrupt any man: but glory and good name the more it 

is,the greater and fairer it groweth ftill: the more portable it is,and oftentimes 
caull'th them to be the lighter that beare it. And for your further knowledge,6 
Orr/^takethis alfo with you,quoth he. I efteeme not thofe the happieft men, 
thatpoflefle moftand iiavegreateft (lore in their cuftodie ( for by thisreafon 
the Warders of towne walls fhould be moft fortunate, For, the keeping they 


have of all within the faid townes) but who 



moft goods juft ly and ufe 


the fame well and honeftly, him I repute moft blcfted, and his money and 
wealth alfo. And as Cyrus delivered thus much in word, fo he was knowne to 


performe it in deed. 

Furthermore perceiving moft men toendevour, if they were in good health, 

to be furnifhed with neceflaries, and to lay up ifi ftore fuch things as ferved for 
the dyet of healthfull perfons: feeing withall, that they rooke no great care,to 
have in readinefle tneanes rcquifite,if they fhould fell ficke: he thought it good 


be provided alfo in this behalfc 


moft skilfull Phyficians that were to be had 


Whereupon he entertained about him the 


And looke what meanes and 


ftruments any man put into his head to be good and expedient for him: were 
they in the nature of [ purging ] medicines, or meats, or drinks, there was not 
any of them,but he would be ftored therewith,and have ready in his Obinett. 

And if at any time, one of them whom it skilled moft to be cured, fell ficke, 
him would hee vifit, and minifter unto him whatfoever was needfiill. Yea, 

thankfull he was unto the Phyficians, if one had healed any of them,although 
he had taken and ufed in the cure fome drugges which himfelfe had laid up for 
his owne ftore. Thefe meanes and many other fuch he pra&ifed, for to be in 
chiefe efteeme with them, of whom he defired to be loved. 

Moreover, of what things he publifhed folemne games and propofed prifes, 
minding thereby to kindle and ftirre up in mens minds a ftrife, about brave and 


worthy feats, the fame wanne Cyr

Furthermore, Cyrus ordained in manner of a law, that whatfoever was to be 
decided either by way of Civill A&ion or by tryall in Combat, they whom 
« concerned to have their csuifes determined, fhould have rccourfe eogithcr un¬ 
to the Iudges. And thus it is evident that the adverfaries of both fidcs had an 
eye unto fuch Iudges, as were (imply beft, and their created friends. And hee 


chat was caft and had the foyle, envied them that had the better hand,and hared 

thofe 
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thofe that pronounced not fentcnce on his fide.Contrariwife,he that overcame, 
pretended, that he had the victory by right,and therefore thought not himfelfe 

beholden unto any. Semblably, they who fought to be in moft favour with 
Cyrus, bare envie one to another,like as it fareth with others that live in Cities. 
And therefore theimoft part vvifhed one another rid out of the world, rather 
chan procured the mutual! good either of other. Whereby it appeareth evi¬ 
dently, that his drift and policy was, that the greateft and beft perfons about 

his Court, fhould all of them love him, rather than reciprocally to affaft one

already, that they be all obedient to you, in the marfilalling o

faid folemnirie, but to the end they may more willingly be ruled by you, here, 

>r pcrifio rake thefe coats to diftribute among the Captaines of the * Guard: Thcfe fad¬ 
ed.’ die clothes befidcs (of tapeftry) beftow upon the Leaders of the horfemen, 

and thefe other liveries give unto the Rulers of the Chariots. So rheraulas re¬ 
ceived this furniture and carried it accordingly. Whom when the Captaines 
and Rulers aforefaid (aw, You are become fay they, 6 Pheraidas, fome great 

man now, m that you are to dired us alio in thole things that are to bee done* 

Not fo, quoth P her aulas, as God love mee. So farream I from being fuchun 

one as you take mcc : that I am ready even to be a Porter alio, to carry bag and 
baggage among you. For,fee how I bring here with me, thefe two (hag clothes 
of tapeftry,the one for you,and the other for him there: but take you the choife 
of them: whereupon the partie that was about to receive the laid laddie cloth, 
forgetting all envie, prefently asked his advice, whether of them he Ihould 
take. And when P her aulas gave him counfell to lay hold of that which hee 
tooke to be the better: If you will blame mee, quoth hec, for giving you the 
choifc, hereafter when I lhall execute my fun&ion, you (hall ftnde mee ano¬ 
ther kinde of minifter,and unlike to my felfe now. Thus Pheraulas having made 
this diftribution as he was commaunded, tooke order for all things that belon¬ 
ged to the folemne riding forth and pompe of Cyrus, that every thing might 
be moft handfomely and featly performed. When the morrow was come, all 
was made cleane and neat, before day-light. And they ftood by ranke and file 
dire&iy in order on both fides of the way: like as at this day they ulc to take 


their ftanding wftat way tnc lung is to nae roren any wmuici; nuuiu n *«. law¬ 
ful! for any to enter within theft faid ranks, unlenc they were eminent and

themftlves thofe Penlioners of the guard to the number of 4000. * with 
launces, foure in ranke before the Court gates, and on either fide of the gates 
2000. All the men of Armes likewife were prelent to (hew themfelves,being 
alightedfrom their horfts,carrying their armes out of their fleevelcfle caflocks, 
as the manner is in thefe dayes to put them forth whenloever the King * view- 
cththem. Semblabiy, on the right hand ftood the Perfians, and the reft that

were Aftociates, on the left hand of the way. After which manner were the 

Chariots placed, halfeon the onefide, and halft on the ocher. Now when the 

Court gates were let open, Firft, were led forth goodly faire Buis * foure by 

foure for Iupiter, as alfo for other Gods, as the * Priefts gave di reft ion. For, 

the Perfiam are of this opinion, that in the ftrvice of the Gods, there are to be 

employed skilfull Artifts, much more than in any other occafions. After thele 

Buis,were Horfts led out for (acrifice to the Sun: and after them was brought 

forth a white Chariot,with a golden * Spring-tree,and the fame adorned with 

Coronets (and (acred this was unto Iupiter.) Behind which came the white 

Chariot of the Sunne, fet likewife with Crownes as the other before. After it 

was 
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was led forth, a third Chariot and the Steeds drawing ir, all trapped and cove¬ 
red with red Caparifons: and behind it, certaine men followed, who upon a 
great * pan carryed fire. After all thefe rode Cyrus himfclfe out of the gates, all 
goodly to be fcenc,in a Chariot,with an upright turbarit upon his head, clad in 
a purple calTocke halfe white (for none clle may wcare a garment halfe white) 
and having about his thighs and legs, breeches and (lockings of leaflet dye, 
but his coat of Armes, was all purple throughout. About his turbanr afore¬ 
faid, he had * a Diadem, the very badge and cognifancc, that all his kinfmen 
likewife be knowne by,and even at this day they retainc the lame Enlignc. His 

handslikewife he did put forth out of his lleevcs. There guided his Chariot 
mounted hard by him, his Chariotier, abiggeman of ftature, yet nothing lb 
perfonablc as him felfe: whether it were foin very deed, or by fome other 
meanes,! wote not:but however, Cyrus feemed a much taller and goodlier per 
fon. When they beheld him as he parted along,they all adored him; either for 

that fome had a commandement to begin this manner of adoration, or becaufe 

they were ravilhed and amazed with the fight ol fo rich and (lately aray: 01 
clft for that Cyrus himfelfc feemed to carry fuch a majeftie and bcautic ia his

True it is, that before this time, never any Per fun had 


(hipped Cyrus. After that Cyrus his Chariot was gone forth, thofe foure rhou- 

fand Penfioners marched before, and two thoufand on cither fide of the Cha¬ 
riot accompanied him.Then,hardafter followed his Sceptcr-bearers on hoi fc- 
backe bravely accoutred with their Iavclins, to the number of three hundred. 
Moreover, led forth there were about two hundred lere-horfes richly to bee 
feene with golden bridles, which were kept for Cyrus his faddle, and thole co¬ 


vered with ftreaked and party-coloured clothes. After thele marc 
thoufand 4 launces: and then the Cavallery firft eredled, ten thoufand mmu 
ber, arraunged throughout by hundreds, who had Chryfatas for their Lead 
Next after followed another Regiment of teft thoufand Perfian horfemen

of them, another troupe likewife conduced by Gadatas. Behinde them the 
tJWediaa Cavallery, next unto them the Armenians: after whom the Hyrcant.. 

, then the Cadujians, and after the Cadufans, i\\qS aeons [horfemen all.] Now 
behind the Cavallery thus marfhalled, there followed che Chariots, foure in 
ranke, under thecondu<ftof Artahotes the Perfian. When Cyrus was now upon 

the way riding in this pompe, very many there were that followed cxrraordi 
narily without the * Colours, preferring fundry petitions unto him. Tothem 
therefore he fenr certaine of his * Mace-bearers (for three there were on either 
fide of his Chariot that accompanied him of purpofe to informe and carry 
meflages betweene ) to declare unto them in his name, that whofoever had any 
requeft to exhibit unto him, he (hould deliver his mind unto fuch Delegates,as 
were deputed therefore under him. For they,quoth he,will acquaint me there¬ 
with. Whereupon, they went away, and immediat ly turned to the men of 
armes,confulting to whom each one Ihould repaire i But Cyrus, when hcc was 
difpofed to haveany of his favorites moft honoured of the people, would by a 
meffenger fend for them feverally by themfelves to come unto him, and thus 
(ay: When (bever any of thelehere, that accompany mein my trainc, iniormc 
you of ought: if the matter that hee mooveth be frivolous, give no care nor 

rake heed of his words: but looke who feemes to preferre a juft fupplicaxion,

And verily, all the reft 


whenfoever Cyrus called them, obeyed, and with all their might & mainecame 
riding unto him: partly to amplifie all they could, the Soveraine Majeftie of 
his Empire, and in part to fhew their owne double diligence and obedience. 
But one Darpharnes there was rude and ill bred above the reft; who had this 
conceit in his head, that if hee were not fo forward in comming at his call, hee 
(hould be reputed a jollier fellow and more free than others. Which when 
Cyrus pciceived,beforG he was come upon a time and had communed with him, 

he fent under hand one of thofe * Macebearers with a countermand, willing 
him to fay unto the man, that now he had no more employment for him. And 
from that time forward never fent he for him againc. But when a companion 
of his, that was called for next after him, made his appearance unto Cyrus be¬ 
fore him: Cyrus rode out himfelfe to meet him, and of thofe lere-horfes that 
went by, beftowed one upon him, commanding vvithall one of thofe Mace¬ 
bearers, to lead him forth for him, whither he would himfelfe. Which as ma¬ 
ny as faw, tooke it to be fomc great grace and honourable favour. Whereupon 

ever after many more men did him obfervance. 

Thus when they were come to the facred * groves abovefaid, they facrifi- 

ccd unto Iupiccr, with Holocaufts, that is, burnt offrings of whole entire Buis. 

Semblably unto the Sunne, burning Horfes all whole in like fort. After this, 

they killed other beafts for facrifice to the Earth, doing as they had direction 


from their Pricfts the Mag 


Afterwards, to the tutelar Gods of Syria they 


did like wife. Which complements being performed,becaufe the plot of ground 

was even and faire, hee ere&ed a goale at the end of a race to the length of five 
ftadia. Wherein hee commanded, that * tribe by tribe, they fhould put out 
their Horfes to runne their beft, for the Prize. Himfelfe with the Perfians ran 
a courfe and wonne. For why l he was moft expert in Horfemanfhip. Of the 
Medes, K^Art abates gate the vi&ory 5 for, Cyrus had given him an Horfc (of 
fpcede.) Among the Syrians, he that was their Captaine. Of the Armenians, 
Ttgranes . Among the Hyrcanians, the Colonels fonne who had the leading of 
their Horfcmen. Of theSacansa private fouldier, and he with his Courfer 

gained ground, and out-rid the other Horfes well-neere halfe the race length. 
Hereupon Cyrus asked the young man, whether he would exchange his Horfe 
for a kingdome < Who anfwered, I would not willingly take a kingdomc for 
him. Yet I would not fticke to make a friend with him, and beftow him upon 
fome * good man. Why then,quoth Cyrus,1 will fhevv you,where ifyou winkc 

with anA rlrv* hnf * fltner frnm trnn r voil /hall not mifle but hit 2. 


fome * good man. Why then,quoth Cyrus, I will fhevv you,where ifyou winkc 
with both eyes, and doe but* fling from you: you fhall not mine but hit a 
good man. Doe then but (hew me,quoth the Sacan,where they be, that when 
I have taken up this clot, I may throw among them. With that, Cyrus pointed 
where there were a great fort, of his friends and favorites. Then the young 
man {hutting both his eyes clofe, threw the clot from him, and it light upon 
Per aulas, as he rode by: For, it chanced even then, that he was to declare fome 
errand that Cyrus had given him. When he was ftrucken, hee never turned for 
the matter, but rode on ft ill to doe that bufinefle which hee was enjoyned. 
Then the Sacan opened his eyes, and asked whom he had hit r Not one,quoth 
Cyrus , fo helpe me Iupiter, of all thofe who are here prefent. Why then,I am 

fure, quoth the young man, much lefle any one of thofe that bee abfent. Y es 

verily, 
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verily, faith Cyrus, you have hit him yonder that rideth pricking lb faft s by 
the Chariots. How is it then,quoth the other, that he turneth not againc? No 
doubt, quoth Cyrus , lie is fome franticke fellow, and not well in his wits, as it 
fliould’feeme. Which when this young man heard , hee went ftreight to fee 
who he was,and found him to be Pheraulas .• whofc beard was all agore blood, 
and fouly berayed with earth beiidcs: For, his nofc bled with the blow. Bc- 


inc* come unto him, he asked whether he had bcenc fmittcn,with that which he 

flunc^ Even as you fee, anfwered the other, howthmke you of it? Why 

then quoth he, I beftow upon you, this faire Courfer under mec: Take him I 

pray you for my fake. And why fo, quoth P her aulas ? then, the Sacan related 
unto him the whole matter, and faid in the end, I have not miffed I trow, but 

met with a good and worthy man. Then Pheraulas, you fhould have given 
him to a richer man if you had done wifely, Howbeic I accept your gift: and 

I befcech the Gods ( whofc will it was, that you fliould light onmee) to give 

me grace fo to carry my felfe as rhat you may never repent of rhis your gift be¬ 
ftowed upon mee. And now for this time, quoth he, get up upon my Horfc 
and ride away: And I will be with you anon. And thus they exchanged. To 

conclude, among the Cadufians Rhaihonices was the winner. 

Moreover, Cyrus did put forth Chariots one to one for to runne a race. And 

to the Vigors he gave both Oxen to facrificc and make merry withal!,and alfo 

* drinking pors. Himfelfe being vigour alfo, received an Oxe, which was 

the price for viflory. But, of thelaid flaggons he beftowed his part on Phr aulas, 
becaufe he thought he had done fo well in ordering this riding forth out of the 
Court And verily this folcmne pompc of riding, as it was inftituted hrft by 
Cyrus, fo the King for the time being,continueth ftill at this day, fave oneiy that 
there be no beafts for facrifice fo often as the King ftcrificerh nor. W hen thefe 
Complements were ended, they returned unto the Citic. And as many as had 
houfes given them, thither they went: but fuch as had none, lodged in then 

feverall * quarters.

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By what manes Cyrus graced and honoured his friends. The marriage of 

Gobryas hit daughter, with Hyftafpas one of Cyrus 

his Grand-Seigneurs. 

A Ft i r that Cyrus had facrificed, he made a feaft for joy of his late vi&o- 

rie, and thereto invited thofc friends, that openly had (hewed their for- 
JljL wardnefle to advance his State moft, and their willing minds to do him 

greateft honour. To whom he adjoyned Artabazus the c Median, Tigranes the 
Armenian, the iiyrcanian Commaunder of the Cavallery, and Gobryas . As for 
Capuine. Gadatas he became * Ruler under him of the Scepter-bearers: and according to 

his dirc<flion,all the houfe-keeping of Cyrus was ordered. And when there were 
nny at fupper with Cyrus, Gadatas did not fo much as fit downe, but tookc the 

charge of all,and waited: But if no gueft were there, himfelfe fupped with him: 
For he tooke delight in his prefence and company. In regard of which affe&i- 
on and diligence of his, he was highly efteemed of Cyrus, and of others in the 
Court likewife for Cyrus his fake. When guefts invited to fupper came, Cyrus 
placed them not one with another hand over head without refpcdl: but whom 
he vouchfafcd moft honour, him did he fet on his left hand, becaufe the fame 
hand is more expofed to daunger of wait-laying than the right: the fecond in 
dignity he placed on the right hand, the third againe on the left hand, and the 
fourth on the right. If there were any more, he marfhalled them in the fame 
order. And he thought it very expedient, to declare how he honoured each 
one. For,where men fuppofe,that he who furpafTeth others in worthineffe fhall 
receive neither praife nor prize, evident it is, that there is no emulation among 
them, who (hall exccll. But where the beft is feene to be in the higheft place 
and to have the prccedencyof the reft, there doc they all with exceeding ala¬ 
crity enter into open ftrifeand contention. And Cyrus verily after this manner 
flievved who were of greateft authority and reputation with him,beginning firft 
with the order of their fitting with him and (landing about him. Howbeit he 
would not that any man fhould challenge that place then afligned as his owne 
for ever: but he brought up this cuftomeas a law, that according to their good 
and vertuous deeds, they fhould be advanced to an higher degree of honour, 
and as any one demeaned himfelf more bafely,he fhould come down to a lower 
place. For, Cyrus thought it would redound greatly to his owne fhamc, in cafe 
any perfbn promoted to the higheft roome in fitting,fhould not be feene abroad 


for to enjoy many ornaments and favours by 


And as in Cyrus time thefe 


matters were thus carried, fo in thefe daics, we underftand the fame order hol- 
deth ftill. When they were at fupper, Gobry as thought it no wonderous matter, 
that every thing was ferved up unto Cyrus in fo great plenty, being a Prince fo 

puiflant,and the Ruler over fo many: but he mervailed rather at this,that having 
atchievcd fo great exploits, if any toothfome and deinty cates came before him, 
he would not enjoy the pleafure thereof alone, but take the paines even to in- 
treat his friends about him, for to receive part thereof. Nay, he faw him ma¬ 
ny a time, to fend unto fotne that were abfent, fuch deinties as haply he had a 
fpeciall mind unto himfelfc. Whereby it came to paftc, that after they had 
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Tupped thcmfclvcs, Cyrus would fend from the very table one way or other, 
the dilhes as many as they were, whereat Gobryas, 1 was of opinion herctofo 
quoth he, 6 Cyrus, that you furmounted all other men in military aftunes a 
in leading an armie: but now I proteft and fwearc by the Gods, riiar in my con 
ccit you excell farremorein humanity than in martial! provvdfe. So ins 
truth quoth Cyrus, and verily a greater pleafure it is unto me, lor to Ihcw t 
deeds ofcourtcfiethan ofchivalrie. And how fo:' quoth Gobryas: becaufe, fu 
Cyrus, thefe muft of neceffity be feene in doing hurt unto men, the other in d 
ing them good. After this, when they had drunkc moderately, Hyftajpas pi 
pounded this queftion unto Cyrus and faid, Sir, will you not be oft ended wi 
me, if I askc you that which I defire to know ? No verily, quoth Cyrus, l 
contrariwife I would be difpleafed with you, if you kept that in which y 
were minded to aske. Tell me then I pray you quoth he, whether at any rim 
came not to you when you called for mef Oh quoth Cyrus,no more of that, 
us have no fuch words. Nay, but was I any whit flackc,faid Hyftafpas in coi 
ming to you? No,neither quoth Cyrus, Commaunded you me at any timc,tl 
which I performed not accordingly? I can find no fault with you anfwcred < 
rus . And whatfoever I did, could you ever perceive me to doc it not dice 
fully,nor with delight and pleafure? No I allure you quoth Cyrus, For, her 


of all other I can lead find fault with you. What is it then , For the love of 
God quoth he, and wherein hath chryfantas fo prevailed with you , that hcc 
fhould be preferred to a more honourable place than my felfc? Shall T tell you 
the reafon faith Cyrus ? whatelfe, quoth Hyftajpas ? And will not you be angry, 
quoth Cyrus when you heare the truth ? No verily faith Hyftajpas , but rather 

very glad will I be, if I may know that I am not wronged; Goe to then, faith 
Cyrus, you (hall underftand, This chry fantas here, firft and formed, never ex¬ 
pected untill I feat for him : but was ahvaics prefent to attend and follow oul 
affaires before he was called. Againe, he did not chat onely which he was bid¬ 
den , but whatfoever himfelfc knew expedient for us to be done, that did lie. 
Moreover,if at any time a matter was to be deli vered by fpcech unto our Allies 
and Confederates,whatfoever he thought decent for me to fay ,thcrto he would 
advife me: But whatever he perceived,I wasdefirous that our Aflbciats fhould 
know, but yet upon a bafhfull modefty, loth my fclfe to utter unto them, hcc 
would declarcthc fame in fuch termes, as if it had beenc his owne opinion. So 
that in thefe cafes. What can be alleadged to the contrary, but that he is more 
earefull for my good and commodity, than mine owne fclfe. Furthermore,this 
is his faying that he (lands alwaics contented with his prefent fortune as fuffici- 
entfor him, but for me he fhevveth himfelfc provident and forecafting in my 
behalfe what good I may have by any thing added to my cftatc. To conclude, 
in my welfare, he taketh more joy and plcaluic, than I doc my fclfe. At the/e 
words Hyftafpas faid. Now fo love me. Lady luno, as it doth me good at the 

very heart that I demaunded thofe queflions of you. And why foefpccwllyr. 
I pray, quoth Cyrus: becaufe faith he, I will endeavour what I can, to doc the 

fame. But for one thing, I know not what to doc: namely, how, and in what 


firft and 


fort I might (hew my afelion, when I rejoyce in your good fortune and wcl 
fere? Whether I muft clap my hands, or laugh,or whatelfe I mould do? Here 
at Artabazm, you ought then, quoth he, to dauncc the Per fan dauncc. At wh u 1 

they all laughed a good. Now as the banquet went on ftill and they began n 
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drinke more liberally, Cyrus demaunded of Gobryas. Tell me, Gobryas, whe¬ 
ther are you more willing now, to bellow your daughter in marriage upon one 
of thefe Gentlemen,than at your firft acquaintance with us? And will you give 
me alfo leave quoth Gobryas to fay a truth? Yea verily, faith Cyrus, For no que¬ 
ll ion needs to be anfwered with a lye. Why then, faith Gobryas, know for cer- 
taine. That much more willing I am now, than heretofore. And can you render 
a reafon why?quoth Cyrus. Yea that I can anfwered Gobryas . Say on then quoth 
Cyrus. Becaufe quoth he I favv them as then, to endure both paincs and perils 
willingly, but now I perceive they can bearc profperity wifely, and with mo¬ 
deration. And trucly, 6 Cyrus in my conceit, it is an harder matter to find a 
man to bearc well the favouring, than to brooke the frowning of fortune. For, 
of the one may grow prideand infolency in many: but the other breedeth mo- 
defly and temperance in all. How now Hyfafpas, faith Cyrus, have you heard

(pas. And if he come out with many fuch fentenccs, he fhall have me fooner to 

become a fuitcr unto his daughter, than if hefhewed me many drinking cups. 
And I allure you faith Gobryas , Many of thele and fuch like fayings of his, I 

have put in writing: of which I will not envy you the having, in cafe you e£ 

poufe my daughter. As for drinking cups, becaufe me thinks you let no llore 
by them, I woce not whether you Ihould doe well to bellow them upon this 
Chryfantas here, becaufe he hath llolcn your feat from you. Then Cyrus,Concs 
Hyftafpas and yee my friends here prefent. If yee tell me when any one of you 
will in hand with marriage, yee fhall fee in what good Head I alfo will Hand 
you, in your wooing. Then Gobryas , If a man would marry forth his daughter.

What feat is that? quoth chryfantas 


the skill to know what marriage is meet for each perfon. Then, for the love 
of God quoth Chryfantas, Tell me what kind of wife will bell fit me,& be molt 
ratable to my perfon ? Firft, quoth Cyrus , a little woman*, becaufe you are but 
little your felfe. For if you Ihould match with one of ftature tall, you mull bee 
faine to leap up to her, (as thefe little dogs doe) whenfoever you would kifle 
her upright. In good faith quoth Chryfantas, very well conlidered of you, For 
I am nothing made at all for leaping. Then, quoth Cyrus , A woman with a flac 
nofe were very meet for you. And why fo, faith Chryfantas; becaule,quoth he, 
your felfe arc * hooke-nofed. For, you know very well, that flatnofes and 
hooked, will couch and clofe bell togither. Say you then, quoth Chryfantas , 
That when one hath fupped well, as l now have, a wife that goeth jfupperlelle 
to bed, were meet to lye with him ? yes verily quoth Cyrus . For they that are 
full, have round and copped bellies, but their bellies be flat that are empty,and 
have not had their fuppers. But can you tell me for Gods fake, Cyrus, what 
manner of wife is good for a cold King ? Herewith Cyrus laughed and fo did 
the reft. And as they were altogither fet a laughing. In this one point verily 
quoth chryfantas I envic you efpecially, in your royall eftate; And, what is 
that faith Cyrus, becaufe quoth he being as you are fo cold and dry your felfe, 
yet y ou can make us all to laugh. And would not you quoth Cyrus give a great 

deale, to have thefe things told you, and report made unto her of whom you 
defire to be fo highly efteemed, that you are pleafantly conceited? Thus palled 
they the time skoffing and jefting merrily one with another. Then Cyrus 

brought 
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brought forth a fute of womans apparaile and ornaments thereto foi 7 igrants, 

which he willed him to give unto his wife,becaufe die bad borne her felfe man 
ly in this expedition, with her husband. To Artabazus he gave a cup of gold, 
and to the Hyrcanian Captainc a Courfer, with many other faire and rich gifts. 
As for you, Gobryas, I will bellow upon you an husband for your daughter. 
Then, me you will give I trow quoth Hyfafpas, that I may have thole written 
fentenccs of his. Why,quoth Cyrus,have you any eftate of your owne, anlvvc- 
rable to the dowry of the Damoifell? Yea,that I have quoth he,God be thank¬ 
ed, and the fame worth much more money. And where I pray you ly cth that 
wealth of yours ? Even there, quoth Hyjlajpos, (pointing to Cyrus) where you 
fit that are my friend. And that is enough faid Gobryas to content me. And 
therewith presently he raught forth his hand and faid. Give me him Cyrus, fot 
I am ready to receive him. Then Cyrus taking Hyftafpas by the right hand, gave 
him unto Gobryas , who received him accordingly. After this, he bellowed up- 
on Hyftafpas many goodly gifts, to fend unto the young Lady his fpoufc : and 
withall, taking Chryfantas clofc unto him, he kilfed him. Then Artabazus, As 
Iupiter me helpe 6 Cyrus quoth he, that cup which you gave unto me, and the 
gift which you bellowed upon Chryfantas, be not both of the fame gold. But 
I will quoth Cyrus give you the like. And when? asked he; Thirty y ceres 
hence quoth Cyrus. See then quoth he, you order the matter fo, and provide 
againft that time ; as from whom I will exped: fo much , and not dye in the 
meane while. Thus for that prefent, ended their feaft and merry meeting. 
When they were rifen, Cyrus alfo arofe and accompanied them to the very 

gates.

Cyrus verily at the nrft ordained, toat n. li-hnvj farre off. ffonthis 

might have profped into the baft: then, he appoi wJ 1 Koyall 
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Royall tent, the Guard and Penfioners fiiould quaiter and have their lodgings. 
After them, he affigned for the bakers the right hand , and for the cooks and 
vi&uallers the left. He appointed for the horfes [of fervice] the right fide, and 
for the other labouring and draught hearts the left. Scmblably ail tilings die 


for the other labouring and draught hearts the left. Scmblably ail tilings die 
were digefted fo,as that every man knew his ownc place, as well by meaiurc as 
by the plot of ground. Now, when they diilodgeand arc upon their remoove, 
every man packeth up fuch baggage as he is appointed to ule. Others there be 
againe,ready to lay them upon the Sumpter hearts: whereby it comes to parte, 
that ail the porters and carriers come together unto thofe packs and rrufies,thac 
they are appointed to bring, and every one at once layeth his ownc ftuffc upon 

his ownc hearts. So that the fame time that ferveth for the pitching and fetting 
up of one tent, is fufficient for all. And at one and the fame mftant, were all car¬ 
riages difeharged and laid downe likewife.Morcover,every man had his charge 
wliat to doe, for purveying of vi&uals and all necertaries in due feafon : fo, that 
one and the fame time ferveth for one part and ior all, to make provifion there¬ 
of. And as there was a feverall place fee by for the purveyours of necertaries 
meet for them, fo his armed fouldicrs in pitching of the campe, had that quar- 


which was convenient for each kind of armature and 


hey 


alfo which it was; and in generall held and occupied it fo as they never d ittered 
about it. Certes,even in a private houfe and family, Cyrus thought it a fpetiall 
matter, to be carefull for the order and fit placing of every tiling in it. (Foi, if 
one hath need of ought, he is not to feeke whither to goe and where to find it) 
but he fuppofed it was a much more excellent thing, that in a campe the nnhta- 
ry tribes and regiments ftiould be placed in good and convenient order. I or, 
by how much, the occafionsin warre be more fodaine, fo much the gicater is 
their delinquency,who llacke any time and be tardy therein. But in warfare Jic 
faw that exploits of great confequence, were performed by thofe that were r< a- 
dy at hand in due time. In which regard, very diligent and careh.ll he was to 

have every thing placed fitly and in order. Firft of all he tooke up a lodging for 

himfelfe, in the mids of the Campe, bccaufe that place was ftrongeft ll.cn 
had he next about him (as his manner ever was,) his truftieft men . and ioi.ii.l 

about themthe men ofarmes and chariotiers. For he fuppoied it need lull tor 

them, to quarter in a place of fecurity : becaufe, if any lodaine A -.umc be gi¬ 
ven in the Campe, they have not ufe of their armes out of hand : but then la - 

vice requireth a long time ere they can be armed, in cafe they mcanetogoc 

forth with them into the field for to doe any good Moreover on c.thci hand, 
as well the left as the right, both of himfelfe and of his. findi hor emen, the Ia- 
velociers with their light bucklers were planted: but behind and hr fore,the Ai- 
chers. As for the fouldiers heavily armed and fuch as bare maffie targuas,tncy 
compafled all the rcft,in manner of a wall: to the end that wnen need was, that 
thehorfemen (hould makethemfelves ready thefe fouldiers fo well appointed 


ftrading ^ore them rn^ht abide the longeft brunt, and give them refpi t and 
time enough to arme in fafety. And l.ke as thofe heavily armed fouldiers lodg- 
rd and fi-Dt keeDinff their order and array ftil,even fo did the layelotieis Ug tuly 
armed and the Archers. Thar if any Al-arme were in the nighr,hke as thole are 
preft to woutrf the affailants clofe at hand, fo thefe Archers and Darters might 

defence of thofe armed fouldiers, if any enemies approached and affionted 
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ions - Bv which meanes, like as in Cities, the wife fort can point unto the 

dwelling houfes of molt Citizens,but cfpccially of fuch as are of employ ment: 

even fo the mimfters and fevitours of Cyrus knew m what places to find their 

Captains and what Enfignes or colours belonged to every one. And thereby,if 

Cinss had occafion to life any ofthem, they needed not to feckc up and downe,

commanded. Being .thus marfhalled, he thought that if any enemie ei ther by 

nioht or day affailed him, they fiiould come upon his campe no otherw.fe, than 
if they fell into a place of ambufhmen:. And, for a Taffick, he thought it re- 
quifitc,noronely to know how,readily to (fetch out m length the front of his 
l‘inland or difplay and fpread it out in depth,or reduce it from a pointed wing, 
into a maffie fquadron , or to countermarch as readily the enemy being dil- 

covered and to wind about with it, in good fort, on the right hancL or on the 
left or in the rcare: but he fuppofed alfo, it appertained to that still, for to be 
able to divide it if need required, and each parr thereof to bellow for moll ad¬ 
vantage, yea and to lead it on fpeedily, where occafion is of prevention. All 

thefe points,and fuch like feats he thought did belong to that Captamc which 
is expert in the ordinance of a battaile: And even fo right carefull and ftudious 
was he in them all. And verily in his journeies he marched with his holt, not 
alwaics alike and in the fame order, but evermore accommodated to divers oc- 
currems and fodaine accidents: Howbeit in the pitching of his carapc, he ufed 

for the mod part this difpofe, which I have rehearfed. 

Now when they had journeyed fo farre as they were come into the Utitdtt 

countrey ,Cyrus turned in to Cyaxares for to lodge with him. And aftei they had 
embraced one another, Cyrus faid Srft to Cyaxares, that there was provided for 

him in Babylon, a choice dwelling houfe with (lately edifices: that it he came 
thither he might keepe his Court there,as in his owne. Then, beftowed he: up¬ 
on him very many and thofe right goodly prefents. c 7 *** r " w ien I 1 ? ^ad * c ", 
ceived diem at his hands, (ent his daughter unto him: who brought with her for 

hnn a golden Coroner, a paire of bracelets and a collar of gold , with a mod: 
beautifull Median robe. Here, quoth Cyaxares,l give unto you Cjfw.this young 
Lady mine owne daughter to be your wedded wife. For fo,your father efpou 
fed my fathers daughter,whofc fonne you are. And this is even very (he,whom 
you being a child,many a time in our houfe,were wont to (port with and dandle 
as a nurceling. And when any one asked hcr,whofe wife (he would be- (he was 
wont to make anfwer, that Cyrus fiiould be her husband. And with her, I give 
over and above, for a dowry the Kingdomc of Media, and enfeoflfe her wholly 
in it, fmee I have no ifiue male of mine owne legitimate. Thus fai d Cyaxares. 
Vnto whom Cyrus made this anfwer. The parentage, good Vnkle Cyaxares, l 
commend, The young maiden 1 praife,and of the dowry I like well enough:

Commandcment. And verily fo long as God (ball lend me life, mine is the 
Kin^dome of Per fa : but after my deceafc , Cyrus (hall be King thereof, if he fur- 
vive & Who,when he * once come into Perfia,d jail do well and devoutly to offer 
facri'fices for you, like as now my felfe doth facrifice. But whiles he makes his 
abode in another country,! fuppofe it will be expedient for you,that one of our 
line and blood, whom yee thinke the very beft, performe that which appertai¬ 
ned to religion and thcworfhipof God. When Cambyfes had uttered thefe 
words, both Cyrus and the Rulers alfo of Perfia agreed thereto,and by enatfing a 
decree ratified the fame. And as they then capitulated and palfcd thefe Cove¬ 
nants, calling the Gods to witneffe, fo at this time, the Perfans and their King 

doe conftantly obferve the fame. 

After thefe affaires thus accomplifhed, Cyrus departed, and when he was re¬ 
turned backc into Mcdta, by the confentboth of his father and mother,he tool# 
to wife the daughter of Cyaxares aforefaid:of whom the fpeech goes even at this 


day,that fh 


exceeding beautifull 


Howbcit, fome Hiftoriographcrs there 


be, who write that he wedded his mothers fiftcr. But (lie had beene doubtlcfle 
by this time an old Bale woman and * no frefh Darooiftll. No foooer was the 

marriage folemnized, but prefently he tookc her with him and departed. 

After he was come to Babylon, he thought good now to fend Lieutenants Ge¬ 
nerali and Prefidents into thole nations which he had fubdued. As for the Cap- 
taines of Garrifon-Caftles, and thofe Colonels likevvife over thoufands, who 
h3d the keeping of the country, he would not have them to obey any but him- 
feife. For, this fo recall he had (confidering how it would prejudice his ownc 
State,in cafe any of thofe Rulers and Lieutenants, prefuminp upon their wealth 

and the multitude of men under them lhould beare themfelves infolently, and 
fhake off the yoke of their alleageance) namely to have in readinelfe within 
the Countrey, fuch as would make head againft them. Intending therefore to 


D 


bring this about, firft he thought it good policy,to call togither the chiefe Gen¬ 
tlemen qf fort, and to declare this bulindle unto them, that they might take 
knowledge upon what motives they went thither who were to be fent. For,by 
this mcaties he thought they would take it the better. But if any fuch were ap¬ 
pointed Govcrnours and Deputies firft, and then afterwards lhould underftand 
fo much,he fuppofed they would beare it hard,as who might thinke all this was 

done for their infidelity and his diftruft in them. Having therefore ulembled 
thofe [principall Gentlemen] togither, hec fpake much after this manner unto 
them! My good friends,we have in thofe Cities which we won, both garrifon 
fouldiers and alfo Captaines over them, fuch as then wee left behind us: unto 
whom at my departure I gave no other charge bulily to meddle in, but only to 
defend their Forts. And thofe furcly will I not put out of their places of Go- 
vernment:confidering they have duly obferved theircommilfion. But other De¬ 
puties and Govcrnours I meane to lend,for to be Prefidents over the people and 
inhabitants of the countries, who gathering tribute and receiving the revenues 
of the State, are to pay the garrifon fouldiers their wages, and to performe all 

Cervices neceffarie: Alfo,to as many of you as here live, and whom I employ a- 

bout my affaires in foraine parts: I thinke it mect,whiles I fend them away unto 

thefe nations about fome bufineffes which they are to menage, for to affigne 

houfc and lands thereto the end that tribute may be brought hither unto them, 

and 



and when they come thither,they may be lodged and entertained in their ownc. 
When he had thus faid,he gavehoufes and fubjc&s to commaund, in all the ci¬ 
ties which he had conquered. And even at this day, the poftcrity defeended 
from them,who at that time received thefe Donations, rcmaine Bill in pofteflion 
of thofe lands, fituate and lying, fome in one countrey, and fome in another 
whereas,they themfelves abide at the Court with the King. B it neccftary it is 
moreover, quoth he,that yee conlidcr of thofe Deputies and Govcrnours who 
are to goe into thefe Provincesjthac they be fuch,as will be min<ifull,to fend hi¬ 
ther alfo what good thing and fpcciall commodity there is in each land: to the 
end that we alfo reliding here,may be partakers of all the profits,that any coun¬ 
try yeeldech wherefoever. For,if any fearefull and dangerous object lhould pre 
fent it felfe unto them,we muB for our parts defend them. Thus having find,he 
concluded his fpeech. And then fuch friends of his, as he knew defirous to goe 
upon thofe termes abovefaid, he made choife of, and fent them as Lords-De¬ 
puties who were in his judgement, moB meet and worthy, to wit, into Arabia, 

Meg4by /?»/5 i nto Cappadocia Artabatas j Ariacamas into Phrygia the grcatiand Chry- 
fant as into Lycia ana Ionia. Into Caria,Cadufius according to the Carians requeft. 
Into Phrygia lying upon HeUeftont and into Meolis,Pharmchus. But into Ctlicia, 
Cyprus, and to the Paphlagontans he fent no Governors, becaufethey feemed of 
their owne accord and unlent for, to joync with him in the journey of Babylon . 
Howbeit, thefe nations alfo he commaunded to bring in their tribute. And as 
Cyrus ordained it in thofe daies,foat this timealfo.-thegarrifons in every Caftle, 
are at the Kings difpofe. The Colonels alfo over every i ooo. of garrifon foul¬ 
diers, are by the King appointed, and their names enrolled and remaining with 
the King. 

Furthermore he gave all thofe LL. Governours in charge whom he fent our, 
to endeavour with all their whole power for to imitate his example in all things 
that they faw him to doe. FirB and principally, to ordainc a troupe of hot le- 
menand Chariotiers, out of thofe Perfans and Allies who followed them in 
their traine. And as many as were endowed with Lands and * Palaces, to 
force them to give attendance ordinarily at the [* Court] to the end that being 
ftudioufly given to temperance, they might (hew themfelves ready to be em¬ 
ployed by the Lord Governour as occafion required. Alfo their children to be 
trained up at the Court,like as the manner was with him. Item, that each Vice¬ 
roy or Governour aforcfaid,fhould bring thofe his Couttcours attending upon 
him,forth a hunting, and to exercife both himfelfe and thofe about him in fuch 
difporrs and paftimes as tend unto warfare. And whofoever faith he in propor¬ 
tion of his puiffance and regiment, fhall be able to fhew unto me moB charriots 
meet for fervice, the greateft number likewife of horfemcn right expert and 
skiifull, him will I honour and reward as a Angular Affociate in warre,him will 
I confider as a fpeciall preferver with me both of the Per fan Empire and mine . 
Let there be alfo quoth he among you ccrtaine degrees of feats, and fee that the 
Beft warriours and moft valiant Knights, fit in higher place, as it is the oidci 

with me. As for your. 4 table I would have it anfwerable to mine, firft to feed 
boufhold fervants, and then to be fufficiently fumifhed for to impart an allo w¬ 
ance for friends, and to honour thofe who daily fhall performe fome worthy 
exploit. See likewife that ye be poffcfTed of parks,and keepe wild beafts m them 
for same: and never either your felves caufe meat to be fet upon the bourd, be- 
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fore yce have laboured,nor give your horfes hay,unlcfle they be firft exercifed. 
For k is not poffible that I being one man alone, with all the humane wife- 
dome and prowefletha: is,fhould preferve the weale of you all: but ncccflaric it 
is that I being a valiant perfon my felfe, (liould atfift you with nunc owne alfo 
ant: thofe redoubted Knights. Yee likewife ought to be hardy your felves and 
with thofe brave and valourous men about you to aide me. Moreover I would 
have you conlidcr thus much, that none of thefc points which now I recom¬ 
mend unto you, l doe impofe upon (laves, but whatfoever 1 fay that yee ought 
to doc,the fame I endeavour to praftife firft my felfe. To conclude,like as I bid 
you imitate mc,fo teach yee thofe fubordinate and inferiour Magiftratcs within 
your jurifdi&ion to follow you. And as at that rime Cyrus firft ordained, even 
fo at this day , are all the garrifons under the Kings dominion kept, all the 
Courts of the Grand Rulers in like manner ferved and attended: all houfes and 
families as well gre.it as fmall in the fame fort ordered. Of all them that be pre- 
fern in ordinary, they who have carried themfclvcs bcft,arc graced with higher 
feats above the reft : all their journeyes arc likewife appointed and difpofed. 
And generally many matters are compendioufly difpatched by few Gover- 
nouref When he had given this charge to thefe Lieutenants and Deputies, how 
every one was to frame and digeft his affaires: and vvithall affigned unto each 
of them a ceitaine power of foufdiers,he difmifled them, with a warning given 
to them all, to prepare themfelves and be in readineffe: For that the yeere next 
enfuing,he intended an expedition,and meant to review and mufter all his men, 
horfes°and chariots. Which laudable cuftome being firft begun by Cyrus , wee 
underftand,(by report) continucth (till. For,hereupon fome great man or other 
yeerely vifiteth the Provinces with an army: Who, if any one of the forefaid 
Governours ftands in need, is ready to helpc: if any beare himfelfe infolently, 
him he reduceth into order,and teacheth to be wifer. Is there any one thatneg- 
lcclcth the bringing in of Tribute f is flackc in proteding the inhabitants i or 
looketh not to the ground that it be tilled and husbanded} or lcavcth ought elfe 
undone that is commaunded, he it is that brings all into good frame againe: 
but if he cannot efted this by himfelfe, hegiveth notice thereof to the King, 
Then he no fooncr heareth the matter, but confulteth deliberately about the 
party thus delinquent. And oftentimes they, of whom it is commonly faid. 
The Kings fonne commit h dorvne: The Kings brother fThe Kings Eye t (frc» be the Vi- 
fitoursand Overfeers: yea fometimes when they are not feene at all themfelves. 
For every one of thefe is called backe againe out of the way, whenfoever the 
Kingcommaundeth. 

Moreover we are given to underftand of another invention of Cyrus (which 
concemeth ehc great nefle of his Empire) whereby he quickly had intelligence 
brought unto him, how the State of things went. For knowing by experience, 
how farre an horfc would carry a man in a day without tyring, hce appointed 
ftable-roomesf diftant fo much one from another, and therein poft-horfes and 

perfons of purpofe to looke unto them. He appointed alfo in every of thefe 
places, a man, fit both to receive packets of letters, and tp deliver them as they 
were brought: Who alfo (hould take the weary horfes, and make fupply wit| 
frefh, to fend forward. And it is faid, that othervvhiles this manner of riding 
poft,gave not over all night: but after the day-meflenger; immediately fuccee- 
ded another for the night. Which being thus ordered, fome fay,that his ppfts 

difpatched 
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difpatched their journeyes fafter than Cranes flye. Which laying if it be not 
true, yet thus much at leafhvifeis evident, that of all journeyes by land,it i^ot 
greateft fpecd. And this good came thereof, that fo foonc as one perceived any 

occurrent,the fame was looked unto with all expedition.

OlupiterProtc&ourof this my native foyle, 6 Sunne, andallyee other 

Gods,acccpt of thefe Sacrifices, as the abfolute perfedion and finiall of many 
noble and excellent Adions : as the tokens befide,of thanks-giving unto you, 
for that yeehave fignified unto mee, as well by the entrails of lacrificed beads, 
as celeftiall fignes: as well by augury of birds as prefaging Odes,what I was to 
doe in all my affaires, and what not c' Many-fold thanks of dutic I render un¬ 
to you, for that I have alwaies agnized your efpeciall care over mee, and never 
in all my fortunate and triumphant date, exalted my felfe aboue the condition 
of a mortall man. And now I humbly befeech you vouchsafe unto my chil¬ 
dren, wife, friends, and native country,long felicitie. And in, mine ovvne be- 
halfel crave this grace, that yec would grant unto mee fuch an end, as may be 
anfwerableto the life y'e'gave me. When he had thus done and returned home 
to his Palace, he had a minde gently to take his pleafant repofe, and thereupon 
quietly laid him downe upon his bed. Now when bathing time was, his 
Groomes and Chamberlaincs for that office appointed, came in and put him in 
minde to wafh: but he anfwered them, that hee fvveetly tooke his red. Others 

likewife according to their place; when due time was,fet his fupper before him. 
it But Cyrus his * ftorflacke dood to no meat, as feeming rather thirfty & defirous 

of drinke: Whereupon he dranke with delight Thus it fared with him the 

morrow, and likewife the third day. By which time, hee called for his fonnes: 
who fortuned then tobe in Perfiaas having accompanied their father thither* 

He fent alfo for his frietUfsand the chiefe Lords and Rulers of Pcrfia. When

they were all come togither, he began in this wife to fpeake unto them. 

My children, and yee my friends all, .that be here in prefence: The eod of 
ray life, as I evidently perceive by many fignes, drawethon apace, and is now 
come. Your parts it is therefore, fo foone as I am departed this world, both 
to fay and doc by mce in all re/peds,as a blefled and happy man. For,as during 
my childhood I was thought to have envied the beft things meet and commen¬ 
dable for that age: fo, in my youth I reaped the fruit of fuch adions as befee- 

med youngyeeres. Likewife, beinggrownetothematuritieof njansefiate, I 
had the benefit of thofe deeds, which were anfwerableto mens ripenefle and 
perfedion. Yea and as I waxed ftill elder and elder,me thought I perceived my 
ft length with progrefleof time to cncreafe ever more and more. In fo much 
as I never found mine old age feebler, than the prime of my youth. Nor re¬ 
member I, that I ever enterprized or defired ought in my heart,but I archicved 
the fame. My friends verily have I feene by my meanesmade fortunate: but 
mine enemies brought into fervitude. Mine owne countrey, which heretofore 
was of no aecompt nt>r commaund in Afia, I leave now ennobled and in fove- 
raine honour above others. And of all that ever I wonne and got, I know not 
what one parcel!, I have not held and kept ftill. And albeit for the time paft, 
all matters have fucceededto my hearts defire, yet for that I was accompanied 
with a certaine feare,left iTnight for the future, fee, heare,or feele fome adverfe 
calamitie, the lame would not permit me to be hautie and proud at all, nor yet 
over-joyous for my prefent fortunes: And now, if I my felfe forgoe this tran- 
fitory life, yet yec my fonnes whom God hath given mee,I leave furviving be¬ 
hind mee.- My country alfo and friends in blefied cafe: How can it then bee

felfe becne fo brought up, according to the difeipline of your countrey and

And thele things, wote you well, interrupt 


ones joy with manifold troubles. And you my fonne Cambyfes, I would have 
you to know, that it is not this golden Scepter that is able to preferve your 
Kingdomeand Royall eftate. But many friends and thofe trufty, are unto 
Kings the tmeft appay and fureft Scepter to reft upon. And never thinke that 
menare naturally borne faithfull friends unto you (for if that were fo,the fame 

men would be true and loyali unto all: like as other things in one nature are 

feehc to beethe fame unto all indifferently,) But every Prince muft himfelfe 
make men trufty and faft unto him: and made they are fuch, not by force, but

familiar? Suffer not then, thofe good bleffings to be in vaine beftowed upon 
you, whereby the very Gods lead brethren to the entertainment of mutual! 
amitie: but over and above this foundation already laid, build forthwith other 
workes of love: and thus your reciprocal! friendfhip (hall continue for ever 
invincible. And to fay a truth, he regardeth his owne fclfe, who taketh care 
of his brother. For, unto what other perfon is a brother (if he be a mightie 
man) fuch an ornament as to his brother ? And who befide is able to honour 
a puitfant Potentate fo much as a brother ? And whom will a man, having a 
great perfon to his btochcrfeare to wrong, fo much as hecwill his ownebro- 
ther ?See therefore that no man obey him looner, nor be readier to come and 
affift him than your fclfe. For neither his profperitie, nor adverfitie concernes 
any man more properly than you. Confider moreover in gratifying whom, 
you fhould hope to gaine more or winne greater thanke, than if you doe your 
brother a pleafure?In fuccouring,fliall youget a firmer Ally than him? whom 
is it more unfeemely or difhoneft not to love, than a brother ? and whom in 
all the world is it more decent and befitting, to honour above the reft than a 
brother ? It is a brother onely, and none but he, 6 Cambyfes , who if hce have 
the principall place of love with a brother, incurrethnoc the envie of others 
thereby ? For the tender love therefore of our tutelar Gods, my children: As 
yee have any defire to gratifie mee your father, honour yee one another.

Whether of them therefore yee know to have reaped

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How After the death of Cyrus all his ordinances were perverted. The 

* ^Aut hours difeourfe concerning the government of the 

Perfian Kings afier Cyrus. 

T Hat the Empire of Cyrus was of all the Kingdomes in Afia, the goodr 

liefc and moft fpacious,appeareth by the very teftimony of it felfe.For, 

bounded it was Eaftward with the Red-fea, and North-ward with the 
Euxine. In the Weft Cyprus and Mgypt confined it: and Mthiopia in the South. 
Being of fo great and large an extent,yet governed it was by the onely counfell 


and wiledomeofCy 


And as he honoured and lovingly refpedted his fub- 


jc<fts,as if they had beene his children: fo they againe reverenced him as their fa¬ 
ther ’ No fooncr yedded he to nature, but ftraightwaies his very children fell 
out and were at variance foone after,great Cities and whole Provinces revolted: 


thin 


backward and grew worfe and worfe 


To verifie thefe my words: I will begin firft vyith religion. For, thus much 
I know that before-time, the King himielfe and thofe that were under him, if 


they had either fworne unto thofc,thatothcrvvife had committed never fo great 


outrages and hainous fads, would precifcly keep their oath: or if they had but 
giventheir right hand for affurancc of any covenant, would conftantly make 
the fame good. And verily, had they not beene thus refolute in this point, and 

gotten fuch a name thercforejthere would not one have trufted them: like as ac 
this day no man hath any affiance in them confidering their impiety is fo noto¬ 
rious : nor would the leaders alfo of thofe fouldiers, that went with 4 Cyrus in 
that expedition of his,have beleeved them: whereas prefuming fo much as they 
did, upon that auncient conceit of their fidelity, they yeelded themfelvcs unto 
theenemie:and being brought before the King,were made (hotter by the heads# 
Yea and many of the Barbarians them felves, who undertooke this voiage with 
them deceived by fairc promifes and plighting their troths,fome one way,fome 
another were overthrovvne and perifhed thereby. And yet in thefe daycs,they 
are I affure you in this refpeft much worfe than they were. For, in times paft 
if a man had either put himfeife into daunger for the King 5 won a City,fubdued 
a Nation, or otherwife exploited any brave fervice for the honour of the King: 


thefe were the men who had honours heaped upon them 


But now adayes, if 


any like unto Leomythrts (who leaving his wife and children,his friends children 
alfo as hoftages with the /Egyptian King, tranfgteffed and brake the greaeeft fa- 
cramentsof fecurity that were) doe that which feemfcth advantageous onely 

for the King: fuch as thfey are moft highly advanced, and goe away with the 

greateft dignity. Which the people of rtf a fecing,are themfelves alfo fallen all, 
to impiety and injuftice. For,as the Princes and Rulers.be affefted, luch for fop 
moft part proovc the fubje&s under them. And by this meanes, more godleflc 

theyarc and perfidious now,than heretofore. 

Now as touching the pra<5tife ofgetting money,they are more injurious like** 
wife than before-time. For, they apprehend not onely fuch men as have com¬ 
mitted many trefpaftes, but thofe alfo who never yet have done any wrong or 

made offence, but contrary to all right and equity extorr and wring money 

from 
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from them perforce. Wherby it is come to paffe,that innocent perfons thought 
to have much wealth, are no leffe affraid than malefaiftors. And thcierore, fuch 
as thefe are neither willing to dealc and commerce with greater perfons,nor yet 
dare joyne with others to ferve in any ofche Kings wars. And hereupon,who- 


foever warreth againft them 


may at their pleafure raunge up and downe and 


overrun theifrountry without impeachment,or any to make head againft them: 
parti y,by reafon of their impiety to God ward,and in part,for their iniquity and 
injuftice to men. And fo,by this meanes, their minds be infedteu and perverted 
every Way, farre worfe in thefe dayes than in times paft. And thus by con.c- 
quence. That they have not that regard of their ovvrre bodies as neictoforc, l

For, whereas in old time, forbidden they were by law, either tofpitorto

A ccrtatne kind of onfet and charge they give, I muft needs 
fay, but before they come among the enemies, either they willingly drop out 
of their chariots, or elfe leap forth of purpofe. Whereupon the Chariots and 
teetnes both,being abandoned of their drivers and rulers, do many times much 
mote hurt unto their ftiends, than to their enemies. Ort«,they bong privy to 
themfelves, and knowing well enough how flendcrly they be appointed for 

the war res, withdraw their heads out of the field: nettherdare any of them pre¬ 
Sough that they muft have Greeks in their armte.whcnfoever they mcane either 

to make warre one with another, or upon the Greeks themlelvcs. 

Thus have I performed, as 1 thinke, that which I purpofed and undertooke. 
For I fay and avow,that t& Hfm and their Affixutts.are in thefe dayes more 

ktoSke more unjuft toothers, and for martiall affaires mote effeminate than 

STXir own deeds Xd aAtons,and he fcaU find that they wiUtge « 
my behalfe, and verifie my words in the end.
